ACT* AND DECLARATION 

ANENT WIE PUBLICATION OF.TIIE SUBORDINATE STANDARDS AND 
OTHER AyTIIORITATIVB DOCUMENTS OF THE 
FREE CHURCH OF SCOTLAND. 

At Edinburgh , the 31st dag of Afag 1851 gears. Seas. 19. 
Which day the General Assemb^tlof the Free Church of Scot¬ 
land being mefana duly constituted. 

Inter alia , 

The General Assembly, on considering the Report of the Commit¬ 
tee to which this matter was referred at a previous diet, unanimously 
agreed to sanction, as Ijiey hereby sanction, the publication of a vo¬ 
lume, containing the subordinate standards, and other authoritative 
documents of this Church. And with the vj$w of directing attention 
to “all the way by which the Lord hasted us,” as w r ell as to the testi¬ 
mony which He has honoured this Church to bear for the whole truth of 
God regarding His Church, and His glory therein, the General Assem¬ 
bly did, and hereby do, adopt the following Act and Declaration:—

When it pleased Almighty God, in His great and undeserved mercy, 
to reform this Church from Popery by presbyters, it was given to the 
Reformers, amid many troubles, to construct and model the constitu¬ 
tion of the Church, in doctrine, worship, discipline, and government, 
according to the Word of God, and not according to the will of earthly 
rulers. Our fathers, accordingly, in singleness of eye and simplicity of 
heart, without regard to the fiwuur or the fear of man, so applied 
themselves to the work to which tfcey were called, that they were en¬ 
abled, with remarkable unanintity. to settle it upon the basis which, by 
the blessing of God, has continued unaltered down to the present time. 

Of this settlement, besides that profession of the evangelical faith 
which is common to all the Churches of the Reformation, the peculiar 
and essential features are:—I. The government of the Church by 
presbyters alone, or by that o!rder of men which is indicated in the 
New Testament indiscriminately by the terms presbyters and bishops 
or overseers—and iri<rKo<roi. —and, II. The subjection of the 
Church, in all things spiritual, to Christ as her only Head, and to His 
Word as her only rule. 

From the beginning these principles have been held as fundamental 
by the.Reformed Church of Scotland; and as such they were recog¬ 
nized in her earliest standards,—the First and Second Books of Dis¬ 
cipline,—adopted by her own independent authority, before the full 
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sanction either of the Crown or of the Ihirliament was given to the 
Eeformation which God had accomplished 04 her behalf. For those 
principles, the ministers and memoers of this Church, as well as the 
nobles, gentlemen, and burgesses of the land, from the first united in 
contending, and on more than one occasion, in the course of these early

them against all adversaries.* * 

Farther; while this Church has ever held that she possesses an inde¬ 
pendent and exclusive jurisdiction or power in all ecclesiastical matters, 
“which flows directly ffom God, and the Mediator, Jesus Christ, and 
is spiritual, not having a temporal head on earth, but only Christ, the 
only King and Governor of Ilis^Chujjchshe has, at the same time, 
always strenuously advocated the doctrine tqjight in lloly Scripture,—

only King and Governor of Ilis^Chujjchshe has, at the same time, 
always strenuously advocated the doctrine tqjight in lloly Scripture,— 
that nations and their rulers are bound to own the truth of God, and 


to advance the kingdom of His Son. And accordingly, with unfeigned 
thankfulness, did she acknowledge the good hand of the Lord, when, 
after prolonged contests with the enemies of the Reformation,—and, 
in particular, with certain patties who sought not only to uphold a 
form of Pro'atic government in the Church, but to establish the supre¬ 
macy of the Crown in alf causes, spiritual and ecclesiastical, as well as 
civil and temporal,—a rational recognition and solemn sanction of her 
constitution, as it had been settled by her own authority, according to 
the Word of God, was at last obtained;—first, in the Act of Parlia¬ 


ment 1567, and again, more completely, in the Act of Parliament 1592, 
—then and since regarded by her as the great constitutional charter 
of her Presbyterian government gnd freedom. 

Thus the first Reformation was accomplished. 

But before a generation had elapsed, a sad change for the worse 
took place. Through defection in the Church, and tyrannical invasion 
of her independence by the civil power, the Presbyterian polity and 
government were overturned, and manifold abuses and corruptions in 
discipline and worship, were insidiously introduced. A second Refor¬ 
mation accordingly became necessary. 

And here, again, it pleased AlmigITfy God, as in that former Refor¬ 
mation of the Church from Poperyiby presbyters, to give to our fathers 
light and grace; so that, taking liis*Word as their only rule, and own¬ 
ing Ilis Son as their only King in Zion, they were enabled not only to 
restore the constitution of the Church as it had stood when her first 


Reformation seemed to be completed, but to aim, also, at carrying out 
more fully the great essential principles of that constitution, and se¬ 
curing more effectually tnan before the prevalence of these principles 
over all the land, as well as their permanency through all coming ages. 

In seeking this noble end, our fathers were again led, for their 
mutual security, as well as for the commending of so righteous a cause 
to Him by whom it was committed to them, to have recourse to the 
solemnity of a holy confederation. 

The National Covenant was renewed at the beginning of the con- 
tendings for this second Reformation, with an extension of its weighty 
protests aud censures, to meet whatever new fruit the old stock of 
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rrelatic and Erastian usurpation had been bearing. And the Solethn 
League and Covenant ]yas afterwards entered into, in concert with 
England and Ireland, “ for the reformation and defence of religion, 
the honour and happiness of the king, and the peace and safety of the 
three kingdomsand, in particular, for “ endeavouring to bring the 
Churches of God in the three kingd<yns to the nearest conjunction and 
uniformly in religion, confession of faith, form of Church ^ gj>1 
government, directory far worsfiip, and catechising.”* League, To!) 

Thus religiously baund and pledged t» God and to one P- 
another, our fathers were enabled to effect the reformation of this 
Church from Prelacy, even as tfyeir fathers in like manner effected its 
reformation from Popery. In the ever-meiribrable Assembly held at 
Glasgow in 1638, as well as in subsequent Assemblies, it was declared 
that <e all Episcopacy different from $hat of a pastor over a particular 
flock was abjured in this l£irk; ”*an & provision was made, accordingly, 
for its complete removal, and for the settlement of Church government 
and order upon the former Presbyterian footing. 

In all this work of pulling down and building up, the independent 
spiritual jurisdiction of the Church, flowing immediately from Christ 
her only Head, was not only earnestly asserted, but practically exercised. 
For the whole work was Tjegun and carried on without warrant of the 
civil power. And it was only after much contending, and with not a 
little hesitation, that the civil power began t» interpose its authority 
in the years 1639 and 1641, to support and sanction what the Church 
had, by the exercise of her own inherent jurisdiction, already done. 

Thereafter, for the better prosecution of the work on hand, and in 
the face of the manifest purpose of the king and his adherents to 
crush it altogether, this Church, by commissioners duly named by the 
General Assembly, took part in thS Assembly of Divines which met 
at Westminster in 1643. And having in view the uniformity con¬ 
templated in the Solemn League ana Covenant, she consented to 
adopt the Confession of Faith, Catechisms, Directory for Public Wor¬ 
ship and Form of Church Government agreed upon by the said As¬ 
sembly of Divines. 

These several formularies, as ratified, with certain explanations, by 
divers Acts of Assembly in thepyears 1645, 1646, and particularly in 
1647, this Church continues till thy* day to acknowledge as her subor¬ 
dinate standards of doctrine, wbrsjiip, and government;—with this dif¬ 
ference, however, as regards the authority ascribed to them, that while 
the Confession of Faith * contains the creed to which, as * Confession, 
to a confess on of his own faith, every office-bearer in the "j. t t h 0 f^ ive ' 
Church must testify in solemn form his personal adherence; 8 embiy, p. 16. 
—and while the Catechisms, Larger and Shorter, t are t catechisms, 
sanctioned as directories for catechising;—the Directory ^UhreiaUve 
for Public Worship, the Form of Church Government, and 8 embiy,pp.i25, 
the Directory for Family Worship, $ are of the nature of 283- 
regulations, rather than of tests,—to be enforced by the ^uhrcStiTC 
Church like her other laws, but not to be imposed by sub- Acts of a»- 
scription upon her ministers and elders. These documents, aembl y« P ®i. 
then, together with a practical application of the doctrine J^“koow^" 
of the Confession, in the Sum of Saving Knowledge, $— ledge, p, 317. 
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a valuable treatise, which, though without any express Act of Assem¬ 
bly, has for ages had its place among them,—have, ever since the 
era of the second Reformation, cflhstitutcd tne authorized and autho¬ 
ritative symbol.c books of the Church of Scotland. 

Hor is it to be overlooked here, in connection with these proceed¬ 
ings, but, on the contrary, it is to be owned as*a signal instance of the 
Divine favour, that when the civd dissensions and wars—of which 
this Church unfeignedly deprecated aftd deplored—issued in a brief in¬ 
terval of quiet, and when the»ParHament of Scotland was at last moved 
to own the Reformation work of God in the land, this Church obtained 
a ratification of her spiritual liberties much more fuU and ample than 
had ever previously bedh granted. This appeared, as in other things, 
so especially in the matter of presentation to benefices, with appoint¬ 
ment to the oversight of souls, fcythat matter, this Reformed Church 
had from the beginning maintaKed*a testhnony and contest against 
the right of patronage, as inconsistent with <e the order which God’s 
Word craves.” And now, both the Parliament and the Church being 
free to act according to the will of God, and professing to be guided 
by His Word, it was enacted by the Parliament in 1649, that ministers 
should be settled “ upon the #uit and calling 1 , or with the consent of 
the congregation;” and the Assembly, in tne same year, laid down 
wholesome rules and regulations for securing the orderly calling of 
pastors by the congregations of the Church, with due regard at once 
to the spiritual privileges of fhe people, and the spiritual jurisdiction 
of those appointed to bear office among them in the Lord. 

Thus, by God’s grace, in this second Reformation, wrought out by 
our fathers amid many perils and persecutions, this Church was hon¬ 
oured of God to vindicate and carry out the great fundamental prin¬ 
ciples of her constitution—the government of the Church by presby¬ 
ters alone; her inherent spiritual jurisdiction, derived from her great 
and only Head; and the right of congregations to call their own 
pastors. 

And thus the second Reformation seemed to be happily accomplished 
and secured; and the Church and nation of Scotland abjured Prelacy, 
as they*had formerly abjured Popery. 

That the men whom God raised «up for this great work proved 
themselves to be fallible in several qf their proceedings, does not detract 
from our conviction that the work tyself was the work of God. The 
principles of religious liberty not being so thoroughly understood in 
that age as they are now, it is not surprising, however much it is to 
be lamented, that our fathers should have given some occasion to the 
charge of intolerance in the laws enacted, though seldom enforced, 
with a view to inflict civil penalties for offences partly, if not entirely, 
religious. It is to be confessed, also, that in prosecuting their great 
work in circumstances of unparalleled difficulty, instances were not 
wanting of an undue commingling of religion with the passing politics 
of the day, and an undue reliance on an arm of flesh for the further¬ 
ance of tne cause of God. These defects some of the worthiest and 
ablest of the actors in that great crisis lived to deplore; and to such 
causes may be traced, in a great measure, the bitter animosities that 
too speedily ensued between the parties of the Resolutioners and the 
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Protesters—in consequence #f which the Church of Scotland was found 
divided against herself at the very time when union was most essential, 
and at the restoration of Charles II.* was thrown helpless and fettered 
into the furnace of a bitter and unrelenting persecution. 

But notwithstanding these evidences of the hand of man in the 
transactions connected with the secopd Reformation, we would griev¬ 
ously errand sin were we not to recognize, in the substance of what 
was then done, the handLand Spirit of God; and were wo not to dis¬ 
cern in it such an adaptation to the'texigoncies of the times, and such 
an amount of conformity to the Divine mind and will, as must ever be 
held to give to the attainments then qiade by this Church and nation 
a peculiar force of obligation, ancl to aggravate not a little the guilt of 
subsequent shortcomings and defections. 

Passing over the dark period of ,the closing years of the Stuart 
dynasty, and descending .along the* line of history to the era of the 
glorious Revolution, we find the Church, which had been twice before 
brought out of great troubles in her contendings against Popery and 
Prelacy, once again rescued from the oppression of arbitrary power, 
and lifting her head as the free Presbyterian Church of Scotland. 
The bloody acts of the preceding time avere repealed; on the petition 
of the ministers and professors of the Church of Scotland, the civil 
sanction was given to the Confession of Faith; Presbyterial Church 
government was re-established in the hands,of those who had been 
ejected by Prelacy in 1661; and to the bonder of many, and the con¬ 
fusion of her enemies, this Church rose from her ashes, and was recog¬ 
nized as the same Church which, whether in freedom or in bondage— 
whether under the shade of royal favour, or hunted as a partridge on 
the mountains—could trace its unbroken identity downwards from the 
very beginning of the Reformation." 

That the “Revolution Settlement,” by which the liberties of the 
Church were secured, under the reign of William and Mary, was in 
all respects satisfactory, has never been maintained by this Church. 
On the contrary, various circumstances may be pointed out as hinder¬ 
ing the Church from realizing fully the attainments that had been 
reached during the second Reformation. Not only were the three 
kingdoms of England, Scotland, and Ireland unprepared for prose¬ 
cuting the work of “reformatio® and uniformity in religion,” to 
which they had pledged themselves; but even in Scotland itself the 
reluctant concessions of statesmen were limited to what a people, 
worn out by long and heavy tribulation, were barely willing to ac¬ 
cept as a relief, and did not thoroughly undo the mischief of an age 
of misrule. 

Thus, for instance, in the civil' sanction then given to Presbytery, 
the Parliament of 1690, overlooking altogether the higher attainments 
of the second Reformation, went back at once to the Act 1592, and 
based its legislation upon that Act alone, as being the original charter 
of the Presbyterian Establishment. Accordingly, it left unrepealed 
the infamous “Act Recissory” of King Charles, by which all that the 
Church had done, and all that the State had done for her, in the inter¬ 
val between 1638 and title Restoration, had been stigmatized as trea¬ 
sonable and rebellious. Thus the Revolution Settlement failed in adc- 
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quately acknowledging the Lord's workalone formerly in the land; 
and it was, besides, in several makers of practical legislation, ver y ge¬ 
nerally considered by our fathers at the time to be defective and un¬ 
satisfactory. Some, and these not the least worthy, even went so far 
as to refuse all submission to it. But for the most part, our fathers, 
smarting from the fresh wounds anti-ChristTan oppression, weary of 
strife, and anxious for rest and peace, cither thankfully accepted, or at 
least acquiesced m it; in the hope of being.able practically to effect 
under it the great ends which Ijie Church had all along, in all her 
former eontendings, regarded as indispensable. 

For it would be in a high degree ungrateful to overlook the signal 
and seasonable benefit)! which the Revolution Settlement really did 
confer upon the Church, as well as upon the nation. Not only did it 
put an end to the cruel persecution by which the best blood of Scot¬ 
land had been shed in the field, on file hillside, and on the scaffold; 
not only did it reinstate in their several parishes the pastors who had 
been unrighteously cast out in the reign of the second Charles, and 
set up again the platform of tho Presbyterian government; but by 
reviving and re-enacting the Statute of 1592, the original charter and 
foundation of Presbytery, it xecognized as qn inalienable part of the 
constitution of this country the establishment of the Presbyterian 
Church. It scoured alsd effectually, as was then universally believed, 
the exclusive spiritual jurisdiction of the Church, and her independence 
in spiritual matters of all civil control. And by the arrangements 
which it sanctioned for the filling up of vacant charges, it abolished 
* * ct 7th those rights of patronage which had been reserved in 1592,* 
June, 16U0, and made provision for enforcing the fundamental principle 
1>-14, of this Church, that “ no pastor shall bo intruded into a con¬ 
gregation contrary to the will of the people.” On all these grounds, 
the Church was well entitled to rejoice in the deliverance wrought out 
for her in 1688 and 1690; to thank God for it, and take courage; 
and to cherish the warm and sanguine expectation of reaping now the 
fruit of her struggles and her trials, in a career of undisturbed, united, 
and successful exertion for the glory of her great Head, the good of 
the lana, and the saving of many souls. 

IIow far that expectation might have been fulfilled, if faith had been 
kept with the Church and people #f Scotland by the British Parlia¬ 
ment, according to the terms of tjie "Revolution Settlement, subse¬ 
quently ratified by the Treaty of Union between Scotland and England, 
—and if the Church had received grace to continue faithful to her 
principles,—is a question which can now be little more than matter of 
speculation and conjecture. For the breach made upon her constitu¬ 
tion by the restoration of patronage in 1711,—a measure passed against 
her own earnest remonstrance and protest,—concurring with that un¬ 
happy declension from sound doctrine and spiritual life which began 
to visit, this as well as other Churches of the Reformation during the 
early period of the last century,—not to speak of the leaven of unsound 
'principle transmitted from the too easy admission at the Revolution of 
the Prelatic curates into the Presbyterian Church, without any evi¬ 
dence of their sincere attachnient to its doctrines;—these things led to 
Abuses in the administration of the Church’s discipline and rmvommmt 
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—such as, to a large extent prevented the Revolution Settlement from 
obtaining a full and fair -trial. 

The abuses to which we refer regarded matters of vital import, such 
as the toleration of heresy and immorality; the tyrannical exercise of 
Church power over brethren, with the unjust denial of the right of 
protest for the exoneration of individual consciences; the arbitrary 
enforcing^ the law of patronage by corrupt Presbyteries and Assem¬ 
blies, acting upon their wn discretion, and with no compulsion from 
any civil authority; the grievous oppression of congregations, by the 
forcible intrusion of ministers into parishes against the will of the 
people, and other proceedings of a similar kind; in consequence of 
which, not only were multitudes of godly miAisters and people com¬ 
pelled, for conscience' sake, to withdraw from her communion, and to 
form themselves into separate ecclesiastical societies, but the Church 
itself from which they seceded was found willing—though always, 
blessed be God! with a protesting minority in her courts—to make a 
practical surrender of the most important and distinctive principles of 
her ancient Presbyterian polity. 

Hence it happened, that when, in the good providence of God, and 
through the gracious working of His ‘good Spirit, this Church once 
more, for the third time, was led to take up the work of the Reforma¬ 
tion,—entering, though, alas! with much shortcoming, into the la¬ 
bours of our fathers, by whom she had beer* - reformed from Popery 
and Prelacy,—she encountered, as was most natural, no small measure 
of the same opposition with which they had been obliged to contend, 
from a formidable body of her own ministers and members, as well as 
from the civil power; whose aid was called in to coerce and control 
the Church courts in the exercise of their spiritual functions, and, 
through them, to crush the liberties'of congregations in the calling of 
ministers to be over them in the Lord. 

For it ought to be on record to coming ages, that this Church began 
the work of reformation, on this third great occasion in her history, 
in 1834, by refusing to allow any pastor to be intruded upon a re¬ 
claiming congregation. • 

At the same time, also, while thus securing such a protection to her 
congregations, this Church resolved to give practical effect,to another 
fundamental principle of her Presbyterian polity which had been grie¬ 
vously violated,—the principle, namely, that “ the pastor, as such, hath 
a ruling power over the flock;" or, in other words, that all ordained 
pastors are equally entitled to rule, as well as to teach and minister, in 
Christ’s house. This, accordingly, the Church did, in an Act of As¬ 
sembly, 1834, recognizing all pastors of congregations as members of 
her Church judicatories, and assigning to each, along with the elders 
of his congregation, the administration of discipline among his own 
flock, and the oversight of souls, in whatever local or territorial district 
the Church might be pleasdd to place under his spiritual care. 

It was in carrying out these measures of indispensable practical re¬ 
form, adopted in 1834, that the Church was visited with the inter¬ 
ference of the courts of civil law, in those various forms of unconstitu¬ 
tional aggression upon, and invasion of, her sacred functions as a 
Church of the Lord Jesus Christ, owning no head on earth but only 
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Christ, which are set forth at large iti ^he Claim, Declaration, and 
Protest, adopted by the General Assembly in # 1842, and laid before her 
Majesty, and before the Parliament of Great Britain, in the course of 
. . the year thereafter.*

fastly to resist, at the expense of much loss, obloquy, an^ suffering, 
borne by her faithful ministers and people. • 

But this was not all; for«he uftis enabled also, during all her harass¬ 
ing and painful contendings, to carry forward still farther the work of 
revival throughout her border^, as well as to lift up a still more de¬ 
cided testimony for the purity and liberty of Christ’s house,—His 
Church on earth,—especially in the explicit condemnation which the 
General Assembly in 1842 passed pf the entire system of patronage, as 
a grievance to be utterly abolished? And, through the blessing of 
God, she was not left without manifest' tokens of the Divine counte¬ 
nance and favour,—such as, in like circumstances, had been vouch¬ 
safed in former times,—in the remarkable pouring out of the Holy 
Spirit on not a few portions of the chosen vineyard of the Lord. 

Among other tokens for good, as the Church humbly considered 
them, it may be mentioned as one of the most gratifying, that a begin¬ 
ning was made, during this reforming period, of the work of re-union 
among the true-hearteikbranches of the Presbyterian Church in Scot¬ 
land. Overtures towards adjunction with the Church of Scotland 
having been made by a highly esteemed body of those whose fathers 
had seceded from it, and ample deliberation having taken place on both 
sides, the end in view was happily and harmoniously attained in the 
year 1839, when the General Assembly, with the consent of the Pres¬ 
byteries of the Church, passed anTAct to the following effect:— 

“ Whereas proposals have been made by the Associate Synod for a 
re-union with the Church of Scotland, and a considerable number of 
overtures have been sent at the same time to the General Assembly 
from the Synods and Presbyteries of the Church favourable to that 
object; and it has been ascertainetfrby a committee of the General As¬ 
sembly? that the course of study required for a long time past of stu¬ 
dents in divinity in connection with said Synod is quite satisfactory, 
and that their ministers and ciders $0 firmly adhere to the Westminster 
Confession of Faith, the Larger apd "Shorter Catechisms, and other 
standards of our Church: and whereas the members of the Associate

Synod do heartily concur with us in holding the great principle of an 
ecclesiastical establishment, and the duty of acknowledging God in our 
national as well as our individual capacity; and we, on the other hand, 
do heartily concur with tho members of the Associate Synod in con¬ 
fessing the great obligation under which we lie to our forefathers in 
the year 1638, and several years of that century immediately following, 
and the duty, in particular circumstances, <Jf uniting together in public 
solemn engagement in defence of the Church, and its doctrine, discip¬ 
line, and form of worship and government: and whereas our brethren 
of the Associate Synod have declared their willingness, in the event of 
a re-union, to submit to all the laws and judicatories of this Church, 
preserving only to themselves the right which the members of the Estab- 
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lished Church enjoy of endeavouring to correct, in a lawful manner, 
what may appear to them to be faulty in its constitution and govern* 
ment,—the General Assembly, with the consent of the Presbyteries 
of this Church, enact and ordain, that all the ministers of the Associate 
Synod, and their congregations in Scotland, desirous of being admitted 
into connection and full communion«with the Church of Scotland, be 
received aacordingly.” f 

This step was hailed with lively satisfaction by the supporters of the 
old hereditary principles of the Scottish '.Reformation, as not only a 
testimony to the returning faithfulness with which these principles 
were now maintained, but a pledge and presage also of other move¬ 
ments of a similar kind which might be expecteu to follow, as the work 
of reformation and revival went on: thus holding out the hope of this 
Church being honoured to be successful in healing the breaches of Zion 
as well as rebuilding the walls of Jerusalem. 

Thus, with much cause to sing of mercy as well as of judgment, 
the Church for ten years continued to testify, to contend, and to labour, 
in the great and good cause. But as time rolled on, and the causes 
of collision between the ecclesiastical and the civil courts became more 
embarrassing, it was apparent to all thaft an emergency was at hand, 
such as would call for the utmost wisdom of counsel as well as the 
firmest energy of action. 

All along, indeed, while the contendings of this third Reformation 
period were going forward, not only did “ they that feared the Lord 
speak often one to another,” but most solemn consultations of the 
brethren were held at every step, with much earnest prayer, and many 
affecting pledges of mutual fidelity to one another, and to God. And 
as the crisis manifestly drew near, th§ whole body of those ministers of 
this Church by whom the contest was maintained met together in con¬ 
vocation, in November 1842, being convened by a large number of the 
fathers of the Church, and, after a sermon preached by the late lamented 
Dr Chalmers, continued in deliberation for several successive days, 
spending a large portion of the time in united supplication for the 
guidance and grace of God; and did not separate till, with one mind 
and one heart, they were enabled to announce, in resolutions having, 
in the circumstances, all the force of the most impressive vows and 
obligations, their final purpose, at dll hazards, to maintain uncompro¬ 
mised the spiritual liberty and jurisdiction of this Church. And this 
they resolved to do, not by prolonged resistance to the civil courts, 
should the Crown and Parliament of Great Britain refuse the redress 
craved in the above mentioned Claim of Rights, but by publicly re¬ 
nouncing the benefits of the National Establishment,—under protest 
that it is her being Free, and not her being Established, that consti¬ 
tutes the real historical and hereditary identity of the Reformed Na- 
tional Church of Scotland. # 

The Claim of Rights adopted by the General Assembly in 1842, 
having been denied and disallowed, first by Her Majesty’s Government, 
in a letter addressed to the Moderator by the Secretary of State for 
the Home Department, and thereafter by the Commons’ House of Par¬ 
liament, in a vote taken on the 7th March 1843, and carried against a 
large majority of the members representing Scotland; it became appa- 
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rent that the system of patronage,—to Hrhich this Church, although 
viewing it as a grievance, had submitted, under the impression that 
the right was restricted to the disposal of the benefice, while the Church 
was left free in the matter of admission to the cure of souls,—must be 
held, as now interpreted and maintained by tl^p supreme power of the 
State, to be altogether contrary 10 the Word of God and the liberties 
of the people of Christ; and that this JCJhurch, therefore, in that as well 
as in other departments of her administration, had no choice or alter¬ 
native but submission in thifigs spiritual, to civih control, or separation 
from the State and from the benefits of the Establishment. Holding 
firmly to the last, as she hold# still* and, through Port’s grace, will 
ever hold, that it is tlfe duty of civil rulers to recognize the truth of 
God, according to His Word, and to promote and support the kingdom 
of Christ, without assuming any jurisdiction in it, or any power over 
it; and deeply sensible, moreover, of the advantages resulting to the 
community at large, and especially to its more destitute portions, from 
the public endowment of pastoral charges among them: this ChureV 
could not contemplate without anxiety and alarm the prospect of los¬ 
ing, for herself, important means of general usefulness,—leaving the 
whole machinery of the Establishment in tjie hands of parties who 
could retain it only by the sacrifice of her imental principles,— 
and seeing large masses* of the people depi. if the advantage of 
having the services of a gospel^ministry provided for them independently 
of their own resources. But her path was made plain before her. 
For the system of civil interference in matters spiritual being still per¬ 
severed in, so as to affect materially the very constitution of the 
General Assembly, in the election of coimnissionei from the Presby¬ 
teries to that supreme court, it ^ecame the ^uty rf those of the said 
commissioners who were faithful to the crown 01 Christ,—and who 
formed decidedly the major part of the members chosen according to 
* Protest &c ^ ie ^ aws °** *he Church,—to protest,* in presence of Her 
p. 443 . ' * Majesty’s representative, on the 18th of May 1843, against 
the meeting then convened being held to be a free and law¬ 
ful Assembly of the Church of Scotland. 

Under which protest, and in the terms thereof, the said commis¬ 
sioners withdrew to another place of meeting, where, on the same day, 
and with concurrence of all the mitisters and elders adhering to them, 
they proceeded to constitute, in the«name of the Lord Jesus Christ, as 
the only King and Head of the Church on earth, the General Assem¬ 
bly of the Free Church of Scotland, and to take measures for the estab¬ 
lishment of the Church apart from the State in the land. 

How signally God opened for her, in her new position, both a door 
of utterance and a door of entrance, not only in this, but in other coun¬ 
tries also—how mercifully He disappointed all her fears, and procured 
for her acceptance among the people—how wonderfully He disposed 
all hearts so as to continue to her the means of missionary enterprise, 
both at home and abroad—how graciously He cheered her, by giving 
to her the signal privilege of finding all her missionaries, to the Jews 
and the Gentiles, true to herself and to her principles, in the hour of 
trial; and in general, how large a measure of prosperity and peace He 
was pleased to grant to her,—though with some severe persecution and 
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oppression in certain quarter^—this Church cannot but most devoutly 
acknowledge: mourning bitterly, as s]je must at the same time do, over 
many shortcomings and sins, and lamenting the little spiritual fruit of 
awakening and revival that has accompanied the Lord’s bountiful and 
wonderful dealing with her. In deep humiliation therefore, but at 
the same time in the holy boldness ofefaith unfeigned, she would still 
seek to retain and occupy the position which the foregoing summary of 
her history assigns to hen* humbly claiming to be identified with the 
Church of Scotland, which solemnly flound*herself to the Reformation 
from Popery, and again similarly pledged herself to the Reformation 
from Prelacy; defloring past shortcomings from the principles and 
work of these Reformations, as well as past sessions from her own 
communion, occasioned by tyranny and corruption in her councils; 
and, finally, resolved and determiqpd«a» in the sight and by the help of 
God, to prosecute the ends contemplated from the beginning in all the 
acts and deeds of her reforming fathers, until the errors which they 
renounced shall have disappeared from the land, and the true system 
which they upheld shall be so universally received that the whole 
people, rightly instructed in the faith, shall unite to glorify God the 
Father in the full acknowledgment of the kingdom of His Son, our 
blessed Loi l and Saviour, Jesus Christ, to whoso name be praise for 
ever and ever. Amen. * 
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A S we cannot but with grief of soul lament those multitudes of 
errors, blasphemies, and all kinds *of profimeness, which have in 
this last age, like a mighty deluge, overflown this nation; so, among 
several other sins which have helped to ypen the flood-gates of all these 
impieties, we cannot but esteem the Misuse of family instruction one of 
the greatest. The two greStt pillars upon which the kingdom of Satan 
is erected, and by which it is upheld, are ignorance and error; the first 
step of our manumission from this spiritual thraldom consists in having 
our eyes opened , and being turned from darkness to light , Acts xxvi. 18. 
How much the serious endeavours of godly parents and masters might 
contribute to an early seasoning the tender ypars of such as are under 
their inspection, is abundantly evident, not only from their special in¬ 
fluence upon them, in respect of their authority over them, interest in 
them, continual presence with them, and frequent opportunities of 
being helpful to them; but also from the sad effects which, by woeful 
experience, we find to be the fruit of the omission of this duty. It 
were easy to set before you a cloud of witnesses, the language of whose 
practice hath been not only an eminent commendation of this duty, 
but also a serious exhortation to it. «As Abel, though dead , yet speaks 
by his example to us for imitation of his faith, &c., Heb. xi. 4; so do 
the examples of Abraham, of Joshua, of the parents of Solomon, of the 
grandmother and mother of Timothy, the mother of Augustine, whose 
care was as well to nurse up the souls as the bodies of their little ones; 
and as their pains herein was great, so was their success no way un¬ 
answerable. • 

We should scarce imagine it any better than an impcrtinency, in this 
noon-day of the gospel, either to inform or persuade in a duty so ex¬ 
pressly commanded, so frequently urged, so highly encouraged, and so 
eminently owned by the Lord in alfages with his blessing, but that our 
sad experience tells us, this duty is not more needful, than it is of late 
neglected. For the restoring of this duty to its due observance, give 
us leave to suggest this double advice.' 

The first concerns heads of families in respect of themselves; That 
as the Lord hath set them in place above the rest of their family, they 
would labour in all wisdom and spiritual understanding to be above 
them also. It is an uncomely sight to behold men in years babes in 
knowledge; and how unmeet are they to instruct others, who need 
themselves to be taught which be the first principles of the, oracles of 
God, Heb. v. 12. Knowledge is an accomplishment so desirable, that 
the devils themselves knew not a more taking bait by which to tempt 
our first parents, than by the fruit of the tree of knowledge; So shall 
yon be as gods, knowing good and evil. JVhen Solomon had that fa- 
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vour shewed him of the Lord, that he was inside his own chuser what 
to ask, he knew no greater merc^to beg than wisdom, 1 Kings iii. 6,9. 
The understanding is the guide and pilot of tne whole man, that faculty 
which sits at the stern of the soul: but as the most expert guide may 
mistake in the dark, so may the understanding, when it wants the light 
of knowledge: Without knowledge the mina cannot be good , Prov. 
xix. 2; nor the life good, nor the eternal condition safe, jfph; iv. 18. 
My people are destroyed for lack oflcnowledge, IIos. iv. 6. It is ordi¬ 
nary in scripture to set profanenlss, and all kind of miscarriages, upon 
the score of ignorance. Diseases in the body have many times their 
rise from distempers in the l^ad, and exorbitances in practice from 
errors in judgment: ifhd indeed in every sin there is something both of 
ignorance and error at the bottom: for, did sinners truly know what 
they do in sinning, we might say # of every sin what the Apostle speaks 
concerning that great sin, Ilad they known him , they would not have 
crucified the Lord of glory ; did they truly know that every sin is a 
provoking the Lord to jealousy, a proclaiming war against Heaven, a 
crucifying the Lord Jesus afresh , a treasuring up wrath unto them¬ 
selves against the day of wrath ; and that, if ever they be pardoned, it 
must be at no lower a rate than the price of his blood; it were scarce 
possible but sin, instead of alluring, shoultl affright, and instead of 
tempting, scare. It is Due of the arch devices arid principal methods 
of Satan to deceive man into sin: thus he prevailed against our first 
parents, not as a lion, but a?a serpent, acting his enmity under a pre¬ 
tence of friendship, and tempting them to evil under an appearance of 
good; and thus hath he all along carried on his designs of darkness, 
by transforming himself into an angel of light, making poor deceived 
men in love with their miseries, and hug their own destruction. A most 
sovereign antidote against all kfnd of errors, is to be grounded and 
settled in the faith: persons unfixed in the true religion, are very re¬ 
ceptive of a false; and they who are nothing in spiritual knowledge, are 
easily made any thing. Clouds without water are driven to and fro 
with every windy and ships without ballast liable to the violence of every 
tempest. But yet the knowledge we especially commend, is not a brain- 
knowTedge, a mere speculation; this may be in the worst of men, nay, 
in the worst of creatures, the devils themselves, and that in such an 
eminency, as the best, of saints cannot attain to in this life of imper¬ 
fection; but an inward, a savoury»aif heart knowledge, such as was in 
that martyr, who, though she could not dispute for Christ, could die for 
him. This is that spiritual sense and feeling of divine truths the Apostle 
speaks of, Hcb. v. 14. Having your senses exercised, &c. 

But, alas, we may say of most men’s religion what learned Rivet* 
speaks concerning the errors of the fathers, *• They were not so much 
their own errors, as the errors of the times wherein they lived.” Thus 
do most men take up their religion upon no better an account than 
Turks and Papists take up theirs, becausl it is the religion of the times 
and places wherein they live; and what they take up thus slightly, 
they lay down as easily. Whereas an inward taste and relish of the 
things of God, is an excellent preservative to keep us settled in the most 
unsettled times. Corrupt and unsavoury principles have great advan- 

* Rivet. Crit. Sacr. 
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tape upon us, above those thftt are spiritual and sound; the former 
being suitable to corrupt* nature, tlw latter contrary; the former 
springing up of themselves, the latter brought forth not without a 
painful industry. The ground needs no other midwifery in bringing 
forth weeds than only th# neglect of the husbandmfm’s hand to pluck 
them up; the air needs no other cause? of darkness than the absence of 
the sun; ndi’ water of coldness than its distance from the fire; because 
these are the genuine products of nature. ^YVero it so with the soul, 
(as some of the philosophers have vainly imagined.) to come into the 
world as an abrasa tabula, a mere blank or piece of white paper, on 
which neither anf thing is writtea, no* any bleats, it would then be 
equally receptive of good and evil, and no more averse to the one than 
to the other: but how much worse its condition indeed is, were scrip¬ 
ture silent, every man’s experience* deed evidently manifest. For who 
is there that knows any thifig of his own heart, and knows not thus 
much, that the suggestions of Satan have so easy and free admittance 
into our hearts, that our utmost watchfulness is too little to guard us 
from them? whereas the motions of God’s Spirit are so unacceptable 
to us, that our utmost diligence is too little to get our hearts open to 
entertain them. Let thesefove the excellency, necessity, difficulty of 
true wisdom stir up endeavours in you somewhat proportionable to 
such an accompli slim cut; Above all yetting, yet under standing, Prov. 
iv. 7 ; and search for wisdom as for hidden treasures, Prov. ii. 4. It 
much concerns you in respect of yourselves. 

Our second advice concerns heads of families, in respect of their 
families. Whatever hath been said already, though it concerns every 
private Christian that hath a soul to look after; yet, upon a double 
account, it concerns parents and misters, as having themselves and 
others to look after: some there are, who, because of their ignorance, 
cannot; others, because of their sluggishness, will not mind this duty. 
To the former we propound the method of Joshua, who first began 
with himself, and then is careful of his family. To the latter we shall 
only hint, wliat a dreadful meeting those parents and masters must 
have at that great day, with their children and servants, when ajl that 
were under their inspection shall not only accuse them, but charge 
their eternal miscarrying upon their score. 

Never did any age of the Chqrch*enjoy such choice helps as this of 
ours. Every age of the gospel hath had its Creeds, Confessions, Cate¬ 
chisms, and such breviaries and models of divinity as have been singu¬ 
larly useful. Such forms of sound words (however in these days de¬ 
cried) have been in use in the Church ever since God himself wrote the 
Decalogue, as a summary of things to be done; and Christ taught us 
that prayer of his, as a directory what to ask. Concerning the useful¬ 
ness of such compendiary systems, so much hath been said already by 
a learned divine * of this agq, as is sufficient to satisfy all who are not 
resolved to remain unsatisfied. 

Concerning the particular excellency of these ensuing treatises, we 
judge it unneedful to mention those eminent testimonies which have 
been given them from persons of known worth, in respect of their judg¬ 
ment, learning, and integrity, both at home and abroad, because them- 
* Doctor Tuckney in his Sermon yi 2 Tim. i. 13. 
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selves spake so much their own praise f gold stands not in need of 
varnish, nor diamonds of painting: give us jeavc only to tell you, that 
we cannot but account it an eminent mercy to enjoy such helps as 
these are. It is ordinary in these days for men to speak evil of things 
they know not; bi^t if any are possessed witl^ mean thoughts of these 
treatises, we shall only give the came counsel to them that Philip gives 
Nathaniel, Come and see, John i. 4Q. It is no small advantage the 
reader now hath, by the addition of scriptures at large, whereby with 
little pains he may more profit, because with er&'y truth he may behold 
its scripture foundation. And, indeed, considering what a Babel of 
opinions, what a strange cqpfusipn of tongues, there is this day 
among them who profess they speak the language of Canaan, there is 
no intelligent person but will conclude that advice of the prophet 
especially suited to such an agt*a%tlijs, Isa. viii. 20, To the law, and to 
the testimony; if they speak not according-to this word, it is because 
there is no light in them. If the reverend and learned composers of these 
ensuing treatises were willing to take the pains of annexing scripture 
proofs to every truth, that the faith of people might not be built upon 
the dictates of men, but the authority of God, so some considerable 
pains hath now been further* taken in transcribing those scriptures; 
partly to prevent that grand inconvenience, (which all former impres¬ 
sions, except the Latin, have* abounded with, to the great perplexing 
and disheartening of <the rpader,) the misquotation of scripture, the 
meanest reader being able, by having the words at kirge, to rectify 
whatever mistake may be in the printer in citing the particular pkvee; 
partly, to prevent the trouble of turning to every proof, which could 
not but be very great; partly, to help the memories of such who are 
willing to take the pains of turning to every proof, but are unable to 
retain what they read; and partly, that this may serve as a Bible com¬ 
mon-place, the several passages of scripture, which are scattered up and 
down in the word, being in this book reduced to their proper head, and 
thereby giving light each to other. The advantages, you see, in this 
design, are many and great; the way to spiritual knowledge is hereby 
made more easy, and the ignorance of this ago more inexcusable. 

If, therefore, there be any spark in you of love to God, be not con¬ 
tent that any of yours should be ignorant of him whom you so much 
admire, or any haters of him wh«*m you so much love. If there be 
any compassion to the souls of them who are under your care, if any 
regard of your being found faithful in the day of Christ, if any respect 
to future generations, labour to sow these seeds of knowledge, which 
may grow up in after-times. That you may be faithful herein, is the 
earnest prayer of, 
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Christian Reader,

I CANNOT suppose thee to be such a stranger in England as to be ignorant 
of the general complaint concerning the decay of the power of godliness, 
and more especially of the great corruption of youth. Wherever thou goest, 
thou wilt hear men crying out of bad children and bad servants; whereas 
indeed the source If the mischief must be sought a little higher : it is bad 
parents and bad masters that make bad children and bod servants; and wc 
cannot blame so much their untowardness, as our own negligence in their 
education. t • 

The devil hath a great spite at tHfe kingdom of Christ, and he knoweth no 
such compendious way to orflsh it in the egg, ns by the perversion of youth, 
and supplanting family-duties. He striketh at all those duties which are 
publick in the assemblies of the saints; but these arc too well guarded by 
the solemn injunctions and dying charge of Jesus Christ, as that he should 
ever hope totally to subvert and undermine them; but at family-duties ho 
striketh with the more success, because thqJnstitution is not so solemn, and 
the practice not so seriously and conscientiously regarded as it should be, 
and the omission is not so liable to notice and publick censure. Religion 
was first hatched in families, and there the devil sccketh to crush it; the 
families of the Patriarchs wore all the Churches God had in the world for the 
time 
he is 

knoweth that this is a blow at the root, and a ready way to prevent the suc¬ 
cession of Churches: if ho can subvert families, other societies and commu¬ 
nities will not long flourish and subsist with any power and vigour; for there 
is the stock from whence they are supplied both for the present and future. 

For the present: A family is the seminary of Church and State; and if 
children be not well principled there, all imscarrieth: a fault in the first 
concoction is not mended in the second; if youth be bred ill iu the family, 
they prove ill in Church and Commonwealth; there is the first making or 
marring, and the presage of their future lives to he thence taken, Prov. xx. 11. 
By family discipline, officers are trained up for the Church, 1 Tim. iii. 4, 
One that rulelh well his own house , &c.; and there are men bred up in subjec¬ 
tion and obedience. It is noted. Acts xxi. 5, that the disciples brought Paul 
on his way with their wives ana children; their children probably are men¬ 
tioned, to intimate, that their parents would, by their own example and 
affectionate farewell to Paul, breed th«m up in a way of reverence and respect 
to the pastors of the Church. • 

For the future: It is comfortable, certainly, to see a thriving nursery of 
young plants, and to have hopes that God shall have a people to serve him 
when we are dead and gone: the people of God comforted themselves in that, 
Ps. cii. 28, The children of thy servants shall continue , &c. 

Upon all these considerations, how careful should ministers and parents 
he to train up young ones whilst they are yet pliable, and, like wax, capable 
of any form and impression, in the knowledge and fear of God; and betimes 
to instil the principles of our most holy faith, os they are drawn into a short 
sum in catecnisms, and so altogether laid in the view of conscience! Surely 
these seeds of truth planted in the field of memory, if they work nothing 
else, will at least be a great check and bridle to them, and, ns the casting iu 
of cold water doth stay the boiling of the pot, somewhat allay the fervours 
of youthful lusts and passions. 

1 had, upon entreaty, resolved to recommend to thee with the greatest 
earnestness the work of catechising, and, as a meet help, the usefulness of 


; and therefore, (I suppose,) when Cain went out from Adam’s family, 
i said to go out from the face of the Lord, Gen. iv. 16. Now, the devil 
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tliis book, as thus printed with the scripturcsPat large: but meeting with a 
private letter of a very learned and godly divine, wherein tliat work is ex¬ 
cellently done to my hand, 1 shall nftke bold to transcribe a port of it, and 
offer it to publick view. 

. The author having bewailed the great distractions, corruptions, and divi¬ 
sions that arc in the Church, lie thus represents the^ausc and .cure: “ Among 
others, a principal cause of these mischiefs is the great and common neglect 
of the governors of families, in the discharge of that duty which Giey owe to 
(rod for the souls that arc under their dliarge, especially in teaching them 
the doctrine ol Christianity. J^amiljps are societies that must be sanctified 
to God as well as Churches; and vie governors of them have as truly a 
charge of the souls that are therein, as pastors have of the Churches. But, 
alas, how little is this considered or regarded! But wbilg negligent minis¬ 
ters arc (deservedly) costoout of their pffices, the negligent masters of fami¬ 
lies take themselves to be almost blameless. They offer their children to 
God in baptism, and there they promise to teach them the doctrine of the 
gospel, and bring them np in the ifhiiurg of the Lord; but they easily pro¬ 
mise, and easily break it; and educate tlieir children lor the world and the 
flesh, although they have renounced these, and dedicated them to God. This 
covenant-breaking with God, and betraying the souls ol' their children to the 
devil, must lie heavy on them here or hereafter. They beget children, and 
keep families, merely fur the world and the flesh: but little consider what a 
charge is committed to them, and what it is to bring up a child lor God, and 
govern a family as a sanctified society. 

“0 how sweetly and successfully would the work of God goon, if wc would 
' but all join together in our^cveral places to promote it! Men need not then 
run without sending to be preachers; but they might find that part of the 
work that bclongetb to them toiie enough for them, and to be the best that 
they ean be employed in. Especially women should be careful ol this duty; 
because as they arc most about their children, and have early and frequent 
opportunities to instruct them, so this is the principal service they can do to 
God in this world, being restrained from more publick work. And doubt¬ 
less many an excellent magistrate hath been sent, into the Commonwealth, 
and many an excellent pastor into thg Church, and many a precious saint to 
heaven, through the happy preparations of a holy education, perhaps by a 
woman that thought herself useless and unserviceable to the Church. Would 
parents but begin betimes, and labour to ulfect the hearts of their children 
with the great matters of everlasting life, and to acquaint them with the 
substance of the doctrine of Christ, and, when they find in them the know¬ 
ledge and love of Christ, would bring them then to the pastors ol the Church 
to be trjpd, confirmed, ancl admitted to the further privileges of the Church, 
what happy, well-ordered Churches might we have! then one pastor need 
not he put to do the work of two or three hundred or thousand governors of 
families, even to teach their children those principles which they should have 
taught them long before; nor should vfe bq put to preach to so many miser¬ 
able ignorant souls, tlmt be not prepaved by education to understand us; 
nor should wc have need to shut out so many from holy communion upon 
the account of ignorance, that yet have not the grace to foci it and lament it, 
nor the wit and patience to Avait in a learning state, till they are ready to be 
fellow-citizens with the saints, and of the household of God. But now they 
come to us with aged sclf-coneeitedness, being past children, and yet worse 
than children still; having the ignorance of children, but being overgrown 
the teachableness of children; and think themselves wise, yea, Avise enough 
to quarrel with the wisest of their teachers, because they have lived lone 
enough to have been wise, and the evidence of "their knowledge is their aged 
ignorance; and they are readier to flee in our faces for Church-privileges, 
than to learn of us, and obey our instructions, till they are prepared for 
tlnm, that they may do them good; like snappish curs, that win snap us by 
the fingers for their meat, and snatch it out of our hands; and not like 
i children, that Btay till we give it them. Parents have so used them to be 
unruly, that ministers have to deal but with too few but the unruly. Aid 
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it is for want of this laying the foundation well at first, that professors them¬ 
selves are so ignorant as most are, and that so many, especially of the younger 
sort, do swallow down almost ftny error tluft is ottered them, and follow any 
sect of dividers that will entico them, so it be but done with earnestness 
and plausibility. For, alas! though by the grace of Uod their hearts may be 
changed in an hour, (whenever they understand but tl^c essentials of the 
faith,) yet their understandings must hawe time and diligence to furnish 
•them with suej knowledge as must stablisk them, and fortify them against 
deceits. Upon these, and many the lfko considerations, we should entreat 
all Christian families to take ihore pains ip tliis # necessavy work, and to get 
better acquainted with tht substance of Christianity. And, to that end, 
(taking along some moving treatises to awake the heart,) 1 know not wliat 
work should be fitter.tor their use, than tliajj compiled by the Assembly at 
Westminster; a Synod of as godly, jufticious divines* (notwithstanding all 
the bitter words which they have received from discontented and self-con¬ 
ceited men,) 1 verily think, as ever England saw. Though they had the un¬ 
happiness to be employed in calamitciis tinfes, when the noise of ware did 
stop men’s ears, ana the licentiousness of ware did set every wanton tongue 
anu pen at liberty to reproach them, and the prosecution and event of those 
wars did exasperate partial discontented men to dishonour themselves by 
seeking to dishonour them; I dare say, if in the days of old, when councils 
were in power and account, they had Lad hut such a council of bishops, as 
this of presbytere was, the fame of it for learning and holiness, and all mi¬ 
nisterial abilities, would, witl^ very great honour, have been transmitted to 
posterity. 

“ 1 tlo therefore desire, that all masters of families would first study well 
this work themselves, and then teach it their children and servants, accord¬ 
ing to their several capacities. And, if they once unaerstand these grounds 
of religion, they will be able to read other books more undevstandingly, and 
hear sermons more profitably, and confer more judiciously, and hold fast the 
doctrine of Christ more firmly, than ever you are like to do by any other 
course. First, let them read and learn the Shorter Catechism, and next the 
Larger, and lastly, read the Confession of Faith.” 

Thus far he, whose name I shall concgal, (though the excellency of tlio 
matter, and ^present style, will easily discover him,) because 1 have published 
it without his privity and consent, thounh, I hope, not against his liking and 
approbation. I shall add no more, but that 1 am,

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An Ordinance of the Lords and Commons assembled in Parliament, for the call¬ 
ing of an Assembly of learned and godly Divines, and others, to be consulted 
with by the Parliament, for the settling of the government and liturgy of the 
Church of England; and for vindicating and dealing of the doctrine of the 
said Church from false aspersions^ and interpretations. June 12,1643. 


W HEREAS, amongst the infinite blessings of Almighty Cod upon this 
nation, none is nor can be more dear qjito us than the purity of our 
religion; and for that, as yet, many things remai® in the liturgy, discipline, 
and government of the Church, which do necessarily require a further and 
more perfect reformation than as yet hath been attained; and whereas it 
hath been declared and resolved byjthe Lords and Commons assembled in 
Parliament, that the Resent Church-government by archbishops, their chan¬ 
cellors, commissars, deans, deans and chapters, archdeacons, and other eccle¬ 
siastical officers depending upo^ the hierarchy, is evil, and justly offensive 
and burdensome to the kingdom,*a great impediment to reformation and 
growth of religion, and very prejudicial to the state and government of this 
kingdom; and therefore they arc resolved that the same shall be taken away, 
and that such a government shall be settled in the Church as may bo most 
agreeable to God's holy word, and most apt to procure and preserve the peace 
of the Church at home, and nearer agreement with the Church of Scotland, 
and other Reformed Churches abroad; and, for the better effecting hereof, 
and for the vindicating and cl&iring of the doctrine of the Church of England 
from all false calumnies and aspersions, it is thought fit and necessary to call 
an Assembly of learned? godly, and judicious Divines, who, together with 
some members of both f the Houses of Parliament, are to consult and advise 
of such matters and things, touching the premises, as shall be pi’oposed unto 
them by both or cither of the Houses of Parliament, and to give their advice 
and counsel therein to both or either of the said Houses, when, and as often 
as they shall bo thercunto required: Bo it therefore ordained, by the Lords 
and Commons in this present Parliament assembled, That all and every the 
persons hereafter in this present ordinance named, that is to say,— 

And such other person or persons as shall be nominated and appointed by 
both Houses of Parliament, or bo many of them as shall not bo letted by sick¬ 
ness, or other necessary impediment, shall meet and assemble, and arc hereby 
required and enjoined, upon summons signed by the clerks of both Houses of 
Parliament, left at their respective dwellings, to meet and assemble them¬ 
selves at Westminster, in the Chapel called King Henry the VII.'s Chapel, 
on the first day of July, in the year of our Lord one thousand six hundred 
and fiorty-thrcc; and after the first meeting, being at least the number of 
forty, shall from time to time sit, and be removed from place to place; and 
also that the said Assembly shall be dissolved in such manner as by both 
Houses of Parliament shall be diregted: and the said persons, or so many of 
them as shall be so assembled, or sit, «hall have power and authority, and 
are hereby likewise enjoined from time to time, during this present Parlia¬ 
ment, or until further order be taken by both the said Houses, to confer and 
treat among themselves of such matters and things, touching and concerning 
the liturgy, discipline, and government of the Church of England, for the 
vindicating and clearing of the doctrine of the same from all false aspersions 
and misconstructions, as shall be proposed unto them by both or cither of 
the said Houses of Parliament, ana no other; and deliver their opinion, ad¬ 
vices of, or touching the matters aforesaid, as shall bo most agreeable to the 
word of God, to both or either of the Houses, from time to time, in such 
manner and sort as by both or either of th£said Houses of Parliament shall 
be required; and the same not to divulge, by printing, writing, or otherwise, 
without the consent of both or either Houses of Parliament. And bo it fur¬ 
ther ordained by the authority aforesaid, That WiUiam Twisse doctor in 
divinity shall sit m the chair, as prolocutor of the said Assembly; and if lie 
happen to die, or be letted by sickness, or other necessary impediment, then 
such other person to be appointed in nis {dace as shall be agreed on by the 
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said Houses of Parliament: And in case any difference in opinion shall hap¬ 
pen amongst the said personp so assembled, touching any the matters that 
shall be proposed to them as aforesaid, that then they shall represent the 
same, together with the reasons thereof, to both or cither the said Houses 
respectively, to the end such further direction may be given therein as shall 
be requisite to that behalf And be it further ordainpd by the authority 
aforesaid, That, for the charges and expellees of the said Divines, and every 
one of them, jn attending the said service, there shall be allowed every ono 
of them that shall so at tend ^ d ur ing *thc timo of their said attendance, and 
for ten days before and Jen clays after, the supi of four shillings for every 
day, at the charges of the Commonwealth* at such time, and in such manner 
qs by both Houses of Parliament shall be appointed. And be it further 
ordained, That all acid every the said Divines, so, as aforesaid, required and 
enjoined to meet and assemble, shalf be freed and%vequitted of and from 
every oltcnce, forfeiture, penalty, loss, or damage, which shall or may ensue 
or grow by reason of any non-residence or absence of them, or any of them, 
from his or their, or any of their chu*ch,"churches, or cures, for or in respect 
of their said attendance upo» the said service; any law or statute of non¬ 
residence, or other law or statute enjoining their attendance upon their re¬ 
spective ministries or charges, to the contrary thereof notwithstanding. And 
if any of the persons above named shall happen to die before the said Assem¬ 
bly shall be dissolved by order of both Houses of Parliament, then such other 
person or persons shall be nominated and placed in the room and stead of 
such person or persons so dyjpg, as by both tflo said Houses shall be thought 
tit and agreed upon; and every such person or persons, so to be named, shall 
have the like power and authority, freedom and acquittal, to all intents and 
purposes, and also all such wages and allowances for,the said service, during 
the time of his or their attendance, as to any other of the said persons in 
this ordinance is by this ordinance 1 united and appointed. Provided always, 
That this ordinance, or any thing therein contained, shall not give unto the 
persons aforesaid, or any of them, nor shall they in this Assembly assume to 
exercise any jurisdiction, power, or authority ecclesiastical whatsoever, or 
any other power than is herein particularly expressed.

T HE General Assembly of the Church of Scotland finding it necessary to 
send some godly and learned of this Kirk to the kingdom of England, 
to the effect under written; therefore gives full power and commission to 
Mr Alexander Henderson, Mr Robert Douglas, Mr Samuel Rutherford, Mr 
Robert Baillie, and Mr George Gillespie, Ministers, John Earl of Gassilis, 
John Lord Maitland, and Sir Archibald Johnstoun of Warristoun, Elders, or 
any three of them, whereof two shall be Ministers, to repair to the kingdom 
of England, and there to deliver the declaration sent unto the Parliament of 
England, and the letter sent unto the Assembly of Divines now sitting in 
that kingdom; and to propone, consult, treat, and conclude with that Assem¬ 
bly, or any Commissioners deputed by them, or any Committees or Commis¬ 
sioners deputed by the Houses of Parliament, in all matters which may fur¬ 
ther the union of this Island in one Form of Kirk-government, one Confes¬ 
sion of Faith, one Catechism, one Directory for the worship of God, accord¬ 
ing to the instructions which they have received from the Assembly, or shall 
receive from time to time hereafter from the Commissioners of the.Asscmbly 
deputed for that effect: with power also to them to convey to His Majesty 
the humble answer sent from this Assembly to His Majesty’s letter, by suen 
occasion as they shall think convenient; and aicklike, to deliver the Assem¬ 
bly’s answer to the letter sent from some well-affected brethren of the minis- 
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try there; and generally authorises them to%o all things which may further 
the so much desired union, and nearest conjunction of the two Churches of 
Scotland and England, conform to their instructions aforesaid.

Act approving the Confession ofYJUvm. 

A CONFESSION of Faith for the Kirks of God in the three kingdoms, 
being the chiefest part of that* unif(fl™ity in religion, which by the 
Solemn League and Covenant*we are bound to endeavour: And there being 
accordingly a Confession of Faith agreed upon by the Assembly of Divines 
sitting at Westminster, with the assistance of Commissioners from the Kirk 
of Scotland; which Confession was sent from our Commissioners at London 
to the Commissioners of the Kirk met at Edinburgh in January last, and 
hath been in this Assembly twice publickly read over, examined, and con¬ 
sidered ; copies thereof being also printed, that it might be particularly per¬ 
used bv all the members of this Assembly, unto whom frequent intimation 
was publickly made, to put in their doubts and olycctions, if they bad any: 
And the said Confession being, upon due examination thereof, found by the 
Assembly to be most agreeable to the word of^jod, stud in nothing contrary 
to the received doctrine, worship, discipline, and government of this Kirk. 
And, lastly, It being so necessary, and so much longed for, that the said Con¬ 
fession be. with all possible diligence and expedition, approved and estab¬ 
lished in both kingdoms, as a principal pail of the intended uniformity in 
religion, and as a special means for the more effectual suppressing of the 
many dangerous errors and heresies of these times; the General Assembly 
doth therefore, after mature deliberation, agree unto, ntul approve the said 
Confession, as to the truth of the matter; (judging it to be most orthodox, 
and grounded upon the word of God;) and also, as to the point of uniformity, 
agreeing for our part, that it be a common Confession of Faith for the three 
kingdoms. The Assembly doth also bless the Lord, and thankfully acknow¬ 
ledge his great mercy, in that so excellent a Confession of Faith is prepared, 
and thus far agreed upon in both kingdoms; which we look upon as a great 
strengthening of the true reformed religion against the common enemies 
thereof. But, lest our intention and meaning be in some particulars misun¬ 
derstood, it is hereby expressly declared and provided, That the not men¬ 
tioning in this Confession the several softs of ecclesiastical officers and assem¬ 
blies, shall be no prejudice to the truth of Christ in these particulars, to bo 
expressed fully in the Directory of Government. It is further declared, That 
the Assembly understandeth some parts of the second article of the thirty- 
one chapter only of kirks not settled, or constituted in point of government: 
And that although, in such kirks, a synod of Ministers, and other fit persons, 
.nay be called by the Magistrate’s authority and nomination, without any 
other call, to consult and advise with about matters of religion; and although, 
likewise, the Ministers of Christ, without delegation from their churches, 
may of themselves, and by virtue of their office, meet together svnodieally in 
such kirks not yet constituted,»yet neither of these ought to be done in kirks 
constituted and settled; it being always free to the Magistrate to advise with 
synods of ministers and ruling elders, meeting upon delegation from their 
cnurches, either ordinarily, or, being indicted by his authority, occasionally, 
and pro re nata; it being also free to assemble together synoaically, as well 
pro re nata as at the ordinary times, upon delegation from the churches, by 
the intrinsical power received from Christ, as often as it is necessary for the 
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good of the Church so to assemble, in cose the Magistrate, to the detriment 
of the Church, withhold or deny his consent; the necessity of occasional 
assemblies being first remonstrate unto him by humble supplication.

T HE Estates of Parliament, now presently convened ih this second Session 
of the second triennial Parliament, by virtue of an Act of the Commit¬ 
tee of Estates, who hod power and authority from the hist Parliament for 
convening the Parliament, having seriously considered the Catechisms, viz. 
the Larger and Shorter ones, with theConfession of Faith, with three Acts 
of Approbation thereof by the Commissionersfof the General Assembly, pre¬ 
sented unto them by the Commissioners of the said General Assembly; do 
ratify and approve the said Catechisms, Confession of Faith, and Acte of 
Approbation of the same, produced as it is; and ordains them to be recorded, 
published, and practised. 


. ACT 7th June 1690. 

Ratifying the Confession of Faitk, and settling Presbyterian Church Government. 

O UR Sovereign Lord and Lady, the King and Queen’s Majesties, and three 
Estates of Parliament, conceiving it to he their bounden duty, after the 
great deliverance that God hath lately wrought for this Church and King¬ 
dom, in tho first place to settle and secure therein the true Protestant reli¬ 
gion, according to the truth of God's word, as it hath of a long time been 
professed within this land; as also the government of Christ’s Church within 
this Nation, agreeable to the word of God, and most conducive to the ad¬ 
vancement of true piety and godliness, and the establishing of peace and 


sum and substance of the Doctrine of the Reformed Churches, (which Confes¬ 
sion of Faith is subjoined to this present Act,) as also they do establish, 
ratify, and confirm the Presbyterian Church Government and Discipline; 
that is to Hay, the Government of the Church by Kirk Sessions, Presbyteries, 
Provincial Synods, and General Assemblies, ratified and established by the 
314 Act James VI., Pari. 12, Anno 1592, entitled Ratification of the Liberty 
of the Kirk, &c., and thereafter received by the general consent of this na¬ 
tion, to bo the only Government of Christ’s Church within this kingdom; 
reviving, renewing, and confirming the same in the whole heads thereof, ex¬ 
cept that part of it relating to Patronages, which is hereafter to be taken 
into consideration.

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demnest thyself; for thou that judgest 
docst the same things. 

For after that, in the 
wisdom of God, the world by wisdom 
knew not God, it pleased God by the 
foolishness of preaching to save them 
that believe, i Cor. ii.

TJie Old Testament in Hebrew, (which was the native lan¬ 
guage of the people of Gqd of ol3,) and the Hew Testament in Greek, 
(which at the time of*the writing of it was most generally known to 
the nations,) being immediately inspfred by God, and by his singular 
care and providence kept pure in all ages, are therefore authenticai*,*

they may worship him in an acceptable manner, w and, through patience 
and comfort of the scriptures, may have hope.*

For God hath con¬ 
cluded them all in unbelief, that he 
might have mercy upon all. 

11. c Gen. iii. 0. And when the woman 
saw that the t ree was good for food, and 
that it was pleasant to the eyes, and a 
tree to be tlesired to make one wise, 
she took of the fruit thereof, and did 
cat; and gave also unto her husband 
with her, and he did eat. Ver. 7. And 
the eyes of them both were opened, 
and they knew that they were naked; 
and they sewed fig-leaves together, and 
made themselves aprons. Ver. 8. And 
they heard the voice of the Lord God 
walking in the garden in the cool of 
the day: and Adam and his wile hid 
themselves from the presence of the 
Lord God amongst the trees of the 
garden. Eccl. vii. 29. Lo, this only have 
bfound, that God hath made man up¬ 
right ; but they have sought out many 
inventions. Rom. iii. 23. For all have 
sinned, and come short of the glory of 
God. 

A Gen. ii. 17. But of the tree of tho 
knowledge of good and evil, thou shalt 
not eat of it: for in the day that thou 
cfitest thereof thou shalt surely die. 
Eph. ii. 1. And you hath ho quicken¬ 
ed, who were dead in trespasses and 
sins. 

c Tit. i. 15. Unto the pure all things 
are pure: but unto them that are de¬ 
filed and unbelieving is nothing pure; 
but even their mind and conscience is 
defiled. Gen. vi. 5. And God saw that 
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III. They being the root o^ all mankind, the guilt of this sin was 
imputed/ and the same dqpth in sin %nd corrupted nature conveyed 
to all their posterity, descending from them by ordinary generation.* 

IV. From this original corruption, whereby we are utterly indis¬ 
posed, disabled, and mad^ opposite to all good, h anwholly inclined to 


the wickedness of man was great in 
the earth, an® that every imagination 
of the thoughts of his heart was only 
evil continually. Jer.xvii.*9. The heart 
is deceitful above all things, and des¬ 
perately wicked: who can know it ? 
Rom. iii. 10. As it ii written, There is 
none righflpns, no, not one: Ver. 11. 
There is mine that understandeth, 
there is none that seeketh after God. 
Ver. 12. They are all gone oujj of tho 
way, they are together become unpro¬ 
fitable; there is none that doeth good, 
no, not one. Ver. 13. Their throat is 
an open sepulchre: with their tongues 
they have used deceit: the poison of 
asps is under their lips: Ver. 14. 
Whose mouth is full of cufcing and 
bitterness: Ver. 15. Their feet are 
swift to shed blood: Ver. 16. Destruc¬ 
tion and misery are in their ways: 
Ver. 17. And the way of peace have 
they not known: Ver. 18. There is no 
fear of God before their eyes. 

III. r Gen. i. 27. So God created man 
in his own image: in the image of 
God created he him: male and female 
created he them. Ver 28. And God 
blessed them: and God said unto them, 
Be fruitful, and multiply, and re- 

f denish the earth, and subdue it; and 
tave dominion over the fish of the sea, 
and over the fowl of the air, and over 
every living thing that movetli upon 
the earth. And Gen. ii. 16. And tho 
Lord God commanded the man, say¬ 
ing, Of every tree of the garden thou 
mayest freely eat; Ver. 17. But of the 
tree of the knowledge of good and eVll, 
thou shalt not eat of it: for in the day 
that thou catest thereof thou shalt 
surely die. And Acts xvii. 26. And 
hath made of one blood all nations of 
men for to dwell on all the face of the 
earth, and hath determined the times 
before appointed, and the bounds of 
their habitation. With Rom. v. 12. 
Wherefore, as by one man sin entered 
into the world, and death by sin; and 
so death passed upon nil men, for that 
all have sinned, yer. 15. But not as 
the offence, so also is the free gift. For 
if through the offence of one many be 
dead; much more the grace of God, 
and the gift by grace, which is by one 


man, JesusClirist, hath abounded unto 
many. Ver. 16. And not as it was by 
one that sinned, so is the gift: for the 
judgment was by one to condemna¬ 
tion, but the free gift is of many 
offences unto justification. Ver. 17. 
iFor 4f by on$ man’s offence death 
reigned by one; much more they which 
receive abundance of grace, and of the 
gift ef righteousness, shall reign in life 
by one, Jesus Christ. Ver. 18. There¬ 
fore, as by the offence of one judgment 
came upon all men to condemnation; 
even so by the righteousness of one the 
free gift came upon all men unto jus¬ 
tification of life. Ver. 19. For as by 
one man’s disobedience many were 
made sinners; so by the obedience of 
one shall igany be made righteous. 
And 1 Cor. xv. 21. For since by man 
came dpath, by man came also the 
resurrection of the dead. Ver. 22. For 
as in Adam all die, even so in Christ 
shall all be made alive. * Ver. 45 And 
so it is written. The first man Adam 
was made a living soul, the last Adam 
was made a quickening spirit. 9 Ver. 
41. And as we have borne the inure 
of the earthy, we shall also bear the 
image of the heavenly. 

* Fs. Ii. 5. Behold, I was shapen in 
iniquity; and in sin did my mother 
conceive me. Gen. v. 3. And Adam 
lived an hundred and thirty years, and 
begat a son in his own likeness* after 
his image ; and called his name Seth. 
Jobxiv. 4. Who can bring a clean thing 
f»ut of an unclean ? not one. Job xv. 14. 
What is man, that he should be clean ? 
and he which is born of a woman, that 
he should be righteous ? 

IV. h Rom. v. 6. For when wo were 
vet without strength, in duo time 
Christ died for the ungodly. Rom. viii. 
7. Because the carnal mind is enmity 
against God; for it is not subject to 
the law of God, neither indeed can be. 
Rom. vii. 18. For I know that in me 
(that is, in my flesh) dwellcth no good 
thing: for to will is present with me: 
but now to perform that which is good 
I find not. Col. i. 21. And you, that 
were sometime alienated, and enemies 
in yourmind by wicked works, yetnow 
hath he reconciled. ^ 
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all evil, 1 do proceed all actual transgressions. 15 

V. This corruption of nature, during this life, doth remain in those 
that are regenerated: 1 and although it be through Christ pardoned 
and mortified, yet both itself, and all the motions thereof, are truly and 
properly sin.™ 

VI. Every sin, $bth original fold actual, lieing a transgression of 
the righteous law of God, and contrary thereunto, n doth, in its own 
nature, bring guilt upon the sinner,® wherpby he is bound over to the

but I am carnal, sold under sin. Ver. 
17.. Now then, it is no more I that do 
it, but sin that dwelleth in me. Ver. 
18. For I know that in mo (that is, in 
my flesh) dwelleth no good thing: for 
to will- is present with me; but how 


to perform that which is good I find 
not. Ver. 23. But I see another law 
in my members warring against the 
law of my mind, and briiMMjg me into 
captivity to the law of simPlnch is in 
mymembers. Jainesiii.2. Forinmany 
things we offend all. If any man offend 
not in v?ord, the same is a perfect man, 
and able also to bridle the whole body. 
Prov. ix. 9. Who can say, I have made 
rny heart clean, I am pure from mysin? 
Eccl. vii. 20. For there is not a just 
man upon earth, that doeth good, and 
sinneth not. 

m Rom. vii. 5. For when wc were in 
the flesh, the motions of sins, which 
were by the law, did work in our mem¬ 
bers to bring forth fruit unto death. 
Ver. 7. What shall we say then ? Is 
the law sin ? _ God forbid. Nay, I had 
n6t known sin but by the law: for I 
had not known lust, except the law 
had said, Thou slialt not covet. Ver. 
8. But sin, taking occasion by the com¬ 
mandment, wrought in me all man¬ 
ner of concupiscence. For without the 
law sin was dead. Ver. 25. I thank 
God, through Jesus Christ our Lord. 
So then with the mind I myself serve 
the law of God, but with the flesh the 
law of sin. Gal. v. 17. For the flesh 
lusteth against the Spirit, and the 
Spirit against the flesh: and these ore 
contrary the one to the other; so that 
ye cannot do the things that ye would. 

VI. n 1 John iii. 4. Whosoever com- 
mitteth sin transgresseth also the law: 
for sin is the transgression of the law. 

0 Rom. ii. 15. Which shew the work 
of the law written in their hearts, 
their conscience also bearing witness, 
and their thoughts the mean while 
accusing or else excusing one another. 
Rom. iii. 9. What then ? are we bet¬ 
ter tftan they ? No, in no wise: for 
we have before proved both Jews and 
Gentiles, that tney are all under sin. 
Ver. 19. Now we know, that what 
things soever the law saith, it Baith to 
them who are under the law; that 
every mouth may be stopped, and all 
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wrath of God/ and curse of the law,** and so made subject to death/ 
with all miseries spiritual/ temporal/ and eternal.®

Who shall 
he punished with everlasting destruc¬ 
tion from the presence of the Lord, 
and from the glory of his power.

Behold, the nations are as a drop of a 


bucket, and are counted as the small 
dust of the balance: behold, he taketli 
up the isles as a very little thing.

16. And Lebanon is not sufficient to 
burn, nor the beast thereof sufficient 
for a burnt-offering. Ver. 17. All na¬ 
tions before him are as nothing; and 
they are counted to him less than no¬ 
thing, find vanity. Job ix. 32. For he 
is not a man, os I am, that I should an¬ 
swer him, and we should come together 
in judgment. Ver. 33. Neither is there 
any daVfeman betwixt us, that might 
lay his hand upon us both. 1 Sam. ii. 
25. If one man sin against another, 
the judge shall judge him; but if a 
man sin against the Lord, who shall 
entreat for him ? Ps. cxiii. 5. Who 
is/ike unto the Lord our God, who 
dwclleth on high, Ver. 6. Whohum- 
bleth himself to behold the things that 
are in heaven, and in the earth! Ps. 
c. 2. Serve the Lord with gladness; 
come before his presence with sing¬ 
ing. Ver. 3. Know ye that the Lorn 
he is God: it is he that hath made us, 
and not we ourselves: we are hfe peo¬ 
ple, and the sheep of his pasture. Job 
xxiL 2. Can a man be profitable unto 
God, as he that is wise may be profit¬ 
able unto himself? Ver. 3. Is it any 
pleasure to the Almighty, that thou 
art righteous? or is it gain to him, 
that thou makest thy ways perfect ? 
Job. xxxv. 7. If thou be righteous, 
what givest thou him? or what rc- 
ceivcth he of thine hand? Ver. 8. 
Thy wickedness may hurt a man as 
thou art, and thy righteousness may 
rofit the son of man. Luke xvii. 10. 
o likewise ye, when ye shall have 
done all those things which are com¬ 
manded you, say, We are unprofit¬ 
able servants: we have done that 
which was our duty to do. Acts xvii. 
21. God, that made the world, and all

wherein life was promised to £dam, and in him to his posterity,® upon 
condition of perfect and personal obedience. 4 

III. Man by his fall having made himself incapable of life by that 
covenant, the Lord was pleased to make a second,® commonly called 
the Covenant of ^Graces wheFfeby he freelv offercth unto sinners life 
and salvation by Jesus Christ, requiring of them faith in Jpm, that they 
may be saved ; f and promising to give un^o all those that are ordained 
unto life his Holy Spi *it,«t,o rndke them willing and able to believe.* 

IV. This covenant of grace is frequently set forth in the scripture 
by the name of a Testament, in reference to the dqath of Jesus Christ 
the testator, and to«the everlasting inheritance, with all things belong* 
ing to it, therein bequeathed. 11

For what 
the law could not do, in that it was 
weak through the flesh, God send¬ 
ing his own Son in the likeness of 
sinful flesh, and for sin condemned 
sin in the flesh. Rom. iii. 20. There¬ 
fore by the deeds of the law them 
shall no flesh bo justified in his sight: 
for by the law is the knowledge of sin. 
Ver. 21. But now the righteousness of 
God without the law is manifested, 
being witnessed by the law and the 
prophets. Gen. iii. 15. And I will put 
enmity between thee and tlie woman,* 
and between thy seed and her seed; 


Lord have called Ace in righteousness, 
and will hold thine hand, and will keep 
thee, and give thee for a covenant of 
the people, for a light of the Gentiles. 

1 Mark xvi. 15. And he said unto 
them. Go ye into all the world, and 
preach the gospel to every creature. 
Vor. 16. He that believeth, and is bap¬ 
tized, shall be saved; but he that be¬ 
lieveth not shall be damned. John iii. 
16. For God so loved the world, that 
he gave his only begotten Son, that 
whosoever believeth in him, should 
not perish, but have everlasting life. 

But therigbteousnesswhich 
is of faith speaketh on this wise, Say 
not in thine heart, Who shall ascend 
into heaven ? (that is, to bring Christ 
down from above.) Ver. 9. That if 
thou shalt confess with thy mouth the 
Lord Jesus, and shalt believe in thine 
heart that God hath raised him from 
the dead, thou shalt be saved. Gal. 
iii. 11. But that no man is justified by 
the law in the sight of God, it is evi¬ 
dent : for, The just shall live by faith. 

A now heart also 
will I give you, and a new spirit will 
I put within you; and I will take away 
the stony heart out of your flesh, and 
I will give you an heart of flesh. Ver. 
27. And I will putmy Spirit within you, 
and cause you to walk in my statutes,

them. John vi. 44. No man can come 
to me, except the Father, which hath 
sent me, drawhim: and I will raise him 
up at the last day. Ver. 45. It is writ¬ 
ten m the prophets, And they shall be 
all taught of God. Everyman therefore 
*h°t; hath heard, and hath learned of 
the Father, cometh unto me. 

IV. h Heb. ix. 15. And lor this cause 
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V. This covenant was differenfly administered in the time of the law> 
and in the time of the gospel^;* under th% law it was administered by 
promises, prophecies, sacrifices, circumcision, the paschal lamb, ana 
other types and ordinances delivered to the people of the Jews, all fore- 
signifying Christ to come, k which were for that time sufficient and 
efficacious, through the operation of the Spirit, to instruct and build 
tip the elect in^faith in the promised, Messiah, 1 by whom they had full 
remission of sins, and eternal ^salvation; and is called the Old Testa¬ 
ment. m • * • 

* VI. Under the gospel, when Christ the substance n was exhibited, 


he is the mediator of the new testa¬ 
ment, that by means of death, for the 
redemption of the transgressions that 
were under the first testament, they 
which are called might receive the 
promise of eternal injiritance. Vpr. 
lfi. For where a tcsSpent is, there 
must also of nccessityTc the death of 
the testator. Ver. 17. For a testa¬ 
ment is of force after men are dead: 
otherwise it L ol' no strength at all 
while tho testator liveth. Heb. idi. 22. 
By so much was Jesus made a surety 
of a better testament. Luke xxii. 20. 
Likewise also the cup after supper, 
saying, This cup is the now testament 
in my blood, which is shed for you. 

1 Cor. xi. 25. After the same manner 
also h6 took the cup, when he had sup¬ 
ped, saying, This cup is the new tes¬ 
tament in my blood: this do ye, as 
oft as ye drink it, in remembrance of 
me. 

V. 1 2 Cor. iii. 0. Who also hath 
made us able ministers of the new 
testament; not of the letter, but of 
the spirit: for the letter killeth, but 
the spirit giveth life. Ver. 7. But if 
the ministration of death, written and 
engraven in stones, was glorious, so 
that tho children of Israel could not 
steadfastly behold the face of Moses 
lor the glory of his countenance; 
which glory was to bo done away; 
Ver. 8. llow shall not the ministra¬ 
tion of the Spirit bo rather glorious? 
Ver. 9. For if the ministration of con¬ 
demnation bo glory, much more doth 
the ministration of righteousness ex¬ 
ceed in glory. 

v t k (Heb. Clmpten viii. ix. x.) Horn, 
'iv, 11. And he received the sign of cir¬ 
cumcision, a seal of the righteousness 
of the faith which he hadyet being 
uncircumciscd: that he might be the 
father of all them that believe, though 
they be not circumcised; that righte¬ 
ousness might be imputed unto them 
also. Col. li. 11. In whom also ye are 


cincumcisod witl^ the circumcision 
made without hands, in putting off 
tho body of the sins of the flesh by 
the ciroumcision of Christ; Ver. 12. 
Buried with him in baptism, wherein 
also ye arc risen with him through 
the faith of the operation of Clod, who 
hath raised him from the dead. 1 Cor. 
v. 7. l*urgc out therefore the old lea¬ 
ven, that ye may be a new lump, as ye 
are unleavened. For even Christ our 
passover is sacrificed for us. 

1 1 Cor. x. 1. Moreover, brethren, I 
would not that ye should be ignorant, 
how that %ll our fathers were under 
the cloud, and all passed throughthe 
sea; Ver. 2. And were all baptized 
unto Moses in the cloud and m the 
sea; Ver. 3. And did all eat the same 
spiritual meat; Ver. 4. And did all 
drink the same spiritual drink; (for 
they drank of that spiritual Rock that 
followed them; and that Rock was 
Christ.) Heb. xi. 13. These all died 
in faith, not having received the pro¬ 
mises, but having seen them afar off, 
and were persuaded of them, and em¬ 
braced them, and confessed that they 
were strangers and pilgrims on the 
earth. Jolin viii. 56. Your father 
Abraham rejoiced to seo my day; and 
he sgw it, and was glad. 

• m Gal. iii. 7. Know ye therefore, 
that they which arc of faith, the same 
are the children of Abraham. Ver. 
8. And the scripture, foreseeing that 
God would justify the heathen th rough 
faith, preached before the gospel unto 
Abraham, saying, In thee shall all na¬ 
tions be blessed. Ver. 9. So then they 
which be of faith are blessed with 
faithful Abraham. Ver.l t. That the 
blessing of Abraham might come on 
the Gentiles through Jesus Christ; 
tliat we might receive the promise of 
the Spirit through faith. 

VI. 11 Col. ii. 17. Which arc a ahar- 
dow of things to come; but tho body 
is of Christ 
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the ordinances in which this covenant is dispensed are the preaching of 
the word, and the administiytion of the sacraments of Baptism and the 
Lord’s Supper; 0 which, though fewer "in number, and administered 
with more simplicity and less outward glory, yet in them it is held forth 
in more fulness, evidence, and spiritual efficacy, 1 * to all nations, both 
Jews and Geiftiles;** and if called the New Testament/ There are 
not therefore two covenants of grace differing in substance, but onfe 
and the same under various dispensations.*

And* when he 
4iad given thanks, he brake it, and 
said, Take, eat; this is my body, which 
is broken for you: tlfts do in remem¬ 
brance of me. Ver. 25. After the 
same manner also he too'k the cup, 
when he had supped, saying, This cup 
is the new testament in my blood: 
this do ye, as oft as ye drink it, in 
remembrance of me. 

J* Hob. xii. 22. But ye are come unto 
mount Sion, and unto the city jtf the 
living God, the heavenly Jerusalem, 
and to an innumerable company of 
angels, Ver. 23. To the general as¬ 
sembly and church of the first-born, 
which arc written in heaven, and to 
God the Judge of all, and to the spirits 
of.just men made perfect, Ver. 24. 
And to Jesus the mediator of the new 
covenant, and to the blood of sprink¬ 
ling, that speaketh better things than 
that of Abel. Ver. 25. See that yw 
refuse not him that speaketh: for if 
they escaped not who refused him that 
spake on earth, much more shall not 
we escape, if we turn away from him 
that speaketh from heaven" Ver.

Which person *is very God and verf man, yet one Christ, the 
only Mediator between God and man.°

timo. I8a. lv. 4. Behold, I have given 
h iin for a witness to the people, a 1 eadA- 
and commander to the people.

For he 
hatlynade him to be sin for us, who 
knew no sin; that we might be made 
the righteousness of God in him. Rom. 
iii. 22. Even the righteousness of God, 
which is by faith of Jesus Christ 
unto all and upon all them that beP 
lieve; for there is no difference. Ver. 
24. Being justified freely by his grace, 
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resting on him and his righteousness by faith: which faith they have 
not of themselves; it is the j> ift of God^ 

II. Faith, thus receiving and resting on Christ and his righteous¬ 

ness, is the alone instrument of justification ; d yet is it not alone in the 
person justified, but is evej accompanies with all other saving graces, 
and is no dead faith, but worketh by love.® * 

III. Christ, by his obedience and death, did fully discharge the debt 
of all those that are thus justified, and did make a proper, real, and 
full satisfaction to his F&ther’s justice i& theif behalf/ Yet, in as much 


through the redemption that is in 
Christ Jesus; Ver.^25. Whom God 
hath sot forth to be a propitiation 
through faith in his blood, to declare 
his righteousness for the remission 
of sins that are past, through the for * 
bearancc of God: ver. 27. Where is 
boasting then ? It is excluded. By 
what law? of works? Nay, but by 
the law of faith. Ver. 28. There¬ 
fore we conclude, that a man is justi¬ 
fied by faith without the deeds, of the 
law. Tit. iii. 5. Not by lVorks of 
righteousness which we have done, 
but according to his mercy he saved 
us, by the washing of regeneration, 
and renewing of the Iloly Ghost; Ver. 
7. That, being justified by liis grace, 
wc should bo made heirs according to 
the hope of eternal life. Eph. i. 7. 
In whom we have redemption through 
his blood, the forgiveness of sins, ac¬ 
cording to the riches of his grace. 
Jer. xxiii. 6. In his days Judah shall 
be saved, and Israel shall dwell safely; 
and this is his name whereby he shall 
be called, THE LORD OUR RIGHT¬ 
EOUSNESS. 1 Cor. i. 30. But of him 
arc ye in Christ Jesus, who of God is 
made unto us wisdom, and righteous¬ 
ness, and sanctification, and redemp¬ 
tion : Ver. 31. That, according as it 
is written, lie that glorieth, let him 
glory in the Lord. Rom. v. 17. F<Sr 
if by one man's offence death reigned 
by one; much more they which re¬ 
ceive abundance of grace, and of the 

S ‘ft of righteousness, shall reign in 
fe by one, Jesus Christ: Ver. 18. 
Therefore, as by the offence of ono 
judgment came upon all men to con¬ 
demnation ; even so by the righteous¬ 
ness of one the free gift came •upon 
all men unto justification of life. V cr. 
19. For as by one man's disobcdicnco 
many were made sinners; so by the 
obedience of one shall many be mode 
righteous. 

0 Acts x. 44. While Peter yet spake 
theso words, the Holy Ghost fell on all 


them which heard the word. Gal. ii. 
16. Knowing that a man is not justi¬ 
fied by the works of the law, but by 
the faith of Jesus Christ, even we 
have •believed in Jesus Christ, that 
we might be justified by the faith of 
Christ, and not by the works of the 
law: for by the works of the law 
shall no flesh be justified. Phil. iii. 
9. And be found in him, not haying 
mine own righteousness, which is of 
the law, but that which is through 
the faith of Christ, the righteousness 
which is of {jjtod by faith. Acts xiii. 
38. Bo it known unto you, therefore, 
men and brethren, that through this 
man is preached unto you the for¬ 
giveness of sins: Ver. 39. And by 
him all that believe are justified from 
all things, from which ye could not 
be justified by the law of Moses. Eph. 
ii. 7. That in the ages to come he 
might show the exceeding riches of 
his grace, in his kindness toward us 
through Christ Jesus. Ver. 8. For 
by grace are ye solved through faith; 
and that not of yoursolves: it is the 
gift of God. 

II. d John i. 12. But as many as re¬ 
ceived him, to them gave he power to 
bccomo the sons of God, even to them 
that believe on his name.

therefore we conclude, that a man is 
justified by faith without the deeds 
of tho law.

By this faith, a Christian believeth to be* true whatsoever is re¬ 
vealed in the word, for the authority of God himself speaking therein; 0 
and acteth differently*upon that whicl\ each,particular passage thereof 
containeth; yielding obedience to the commands, f ^trembling at the 
threatenings,* and embracing the promises of God for this life and that

them who draw back unto perdition; 
but of them that believe to the saving 
of the soul. 

b 2 Cor. iv. 13. We having the same 
spirit of faith, according as it is writ¬ 
ten, I believed, and therefore have I 
spoken; we also believe, and therefore 
speak. Eph. i. 17. That the God of 
our Lord Jesus Christ, the Father of 
glory, may give unto you the spirit 
of wisdom and revelation in the know¬ 
ledge of him: Ver. 18. The eyes of 
your understanding being enlighten¬ 
ed; that ye may know what is the 
hope of his calling, and what the 
riches of the glory of his inheritance 
in the saints, Ver. 19. And what is 
the exceeding greatness of his power 
to us-ward who believe, according to 
the working of his mighty power.

But now is made 
manifest, and by the Scriptures of the 
prophets, according to the command¬ 
ment of the everlasting God, mode 
known to all nations for the obedience 
of faith. 

s Isaiah Ixvi. 2. For all those things 
hath mine hand made, and all those 
things have been, saith the Lord: 
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which is to come. h But the principal acts of saving faith are, accept¬ 
ing, receiving, and resting upon Christ alone for justification, sanctifi¬ 
cation, and eternal life, by virtue of the Covenant of grace. 1 

III. This faith is different in degrees, weak or strong ; k may be often 
and many ways assailed andtweakened, bi^t gets the victory; 1 growing 
up in many to the attainment of a full assurance through Christ, 01 who 
is both the author and finisher of our faith.® .

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CHAP. XV .—Of Repentdkee unto Life. 

I. REPENTANCE unto life is an evangelical grace,* the doctrine 
JlL whereof is to be preached by ever?' minister of^the gospel, as 
well as that of faith in Christ. b 

* II. By it a signer, out of the sight and sense, not only of the dan¬ 
ger, but also of the filthiness aijd odiousngss of his sins, as contrary to 
the holy nature and righte&us law of God, and upon the apprehension 
of his mercy in Christ to such as are penitent, so grieves for and hates 
his sins, as to turn from them all unto Qod,° purposing and endeavour¬ 
ing to walk with him in all the ways of his commandments. 4 


I. * Zech. xii. 10. And I will pour 
upon the house of David, and upon 
the inhabitants of Jerusalem, the 
spirit of grace and of supplications; 
and they shall look upon me whom 
.they have pierced, and thoy shall 
mourn for him, as one moumctli for 
his only son, and shall be in bitter¬ 
ness lor him, as one that is in bitter¬ 
ness for his first-born. Acts xi. 18. 
When they heal'd these things, they 
held their peace, and glorified God, 
saying, Then hath God also to the 
Gentiles granted repentance unto life.

Surely 
after that I was turned, I repented; 
and after that I was instructed, I 
smoto upon my thigh: I was ashamed, 
rca, even confounded, because I did 
jear the reproach of my youth. Joel 
ii. 12.*Tkercfore also now, saith the 
Lord, Turn ye even to me with all 
your heart, and with fasting, and 
with weeping, and with mourning; 
Ver. 13. And rend your heart, and 
not your garments, and turn unto the 
Lora your God: for he is gracious 
and merciful, slow to anger, and o 2 
great kindness, and repenteth him of 
the evil. Amos v. 15. Hate the evil, 
and kve the good, and establish judg¬ 
ment in the gato: it may be that the 
Lord God of hosts will be gracious 
unto the remnant of Joseph. Ps. 
cxix. 128. Therefore I esteem all thy 
precepts concerning all things to be 
right; and I hato every false way. 
2 Cqr. vii. 11. For, behold, this self¬ 
same thing, that ye sorrowed after a 
godly sort, what carefulness it wrought 
in you, yea, what clearing of your¬ 
selves, yea, what indignation, yea, 
what fear, yea, what vehement desire. 

J ea, what zeal, yea, what revenge! 
n all things ye have approved your¬ 
selves to be clear in this matter.

Who was 
before a blasphemer, and a perse¬ 
cutor, and injurious: but I obtained 
mercy, because 1 did it ignorantly in 
unbelief. Vcr. 15. This is a faithful 
saying, and worthy of all acceptation, 
that Christ Jesus came into the world 
to save sinners; of whom I am chief. 

VI. 1 Ps. li. 4-. Against thee, thee 
only, have l sinned, and done this 
evil in thy sight; that thou mightest 
he justified when thou speakest, and 
bo clear when thou judgest. Ver. 5. 

,Behold, I wasshapen in iniquity; and 
in sin did my mother conceive me. 
Ver. 7. Purge me with hyssop, and 1 
shall bo clean; wash me, and I shall 
be whiter than snow. Ver. 9. Hide* 
thy lace from my sins, and blot out 
all mine iniquities. Ver. 14. Deliver 
me from blood-guiltiness, 0 God, thou 
Coil of nry salvation; and my tongue 
shall sing aloud of thy righteousness. 
Pa xxxii. 5. 1 acknowledged my sin 
unto thee, and mine iniquity have I 
not hid. I said, I will confess my 
transgressions unto the Lord; and 
thou forgavest the iniquity of my ?iin. 
Selah. Ver. 6. For this shall every 
ope that is godly pray unto tlxoe in a 
time when thou mayest he found: 
surely in the floods of great waters 
they shall not come nigh unto him.

Whercfore the Lord said, Forasmuch, 
as this people draw near me with their 
mouth, and with their lips*do honour 
me, but have removed their heart far 
from me, and their fear toward me is 
taught by the precept of men. 1 Pet. 
i. 18. Forasmuch as know that ye 
were not redeemed with corruptible 
things, as silver and gold, from your 
vain conversation received bjftradi-, 
tion from your fathers. Rom. x. 2. 
For I bear them record, that they have 
a zeal of God, but not according to 
knowledge. John xvi. 2. They shall 
nut you out of the synagogues: yea, 
the time eometh, that whosoever kill- 
eth you will think that lie dBcth God 
service. 1 Sam. xv. 21. But the peo¬ 
ple took of the spoil, slftep and oxen, 
the chief of the things which should 
have been utterly destroyed, to sacri¬ 
fice unto the Lord thy God in Gilgal. 
Vcr. 22. And Samuel said, Hath the 
Lord as great delight in burnt-offer¬ 
ings and sacrifices, as in obeying the 
voice of the Lord ? Behold, to obey is 
better than sacrifice, and to hearken 
tlmn the fat of rams. Ver. 23. For 
rebellion is as the sin of witchcraft, 
and stubbornness is as iniquity and 
idolatry. Because thou hast rejected 
the word of the Lord, he hath also re¬ 
jected tliec from being king. 

Jl. 0 James ii. 18. Yea, a man may 
say,Thouhast faith, and I have works; 
shew me thy faith without thy woi’ks, 
and I will shew thee my faith by my 
works. Ver. 22. Scest thou how fifitn 
wrought with his works, and by works 
wa.s faith made perfect ? 

A Ps. cxvi. 12. What shall I render 
unto the Lord for all his benefits to¬ 
ward me ? Ver. 13. I will take the 
cup of salvation, and call upon the 
name of the Lord. 1 Pet. ii. 9. But 
ye are a chosen generation, a royal 
priesthood, an holy nation, a peculiar 
people; that ye should shew forth the 
praises of him who hath called you out 
of darkness into his marvellous light.

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II. This Law, after his fall, continued to be a perfect rule of right¬ 
eousness ; and, as such, wan delivered by God upon mount Sinai in 
ten commandments, and written in two tables; 1 * the first four com¬ 
mandments containing our duty towards God, and the other six our 
duty to man. 0 , 

III. Besides this law, commonly called moral, God was pleased to 
give to the people of Israel, as a*church under age, ueremoniul laws, 
containing several tvpieal ordinances ; t partly of worship, prefiguring 
Christ, his graces, actions, sufferings, and benefits ; d and partly hold- 


olsc excusing one another. '.Rom«*x. 
5. For Moses describetli the righte¬ 
ousness -which is of the law, That 
the man which doetli those things shall 
live by them. llom. v. 12. Where¬ 
fore, as by one man sin entered into 
the world, and death by sin; and so 
death passod upon all men. for that 
all have sinned, yer. 19. For as by 
one man’s disobedience many wore 
made*sinners; so by the obedience of 
one shall many be made righteous, 
(nil. iii. 10. For as ma,ny as are of the 
works of the law are under the curse: 
for it is written, Cursed is every ono 
that continueth not in all tilings 
which are written in the book of tlio 
law to do them. Ver. 12. And the 
law is not of faith: but, The man 
that doetli them shall live in them. 
Feel. vii. 29. Lo, this only have I 
found, that God hath made mam up¬ 
right ; but they have sought out many 
inventions. Job xxviii. 28. And un¬ 
to man he said, Behold, the fear of 
the Lord, that is wisdom; and to de¬ 
part from evil is understanding. 

II. ,J James i. 25. But whoso looketh 
Jnto the perfect law of liberty, and 
continueth therein, he being not a 
forgetful hearer, but a doer of the 
work, this man shall bo blessed ip his 
deed. James ii. 8. If ye fulfil the 
royal law according to the scripture, 
Thou shalt love thy neighbour as thy¬ 
self yc do well. Ver. 10. For whoso¬ 
ever shall keep the wholo law, and yet 
offend in one point, he is guilty of all. 
Ver. 11. For ho that said, Do not 
commit adultery, said also, Do not 
kill. Now, if thou commit no adul¬ 
tery, yet if thou kill, thou art become 
a transgressor of the law. Ver. 12. 
So speak yo, and so do, as they that 
shall b<f judged by the law of liberty. 

Owe no man anything, 
but to love ono another: for ho that 
loveth another hath fulfilled the law. 
Ver. 9. For this, Thou shalt not com¬ 


mit adultery? Thou shalt not kill, 
Thou shalt not steal, Thou shalt not 
bear false witness, Thou shalt not 
covet; and if there bo any other 
commandment, it is briefly compre¬ 
hended in this saying, namely, Thou 
shalt love thy neighbour as thy¬ 
self. Dcut. v. 32. Ye shall observe to 
do therefore as the Lord your God 
hath commanded you: ye shall not 
turn aside to the right hand or to the 
left. Deut. x. 4. And ho wrote on tho 
tables, according to tbe first writing, 
the ten commandments, which the 
Lord spake unto you in the mount, 
out of tlxe midst of the fire, in tho 
day of the assembly: and the Lord 
gave them unto me. Exod. xxxiv. 1. 
And the Lord said unto Moses. Hew 
thee two tables of stone like unto tho 
first; and I will write upon these 
tables the words that were in the first 
tables, which thou brakest. 

°Matt. xxii. 37. Jesus said unto him, 
Thou shalt love the Lord thy God with 
all thy heart, and with all thy soul, and 
with all thy mind.

To 
the law and to the testimony: if they 
speak not according to this word, it 
is because there is no light in them.

As it is of the law of nature, that, in general, a due proportion 
of time be set apart for the worship of God; so, in his word, by a posi¬ 
tive, moral, and perpetual commandment, binding all men in all ages*, 
he hath particularly appointed one day in seven for9a sabbath, to be 
kept holy unto him:* which, from the beginning of the world to the 


name: for they have eaten up Jacob, 
and devoured him, and consumed him, 
and have mode his habitation deso¬ 
late. Deut. vi. 6. And these words, 
which I command thee this day, shall 
be in thine heart; Ver. 7. And tjjou 
slialt teach them diligently unto thy 
children, and shalt talk of them when 
thou sittest in thine house, and when 
thou walkest by the way, and when 
thou licst down, and when thou risest 
up. Job i. 5. And it was so, when 
the days of their feasting were jjonc 
abdht, that Job sent and sanctified 
them, and rose up ekrly in the morn¬ 
ing, and offered burnt-offerings ac¬ 
cording to the number of them all: 
for Job said, It may be that my sons 
have sinned, and cursed God in their 
hearts. Thus did Job continually. 
2 Sam. vi. 18. And as soon as David 
had made an end of offering burnt- 
olforings and peace-offerings,lie bless¬ 
ed the people in the name of the Lord 
of hosts. Ver. 20. Then David returned 
to blesshis household. 1 Pet. iii. 7. Like¬ 
wise, yo husbands, dwell with them 
according to knowledge, giving honour 
unto the wife, as unto tho weaker 
vessel, and as being heirs together of 
the grace of life; that your prayers 
be not hindered.

VII. No man may vow to do ^ny thing forbidden in the word of 
God, or whafr would hinder any duty therein commanded, or which is 
not in his power, and for the performance whereof he hath no promise 
of ability from God.i In which respects, Popish monastical vows of 
perpetual single life, professed poverty, and regular obedience, arc so 
far from being degrees of higher perfection, that tl^ey are superstitious 
and sinful snares, in which no Christian may entangle himself. r

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CHAP. XXIII .—Of the Cjvil Magistrate. 

I. OD, the supreme Lord and King of all the world, hath ordained 
VJT civil magistrates to be under him over the people, for his own 
glory, and the publick good; and, ^o this end, hath armed them with 
the power of tnc sword, for the defence and encouragement of them 
that are good, and for tke punishment of evil-doers. 0, 

II. It is lawful for Christians to accept and execute the office of a 
magistrate, when called thereunto : b in the managing whereof, as they 
ought especially tcvmaintain piety, justice, and peace, according to the 
wholesome laws of each commonwealth;® so, for that end, they may 
lawfully, now under the New Testament, wage war upon just and ne¬ 


cessary occasions." - 

say ing, save they to whom it is given. 
Ver. 12. For there are some eunuchs, 
which were so born from their mo¬ 
ther’s womb; and there arc some 
eunuchs, which were made eunuchs 
of men; and there he eunuchs, which 
have made themselves^ eunuchs for 
the kingdom of heaven’s sake.

And that prophet, or 
that dreamer of dreams, sliaM be put 
to death; because he hath spoken to 
turn ytfu away from tlfc Lord your 
God, which brought you out or the 
land of Egypt, and redeemed you out 
of the house of bondage, to thrust 
thee out of the way which the Lord 
thy God commanded thee to walk in: 
so'shalt thou put the evil away from 
the midst of thee. Ver. 6. If thy 
brother, the son of thy mother, or 
tJiy son, or thy daughter, or the wife 
of thy bosom, or tliy friend, which is 
as thine own soul, entice thee secretly, 
saying, Let us go and serve other gods, 
which thou hast not known, thou, nor 
thy fathers. Ver. 12. If thou shalt 
hear say in one of thy cities, which 
the Lord thy God hath given thee to 
dwell there, saying, &c. 2 Kings xviii. 
4. He removed the high places, and 
brake the images, and cut down 1,ho 
groves, and brako in pieces the brasen 
serpent that Moses nad made: for 
unto those days the children of Israel 
did burn incense to it; and he called 
it Nehustan. [1 Chron. xiii. 1. to the 
9i/t vei'sc. 2 Kings xxiv. 1. to the 2Uh 
verse.'] 2 Chron. xxxiv. 33. And Jo- 
si ah took away all the abominations 
out of all the countries that pertained 
to the children of Israel, and made 
all that were present in Israel to serve, 
even to serve the Lord their God. And 
all his days they departed not from 
following the Lord, the God of their 
fathers. 2 Chron. xv. 12. And they 
entered into a covenant to seek the 
Lord God of their fathers with all 


their heart, and with all their soul; 
yer. 13. That whosoever would not 
Beck the Lord God of Israel should be 
put tq„deat\j, whether small or great, 
whether man or woman. 

b 2 Chron. xix. 8. Moreover, in Je¬ 
rusalem did Jehosliaphat set of the 
Levites, and of the priests, and of the 
chief of the fathers of Israel, for the 
judgment of the Lord, and for con¬ 
troversies, when they returned to Je¬ 
rusalem.

And, be¬ 
hold, Amariah the chief priest is over 
you in all matters of the Lord; and 
Zcbadiah the son of Islimael, the ruler 
of the house of Judah, for all the 
king’s matters: also the Levites shall 
be officers before you. Deal courage¬ 
ously, and tho Lord shall be with the 
good. (2 Chron. Chapters xxix. and 
xxx.] Matt. ii. 4. And when he had 
gathered all the chief priests and 
scribes of the people together, he de¬ 
manded of them where Christ should 
be bom. Ver. 5. And they said unto 
him, In Bethlehem of Judea: for thus 
it is written by the prophet. 

* IV. h 1 Tim. ii. 1. I exhort there¬ 
fore, that, first of all, supplications, 
prayers, intercessions, and giving of 
thanks, be made for all men; Ver.

But 
chiefly them that walk after the flesh 
in the lust of uncleanness, and despise 
government: presumptuous are they, 
self-willed, they are not afraid to spea k 
evil of dignities: Ver. 11. Whereas an¬ 
gels, which are greater in power and 
might, bring not railing accusation 
against them before the Lord. Jude, 
ver. 8. Likewise also these filthy 
dreamefs defile the flesh, despise do¬ 
minion, and speak evil of dignities. 
Ver. 9. Yetf Michael the archangel, 
when contending with the devil, be 
disputed about the body of Moses, 
durst not bring against him a railing 
accusation, but said, The Lord rebuke 
thee. Ver. 10. But these speak evil 
of those things which they know not: 
but what they know naturally, as 
brute beasts, in those things they 
comaipt themselves. Ver. li. Woe 
unto them! for they have gone in the 
way of Cain, and ran greedily after 
the error of Balaam for reward, and 
perished in the gainsaying of Core. 

0 2 Thess. ii. 4. Who opposeth and 
cxalteth himself above all that is 
called God, or that is worshipped; so 
that he, as God, sitteth in the temple 
of God, shewing himself that he is 
Ged.

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CHAP. XXIV.— Of Marriage and Divorce. 

I. "Til"ARRIAGE is to be between one man and one woman: neither 
llJL is it lawful for any man to have more than one wife, nor for 
any woman to have more than one husband at the same time. 4 

II. Marriage was ordained for the mutual help of husbafid and wife; b 
for the increase of manlfind v/ith a legitimate'issue, and'of the church 
with an holy seed; 0 and for preventing of unclcanncss. d 

III. It is lawful for all sorts of people to marry who are able with 
judgment to give tfieir consent: * yet it is the duty of Christians to 
marry only in the Lord. f And therefore such as profess the true 
reformed religion should not marry with infidels, Papists, or other 
idolaters: neither should such as*are g<jdly be unequally yoked, by 
marrying with such as are notoriously wicked in tlieir life, or maintain 
damnable heresies. 8 


I. a Gen ii. 24. Therefore shall a man 

leave his father and his mother, and 
shall clcavfe unto liis wife; »ftid they 
shall be one flesh. Matt. xix. 5. And 
said, For this cause shall a man leave 
father and mother, and shall cleave 
to his wife: and they twain sliall be 
one flesh. Ver. 6. Wherefore they 
are no more twain, but one flesh. 
What therefore God hath joined to¬ 
gether, let not man put asunder. 
Prov. ii. 17. Which forsaketh the

d 1 Cor. vii. 2. Nevertheless, to avoid 
fornication, let every man nave his 
own wife, and let every woman have 
her own husband. Ver. 9. But if they 
cannot contain, let them marry: for 
it is better to marry than to bum. 

III. 8 Hcb. xiii. 4. Marriage is hon¬ 
ourable in all, and the bed undetiled: 
but whoremongers and adulterers God 
will judge. 1 Tim. iv. 3. Forbidding 
to marry, and commanding to abstain 
from meats, which God hath created 
to be received with thanksgiving of 
them which believe and know the 
truth. 1 Cor. vii. 36. But if any man 
think that he bchaveth himself un¬ 


comely toward his virgin, if she pass 
the flower of her age, and need so re¬ 
quire, let him do what he will, he 
sinneth not; let them marry. Ver. 
37. Nevertheless he that standeth 
stedfast in his heart, having no ne¬ 
cessity, but hath power over his own 
will, aud hath so decreed in his heart 
that he will keep his virgin, docth 
well. Ver. 38. So then he that giveth 
her in marriage docth well; but he 
that giveth her not in marriage, doeth 
better. Gen. xxiv. 57. And they said, 
We will call the damsel, and inquire 
at her mouth. Ver. 58. And they 
called Rcbekah, and said unto her, 
Wilt thou go with this man? And 
she said, I will go. 

f 1 Cor. vii. 39. The wife is bound 
by the law as long as her husband 
liveth; but if her husband be dead, 
she is at liberty to be married to whom 
she will; only in the Lord. 
r 8 Gen. xxxiv. 14. And they said 
unto them, We cannot do this thing, 
to give our sister to one that is uncir¬ 
cumcised; for that were a reproach 
unto us. Exod. xxxiv. 16. And thou 
take of their daughters unto thy sons, 
and their daughters go a wnoring 
after thoir gods, and make thy sons 
go a whoring after their gods. Deut. 
vii. 3. Neither shalt thou make mar¬ 
riages with them; thy daughter thou 
shalt not give unto his son, nor his 
daughter shalt thou take unto thy 
son. Ver. 4. For they will turn away 
thy son from following me, that they 
may .serve other gods; so will the 
anger of the Lord be kindled against 
you, and destroy thee suddenly. 1 
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IV. Marriage ought not to be within the degrees of consanguinity 

or affinity forbidden in the word ; h nor can such incestuous marriages 
ever be made lawful by any law of man, or consent of parties, so as 
those persons may live together as man and wife. 1 The man may not 
marry any of his wife’s kipdred nearer in blood than he may of his 
own, nor the woman of her husband’s kindred nearer in blood than of 
her own. k • 

V. Adultery or fornication committgd after a contract, being de¬ 
tected before marriage,* giveth just occasion to the innocent party to 
dissolve that contract. 1 In the case of adultery after marriage, it is 


Kings xi. 4. For it came to pass, when 
Solomon was old, that his wives turn¬ 
ed away his heart after other gods: 
and his heart was not perftait with* 
the Lord his God, as was the heart of 
David his father. Neh. xiii. 25. And 
I contended with them, and cursed 
them, and smote certain of them, and 
plucked off their hair, and made them 
swear by God, saying, Ye shall not 
give your daughters unto their sons, 
nor take tlicir daughters unto your 
sons, or for yourselves. Ver. 26. Did 
not Solomon king of Israel sin by 
these things ? yet among many nations 
was there no king like him, who was 
beloved of his God, and God made 
him king over all Israel: neverthe¬ 
less even him did outlandish women 
cause to sin. Ver. 27. Shall we then 
hearken unto you to do all this great 
evil, to transgress against our God in 
marrying strange wives ? Mai. ii. 11. 
Judah hath dealt treacherously, and 
an abomination is committed in Israel 
and in Jerusalem: for Judah hath 
profaned the holiness of the Lord 
which he loved, and hath married the 
daughter of a strange god. Ver. 12. 
The Lord will cut off the man that 
doeth this, the master and the scholar, 
out of the tabernacles of Jacob, and 
him that offercth an offering unto 
the Lord of hosts. 2 Cor. vi. 14. Be 
ye not unequally yoked together with 
unbelievers: for what fellowship hath 
righteousness with unrighteousness? 
and what communion hath light with 
darkness ? 

IV. h [Lev. Chapter xviii.] 1 Cor. v. 
1. It is reported commonly that there 
is fornication among you, and*such 
fornication as is not so much as named 
among the Gentiles, that one should 
have his father’s wife. Amos ii. 7. 
That pant after the dust of the earth 
on the head of the poor, and turn 
aside the way of the meek: and a man 


and his father will go in unto the 
same maid, to profane my holy name. 

1 Mark vi. 18. For John had said 
unto llerod, It is not lawful for thee 
to have thy brother’s wife. Lev. xviii. 
24. Defile not ye yourselves in any of 
these things: for in all these the na¬ 
tions are defiled which I cast out be¬ 
fore you. Ver. 25. And the land is 
defiled • therefore I do visit the ini¬ 
quity thereof upon it, and the land 
itself vomiteth out her inhabitants. 
Ver. 26. Ye shall therefore keep my 
statutes and my judgments, and shall 
not commit any of these abomina¬ 
tions ; neither any of your own na¬ 
tion, nor any stranger that sojournetli 
among you; Ver. 27. (For all these 
abominations have the men of the 
land done which were before you, and 
th$ land is defiled;) Ver. 28. That the 
land spue not you out also, when ye 
defile it, as it spued out the nations 
that were before you. 

k Lev. xx. 19. And thou shalt not 
uncover the nakedness of thjr mother’s 
sister, nor of thy father’s sister; for 
he uncovereth his near kin: they shall 
bear their iniquity. Ver. 20. And if 
a man shall lie with his uncle’s wife, 
he hath uncovered his uncle’s naked¬ 
ness: they Shall bear their sin; they 
shall die childless. Ver. 21. And if 
a man shall take his brother’s wife, it 
is an unclean thing; he hath uncover¬ 
ed his brother’s nakedness: they shall 
be childless. 

V. 1 Matt. i. 18. Now the birth of 
Jesus Christ was on this wise: When 
as his mother Mary was espoused to 
Joseph, before they came together, she 
was found with child of the Holy 
Ghost. Ver. 19. Then Joseph her 
husband, being a just man, and not 
willing to make her apublick example, 
was minded to put her away privily. 
Ver. 20. But while ho thought on 
these things, behold, the angel of the 
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lawful for the innocent party to sue out a divorce,” 1 and, after the 
divorce, to marry another, as if the offending party were dead.” 

VI. Although the corruption of man be such as is apt to study argu¬ 
ments, unduly to put asunder those whorii God hath joined together 
in marriage; yet nothing but adultery, or such wilful desertion as can 
no way be remedied by the church or civil magistrate, is cause suffi¬ 
cient of dissolving the bond of marriage: 0 wherein a f publick and 
orderly course of proceeding is to be observed, and the persons concern¬ 
ed in it not left to their own wills and discretion in their own case.* 


CHAP. XXV .—Of the Church. 

I. npiIE catholick or universal church, vWiich is invisible, consists of 
JL the whole number of the elect that have been, are, or shall be 
gathered into one, under Christ the head thereof; and is the spouse, 
the body, the fulness of him that filleth all in all." 


Lord appeared unto him in a dream, 
saying, Joseph, thou son or David, 
fear not to take unto tkee Mary thy 
wife: for that which is conceived in 
her is of the Holy Ghost. 

® Matt. v. 31. It hath been said, 
Whosoever shall put away his wife, 
let him give her a writing of divorce¬ 
ment : Ver. 32. But I say unto you, 
That whosoever shall put away his 
wife, saving for the cause of fornica¬ 
tion, causeth her to commit adultery: 
and whosoever shall marry her that is 
divorced committeth adultery. 

n Matt. xix. 9. And I say unto you, 
Whosoever shall put away his wife, 
except it be for fornication, and shall 
marry another, committeth adultery; 
and whoso marrieth her which is put 
away doth commit adultery. Rom. 
vii. 2. For the woman which hath an 
husband is bound by tho law to bgr 
husband so long asheliveth: but if 
the husband be dead, she is loosed 
from the law of her husband. Ver. 3. 
So then if, while her husband liveth, 
she be married to another man, she 
shall be called an adulteress: but if 
her husband be dead, she is free from 
that law; so that she is no adulteress, 
though she bo married to another 
man. 

VI. 0 Matt. xix. 8. He saith unto 
them, Moses, because of the hardness 
of your hearts, suffered you to put 
away yotir wives: but from the be¬ 
ginning it was not so. Ver. 9. [See 
letter l Cor. vii. 15. But if the 
unbelieving depart, let him depart. 


A brother or a sister is not under 
bondage in such cases: but God hath 
called us to peace. Matt. xix. 6. Where¬ 
fore they are no more twain, but one 
flesh. Wliat therefore God hath join¬ 
ed together, let not man put asunder. 

p Dcut. xxiv. 1. When a man hath 
taken a wife, and married her, and it 
come to pass that she find no favour 
in his eyes, because he hath found 
some uncleanness in her; then let him 
write her a bill of divorcement, and 
give it in her hand, and send her out 
of his bouse. Ver. 2. And when she 
is departed out of bis house, she may 
go and bo another man's wife. Ver. 3. 
And if the latter husband hate her, 
and write her a bill of divorcement, 
and giveth it in her hand, and sendeth 
her out of his house; or if the latter 
husband die, which took her to be his 
wife; Ver. 4. Her former husband, 
which sent her away, may not take 
her again to be his wife, after that 
she is defiled; for that is abomination 
before the Lord: and thou shalt not 
cause the land to sin, which the Lord 
thy God giveth thee for an inheri¬ 
tance. 

I. a Eph. i. 10. That, in the dispen¬ 
sation of the fulness of times, ho might 
gatlipr together in one all things in 
Christ, both which are in heaven, and 
which are on earth, even in him. Ver. 
22. And hath put all things under his 
feet, and gave nim to be the head over 
all things to the church. Ver. 23. 
Which* is his body, the fulness of him 
that filleth all in alL Eph. v. 23. For 
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II. The visible church, which is also catholick or universal under the 
gospel, (not confined to one nation, as before under the law,) consists 
of all those throughout the world that profess the true religion, b to¬ 
gether with their children; 0 and is the kingdom of the Lord Jesus 
Christ, d the house and family of God, 0 out of which there is no ordi¬ 
nary possibility of salvation/ 

III. Unto thjs catholick visible chlirch Christ hath given the minis- 


tlie husband is the head of*the vfife, 
even as* Christ is the head of the 
church; and he is the saviour of the 
body. Ver. 27. That he might pre¬ 
sent it to himself a glorious church, 
not having spot, or wrinkle, or any 
snch thing; but that it should be holy, 
and without blemish. Ver. 32.«This 
is a great mystery: but I speak con¬ 
cerning Christ and the church. Col. i. 
18. And he is the head of the body, the 
church; who is the beginning, the first¬ 
born from the dead; that in all things 
he might have the pro eminence. 

II. *’ 1 Cor. i. 2. Unto the church of 
God which is at Corinth, to them that 
are sanctified in Christ Jesus, called 
to bo saints, with all that in every 
placo coll upon the name of Jesus 
Christ our Lord, both theirs and ours. 
1 Cor. xii. 12. For as tho body is one, 
and hath many members, and all the 
members of that one body, being 
many, are one body; so also is Christ. 
Ver. 13. For by one Spirit are we all 
baptized into one body, whether we 
be Jews or Gentiles, whether we bo 
bond or free; and have been all made 
to drink into one Spirit. Ps. ii. 8. 
Ask of mo, and 1 shall give thee the 
heathen for thine inheritance, and the 
uttermost parts of the earth for tliy 
ossession. Rev. vii. 0. After this I 
ehcld, and, lo, a great multitude, 
which no man could number, of all 
nations, and kindreds, and people, 
and tongues, stood before the throne, 
and before the Lamb, clothed with 
white robos, and palms in their hands. 
Rom. xv. 9. And that tho Gentiles 
might glorify God for his mercy; as 
it is written, For this cause I will 
confess to thee among the Gentiles, 
and sing unto thy name. Ver. 10. 
And again he saith, Rejoice, ye Gen¬ 
tiles, with his people. Ver. 11. And 
again, Praise the Lord, all ye Gen¬ 
tiles; and laud him, all ye people. 
Ver. 12. And again lisaias saith, There 
shall be a root of Jesse, and he that 
shall rise to reign over the Gentiles; 
in Mm shall the Gentiles trust 


0 1 Cor. vii. 14. For the unbelieving 
husband is sanctified by the wife, and 
the unbelieving wife is sanctified by 
the husband: else^vere your children 
unclean; but now arc they holy. Acts 
ii. 39. For the promise is unto you, 
and to your children, and to all that 
affcafar off, even as many as the Lord 
our God shall call. Kzek. xvi. 20. 
Moreover, thou hast taken thy sons 
and thy daughters, whom thou hast 
born unto me, and these hast thou sa¬ 
crificed unto them to be devoured. Is 
this of thjLwhoredomg a small matter, 
Ver. 21. That thou hast slain my 
children, and delivered them to cause 
them to pass through the fire for 
them ? Rom. xi. 16. For if the first- 
fruit be holy, the lump is also holy; 
and if the root be holy, so are the 
branches. Gen. iii. 15. And I will 
put enmity between thee and the 
woman, and between thy seed and 
her seed: it shall bruise thy head, 
and toon shalt bruise his heel. Gen. 
xvii. 7. And I will establish my cove¬ 
nant between me and thee, and thy 
seed after thee, in their generations, 
for an everlasting covenant, to be a 
God unto tliec, and to thy seed after 
thee. 

d Matt. xiii. 47. Again, the kingdom 
of heaven is like unto a net, that was 
cast into the sea, and gathered of 
every kind. Tsa. ix. 7. Of the increase 
tff his government and peace there 
shall be no end, upon the throne of 
David, and upon his kingdom, to order 
it, and to establish it with judgment 
'and with justice from henceforth even 
for ever. The zeal of the Lord of hosts 
will perform this. 

0 Eph. ii. 19. Now therefore ye aro 
no more strangers and foreigners, but 
fellow-citizens with the saints, and of 
the household of God. Eph. iii. 15. 
Of whom tho wholo family in heaven 
and earth is named. 

f Acts ii. 47. Praising God, and hav¬ 
ing favour with all tho people. And 
the Lord added to tho church daily 
such as should be saved. 
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try, oracles, and ordinances of God, for the gathering and perfecting 
of the saints in this life, to the end of the world; and doth by his own 
presence and Spirit, according to his promise, make them effectual 
thereunto.® 

IV. This catholick church hath been sometimes more, sometimes 
less visible . 11 And particular churches, which are members thereof, 
are more or less pure, according aS the doctrine of the gospel is taught 
and embraced, ordinances administered^and publick worship performed 
more or less purely in them . 1 

V. The purest churches under heaven are subject both to mixture 
and error ; k and some ha^e so Regenerated as to become no churches 
of Christ, but Synagogues of Satan . 1 Nevertheless, there shall 


III. * 1 Cor. xii. 28. And God hath 
set some in the church, first, apostles; 
secondarily, prophets; thirdly, teach¬ 
ers: after that miracles; then gifts of 
healings, helps, governments, diversi¬ 
ties of tongues.

Go ye 
therefore, and teach all nations, bap¬ 
tizing them in the name of the Father, 
and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost; 
Ver. 20. Teaching them to observe all 
things whatsoever I have commanded 
you: and, lo, I am with you alway, 
even unto the end of the world. Amen. 
Isa. lix 21. As lor mo, this is my 
covenant with them, saith the Lord; 
My Spirit that is upon thee, and my 
words which 1 have put in thy mouth, 
shall not depart out of thy mouth, nor 
out of the mouth of thy seed, ntfr owt 
of the month of thy seed’s seed, saith 
the Lord, fromhcnceforth and for ever. 

IV. h Rom. xi. 3. Lord, they have 
killed thy prophets, and digged down 
thine altars; and I am left alone, and 
they seek my life.

And many people shall go 
and say, Come ye, and let us go up to 
the mountain or the Lord, to the house 
of the God of Jacob; and he will 
teach us of his ways, and we will walk 
in his paths: for out of Zion shall go 
forth the law, and the word of the 
Lord from Jerusalem. I Cor. xi. 20. 
When ye come together therefore into 
one place, this is not to eat the Lord’s 
eupper.

CHAP. XXYII.— 


Of the Sacraments. 


I. QACRAMENTS are holy signs and seals of the covenant of grace,* 
O immediately instituted by God, b to represent Christ and his 
benefits, and to confirm our interest hi himas also to put a visible 


Then the disciples, every man accord¬ 
ing to his ability, determined to send 
relief unto the brethren which dwelt 
in Judea: Ver. 30. Which also they 
did, and sent it to the elders by the 
hands of Barnabas and Saul. 

III. f Col. i. 18. And he is the head 
of the body, the church; who is the 
beginning, the first-bom from the 
dead; that in all things he might 
have the pre-eminence: Ver. 19. For 
it pleased the Father, that in him 
should all fulness dwell. 1 Cor. viii. 
6. But to us there is but one God, the 
Father, of whom are all tilings, and wo 
in him; and one Lord Jesus Christ, by 
whom are all things, and we by him. 
Isa. xlii. 8. I am the Lord; that is my 
name: and my glory will I not give to 
another, neither my praise to graven 
images. 1 Tim. vi. 15. Which in his 
times he shall shew, who is the blessed 
and only Potentate, the King of kings, 
and Lord of lords; Ver. 16. Who only 
hath immortality, dwelling in the light 
which no man can approach unto; 
whom no man hath seen, nor can see: 
to whom be honour and power ever¬ 
lasting. Amen. Pa xlv. 7. Thou 
lovest righteousness, and hatest wick¬ 
edness: therefore God, thy God, hath 
anointed thee with the oil of gladness 
above thy fellows. With Heb. i. 8. 
But unto the Son he saith, Thy throne, 
0 God, is for ever and over; a sceptre 
of righteousness is the sceptre of thw 
kingdom. Ver. 9. Thou hast loved 
righteousness, and hated iniquity; 
therefore God, even thy God, hath 
anointed thee with the oil of gladness 
above thy fellows. 

B £xod. xx. 15. Thou shalt not steal. 
Fph. iv. 28. Let him that stole steal no 


more: but rather let him labour, 
working with his hands the thing 
which is good, that he may have to 
give to him that needeth. Acts v. 4. 
Whiles it remained, was it not thine 
own ? and alter it was sold, was it not 
in thine own p<Jwcr ? why hast thou 
conceived this thing in thine heart ? 
thou hast not lied unto men, but unto 
God.

After the same manner 
also he took the cup, when he had 
supped, saying, This cup is the new 
testament in my blood: this do ye, as 
oft as ye drink it, in remembrance of 
me. Ver. 26. For as often as ye eat 
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difference between those that belong unto the church and the rest of 
tho world ; 4 and solemnly to engage them to the service of God in 
Christ, according to his word . 0 * 

II. There is in every sacrament a spiritual relation, or sacramental 
union, between the sign and the thing' signified; whence it comes to 
pass, that the names and effects of the one are attributed to the other. f 

III. The grace which is exhibited in or by the sacraments, rightly 
used, is not conferred by any power iij theip; neither doth the efficacy 
of a sacrament depend upon the piety or intention of him that doth 
administer it,® but upon the work of the Spirit, h and the word of in¬ 
stitution ; whiclj. contain^ together with a precept authorizing the use 
thereof, a promise of benefit to worthy receivers . 1 

IV. There be only two sacraments ordained by Christ our Lord in 
the gospel, that is to say, Baptism, and the Supper of the Lord; nei-

CHAP. XXYHI .—Of Baptism. 

I. T) APTISM is a sacrament of thp Ney Testament, ordained by 
X3 Jesus Christ, a not only for the solemn admission of the party 
baptized into the visible church, b but also to be unto him a sign and 
seal of the covenant of grace, 0 of his ingrafting into Christ, 4 of rege¬ 
neration, 0 of remission of sins , 19 and of his giving up unto God through 
Jesus Christ, to w r alk in newness of life: * which sacrament is, by 
Christ’s own appointment, to be continued in his church until the end 
of the world. 1 * 


IV. k Matt, xxviii. 19. Go ye there¬ 
fore, and teach all nations, baptizing 
them in the name of the Father, ana 
of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost. 
1 Cor. xi. 20. When ye come together 
therefore into one place, this is not 
to eat the Lord’s supper. Ver. 23. 
For I have received or the Lord that 
which also I delivered unto you, That 
tiie Lord Jesus, the same night in 
which he was betrayed, took bread. 

1 Cor. iv. 1. Let a man so account of 
us as of the ministers of Christ, and 
stewards of the mysteries of God. 
Heb. v. 4. And no man taketh this 
honour unto himself, but he that is 
called of God, as was Aaron.

For the better attaining of these ends, the officers of the church 
are to proceed by admonition, suspension from the sacrament of the 
Lord’s Supper for a season, and by excommunication from the church, 
according to the nature of the crime, and demerit of the person.* 1

IV. All synods or councils since the apostles’ times, whether general 
or particular, may err, and many have erred; therefore they are not 
to he made the rule of faith or practice, but to be used as an help in 
both. 0

A. The grace of God is manifested in the second covenant, in that 
he freely provideth and offercth to sinners a Mediator,* and life and 
salvation by him; v and requiting favtli as the condition to interest 
them in liini, w promiseth and giveth his Holy Spirit* to all his elect,

A. The covenant of grace was administered under the Old Testa¬ 
ment, by promises/ prophecies/ sacrifices, 1 * circumcision,* the passover,* 
and other types and ordinances, whichdid all forc-signify Christ then 
to come, and were for that time sufficient to build up the elect in faith

mising life upon the fulfilling, and threatening death»upon the breach 
of it/ * , «

cities of Judah, and in the streets of 
Jerusalem: lor then had wo plenty of 
victuals, and were well, and saw no 
evil. 

A people that *pro- 
voketh me to anger continually to my 
face; that sacrificeth in gardens, and 
burnetii incense upon altars of brick;

Then 
said he unto me, Son of man, hast thou 
seen what the ancients of the house of 
Israel do in the dark, eveiy man in 
the chambers of his imagery ? for t hoy 
say, The Lord sccth us not; the Lord 
hath forsaken the earth. 

y Rom. ii. 17. Behold, thou art called 
a Jew, and reslest in the law, and 
makest thy boast of God, Ver. 18. And 
knowest his will,—Ver. 19. And art 
confident that thou thyself art a guide 
of the blind, a light of them which are 
in darkness, Ver. 20. An instructor of 
the foolish, a teacher of babes,—Ver. 
21. Thou therefore which teacbest 
another, teachest thou not thyself? 
thou that preachest a man should not 
steal, dost thou steal ? Ver. 22. Thou 
that sayest a man should not commit 
adultery, dost thou commit adultery ? 
thou that abliorrest idols, dost thou 
commit sacrilege ? Ver. 23. Thou that 
makest thy boast of the law, through 
breaking the law dishonoured thou 
God ? Ver. 24. For the name of God 
is blasphemed among the Gentiles 
through you.

14 But when l saw that they walked 
not uprightly, according to the truth 
of the gospel, I said unto Peter before 
them all, If thou, being a .lew, livest 
after the manner of Gentiles, and not 
as do the .lews, why compcllest thou 
the Gentiles to live as do the Jews ? 

* Matt. xxi. 38. But when the hus¬ 
bandmen saw the son, they said among 
themselves, This is the heir; come, let 
us kill him, and let ns seize on his in¬ 
heritance. Vcr. 39. And they caught 
him, and cast him out of the vineyard, 
and slew him. 

• v I Sam. ii. 25. Tf one man sin 
asrainst another, the judges shall judge

Acts v. 4.—Thou hast not lied unto 
men, hut unto God. Ps. li. 4. Against 
thee, thee only, have I sinned, and 
done this evil in thy sight; that thou 
mightest be justified when thou speak- 
est, and be clear when thou judgest.

14. But cursed be the deceiver, whitfh 
hath in his flock a male, and voweth, 
and sacriticeth unto the Lord a cor¬ 
rupt thing: for I am a great King, 
saith the l^ord of hosts, and my name 
is dreadful among the heathen.

Let us not therefore judge one 
another any more: but judge this ra¬ 
ther, that no man put a stumbling- 
block, or an occasion to fall, in his 
brother’s way.

and that man perished not alone in 
his iniquity. 

Men do not despise 
a thief, if lie steal to satisfy his soul 
when he is hungry: Ver. 31. But if he 
be found, he shall restore seven fold; 
—Ver. 32. But whoso committeth 
adultery with a woman locketh un¬ 
derstanding : he that docth it destroy¬ 
ed his own soul. Ver. 33. A wound 
and dishonour shall he get; and his 
reproach shall not be wiped away. 
And so on to the end of the Chapter.

And say,« 
llow have I hated instruction, and 
my heart despised reproof! Prov vi. 
32. But whoso committeth adultery 
with a woman lacketh understanding: 
he that docth it destroyetli his own 
soul. Ver. 33. A wound and dis¬ 
honour shall lie get;—Josh. vii. 21. 
When I saw among the spoils a goodly 
Babylo/iish garment, and two hun¬ 
dred shekels of silver, and a wedge of 
gold of fifty shekels weight, then I 
coveted them, and took them;— 
p James i. 14. But every man is 
tempted, when he is drawn away of 
his own lust, and enticed. Ver. 15. 
Then, when lust hath conceived, it 
bringeth forth sin; and sin, when it 
is finished, bringeth forth death. Matt, 
v. 22. But I say unto you, That who¬ 
soever is angry with his brother with¬ 
out a cause shall be in danger of the 
judgment; and whosoever shall say 
to his brother, Raca, shall be in dan¬ 
ger of the council; but whosoever 
shall say, Thou fool, shall be in dan¬ 
ger of hell-fire. Mieah ii. 1. Woe to 
them that devise iniquity, and work 
evil upon their beds! when the morm 
injj is light, they practise it, because 
it is in the power of their hand. 

Woe unto the world 
because of offences! for it must needs 
bo that offences come; but woe to 
that man by whom the offence com- 
cth! Rom. ii. 23. Thou that makest 
thy boast of the law, through break¬ 
ing the law dishonourest thou God ?

Then 
the pian thJit lay with her shall give 
unto the damsel’s father fifty shekels 
of silver, and she shall be his wife; 
because he hath humbled her, he may 
not put her away all his days. Prov. 
vi. 32. But whoso committeth adul¬ 
tery with a woman lackcth under¬ 
standing; he that docth it destroyeth 
his own soul. Ver. 33. A wound 
and dishonour shall he get; and his 
reproach shall not be wiped away. 
Ver. 34. For jealousy is the rage of a 
man; therefore he will not spare in 
the day of vengeance. Ver. 35. 11 o 
will not regard any ransom; neither 
will he rest content, though thou giv- 
cst many gifts.

IJiave 
overthrown some of you, as (tod over¬ 
threw Sodom and Gomorrah, and ye 
were as a ii rebrand plucked out of the 
burning: yet have ye not returned 
unto me, saith the Lord. Jer. v. 3 0 
Lord, are not thine eyes upon the 
truth? thou hast stricken them, but 
they have not grieved; thou hast con¬ 
sumed them, but they have refused to 
receive correction: they have made 
their faces harder than a rock; they 
have refused to return. _ 
w Itoui. i. 2(>. Kor this cause God 
gave them up unto vile affections : 
lbr even their women did change the 
natural use into that which is against 
nature: Ver. '27. And likewise also 
the men, leaving the natural use of 
the woman, burned in their lust one 
toward another: men with men work¬ 
ing that which is uusoemly, and rc- 
cciving in them'-elves that recompcncc 
of their error which was meet. 

s Horn. i. 32. Who, knowing the 
judgment of God, that they which 
commit such things arc worthy of 
death, not only do the same, but have 
pleasure in them that do them. Dan. 
v. 22. And thou his son, 0 Belshazzar, 
hast not humbled thine heart, though 
thou knewest all this. Tit. iii. 10. 
A man that is an hcretick, after the 
first and second admonition, reject; 
Ver. 11. Knowing that he that is such 
is subverted, and sinneth, being con¬ 
demned of himself. 

y Prov. xxix. 1. lie that, being often 
reproved, hardeneth his neck, sjmll 
.suddenly be destroyed, and that with¬ 
out remedy. 

z Tit. iii. 10. A man that is an lierc- 
tick, after the first and second admo¬ 
nition, reject. Matt, xviii. 17. And 
if he shall neglect to hear them, tell 
it unto the church: but if lie neglect 
to hear the church, let him be nnto 


thee as an heathen man and a publi¬ 
can. t

And now I liave this day declared it 
to you; but yo have not obeyed th i 
voice of the Lord your God, nor any 
thing for the which ho hath sent me 
unto you.

This is the word 
that came unto Jeremiah from the 
Lord, after that the king Zedekiah 
had made a covenant with all the 
people which were at Jerusalem, to 
proclaim liberty unto them; Ver. 9. 
That every mail should let his man¬ 
servant, and every man his maid-ser¬ 
vant, being an Hebrew or an llcbrew- 
ess, go free; that none should serve 
himself of them, to wit, of a Jew his 
brother. Ver. 10. Now, when all the 
princes, and all the people, which had 
entered into the covenant, heard that * 
every one should let his man-servant, 
and every one his maid-servant, go 
free, that none should serve them¬ 
selves of them anymore; then they 
obeyed, and let them go. Vor. 11. 
But afterward they turned, and 
caused the servants and the hand¬ 
maids, whom they had let go free, to 
return, and brought them into sub¬ 
jection for servants and for hand¬ 
maids. 2 Pet. ii. 20. For if after 
they have escaped the pollutions of 
tlio, world, through the knowledge of 
tlie Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ, 
they arc again entangled therein, and 
overcome, the latter end is worse with 
them than the beginning. Ver. 21. 
For it had been better for them 
not to have known the way of righte¬ 
ousness, than, alter they have known 
it, to turn from the holy command-

A. Baptism is a sacrament of the New Testament, wherein Christ 
hath ordained the washing with watej in the name of the Father, and 
of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost, 0 to be a sign apd seal of ingrafting 
into himself/ of remission of sins by his blood/ and regeneration by his 
Spirit; 1 * of adoption, 1 and resurrection unto everlasting life;* and 


cannot be partakers of the Lord’s 
table, and of the table of devils. 

4 Epli. iv. 2. With all lowliness and 
meekness, with long-suffering, for¬ 
bearing one another in love; Ver. 3. 
Endeavouring to keep the unity of 
the Spirit in the boncf of peace.

A. In the sixth petition (which is, And lead us not into temptation , 
but deliver us from evil 0 ) we pray, That God would either keep us 
from being tempted to sin, p or •support and deliver us when we arc 
tempted.* 1 

Q. 107. What doth the conclusion of the Lord's prayer teach us ? 

A. The conclusion of the Lord’s prayer (which is, For thine is the

S O much of every question, both in the Larger and Shorter Catechism, is repeated in 
the answer, asmaketli every answer on entire proposition or sentence in itself; to 
the end the learner may further improve it upon all occasions, for his increase in know¬ 
ledge and piety, even out of the course of catechising, as well as in It. 

And albeit the substance of the doctrine comprised in that abridgment, commonly 
called Thr. Apostle# Cree-l, lie fully set forth in each of tile Catechisms, so as there is no 
necessity of msci ting the Ci ecd itself; yet it is here annexed, not as Ihomdi it wi re com¬ 
posed by the Apostles, or ought to he estttmed canonical scripture, as the Ten Command- 
merits, and the Lord’s Prayer, (much less a prayer, as ignorant people have been apt to 
make both it and the Decalogue,) hut because it is a brief sum of the Christian faith, 
agreeable to the word of God, and anciently received in the churches of Christ. 
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SUM OP SAVING KNOWLEDGE, &g. 


The Sum of Saving Knowledge may be taken up in these four heads: 1. The wooftal con¬ 
dition wherein all men are by nature, through breaking of the covenant of works. 
2. The remedy provided for the elect in Jesus Christ byalic covenant of grace. 3. The 
means unpointed to make them partakers of this covenant. 4. 'J he blessings which are 
effectually conveyed unto the elect by these means.—Which four heads are set down 
each of them in some few propositions.^ 

HEAD I. 

Our woeful condition by nature, through breaking the covenant of works. IIos. 
xiii. 9. 0 Israel, thou hast destroyed thyself. 

I. rriHE almighty and eternal God, tho Father, the Son, and the Holy Ghost, 
A three distinct persons in the one and the same undivided Godhead, 
equally infinite in all perfections, did, before time, most wisely decree, for 
Ins own glory, whatsoever cometh to pass in time: and doth most bollly and 
infallibly execute all liis decrees, without being partaker of the sin of any 
creature. 

II. This God. in six days, made all things of nothing, very good in their 
own kind: in special, he made all the angels holy; and ho made our first 
parents, Adam and Eve, the root of mankind, both upright and able to keep 
the law written in their heart. Which law they were naturally bound to 
obey under pain of death; but God was not bound to reward their service, 
till lie entered into a covenant or contract with them, and their posterity in 
them, to give them eternal jilc, upon condition of perfect pqmmai obedience: 
withal threatening death in case they should fail. This is the covenant of 
works. 

III. Both angels and men were subject to the change of their own free¬ 
will, as experience proved, (God having reserved to himself the incommuni¬ 
cable property of being naturally unchangeable:) for many angels of their 
own accord fell by sin from their first estate, and became devils. Our first 
parents, being enticed by Satan, one of these devils speaking in a serpent, 
aid break the covenant of works, in eating the forbidden fruit; whereby 
they, and their posterity, being in their loins, as branches in the root, and 
comprehended in the same covenant with them, became not only liable to 
eternal death, but also lost all ability to.pleuse God; yea, did become by 
nature enemies to God, and to all spiritual good, and inclined only to evil 
continually. This is our original sin, the bitter root of all our actual trans¬ 
gressions, m thought, word, and deed. 

HEAD II. 

The remedy provided in Jesus Christ for the elect by the covenant of grace. Hos. 

xiii. 9. 0 Israel, thou host destroyed thyself; but in me is thine help. 

I A LBEIT man, having brought himself into this woefnl condition, be 
A neither able to help himself, nor willing to be helped by God out of 
it, but rather inclined to lie still, insensible of it, till he perish; yet God, for 
the glory of his rich grace, hath revealed in his word a way to save sinners, 
viz. by faith in Jesus Christ, the eternal Son of God, by virtue of, and ac¬ 
cording to the tenor of the covenant of redemption, made and agreed upon 
between God the Father and God the Son, in the council of the Trinity, 
before the world began. 
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II. The sum of the covenant of redemption is this: God having freely 
chosen unto life a certain number of lost mankind, for the glory of his rich 
grace, did give them, before the world began, unto God the Son, appointed 
Redeemer, that, upon condition ho would humble himself so far as to assume 
the human nature, of a soul and a body, unto personal union with his divine 
nature, and submit himself to the law, as surety for them, and satisfy justice 
for them, by giving obedience in their name, even unto the suffering of the 
cursed deiftli of the cross, he should ransom and redeem them all from sin 
and death, and purclAisc unto them righteousness and eternal life, with all 
saving graces leading thereunto, to bo effectually, by means of his own ap¬ 
pointment, applied in due time to eve.’y one of them. This condition the 
Son of God (who is Jesus Christ our Lord) did accept before the world began, 
and in the fulness of time came into the world, was born of the Virgin Mary, 
subjected himself to the law, and completely paid the ransom on the cross: 
Rut by virtue of the foresaid bargain, made before the world began, he is in 
all ajms, since the fall of Adam, still upon the work of applying actually the 
purchased benefits unto the elect j*- and ffiat he doth by way of entertaining 
a covenant of free grace jvnd reconciliation with them, through faith in him¬ 
self; by which covenant, lie makes over to every believer a right'and interest 
to himself, and to all his blessings. 

III. For the accomplishment of this covenant of redemption, and making 
the elect partakers of the benefits thereof in the covenant of grace, Christ 
Jesus was clad with the threefold ofliee of Prophet, Priest, and King: made 
a Prophet, to reveal all saving knowledge to his people, and to persuade 

* them to believe and obey the same; made a Priest, to offer up himself a 
sacrifice once for them all, and to intercede continually with the Father, for 
making their persons and services acceptable to him; and made a King, to 
subduo them to himself, to feed and rule them by his own appointed ordi¬ 
nances, and to defend them from their enemies. 

HEAD III. 

The oulward mans appointed to make the elect partakers of this covenant , and ail 

the rest that are called , to be inexcusable. Matt. xxii. 14. Many are called. 

I. THE outward means and ordinances, for making men partakers of the 
x covenant of grace, are so wisely dispensed, as that the elect shall be 
infallibly converted and saved by them; and the reprobate, among whom 
they are, not to be justly stumbled. The moans are especially these four. 
1. Tlie word of God. 2. The sacraments. 3. Kirk-government. 4. Prayer. 
In the word of God preached by sent messengers, the Lord makes offer of 
grace to all sinners, upon condition of faith in Jesus Christ; and whosoever 
ao confess their sin, accept of Christ offered, and submit themselves to his 
ordinances, he will have both them and their children received into the 
honour and privileges of the covenant of grace. Ry the sacraments, God will 
have the covenant sealed for confirming the bargain on the foresaid condi¬ 
tion. By kirk-government, he will have them hedged in, and helped forward 
unto the keeping of the covenant. And by prayer, he will have his own 
glorious grace, promised in the covenant, to be daily drawn forth, acknow¬ 
ledged, and employed. All which means are followed either really, or in 
profession only, according to the quality of the covenanters, as they ore true 
or counterfeit believers. 

II. The covenant of grace, set down in the Old Testament before Christ 
came, and in the New since he came, is one and the same in substance, albeit 
different in outward administration: For the covenant in the Old Testa¬ 
ment, being sealed with the sacraments of circumcision and the paschal 
lamk did set forth Christ’s death to come, and the benefits purchased 
thereby, under the shadow of bloody sacrifices, and sundry ceremonies: but 
since Christ came, the covenant being sealed by the sacraments of baptism 
and the Lord's supper, doth clearly hold forth Christ already crucified before 
our eyes, victorious over death and the grave, and gloriously ruling heaven 
and earth, for the good of his owfl people. 
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HEAD IV. 

The blessings which are effectually conveyed by these means to the Lord’s elect , or 
chosen ones. Matt. xxii. 14. Many are called, but few arc chosen. 

I. 13 Y these outward ordinances, as our Lord makes the reprobate incxcus- 
I) able, so, by the power of his Spirit, he applies unto the elect, effec¬ 
tually, all savins graces purchased to them in the covenant of redemption, 
and maketh irckungo in their persons. In particular, 1. He doth convert or 
regenerate them, by giviifg spiritual life to them, in opening their under¬ 
standings, renewing their wills, affections, and faculties, for giving spiritual 
obedience to his commands. 2. He gives them saving faith, by making them, 
in the sense of deserved condemnation, to giv<*their consent heartily to the 
covenant of grace, and to embrace Jesus Christ unfeijpedly. 3. lie gives 
them repentance, by making them, with godly sorrow, in the hatred of sin, 
and love of righteousness, turn from all iniquity to the service of God. And, 
4. He sanctifies them, by making xheni go on and persevere in faith and spiri¬ 
tual obedience to the law of God, manifested by fruitfulness in all duties, and 
doing good works, as God offeretk occasion. 

II. Together with this inward change of their persons, God changes also 
their state: for, so soon as they are brought by faith into the covenant of 
grace, 1. He justifies them, by imputing unto them that perfect obedience 
which Christ gave to the law, and the satisfaction also which upon the cross 
Clii'ist gave unto justice in their name. 2. He reconciles them, and makes 
them friends to God, who were before enemies to God. 3. He adopts them, 
that they shall be no more children of Satan, but children of God, enriched 
with all spiritual privileges of his sons. And, last of all, after their warfare 
in this life is ended, he perfects the holiness and blessedness, first of their 
souls at their death, and then both of their souls and their bodies, being joy¬ 
fully joined together again in the resurrection, at the day of his glorious 
coming to judgment, when all the wicked shall be sent away to hell, with 
Satan whom they have serve*l: but Christ’s own chosen and redeemed ones, 
true believers, students of holiness, shall remain with himself for ever, in the 
state of glorification. 


TIIE 

PRACTICAL USE OF SAVING KNOWLEDGE, 

Contained in Scripture, and hoUlenffyrth briefly in the forescid Confession of 

Faith and Catechisms. 

T HE chief general use of Christian doctrine is, to convince a man of sin, and 
of righteousness, and of judgment, John xvi. 8. partly by the law or 
covenant of works, that he may be humbled and become penitent; and partly 
by the gospel or covenant of grace, that lie may become an unfeigned Ixdiever 
in Jesus Christ, and be strengthened in his faith upon solid grounds and 
warrants, and give evidence of the truth of bis faith by good fruits, and so 
be Favcd. 

The sum of the covenant of works, or of the law, is this: “If thou do all 
“ that is commanded, and not fail In any point, thou shalt be Eavcd: but if 
“thoufail, thou shalt die.’’ Korn. x. 5. Gal. iii. 10,12. 

The sum of the gospel, or covenant of grace and reconciliation, is this: “ If 
“ thou flee from deserved wrath to the true Redeemer Jesus Christ, (who is 
“ able to save to the uttermost all that come to God through him,) thou shalt 
“ not perish, but have eternal life.” Rom. x. 8, 9,11. 

For convincing a man of sin, of righteousness, and of judgment by the law, 
or covenant of works, let these scriptures, among many more, be made use o t 
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I. For convincing a man of sin by the law, consider Jer. xvii. 9,10. 

The heart is deceitful above all things, and desperately wicked: who can know 
it? 1 the Lord search the heart , Itry the reins , even to give every man according 
to his ways, and according to the fruit of his doings. 

Hero the Lord tcacheth these two things: 

1. That thj fountaiA of all our miscarriage, and actual sinning against 
God, is in the heart, which compiehendelh the mind, will, affections, and all 
the powers of the soul, 4s they are corrupted and.defiled with original sin: 
the mind being not only ignorant and incapable of saving truth, but also full 
of error and enmity against God; and the Will and affections being obstinately 
disobedient unto all God’s directions, and bent toward that only which is 
evil: “The heart (saith lie)«is deceitful above all things, and desperately 
“ wicked;” yea, and unsearchably wicked, so that no man can know it; and 
Gen. vi. 5. “ Every imagination of the thoughts of man’s heart is only evil 
“ continually,” ssaith the Lord, whose testinymy wc must trust in this and all 
other matters; and experience also mtoy teach us, that, till God make us deny 
ourselves, we never look to God in any thing, but ileshly self-interest alone 
doth rule us, and move all the wheels of our actions. 

2. That the Lord bringeth our original sin, or wicked inclination, with all 
the actual fruits thereof, unto reckoning before his judgmeut-seat; “ For he 
“ scarchcth the heart, and trieth the reins, to give every man according to his 
“ wnys, and according to the fruit of his doings.” 

lienee let every man reason thus: 

“ Wliat God and my guilty conscience bearetk witness of, I am convinced 
“ that it is true: 

“ But God and my guilty conscience boarcth witness, thnt my heart is 
“ deceitful above all things, and desperately wicked; and that all the imagma* 

“ tions of my heart, by nature, are only evil continually: 

“ Therefore 1 ain convinced that this is true.” 

Thus a man may be convinced of sin by the law. 

II. For convincing a man of righteousness by tlie law, consider Gal iii. 10. 

As many as are of the works of the law are under the curse: for it is written. 
Cursed is every one that continucth not in all things which are written in the book 
of the law to do them. 

Here the apostle tcacheth us three things: 

1. That, by reason of our natural sinfulness, the impossibility of any man’s 
being justified by the works of the law is so certain, that whosoever do seek 
justification by the works of the law, arc liable to the curse of God for break¬ 
ing of the law; “ For as many as are of the works of the law are under the 
“ curse,” saith he. 

2. That, unto the perfect fulfilling of the law, the keeping of one or two of 
the precepts, or doing of some, or ofcall duties (if it were possible) for a time, 
is not sufficient; for the law requireth, that “ a man continue in all things 
“ which are written in the book of the law to do them.” 

3. That, because no man can come up to this perfection, every man by na¬ 
ture is under the curse; for the law saith, “ Cursed is every one that coutinu- 
“ cth not in all things which arc written in the book of the law to do them.” 

Now, to be under tlie curse, compreliendeth all the displeasure of God, with 
the danger of the breaking forth more and more of his wrath upon soul and 
body, both in this life, and alter death perpetually, if grace do not prevent 
the full execution thereof. 

Hence let every man reason thus: * 

“ Whosoever, according to the covenant of works, is liable to the curse of 
“ God tor breaking the law, times and ways out of number, cannot be justi- 
“ fied, or find righteousness by the works of the law: 

“ But I, (may every man say,) according to the covenant of works, am liable 
“ to the curse of Gou, for breaking the law times and ways without number: 

“ Therefore I cannot be justified, or have righteousness by the works of the 

“ law.” 
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Thus may a man be convinced of righteousness, that it is not to be had by 
his own works, or by the law. 

III. For convincing a man of judgment by the law, consider 2 These. i. 7. 

The Lord Jesus shall be revealedfrom heaven with hi ^ mighty angels , Ver. 8. 

In flaming fire, taking vengeance on them that know not God, and that obey not 
the gospel of our Lord Jesus Christ: Ver. 9. Who shall he punished with everlast¬ 
ing destruetionjrom the presence of the Lord, and frcfoi the glory of his power; 
Ver. 10. Wh n he shall com I to be glorified in his saints, and to be admired in all 
them that believe. • 

Wherein we are taught, that our Lord Jesus fc who now offers to bo Medi¬ 
ator for them who believe in him, shall, at the last day, come armed with 
ilaming fire, to judge, condemn, anu destroy all them who have not believed 
God, have not received the offer of grace made in the gospel, nor obeyed the 
doctrine thereof; but remain in 4heir natural state, under the law or cove¬ 
nant of works. 

lienee let every man reason thus: 

“ What the righteous Judge hath forewarned me shall be dono at the last 
“ day, 1 am sure is just judgment: 

“ But the righteous Judge hath forewarned me, that if I do not believe 
“ God in time, and obey not the doctrine of the gospel, I shall he secluded 
“ from his pi oscnce and his glory at the last day, and be tormented in soul 
“ and body for ever: 

“ Therefore I am convinced that this is a just judgment: 

“ And I have reason to thank God heartily, who hath forewarned mo to 
“ flee from the wrath which is to come." 

Thus every man may he, by the law or covenant of works, convinced of 
judgment, if he shall continue under the covenant of works, or shall not obey 
the gospel of our Lord Jesus. 

IV. For convincing a man of sin, righteousness, and judgment, by the gospel. 

As for convincing a man of sin, and righteousness, and judgment, by the 

gospel, or covenant of grace, lie must understand three things: 1. That not 
believing in Jesus Christ, or refusing of tho covenant of grace offered in 
him, is a greater and more dangerous sin than all other sins against the 
law; because the hearers of the gospel, not believing in Christ, do reject 
God’s mercy in Christ, the only way of freedom from sin and wrath, and will 
not yield to be reconciled to God. 2. Next, he must understand, that perfect 
remission of sin, and true righteousness, is to be hod only by faith in Jesus; 
because God requireth no other conditions but faith; and testifies from 
heaven, that he is well pleased to justify sinners upon this condition. 3. He 
must understand, that upon righteousness received by faith, judgment shall 
follow, on the one hand, to the destroying of the works of the devil in tho 
believer, and to tho perfecting of the work of sanctification in him, with 
power: and that, upon refusing to take righteousness by faith in Jesus Christ, 
judgment shall follow, on the other hand, to the condemnation of the misbe¬ 
liever, and destroying of him with Satan and his servants for ever. 

For this end, let these passages of scripture, among many others, servo to 
make the greatness of the sin of not believing in Christ appear; or, to muko 
the greatness of the sin of refusing of the covenant of grace offered to us, in 
the offering, of Christ unto us appear, let the fair offer of grace be looked 
upon as it is made, Isa. Iv. 3. Incline your ear, and come unto me, (saitli the 
Lord:) hear, and your soul shall live*; and I will make an everlasting covenant 
with you , even the sure w rcies of David. That is, If ye will believe me, and 
he reconciled to me, I will, by covenant, give unto you Christ, and all saving 
graces in him : repeated Acts xiii. 31. 

. Again, consider, that this general offer in substance is equivalent to a spe¬ 
cial offer made to every one in particular; os appcarctli by the apostle’s 
making use of it, Acts xvi. 31. Jlelieve on the Lord Jesus Christ, and thou 
shall be saved, and thy house. The reason of which offer is given, John iii. 16. 
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For God so loved the world , that he gave his only begotten Son , that whosoever be- 
Ueveth in him should not perish, but have everlasting fife. Seeing then this great 
salvation is ottered in the Lord Jesus, whosoever believeth not in him, but 
looks for happiness some other way, what doth he else but observe lying vani¬ 
ties, and forsake his own mercy , which he might have had in Christ ? Jonah 
ii. B, 9. What doth he else but blaspheme God in his heart ? as it is said, 
1 John v. 10/11. He that believeth not God hath made him a liar; because he 
believeth not the record that God gave of his Son. And this is J he record, that 
God hath given to us eternal life; and this life is in-his Son. And that no sin 
against the law is like unto this sin, Chi^st testifies, John xv. 22. If f had 
not come and spoken unto them, they had not had sin; but now they have ho cloak 
for their sin. This may convince a man of the greatness of this sin of not 
believing in Christ. 


For convincing a man of righteousness to bo had only by faith in Jesus 

Christ, consider how, Rom. x. 3, 4. k 

It i9 said, that the Jews, being ignorant of God’s righteousness, and going 
about to establish their oum righteousness . have not submitted themselves unto the 
righteousness of God, (and so they pcrislied.) For Christ is the end of the law 
for righteousness to every one that believeth. And Acts xiii. 39. By him all 
that believe are justified from all things, from which ye coidd not be justified by the 
law of Moses. And I John i. 7. The blood of Jesus Christ his Son cleanseth us 
from all sin. 

For convincing a man of judgment, if a man embrace this righteousness, 
consider 1 John iii. 8 J<or this purpose the Son of God was manifested, that he 
might destroy the works of the devil. And Ilcb. ix. 14. How much more shall 
the blood of Christ, who through the eternal Spirit offered himself without spot to 
God, purge your conscience from dead works to serve the living Godf 

But if a man embrace not this righteousness, his doom is pronounced, 
John iii. 18,19. lie tlutt believeth not is condemned already, because he hath not 
heheved in the name of the only begotten Son of God. And this is the condemna¬ 
tion , that light is come into the world, and mm loved darkness rather than light. 

Hence let the penitent, desiring to believe, reason thus: 

“ What dotli suffice to convince all the elect in the world of the greatness 
“ of the sin of not believing in Christ, or refusing to flee to him for relief 
“ from sins done against the law, and from wroth due thereto j and what 
“ sufficeth to convince them that righteousness and eternal life is to be had 
“ by faith in Jesus Christ, or by consenting to the covenant of grace in him; 
“ and what suflieeth to convince them of judgment to be exercised by Christ, 
“ for destroying the works of the devil in a man, and sanctifying and saving 
“ all that believe in him. may suffice to convince me also: 

“ But what the Spirit hath said, in these or other like scriptures, sufficeth 
“ to convince the elect world of the foresaid sin, and righteousness, and 
“ judgment: ‘ 

“Therefore what the Spirit hath said, in these and other like scriptures, 
“ serveth to convince me thereof also.” 

Whereupon let the penitent desiring to believe take with him words, and 
say heartily to the Lord, Seeing tliou sayest, Seek ye my face; my sold an- 
swereth unto thee, Thy face, Lord, will 1 seek. I have hearkened unto the 
offer of an everlasting covenant of all saving mercies to be had in Christ, 
and I do heartily unbrace thy offer. Lord, let it be a bargain; Lord. 1 be¬ 
lieve ; help my unbelief; Behold, I give myself to thee, to serve thee in all 
things for ever; ana I hope thy right hand shall save me: the Lord will per¬ 
fect that which concerneth me: thy mercy, 0 Lord, endureth for over; for¬ 
sake not the works of thine own hands. 

Thus may a man be made on unfeigned believer in Christ. 


For strengthening the man’s faith who hath agreed unto the covenant of 
grace. 

Because many true believers ate weak, and do much doubt if ever they 
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shall be sure of the soundness of their own faith and effectual calling, or 
made certain of their justification and salvation, when they seo that many, 
who profess faith, are found to deceive themselves; let us set* how every be¬ 
liever may be made strong in the faith, and sure of his own election and 
salvation upon solid grounds, by sure warrants, and true evidences of faith. 
To this end, among many other scriptures, take those following. 

1. For laying solid grounds of Faith, consider 2 Peter i. it). Wherefore 
the rather, brethren, give diligence to make your calling and election sure: for if 
ye do these things ye shall never fall. 

In which words, the apostle teachcth us these four things, for help and 
direction how to be made strong in the faith. 

1. That such as believe in Christ Jesus, and gro fled to him for relief from 
sin and wrath, albeit they bo weak in the faith, yet they are indeed children 
of the same Father with the apostles; for so he accounteth of them, while 
ho calleth them brethren. 

2. That albeit we be not surtf, for the time, of our effectual calling and 
election, yet we may be made sure of both, if we use diligence; for this ho 
prcsupposetli, saying, “ Give diligence to make your calling and election 
“ sure/’ 

3. That we must not be discouraged, when we see many seeming believers 
prove rotten branches, and make defection; but wc must the rather take 
the better heed to ourselves: “ Wherefore the rather, brethren, (saith lie,) 
“ give all diligence.” 

4. That the way to be sure both of our effectual calling and election, is to 
make sure work of our faith, by laying the grounds of it solidly, and bring¬ 
ing forth the fruits of our faith in new obedience constantly: " For if ye do 
“ these things, (saitli he,) ve shall never fall; ” understanding by these things, 
what he had said of sound faith, Ver. 1, 2, 3, 4, and wliat lie had said of the 
bringing out of the fiuits of faith, Ver. 5, fi, 7, 8, 9. 

2. To this same purpose, consider Horn. viii. 1. There is therefore non- no con¬ 
demnation to them which are tn Vhnst Jesus, who walk not after the flesh, but 
after the Spirit. Ver. 2. For the law of the Spirit of life in Chiist Jesus hath 
made me free from the law of sin and death. Ver. 3. For what the law could not 
do, in that it was weak through the flesh, (Jod sending his own Son in the likeness 
of sinful flesh, and for sin, condemned sin in the flesh ; Ver. 4. That the righte¬ 
ousness of the law might be fulfilled in us, who walk not after the flesh, but after 
the Spirit. 

Wherein the apostle teachetli us these four things, for laying of the ground 
of faith solidly: 

J. That every one is a true believer, who, in the sense of his sin, and fear 
of God's wrath, doth flee for full relief from both unto Jesus Christ alone, 
as the only Mediator and all-sufficient Redeemer of men; and, being fled to 
Christ, doth strive against his own flesh, or corrupt inclination of nature, 
and studieth to follow the rule of God’s Spirit, set down in his word: for the 
man, whom the apostle doth here bless as a true believer, is a man in Christ 
Jesus, “ who doth not walk after the flesh, but after the Spirit.” 

2. That all such persons as are fled to Christ, and do strive against sin, 
howsoever they may be possibly exercised under the sense of wrath, and fear 
of condemnation, yet they are in no danger; for “ there is no condemnation 
“ (saith he) to them that are in Christ Jesus, who walk not after the flesh, 
“ but after the Spirit.” 

3. That albeit the apostle himself, (brought in here for example's cause,) 
and all other true believers in Christ, be by nature under the law of sin and 
death, or under the covenant of works, (called the law of sin and death, be¬ 
cause it bindeth sin and death upon us, till Christ set us free;) yet the law 
of the Spirit of life in Christ Jesus, or the covenant of grace, (so called, be¬ 
cause it doth enable and quicken a man to a spiritual life through Christ,) 
doth set the apostle, and all true believers, free from the covenant of works, 
or the law of sin and death; so that every man may say with him, “ The law 
“ of the Spirit of life,’ or the covenant of grace, “hath made me free from 
“ the law of sin and death,” or covenant of works. 
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4. That, tlio fountain and first ground, from "whence our freedom from the 
curse of tho law doth how, is tho covenant of redemption, passed betwixt 
God and God the Son as incarnate, wherein Christ takes the curse of the 
law upon him for sin, that the believer, who could not otherwise be delivered 
from the covenant of works, may be delivered from it. And this doctrine 
the apostle holdeth forth in these four branches: (1.) That itwns utterly 
impossible fof the law, or the covenant of works, to bring righteousness ana 
life to a sinner, because ft was weak. (2.) That this weak ness* and inability 
of tho law. or covenant of works, is not the fault <5f the law, but the fault of 
sinful flesh, which is neither able to pay the penalty of sin, nor to give per¬ 
fect obedience to the law, (presuppose bygone sins were forgiven:) “ The law 
“ was weak (saith he) through the flesh.” (3.) That the righteousness and 
salvation of sinners, which was impossible to bo brought about by the law, 
is brought to pass by sending God’s own Son, .lesus Christ, in the flesh, in 
whose flesh sin is condemned and punished, for making satisfaction in the 
behalf of the elect, that they might tn set free. (4.) That by his means the 
law loseth nothing, because the righteousness of tno law is best fulfilled this 
way; first, by Christ’s giving perfect active obedience in our name unto it 
in all things; next, by his paying in our name (lie pena'ty due to our sins 
in his death: and, lastly, by his working of sanctification in us, who are true 
believers, who strive to give new obedience unto the law, and “ walk not 
after the flesh, but after the Spirit.” 


WARRANTS TO BELIEVE. 


F OR building our confidence upon this solid ground, these four Warrants 
and special Motives to believe in Christ may serve. 

The first whereof is Gods hearty invitation, holdcn forth, Isa. lv. 1, 2, 3,4,5. 

JIo , every one that thmtcth, come ye to the waters, and he that hath no money: 
come ye, buy and eat; yea, come, buy wine and mUc without money, and without 
price. Ver. 2 Wherefore do ye spend money for that which u not bread? and 
your labour for that which sat'isficth not ? Hearken diligently unto me, and eat 
ye that which is good, and let your soul delight itself in fatness. Ver. 3. Incline 
your ear, and come unto me: hear, and your soul shall lire.; and I will make an 
everlasting covenant with you, even the sure mercies of David. Ver. 4. Behold, 
I have given him for a witness to the people, a leader and commander to the 
people, kc. 

11 ere (after setting down the precious ransom of our redemption by the 
sufferings of Christ, and the rich blessings purchased to us thereby, in the 
two former chapters) the Lord, in this chapter, 

1. Maketlv open offer of Christ and his grace, by proclamation of a free 
and gracious market of righteousness and salvation, to be had through Christ 
to every soul, without exception, that truly desires to be saved from sin and 
wrath: “ Ho, every one that tliirsteth,” saith ho. 

2. He inviteth all siuners, that for any reason stand at a distance from 
God, to come and take from him riches of grace, running in Christ as a 
river, to wash away sin, and to slocken wrath: “ Come ye to the waters,” 
saith ho. 

3. Lest any should stand aback in the sense of his own sinfulness or un¬ 
worthiness, and inability to do any good, the Lord calleth upon such persons 
in special, saying, “ He that hath no money, come." 

4. He craveth no more of his merchant, but that he be pleased with the 
wares offered, which are grace, and more grace; and that he heartily consent 
unto, and embrace this offer of grace, that so he may close a bargain, and a 
formal bovenant with God; “ Come, buy without money, (saith he,) come, 
“ eatthat is, consent to have, and take unto you all saving graces; make the 
wares your own, possess them, and make use of all blessings in Christ; 
whatsoever maketh for your spiritual life and comfort, use and enjoy it 
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freely, without paying any thing for it: “ Come, buy wine and milk without 
“ money, and without price,” saith he. 

5. Because the Lord knowetli how much wo are inclined to seek righteous¬ 
ness and life by our own performances and satisfaction, to have righteous¬ 
ness and life as it were by the way of works, and how loath we are to embrace 
Christ Jesus, and to take life by way of free grace through Jesus Christ, 
upon tiie terms whereupon it is offered to us; therefore thej.ord lovingly 
calls us oil' ibis our crooked and unhappy way with a gentle ami timcoiis 
admonition, giving us to*understand, that we shall but lose our labour in 
this our way: “ Wherefore do ye spend your money (saith lie) for that which 
“ is not bread ? and your labour Tor that which satislieth not 

6. The Lord proniiseth to us solid satisfaction in the way of betaking our¬ 
selves unto the grace of Christ, even true contentment, and fulness of spiri¬ 
tual pleasure, saying, “ Hearken diligently unto me, and eat ye that which is 
“ good, and let, jour soul delight itself in fatness ” 

7. Because faith eometh by •hearing, lie calleth for audience nnto the 
explication of the offer, and calleth for believing of, and listening unto tho 
truth, which is able to beget tho application of saving faith, and to draw tho 
soul to trust in Cod: “Incline your car, and come unto me,” saith ho. To 
which end, the Lord promises, that this offer being received, shall quicken 
the dead sinner; and that, upon the welcoming of this offer, he will close tho 
covenant of grace with the man that shall consent unto it. even an indissolv- 
ablc covenant of perpetual reconciliation amt peace: “Hearken, and your 
“ soul shall live: and 1 will make an everlasting covenant with you.” Which 
covenant lie declarcth, shall be in substance the assignation, and the making 
over, of all the saving graces which David (who is Jesus Christ, Acts xiii. 34.) 
hath bought for us in the covenant of redemption: “ I will make a covenant 
“ with you, (saith he,) even the sure mercies of David.” By sure, mercies, lie 
means saving graces, such as are righteousness, peace, and joy in the Holy 
Ghost, adoption, sanctification, and glorification, and whatsoever belongs to 
godliness and life eternal. 

8. To confirm and assure us of the real grant of these saving mercies, and 
to persuade us of the reality of the covenant betwixt God and the believer of 
this word, the Father hath made a fourfold gift of his eternal and only be¬ 
gotten Son: 

First, To bo incarnate nnd bom for our sake, of the seed of David his typo; 
for which cause lie is called hero, nnd Acts xiii. 34. David, the true and 
everlasting King of Israel. This is the groat gift of God toman, John iv. 10. 
And here, 1 Imv.rjiven him to he JJand, or born of David, to the people. 

Secondly , He hath made a gift of Christ to be a witness to the people, both 
of tho sure and saving mercies granted to the redeemed in the covenant of 
redemption; nnd also of toe Father’s willingness and purpose to apply them, 
and to make them last in the covenant of reconciliation made with such as 
embrace the offer: “I have given him (saith the Lord here) to be a witness 
“ to the people.” And truly lie is a sufficient witness in this matter in many 
respects: Is/, Because ho is one of the blessed Trinity, and party-contractor 
for us, in the covenant of redemption, before the world was. Idly, He is by 
office, as Mediator, the Messenger of the covenant, and hath gotten commis¬ 
sion to reveal it. idly, lie began actually to reveal it in paradise, where he 
promised, that the seed of the woman should bruise the head of the seipcnt. 
4 ihly. He set forth his own death and sufferings, and the great benefits that 
should come thereby to us, in tho types and figures of sacrifices and cere¬ 
monies before his coming, bthly, lie gave more and more light about this 
covenant, speaking by his Spirit,from age to age. in the holy prophets. 6 tidy, 
He came himself, in the fulness of time, and did hear witness of all things 
belonging to this covenant, and of God’s willing mind to take believers into 
it; partly, by uniting our nature in one person with the divine nature; 
partly, by preaching the good tidings of the covenant with his own mouth; 
partly, by paying the price of redemption on the cross; and partly, by dealing 
still with the people, from the beginning to this day, to draw in, and to hold 
in the redeemed in this covenant 
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Thirdly, God hath made a gift of Christ, as a leader to the people, to bring 
us through all difficulties, all afflictions and temptations, unto life, by this 
covenant: and he it is, and no other, who doth indeed lead Ills own unto the 
covenant; and, in the covenant, all the way on unto salvation: 1. By the 
dircction of his word and Spirit. 2. By the example of his own life, in faith 
and obedience, even to the death of tho cross. 3. By his powerful working, 
bearing his redeemed ones in his arms, and causing them to lean on him, 
while they go up through the wilderness. 

Fourthly , God hatli made a gift of Christ unto hi,s people, as a commander: 
which office lie faithfully exerciseth, by giving to his kirk and people laws 
and ordinances, pastors and governors, and'hll necessary officers; by keeping 
courts and assemblies among them, to see that his laws oe obeyed; subduing, 
by his word, Spirit, ar.d discipline, his people's corruptions; and, by his wis¬ 
dom and power, guarding them against all their enemies whatsoever. 

lienee no who hath closed bargain with God may strengthen Ills faith, by 
reasoning after this manner: 

“ Whosoever doth heartily receive'the offer of free grace, made here to 
“ sinners, thirsting for righteousness and salvation: unto him, by an ever- 
“ lasting covenant, belongcth Christ, the true David, with all his sure and 
“ saving mercies: 

“ But I (may the weak believer say) do heartily receive the offer of free 
“ grace made here to sinners, thirsting for righteousness and salvation: 

“ Therefore unto me, by an everlasting covenant, belongeth Christ Jesus, 
11 with all his sure and saving mercies.” 

The second Warrant and special Motive to embrace Christ, and believe in 

him, is the earnest request that God maketh to us to he reconciled to him in 

Christ; holden forth, 2 Cor. v. 19, 20, 21. 

God was in Christ, reconciling the world unto himself, not imputing their tres¬ 
passes unto them ; and hath committed unto us the word of reconciliation. Ver. 20. 
Now then, we are ambassadors for Christ, as though God did beseech you by us: 
we pray you in Christ’s stead, be ye reconciled to God. Ver. 21. For he hath made, 
him to be sin for us, who knew no sin; that we might be made the righteousness of 
God in him. 

Wherein the apostle teacheth us these nine doctrines: 

1. That the elect world, or world of redeemed souls, are by nature in the 
estate of enmity against God: this is presupposed in the word reconciUalion; 
for reconciliation, or renewing of friendship, cannot be, except betwixt those 
that have been at enmity. 

2. That in all the time bypast, since the fall of Adam, Christ Jesus, the 
eternal Son of God, as Mediator, and the Father in him, hath been about the 
making friendship (by liis word and Spirit) betwixt himself and the elect 
world: “ God (saith he) was in Christ reconciling the world to himself.” 

3. That the way of reconciliation was in all ages one and the same in sub¬ 
stance, viz. by forgiving the sins of them who do acknowledge their sins and 
their enmity against God, and do seek reconciliation and remission of sins 
in Christ: “ For God (saith he) was in Christ reconciling the world unto 
“ himself,” by way of‘‘not imputing their trespasses unto them.” 

4. That the end and scope of the gospel, and whole word of God, is three¬ 
fold : (1.) It serveth to make people sensible of their sins, and of their enmity 
against God, and of their danger, if they should stand out, and not fear God’s 
displeasure. (2.) The word of God serveth to make men acquainted with, 
the cuurse which God hath prepared for making IViendsliip with them through 
Christ, viz. That if men shall acknowledge the enmity, nnd shall be content 
to enter into a covenant of friendship with God through Christ, then God 
will be content to be reconciled with them freely. (3.) The word of God 
serveth to teach men how to carry themselves towards God, as friends, after 
they are reconciled to him, viz. to be loath to sin against him, and to strive 
heartily to obey his commandments: and therefore the word of God here is 
called the word of reconciliation, because it teacheth us what ueed we have of 
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reconciliation, and liow to make it, and how to keep tho reconciliation of 
friendship, being made with God through Christ. 

5. That, albeit the hearing, believing, and obeying of this word, doth be¬ 

long to all those to whom this gospel doth come; yet the office of preaching 
of it with authority belongeth to none, but to such only ns God doth call to 
his ministry, and sendeth out with commission for this work. This the 
apostle holdcth forth, Ver. 19. in these words, “ He hath committed to us 
“ the word of reconciliation.” • 

6. That the ministers of die gospel should behave themselves as Christ’s 
messengers, and should closely follow their commission set down in the word, 
Matt, xxviii. 19, 20.; and when they do so, they should be received by tho 
people as ambassadors from God; for here the apostle, in all their noinos, sai th, 
“ We are ambassadors for Christ, as though Goa did beseech you by us.” 

7. That ministers, in all earnestness of affections, should deal with people 
to acknowledge their sins, and their natural enmity against God, more and 
more seriously; and to consent t# the covenant of grace and embassage of 
Christ move and more heartily; and to evidence more and more clearly their 
reconciliation, by a holy carriage before God. This he holdcth forth, when 
he saitli, “ We pray you, be ye reconciled to God.” 

8. That in the ministers’ affectionate dealing with the people, the people 
should consider that they have to do with God and Christ, requesting them, 
by the ministers, to be reconciled. Now, there cannot be a greater induce¬ 
ment to break a sinner’s hard heart, than God's making a request to him for 
friendship; for when it became us, who have done so many wrongs to God, 
to seek friendship of God, ho preventoth us: and (0 wonder of wonders!) ho 
requesteth us to he content to be reconciled to him; and therefore most 
fearful wrath must abide them who do set light by this request, and do not 
yield when they hear ministers with commission, saying, “ VVe are amlussa- 
“ dors for Christ, as though God did beseech you by us: wo pray you in 
“ Christ’s stead, be ye reconciled to God.” 

9. To make it appear how it cometh to pass that the covenant of reconcilia¬ 
tion should be so easily made up betwixt God and a humble sinner fleeing 
to Christ, the apostle leads us unto the cause of it, liolden forth in the cove¬ 
nant of redemption, the sum whereof is this: “ It is agreed betwixt God and 
“ the Mediator Jesus Christ the Son of God, surety for the redeemed, as par- 
“ ties contractors, that the sins of the redeemed should be imputed to inno- 
“ cent Christ, and he both condemned and put to death for them, upon thia 
'* very condition, that whosoever heartily consents unto the covenant of rc- 
“ conciliation offered through Christ, shall, by tho imputation of his obedi- 
w once unto them, be justified and holdcn righteous before God; for God 
11 hath made Christ, who knew no sin. to be sin for us , saith the apostle, that 
‘‘ we might be made the righteousness of God in him” 

Hence may a weak believer strengthen his faith, by reasoning from this 
ground after this manner: • 

“ Ho that, upon the loving request of God and Christ, marie to him by the 
“ mouth of ministers, (having commission to that effect,) hath embraced tho 
“ offer of perpetual reconciliation through Christ, and doth purpose, by God’s 
“ grace, as a reconciled person, to strive against sin, and to serve God to his 
“ power constantly, may be as sure to have righteousness and eternal life 
“ given to him, for the obedience of Christ imputed to him, as it is sure that 
“ Christ was condemned and put to death for the sins of the redeemed irn- 
“ puted to him: 

“ But I (may the weak believer sav) upon tho loving request of God and 
“ Christ, made to me by the mouth ot his ministers, have embraced the offer 
“ of perpetual reconciliation through Christ, and do purpose, by God's grace, 
“ as a reconciled person, to strive against sin, and to serve Gou to my power 
“ constantly; 

” Therefore 1 may be as sure to have righteousness and eternal life given 
“ to me, for the obedience of Christ imputed to me, as it is sure that Christ 
“ was condemned and put to death for the sins of the redeemed imputed to 
“him.” 
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The third Warrant and special Motive to believe in Christ, is the strait and 

awful command of God , charging all the hearers of the gospel to approach 

to Christ in the order set down by him, and to believe in him; holden 

forth, 1 John iii. 23. 

This is his commandment, That we should brfave on the name of his Son Jesus 
Christ, and love one another, as he gave us commandment. 

Wherein theapostle,givctli us to understand these five do> trines: 

1. That if any man shall not he taken with the sweet invitation of God, 
nor with the humble and loving request of God, made to him to be recon¬ 
ciled, he shall find lie hath to do with the sovereign authority of the highest 
Majesty; for this is his commandment, that we believe in him,” saith he. 

2. That if any man look upon this commandment as he hath looked hereto¬ 
fore upon the neglected commandments of the law, he must consider that this 
is a command of the gospel, posterior to the law, given for making use of the 
remedy of all sins; which, if it be disobeyed, there is no other command to 
follow but this, “ Go, ye cursed, into the everlasting fire of hell;'' lor “ this 
“ is his commandment; ” the obedience of which is most pleasant in his sight, 
Vcr. 22 and without which it is impossible to please him, lleh. xi. 0. 

3. That every one who henreth the gospel, must make conscience of the 
duty of lively faith in Christ; the weak believer must not think it presump¬ 
tion to do what is commanded; the person inclined to desperation must take 
up himself, and think upon obedience unto this sweet and saving command; 
the strong believer must dip yet more in the sense of his need he hath of 
Jesus Christ, and more and more grow in the obedience of this command; 
yea, the most impenitent, profane, and wicked person must not thrust out 
himself, or be thrust out by others, from orderly aiming at this duty, how 
desperate soever his condition seem to be; for he that commands all men to 
believe in Christ, doth thereby command all men to believe that they aro 
damned and lost without Christ: he thereby commands all men to acknow¬ 
ledge their sins, and their need of Christ, and in effect commands all men to 
repent, that they may believe in him. And whosoever do refuse to repent of 
their bygone sins, are guilty of disobedience to this command given to all 
hearers, but especially to those that are within the visible church: for “ this 
“ is his commandment, that we should believe on the name of his Son Jesus 
" Christ,” saith he. 

4. That he who obeyeth this commandment hath built his salvation on a 
solid ground: for, 1st, He hath found the promised Messiah, completely fur¬ 
nished with all perfections unto the perfect execution of the offices of Prophet, 
Priest, and King; for ho is that Christ in whom the man doth believe. 2d. 
lie hath embraced a Saviour, who is able to save to the uttermost, yea, anu 
who doth effectually save every one that cometh to God through him; for he 
is Jesus, the true Saviour of his people from their sins. 3 d, He that obeyeth 
this command hath built lus salvation on the Rock, that is. or. the Son of God, 
to whom it is no robbery to be ealfed equal to the Father, and who is worthy 
to be the object of saving faith, and of spiritual worship: for “ this iB his com- 
“manil, (saith he) that we believe in the name of his Son Jesus Christ.” 

5. That lie who hath believed on Jesus Christ, though he be freed from the 
curse of the law, is not freed from the command and obedience of the law, 
but tied thereunto by a new obligation, and a new command from Christ; 
which new command from Christ importeth help to obey the command: unto 
which command from Christ, the Father addeth his authority and command 
also; for “this is his commandment, (saith John,) that we believe on the 
“ name of his Son Jesus Christ, and love one another, as he hath commanded 
“ us " The first part of which command, enjoining belief in him. necessarily 
implieth love to God, and so obedience to the first table; for believing in Goa, 
ana Joying God, are inseparable; and the second part of the command en- 
joineth love to our neighbour, (especially to the household of faith,) and so 
obedience to the second table of the law. 

Hence may a weak believer strengthen himself, by reasoning from this 
ground alter this manner; 
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“ Whosoever, in the sense of his own sinfulness, and fear of God's wrath, 
u at the command of God, is fled to Jesus Christ, the only remedy of sin and 
“ misery, and hath engaged his heart to the obedience of the law of love, his 
“ faith is not presumptuous or dead, but true and saving faith: 

“ But 1, (may the weak believer say,) in the sense of my own sinfulness, 
“ and fear of Cod’s wrath, am fled to Jesus Christ, the only remedy of sin 
“ and misery, and have engaged my heart to the obedience of t lift law of love: 

“ Therefore*my faith is not a presumptuous and dead faith, but true ami 
“ saving faith.” • 

• 

The fourth Warrant and special Motive to believe in Christ, is much assur¬ 
ance of life given, in case men shall obey the command of believing; and a 

fearful ccrtijicatiuii of destruction, in case they obey not; holdeu forth, 

John iii. 35. 

The. Father lorcth the Son, and fyath given dll things into his hand. Ver. 3fi. 
He that bdiereth on the Son hath evcrUixlhtg life: and he that bcheveth not the Son 
shall not see life; but the, wrath of God abidetfi on him. 

Wherein arc holdon forth to us these five following doctrines: 

1. That the Father is well satisfied with the undertakings of the Son, 
entered Redeemer and Surety, to pay the ransom of believers and to perfect 
them in holiness and salvation: “The Father loveth the Son," saith he; viz. 
as he standeth Mediator in our name, undertaking to perfect our redemption 
in all points: The Father loveth him, that is, doth heartily accept his oiler to 
do the work, and is well pleased with him: his soul delighteth in him, and 
resteth upon him, and maketli him, in this liis office, the “ receptacle of love, 
“ and grace, and good will,” to be conveyed by him to believers in him. 

2. That, for fulfilling of the covenant of x’edemption, the Father bath given 
to the Son (as he standeth in the capacity of the Mediator, or as ho is Cod 
incarnate, the Word made flesh) all authority in heaven and earth, all fur¬ 
niture of the riches of grace, and of spirit and life, with all power and ability, 
which the union of the divine nature with the human, or which the fulness 
of the Godhead dwelling substantially in his human nature, or which the 
indivisible all sufficiency and omnipotency of the inseparable, every where 
present Trinity doth import, or the work of redemption can require: “ The 
“ Father (saith he) hath given all things into the Son’s hand,” to wit, lor 
accomplishing his work. 

3. Great assurance of life is holdon forth to all who shall heartily receive 
Christ, and the offer of the covenant of grace and reconciliation through him: 
“ lie that believeth on the Son (saith he) hath everlasting life; ” for it is made 
fast unto him, ls£, In God's purpose and irrevocable decree, as the believer is 
a man elected to life. 2d, By effectual calling of him unto life by God, who, 
as lie is faithful, so will he do it. 3 d, By promise and everlasting covenant, 
sworn by God, to give the believer stioug consolation in life and death, upon 
immutable grounds, ith. By a pawn and infeftment under the great seal of 
the sacrament of the Lord’s supper, so oft as the believer shall come to receive 
the symbols and pledges of life. 5th, In Christ the fountain and head of life, 
who is entered in possession, as attorney for believers; in whom our life is so 
laid up, that it cannot be taken away, (ith, By begun possession of spiritual 
life and regeneration, and a kingdom consisting in righteousness, peace, and 
joy in the Holy Ghost, erected within tho believer, as earnest of the full pos¬ 
session of everlasting life. 

4. A fearful certification is given, if a man receive not the doctrine con¬ 
cerning righteousness and eternal Jlife to be had by Jesus Christ: “He that 
M believeth not the Sou shall not see life,” that is, not so much os understand 
what it mcaneth. 

5. He further ccrtifieth, that if a man receive not the doctrine of the Son 
of God, he shall be burdened twice with the wrath of God; once, as a born 
rebel by nature, he shall bear tho curse of the law, or the covenant of works; 
and next, he shall endure a greater condemnation, m respect that light being 
come into the world, and offered to him, he hath rejected it, and loveth 
darkness rather than light: and this double wrath shall be fastened and 
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fixed immovably upon bim, so long as he remaincth in the condition of mis¬ 
belief: “ The wrath of God abideth on him,” saith he. 

Hence may the weak believer strengthen his faith, by reasoning from this 
ground after this manner: 

44 Whosoever believoth the doctrine delivered by the Son of God, and find- 
“ eth himself partly drawn powerfully to believe in him, by the'sight of life 
“ in him, anfl partly driven, by the fear of God’s wrath, to attyiere unto him, 
“ may be sure of right and interest to life eternal through him: 

“ liut sinful and unworthy I (may the weak Believer say) do believe the 
“ doctrine delivered by the Son of God ( and do feel myself partly drawn 
44 powerfully to believe in him, by the sight of life in him, and partly driven, 
44 by the fear of God’s wrath, to adhere unto him: 

44 Therefore I may be sure of my right and interest unto eternal life 
44 through him." 


THE EVIDENCES OF TRUE FAITH. 

S O much for the laying the grounds of faith, and warrants to believe. 

Now, for evidencing of true faith by fruits, these four things are re¬ 
quisite : 1. That the believer be soundly convinced, in his judgment, of his 
obligation to keep the whole moral law, all the days of his life; and that not 
the less, but so much the more, as he is delivered by Christ from the covenant 
of works, and curse of the law. 2. That he endeavour to grow in the exercise 
# and daily practice of godliness and righteousness. 3. That the course of his 
new obedience run in the right channel, that is through faith in Christ, and 
through a good conscience, to all the duties of love towards God and man. 
4. That lie keep strait communion with the fountain Christ Jesus, from 
whom grace must run along, for furnishing of good fruits. 

For the first, viz. To convince the believer, in his judgment, of his obligation 
to keep the moral law, among many passages, take Malt. v. 16. 

Let your light so shine before mm, that they may see your good works, and 
glorify your Father which is in heaven. Ver. It. Think not that Tarn come to 
destroy the laiv or the prophets: 1 am not come to destroy, but to fulfil. Ver. 18. 
For verify I say unto you. Till heaven and earth pass, one jot or one tittle shall 
in no wise pass from the law, till all be fulfilled. Ver. 19. Whosoever therefore 
shall break one of these least commandments, and shaU teach men so, he shall be 
called the least in the kingdom of heaven: but whosoever shall do and teach them, 
the same, shall be called great in the kingdom of heaven. Ver. 20. For I say unto 
you, That except your righteotisness shall exceed the righteousness of the scribes 
and Pharisees, ye shall in no case enter into the kingdom of heaven. 

Wherein our Lord, 

1. Givetli commandment to believers, justified by faith, to give evidence 
of the grace of God in them before men, by doing good works: “ Let your 
44 light so shine before men, (saith he,) that they may see your good works.” 

2. Ho inducoth them so to do, by shewing, that albeit they bo not justified 
by works, yet spectators of their good works may bo converted or edified; 
and so glory may redound to God by tlieir good works, when the witnesses 
thereof 44 shall glorify your Father which is in heaven." 

3. Ho gives them no other rule for their new obedience than the moral law. 
set down and explicated by Moses and the prophets: 44 Think not (saith he) 
“ that I am come to destroy the law or the prophets.” 

4. He gives them to understand, that the doctrine of grace, and freedom 
from the curse of the law by faith m him, is readily mistaken by men’s cor¬ 
rupt judgments, as if it did loose or slacken the obligation of believers to 
obey the commands, and to be subject to the authority of the law; and that 
this error is indeed a destroying of the law and of tho prophets, which he 
will in no case over endure in any of his disciples, it is so contrary to the 
end of his coming, which is first to sanctify, and then to save believers: 
44 Think not (saith he) that I am come to destroy the law or the prophets.” 
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5. He teacheth, that the end of the gospel and covenant of grace is to pro¬ 
cure men’s obedience unto the moipl law: “lam come (saith he) to fulfil 
“ the law and the prophets.” 

6. That the obligation of the moral law, in all points, unto all holy duties, 
is perpetual, and shall stand to the world’s end, that is, “ till heaven and 
“ earth pass away.” 

7. That os God hath hod a care of the scriptures from the beginning, so 
shall he have*, care of them still to the world's epd, that there shall not 
one jot or ono tittle of the substance thereof be taken away; so saith tho 
text, Ver. 18. 

8. That as the breaking of tho nffiral law. and defending the transgressions 
thereof to be no sin, doth excludo men both from heaven, and justly also 
from the fellowship of tho true kirk; so the obdtlience of tho law, and teach¬ 
ing others to do the same, by example, counsel, and doctrine, according to 
every man’s calling, proveth a man to be a true believer, and in great esti¬ 
mation with God, and worthy to#be much esteemed of by the true church, 
Ver. 19. 

9. That the righteousness of every true Christian must be more than tho 
righteousness of the scribes and Pharisees; for the scribes and Pharisees, 
albeit they took great pains to discharge sundry duties of the law, yet they 
cutted short the exposition thereof, that it might the less condemn their 
practice; thejr studied the outward part of the duty, but neglected the in¬ 
ward and spiritual part; they discharged some meaner duties carefully, but 
neglected judgment, mercy, and the love of God: in a word, they went about 
to establish tlieir own righteousness, and rejected the righteousness of God 
by faith in Jesus. But a true Christian must have more than all this; ho 
must acknowledge the full extent of the spiritual meaning of tho law, and 
have a respect to all the commandments, and labour to cleanse himself from 
all filthiness of flesh and spirit, and “ not lay weight upon what service ho 
“ hath done, or shall do,” but clothe himself with the imputed righteousness 
of Christ, which only can hide his nakedness, or else he cannot be saved; so 
saith the text, “ Except your righteousness,” &c. 

Tho second thing requisite to evidcnco true faith is, that tho believer endea¬ 
vour to put tlie rules of godliness and righteousness iu practice, and to 

grow in the daily exercise thereof; holden forth, 2 Pet. i. 5. 

And besides this, giving all diligence, add to your faith, virtue; and to virtue , 
knowledge; Ver. 6. And to knowledge, temperance ; and to temperance, patience; 
and to patience , godliness; Ver. 7. And to godliness, brotherly-kindness: and to 
brotherly-kindness, charity. Ver. 8. For if these things be in you, ana abound, 
they make you that ye shall neither be barren nor unfruitful in the knowledge of 
our Lord Jesus Christ. 

Wherein, 1. The apostle teachcth believers, for evidencing of precious faith 
in themselves, to endeavour to add to their faith seven other sister graces. 
The first is V irtue, or the active exercise and practice of all moral duties, 
that so faith may not be idle, but put forth itself in work. The second is 
Knowledge, which serves to furnish faith with information of the truth to 
be believed, and to furnish virtue with direction what duties are to be done, 
and bow to go about them prudently. The third is Temperance, whicli 
serveth to moderate the use of all pleasant things, that a man be not clogged 
therewith, nor made unfit for any duty whereto he is called. Tho fourth is 
Patience, which serveth to moderate a man’s affections, when he meetoth 
with any difficulty or unpleasant thing; that he neither weaiy for pains re¬ 
quired in well-doing, nor faint when the Lord chastiseth him, nor murmur 
when he crosseth him. The fifth is Godliness, which may keep him up iu 
all the exercises of religion, inward and outward; whereby he may be fur¬ 
nished from God for all other duties which he hath to do. The sixth is 
Brotherly-kindness, which keepeth estimation of, and affection to, all the 
household of faith, and to the image of God in every one wheresoever it is 
seen. The seventh is Love, which keepeth the heart in readiness to do good 
to all men, whatsoever they be, upon all occasions which God shall offer. 
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2. Albeit it be true, that there is much corruption and infirmity in the 
godly; yet the apostle will have rnen uprightly endeavouring, and doing 
their best, as they are able, to join all these graces one to another, and to 
grow iu the measure of exercising them: “ Giving all diligence, (saith he,) 
“ add to your faith,” %c. 

3. lie assuveth all professed believers, that as they shall profit in the obe¬ 
dience of thjp direction, so they shall profitably prove the soundness of their 
own faith; and, if thejj,want these graces, that they shall be found blind 
deceivers of themselves, Ver. 9. 

The third thing requisite to evidence true faith is, that obedience to the law 
run in the right channel, that is, through faith in Christ, <j c. holden forth, 
1 Tim. i. 5. 

Now, the end of the, commandment is love, out of a pure heart, and of a good 
conscience, and of faith unfeigned. 

Wherein the apostle teaeheth these seven doctrines: 

1. That the obedience of the law must flow from love, and love from a pure 
heart, and a pure heart from a good conscience, and a good conscience from 
faith unfeigned: this he makes the only right channel of good works: “ The 
“ end of the law is love," <f'c. 

_ 2. That the end of the law is not, that men may be justified by llicir obe¬ 
dience of it, as the Jewish doctors did falsely teach; for it is impossible that 
pinners can he justified by the law, who, for every transgression, are con¬ 
demned by the law: “ For the end of the law is (not such as the Jewish doc- 
“ tors taught, but) love, out of a pure heart,” £c. 

3. That the true end of the law, preached unto the people, is, that they, 
by the law, being made to see their deserved condemnation, should flee to 
Christ unfeignedly, to be justified by faith in him; so suith the text, while 
it inaketh love to flow through faith in Christ. 

Ac. That no man c m set himself in love to obey the law, excepting as far 
as his conscience is quieted by faith, or is seeking to be quieted iu Christ; 
for “ the end of the law is love, out of a good conscience, and faith un- 
“ feigned.” 

6. That feigned faith goeth to Christ without reckoning with the law, and 
bo wants an errand: but unfeigned faith reckoneth with the law, and is 
forced to flee tor refuge unto Christ, as the end of the law for righteousness, 
so otten as it finds itself guilty for breaking of the law: “ For the end of the 
“ law is faith unfeigned.” 

6. That the fruits of love may come forth in act particularly, it is neces¬ 
sary that the heart be brought to the hatred of all sin and uncleanness, and 
to a stedfast purpose to follow all holiness universally : “ For tho end of the 
law is love, out of a pure heart.” 

7. That unfeigned faith is able to make the conscience good, and the heart 
pure, and the man lovingly obedient to the law; for when Christ's blood is 
soeu by faith to quiet justice, then tho conscience bccometh quiet idso, and 
will not suffer the heurt to entertain the love of sin, but sets the man on 
work to fear God for his mercy, and to obey all his commandments, out of 
love to God, for his free gift of justification, by grace bestowed on him: “ For 
“ tins is the end of the law indeed,” whereby it obtaineth of a man more 
obedience than any other way. 

Tho fourth thing requisite to evidence true faith is, the keeping strait com¬ 
munion with Chiist, tile fountain of aJ4 graces, and of all good works: 
holden forth, John xv. 5. ' 

I am the tine, ye are the branches; he that ahideth in me, and I in him , the 
same brwgclh forth much fruit; for without me ye can do nothing. 

Wherein Christ, in a similitude from a vine-tree, teaeheth us, > 

1. I hat by nature we are wild barren briers, till we bo changed by coming 
unto Christ; and that Christ is that noble vine-tree, having all life and sap 
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of grace in himself, and able to change the nature of every one that cometh 
to him, and to communicate spirit and life to as many as shall believe in 
him: “ I am the vine, (saith he,) and ye are the branches.” 

2. That Christ lovetu to have believers so united unto him, as that they 
be not separated at any time by unbelief: and that there may he a mutual 
inhabitation of them in him, by faith and love; and of him in them, by his 
word and Spirit.; for he joinetn these together, “ If ye abide in me, and I in 
you,” os tl uiigsy nsepar able. 

3. That except a man be jngrafted into Christ, and # nnitcd to him by faith, 
he cannot do any the least good works of his own strength; yea, except in as 
far as a man doth draw spirit and life from Christ by faith, the work which 
he doth is naughty anti null in point of goodness in God's estimation: “ For 
“ without me (saith he) ye can do nothing.” • 

4. That this mutual inhabitation is the fountain and infallible cause of 
constant continuing and abounding in well-doing: For “ lie that ahideth in 
“ uie, and I in him, (saith he,) thq. same bcaretli much fruit.” Now, as our 
abiding in Christ prcsupposetli three tilings; That we have heard the 
joyful sound of the gospel, making offer of'Christ to us, who are lost sinners 
by the law; 2d, Tliat we have heartily embraced the gracious offer of Christ; 
3</, That by receiving of him we are become the sons of God, John i. 12. and 
are incorporated into his mystical body, that he may dwell in us, as his 
temple, and we dwell in him, as in the residence of righteousness and life: 
so our abiding in Christ importeth other three things, (1.) An employing of 
Christ in all our addresses to God, and in all our undertak ings of whatsoever 
piece of service to him. (2.) A contentedness with his sufficiency, without 
going out from him to seek righteousness t or life, or furniture in any case, in 
our own or any of the creature’s worthiness. (3.) A fixedness in our be¬ 
lieving in him, a fixedness in our employing and making use of him, and a 
fixedness in our contentment in him, and adhering to him, so that no allure¬ 
ment, no temptation of Natan or the world, no terror nor trouble, may bo 
able to drive our spirits from lirm adherence to him, or from the constant 
avowing of his truth, and obeying his commands, who hath loved us, and 
given himself for us; and in whom not only our life is laid up, but also the 
fulness of the Godhead dwelleth bodily, by reason of the substantial and 
personal union of the divine and human nature in him. 

Ileuee let every watchful believer, for strengthening himself in faith and 
obedience, reason alter this manner: 

“ Whosoever doth daily employ Christ Jesus for clean sine his conscience 
“ and affections from the guiltiness and filthiness of sins against, the law, 
“ and for enabling him to give obedience to the law in love, lie hath the evi- 
“ dcnce of true faith in himself: 

“ But I (may every watchful believer say) do daily employ Jesus Christ 
“ for cleansing my conscience and affections from the guiltiness and filthiness 
“ of sins against the law, and for cnablin&of ine to give obedience to the law 
“ in love: 

“ Therefore I have the evidence of true faith in myself.” 

And hence also let the sleepy and sluggish believer reason, for his own 
upstirring, thus: 

“ Whatsoever is necessary for giving evidence of true faith, I study to do 
“ it, except I would deceive myself and perish: 

“ But to employ Christ Jesus daily for cleansing of my conscience and 
“ affections from the guiltiness and filthiness of sins against the law, and for 
“ enabling me to give obedience to t)je law in love, is necessary for evidencing 
“ of true faith in me: 

“ Therefore this I must study to do, except I would deceivo myself and 
“ perish.” 

And, lastly, Seeing Christ himself bath pointed this forth, as an undoubted 
evidence of a man elected of God unto life, and given to Jesus Christ to be 
redeemed, “ if he come unto him,” that is, close covenant, and keep commu¬ 
nion with him, os he tcachcth us, John vi. 37. saying, “ All that the Father 
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“ hath pi von me shall come to me; and him that cometh to me I will in no 
“ wise cast outlet every person, who doth not in earnest make use of Christ 
for remission of sin, and amendment of life, reason hence, and from the 
whole premises, after this manner, that his conscience may be awakened: 

“ Whosoever is neither by the law, nor by the gospel, so convinced of sin, 
“ righteousness, and judgment, as to make him come to Christ, and employ 
“ him daily t for remission of sin, and amendment of life; he wanteth not 
“ only all evidence of saving faith, but also all appearance otjhis election, so 
“ long as he remaincth in this condition: 

“ But I (may every impenitent person say) am neither by the law nor 
“ gospel so convinced of sin, righteousness, and judgment, as to make me 
“ come to Christ, and employ him daily for remission of sin, and amendment 
“ of lifo: 

“ Therefore I want not only all evidence of saving faith, but also all ap» 
“ pearance of my election, so long as I remain in this condition."

17.—And Jehoiada made a covenant between the Lord and the king and the 
people, that they should be the Lord’e people; between the king also and the people. 

Isaiah xliv. 5.—One shall say, I am the Lord’s; and another shall call himself by the 
name of Jacob; and another shall subscribe with his hand unto the Lord, and sur¬ 
name himself by the name of Israel. *

ACT ordaining, by Ecclesiastical Authority, the Subscription of the Confession of Faith 
t and Covenant, with the Assembly's Declaration. 

r PHE General Assembly considering the great happiness which may flotv from a full and 
A perfect union of this kirk and kingdom, by joining of all in one and the same Cove¬ 
nant with God, with the King’s Majesty, and amongst ourselves; having, by our great 
oath, declared the uprightness and loyalty of oui intentions in all our proceedings; and 
having withal supplicated his Majesty's high Commissioner, and the Lords of his Majesty’s 
honourable Privy Council, to enjoin, by act of council, all the lieges in time coming to 
subscribe the Confession of Faith and Covenant; which, as a testimony of our fidelity to 
God, and loyalty to our King, we have subscribed: And seeing his Majesty’s high Com¬ 
missioner, and the Lords of his Majesty’s honourable l’rivy Council, have granted the 
desire of our supplication, ordaining, by civil authority, all his Majesty’s lieges, in time 
coming, to subscribe the forcsaid Covenant.: that our union may be tne more full and 
perfect, we, by our act and constitution ecclesiastical, do approve tne forcsaid Covenant iu 
all the heads and clauses thereof; and ordain of new, under all ecclesiastical censure, That 
all the masters of universities, colleges, and schools, all scholars at the passing of their 
degrees, all persons suspected of Papistry, or any other error; and finally, all the members 
of this kirk and kingdom, subset ibe the same, with these words prefixed to their subscrip¬ 
tion, “The Article of this Covenant, which was at the first subscription referred to the 
determination of the General Assembly, being determined; and thereby the five articles of 
Pei th, tne government of the kirk by bishops, the civil places and power of kirlcmen, upon 
the reasons and grounds contained in the acts of the General Assembly, declared to be 
unlawful within this kirk; we subscribe according to the determination forcsaid.” And 
ordain the Covenant, with this declaration, to be insert in the registers of the Assemblies 
of this kirk, general, provincial, and presby terial, ad perpetuam rex memoriam. And in 
ail humility supplicate ids Majesty’s high Commissioner, and the honourable estates of 
Parliament, by their authority, to ratify and enjoin the same, under all civil pains; which 
will tend to the glory of God, preservation of religion, the King’s Majesty’s honour, and 
perfect peace of this kirk and kingdom.

ACT anent the Ratification of the Covenant, and of the Assembly’s Supplication, Act of 
Council, ana Act of Assembly concerning the Covenant. 

At Edinburgh, June 11,1640. 

T 1IE Estates of Parliament, presently convened by his Majesty’s special authority, con¬ 
sidering the supplication of the General Assembly at Edinburgh, the I2th of August 
1639, to his Majesty's ugh Commissioner, and the Loras of his Majesty's honourable Privy 
Council; and the act of couucil of the 30th of August 163!), containing the answer of the 
said supplication; and the act of the said General Assembly, oidaiuing, by their ecclesi¬ 
astical constitution, the subscription of the Confession of Faith and Covenant mentioned 
in their supplication: and withal, having supplicated his Majesty to ratify and enjoin the 
same by his royal authority, under all civil pains, as tending to the glory of God, the pre¬ 
servation of leligion, the King’s Majesty’s honour, and the perfect peace of this kirk and 
kingdom; do ratify and approve the said supplication, act of council, and act of Assembly; 
and, conform thereto, ordain and command the said Confession and Covenant to be sub¬ 
scribed by all hU Majesty’s subjects of wliatrank and quality soever, under all civil pains; 
and ordain the said supplication, act of Council, and act of the Assembly, with the whole 
Confession and Covenant itself, to be insert and registrate in the acts and books of Parlia¬ 
ment ; and also ordain the saraon to be presented at the entry of every parliament, and, 
before they proceed to any other act, that the same bo publickly read, and sworn by the 
whole members of parliament claiming voice therein; otherwise the refusers to subscribe 
and swear the same shall have no place nor voice in parliament: And sicklike, ordain ull 
judges, magistrates, or other officers, of whatsoever place, rank, or quality, and ministers 
at their entry, to swear and subscribe the samen Covenant, whereof the tenor follows. 
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Subscribed at first by the King’s Majesty, and his Household, in the Year 1580; there¬ 
after by persons of all ranks in the year 1581, by ordinance of thu Lords of secret coun¬ 
cil, and acts of the Oeneial Assembly; subscribed again by all sorts of persons in the 
year 15 ( J0, by a new ordinance of couuAl, at t^o desire of the General Assembly: with 
it general bond for the maintaining of the true Christian religion, and the King's per¬ 
son ; and, together with a resolution and nromise, for the causes after expressed, to 
maintain the true religion, and the King’s Majesty, according to the. fores.iid Confession 
and acts of Parliament, subscribed by Barons, Nobles, Gentlemeu, Burgesses, Ministers, 
and Commons, in the year 1G38 appruven by the General Assembly 1638 and 1636; and 
subscribed again by persons of all ranks and qualities in the year 1639, by an ordinance 
of council, upon the supplication of the General Assembly, and aet of tne General As¬ 
sembly, ratified by an act of Parliament 1640: and subscribed by King Charles II. at 
Spey, June 23. lOfiO, and Scoon, January 1.1631. 

W E all and every one of us under written, protest, That, after long and 
due examination of our own consciences in matters of true arid false 
religion, we are now throughly resolved in the truth by the word and Spirit 
of God : and therefore wo believe with our hearts, confess with our mouths, 
subscribe with our hands, and constantly affirm, before (rod and tho whole 
world, that this only is the true Christian faith and religion, pleasing God, 
and bringing- salvation to man, which now is, by the mercy of God, revealed 
to the world by the preaching of the blessed evangel ; and is received, be¬ 
lieved, and defended by many and sundry notable kirks and realms, but- 
chiefly by the kirk of Scotland, the King’s Majesty, and three estates of this 
realm, as God’s eternal truth, and only ground of our salvation; as more 
particularly is expressed in the Confession of our Faith, established and 
publickly confirmed by sundry acts of Parliaments, and now of a long time 
hath been openly professed by the King’s Majesty, and whole body of this 
realm both in burgh and land. To the which Confession and Form of Reli¬ 
gion we willingly agree in our conscience in all points, as unto God’s un¬ 
doubted truth and verity, grounded only upon his written word. And there¬ 
fore we abhor and detest all contrary religion and doctrine; hut chiefly all 
kind of Papistry in general and particular heads, even as they are now 
damned and confuted by the word of God* and Kirk of Scotland. Hut, in 
special, we detest and refuse the usurped authority of that Roman Anti¬ 
christ upon the scriptures of God, upon tho kirk, the civil magistrate, and 
consciences of men; all Ills tyrannous laws made upon indifferent things 
against our Christian liberty ; his erroneous doctrine against the sufficiency 
of the written word, the perfection of the law, the office of Christ, and his 
blessed evangel; his corrupted doctrine concerning original sin, our natural 
inability and rebellion to God’s law, our justification by faith only, our im¬ 
perfect sanctification and obedience to tho law; the natuiv, number, and 
use of the holy sacraments; his five bastard sacraments, with nil his rites, 
ceremonies, and false doctrine, added to the ministration of the true sacia- 
ments without the word of God; his cruel judgment against infants depart¬ 
ing without the sacrament; his absolute necessity of baptism; his blasphe¬ 
mous opinion of transubstantiation, or real presence of Christ's body in the 
elements, and receiving of the same by the wicked, or bodies of men; his 
dispensations with solemn oaths, perjuries, and degrees of marriage forbid¬ 
den in the word; his cruelty against the innocent divorced; his devilish 
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mass: his blasphemous priesthood; his profane sacrifice for sins of the dead 
and tne quick; his canonization of men; calling upon angels or saints le- 
parted, worshipping of imagery, relicks, and crosses; dedicating of Kirks, 
altars, days; vows to creatures; his purgatory, prayers for the dead; pray¬ 
ing or speaking in a strange language, with his processions, and blasphemous 
litany, and multitude of advocates or mediators; his manifold orders, auri¬ 
cular confession; his desperate and uncertain repentance; his general and 
doubtsomc faith; his Satisfactions of men for their sins; his justification 
by works, opus operatmn, works of supererogation, merits, pardona,pere¬ 
grinations, and stations; his holy water, baptizing of bells, conjuring of 
spirits, crossing, sayning, anointing, conjuring, hallowing of God’s good 
creatures, with the superatitious opinion joined therewith; his worldly 
monarchy, and wicked hierarchy; his three solemn vows, with all his shave¬ 
lings of sundry sorts ; his erroneous and bloody decrees made at Trent, 
with all the subscribers or approvers of that cruel and bloody band, conjured 
against the kirk of God. And finally, wcllctest all his vain allegories, rites, 
signs, and traditions brought in the kirk, without or against the word of 
God, and doctrine of this true reformed kirk; to the which we join ourselves 
willingly, in doctrine, faith, religion, discipline, and use of the holy sacra¬ 
ments, as lively members of the same in Christ our head: promising and 
swearing, by the great name of the LORD our GOl), that we shall continue 
in the obedience of the doctrine and discipline of this kirk,*' and shall de¬ 
fend the same, according to our vocation and power, all the days of our lives; 
under the pins contained in the law, and danger both of body and soul in 
the day ol God's fearful judgment. 

ittid seeing that many are stirred up by Satan, and that Roman Anti¬ 
christ, to promise, swear, subscribe, and for a time use the holy sacraments 
in the kirk deceitfully, against their own conscience; minding hereby, first, 
under the external cloak of religion, to corrupt and subvert secretly God’s 
true religion within the kirk; and afterwnra, when time may serve, to be¬ 
come open enemies and persecutors of the same, under vain hope of the 
Pope’s dispensation, devised against the word of God, to his greater confu¬ 
sion, and their double condemnation in the day of the Lord Jesus: we there¬ 
fore, willing to take away all suspicion of hypocrisy, and of such double 
dealing with God, and his kirk, protest, and call the Searcher of all hearts 
for witness, that our minds and hearts do fully agree with this our Confes¬ 
sion, promise, oath, and subscription: so that we arc not moved with any 
worldly respect, but are persuaded only in our conscience, through the know¬ 
ledge and love of God’s true religion imprinted in our hearts by the Holy 
Spirit, as we shall answer to him in the duy when the secrets of all hearts 
shall be disclosed. 

And because wc perceive, that the quietness and stability of our religion 
and kirk doth depend upon the safety and good behaviour of the King’s 
Majesty, as upon a comfortable instrument of God’s mercy granted to this 
country, for the maintaining of his kirk, and ministration of justice amongst 
us; we protest and promise with our hearts, under the same oath, hand-writ, 
and pains, that we shall defend his person aud authority with our goods, 
bodies, and lives, in the defence of Christ, his evangel, liberties of our 
country, ministration of justice, and punishment of iniquity, against all 
enemies within this realm or without, as wc desire our God to be a strong 
and merciful defender to us in the day of our death, and coming of our Lord 
Jesus Christ; to whom, with the Father, and the Holy Spirit, be all honour 
and glory eternally. Amen.

LIKE AS many Acts of Parliament, not only in general do abrogate, annul, 
and rescind all laws, statutes, acts, constitutions, canons civil or municipal, 
with all other ordinances, and practique penalties whatsoever, made in

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prejudice of the true religion, and professors thereof; or of the true kirk, 
discipline, jurisdiction, and freedom thereof: or in favours of idolatry and 
superstition, or of the Papistical kirk: As Act 3, Act 31, Pari. 1; Act 23, 
Pari. 11; Act 114, Pari. 12 of King James VI., That Pnpisti-y and supersti¬ 
tion may be utterly suppressed, according to the intention of the Acts of 
Parliament, repeated in the fifth Act, Pari. 20, King James VI. And to that 
end they ordain all Papists and Priests to be punished with tfhinifold civil 
and ecclesiastrcnl pains, as adversaries to God’s trufi religion, preached, and 
by law established, within*this realm, Act 24, Pari. 11, King James VI.; as 
common enemies to all Christian government, Act 18, Pari. 16, King Janus 
VI.; as rcbellers and gainstanders of our Sovereign Lord’s authority, Act 47, 
Pari. 3, King James VI.; and as idolaters. Act 404, Pari. 7, King James VI. 
But also in particular, by and attour the Confession of Faith, do abolish and 
condemn the Pope's authority and jurisdiction out of this land, and ordains 
the maintainers thereof to be punished, Act 2, Pari. 1; Act 51, Pari. 3; Act 
106, Pari. 7; Act 114, Pari. 12, King Jamfcs VI.: do condemn the Pope’s errone¬ 
ous doctrine, or any other erroneous doctrine repugnant to any of the articles 
of the true and Christian religion, publickly preached and by law established 
in this realm; and ordains the spreaders and makers of books or libels, or 
letters or writs of that nature, to be punished, Act 46, Pari. 3; Act 100, Pari. 
7; Act 24, Pari. 11, King James VI.: do condemn all baptism conform to the 
Pope’s kirk, and the idolatry of the mass; and ordains all sayers, wilful 
hearers, and concealers of the moss, tho maintainers and resetters of the 
priests, Jesuits, trafficking Papists, to be punished without any exception or 
restriction, 'Act 5, Pari. 1; Act 120, Pari. 12; Act 164, Pari. 13; Act 193, 
Pari. 14; Act 1, Pari. 19; Act 5, Pari. 20, King James Vi. : do condemn all 
erroneous books and writs containing erroneous doctrine against the religion 
presently professed, or containing superstitious rites and ceremonies Papis¬ 
tical, whereby the people are greatly abused; and ordains the home-bringers 
of them to be punished, Act 25, Pari. 11, King James VI.: do condemn the 
monuments and dregs of bygone idolatry, as going to crosses, observing the 
festival days of saints, and such other superstitious and Papistical rites, to 
the dishonour of God, contempt of true religion, and fostering of great error 
among the people; and ordains the users of them to be punished for the second 
fault, as idolaters, Act 104, Pari. 7, King James VI. 

Likeas many Acts of Parliament arc conceived for maintenance of God’s 
true and Christian religion, and tho purity thereof, in doctrine and sacra¬ 
ments of the true church of God, the liberty and freedom thereof, in her 
national, synodal assemblies, presbyteries, sessions, policy, discipline, and 
jurisdiction thereof; as that purity of religion, and liberty of the church was 
used, professed, exercised, preached, and confessed, according to the reforma¬ 
tion of religion in this realm: As for instance, the 99th Act, Pari. 7; Act 25, 
Pari. 11; Act 114, Pari. 12; Act 160, Pari. 13 of King James VI. ratified by 
the 4th Act of King Charles. So that the 6th Act, Pari. 1, and 68th Act, 
Pari. 6 of King James VI. in the year of God 1579, declare tho ministers of 
the blessed evangel, whom God of his ihercy bad raised up, or hereafter 
should raise, agreeing with them that then lived, in doctrine and administra¬ 
tion of the sacraments; and tho people that professed Christ, as he was then 
offered in the evangel, and doth communicate with tho holy sacraments (as 
in the reformed kirks of this realm they were presently administrate) accord¬ 
ing to the Confession of Faith, to be tne true and holy kirk of Christ Jesus 
within this realm. And decerns and declares all and sundry, who either 
gainsay the word of the evangel received and approved as the heads of the 
Confession of Faith, professed in Parliament in the year of God 1560 ; specified 
also in the first Parliament of King James VI., and ratified in this present 
Parliament, more particularly do express; or that refuse the administration 
of the holy sacraments, as they were then ministrated; to be no members of 
the said kirk within this realm, and true religion presently professed, so long 
as they keep themselves so divided from the society of Christ's body. And 
the subsequent Act 69, Pari. 6 of King James VI. declares, that there is no 
other face of kirk, nor other face of religion, than was presently at that time, 
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by the favour of God, established within this realm: “Which therefore is 
“ ever styled God’s true religion, Christ's true religion, the true and Christian 
“ religion, and a perfect religion;" which, by manifold Acts of Parliament, 
all within this realm are bound to profess, to subscribe the articles thereo , 
the Confession of Faith, to recant all doctrine and errors repugnant to any of 
the said articles, Act 4 and 9, Pari. 1; Acts 45, 46, 47, Pari. 3; Act 71, Pari. 
6; Act 106, J’arl. 7; Act 24, Pari. LI; Act 123, Pari. 12; Act 194 and 197, 
Pari. 14 of King Jamas Vl. And all magistrates, sheriffs,%c. on the one 
part, aro ordained to search, apprehend, and punish all contravcners: For 
instance, Act 5, Pari. 1; Act 104, Pari. 7- Act 25, Pari. 11, King James VI.; 
and that notwithstanding of the King's Majesty’s licences on the contrary, 
which are discharged, and declared to be of no force, in so far as they tend in 
any wise to the prejudice and binder of the execution of the Acts of Parlia¬ 
ment against Papists and adversaries of true religion, Act. 106, Pari. 7, King 
J ames V1. On the other part, in the 47th Act, Pari. 3, King J ames VI. it is 
declared and ordained, Seeing the* cans# of God’s true religion and his 
Highness’s authority are so joined, as the hurt of the one is common to both; 
that none shall be reputed os loyal and faithful subjects to our sovereign 
Lord, or bis authority, but be punishable as rcbellers and gainstanders of the 
same, who shall not give their confession, and make their profession of the 
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their power to fortify, assist, and maintain the true preachers and professors 
of Christ’s religion, against whatsoever enemies and gainstanders of the same; 
and namely, against all such, of whatsoever nation, estate, or degree they be 
of, that have joined or bound themselves, or havo assisted, or assist, to set 
forward and execute the cruel decrees of tho council of Trent, contrary to the 
tine preachers and professors of the word of God; which is repeated, word 
by word, in the articles of pacification at Perth, the 23d of February 1572, 
approved by Parliament the last of April 1573, ratified in Parliament 1687, 
and related Act 123, Pari. 12 of King James VI.; with this addition, “ That 
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and authority, the authority of Parliaments, without the which neither any 
laws or lawful judicatories can be established, Act 130 and 131, Pari. 8, 
King James V I, and the subjects’ liberties, who ought only to live and be 
governed by the King's laws, the common laws of this realm allenarly, Act 
,o, il’ JaHuwj 1-; Act 79, Pari. 6, King James IV.; repeated m the 
Act 131,1 arl. H, King James VI.; which if they be innovated and prejudged,

Which 
was also observed by his Majesty at his coronation in Edinburgh 1G33, as 
may be seen in the order of the coronation. 

In obedience to the commandment of God. cgnform to the practice of the 
godly in former times, and according to the laudable example of our worthy 
and religious progenitors, and of many yet living amongst us, which was 
warranted also by act of council, commanding a general band to be made 
and subscribed by his Majesty’# subjects of all ranks; for two causes: one 
was, For defending the true religion, as it was then reformed, and is ex¬ 
pressed in the Confession of Faith above written, and a former large Con¬ 
fession established by sundry acts of lawful General Assemblies and of 
Parliaments, unto which it hath relation, set down in publiek Catechisms: 
and which hath been for many years, with a blessing from Heaven, preached 
and professed in this kirk and kingdom, as God’s undoubted truth, grounded 
only upon his written word. The other cause was, For maintaining the 
King’s Majesty, his person and estate; the true worship of God and the 
King’s authority being so straitly joined, as that they bail the same friends 
and common enemies, and did stand and fall together. And finally, being 
convinced in our minds, and confessing with our mouths, that tho present 
and succeeding generations in this land are bound to keep the foresaid 
national oath and subscription inviolable. 

We Noblemen, Enrons, Gentlemen, Burgesses, Ministers, and Commons 
under-subscribing, considering divers times before, and especially at this time, 
the danger of the true reformed religion, of tho King’s honour, and of the 
publiek peace of the kingdom, by the manifold innovations »nd evils, gene¬ 
rally contained, and particularly mentionod in our late supplications, com¬ 
plaints, and protestations; do hereby profess, and before (Sod, his angels, 
and the world, solemnly declare, That with our whole heart we agree, and 
resolve all the days of our life constantly to adhere unto and to defend the 
foresaid true religion, and (forbearing the practice of all innovations already 
introduced in the matters of the worship of God, or approbation of the cor¬ 
ruptions of the publiek government of the kirk, or civil places and power of 
kirkmen, till they be tried and allowed in free Assemblies and in Parliament) 
to labour, by all means lawful, to recover tire* purity and liberty of the 
Gospel, as it was established and professed before the foresaid novations. 
And because, after due examination, w^ plainly perceive, and undoubtedly 
believe, that the innovations and evils contained in our supplications, com¬ 
plaints, and protestations, have no warrant of the word of God, are contrary 
to the articles of the foresaid Confession, to the intention and meaning of 
the blessed reformers of religion in this land, to the above-written Acts of 
Parliament; and do sensibly tend to the re-establishing of the Popish reli¬ 
gion and tyranny, and to the subversion and ruin of the true reformed reli¬ 
gion, and of our liberties, laws, and estates: we also declare, That the foresaid 
Confessions are to he interpreted, and ought to he understood of the foresaid 
novations and evils, no less than if every one of them had been expressed in 
the foresaid Confessions; and that we are obliged to detest and abhor them, 
amongst other particular heads of Papistry abj ured therein. And t hcrcforc, 
from the knowledge and conscience of our duty to God, to our King and 
country, without any worldly respect or inducement, so far as human infir¬ 
mity will suffer, wishing a further measure of the grace of God for this 
effect; wo promise and swear, by the GREAT NAME OF THE LORI) OUR 
GOD, to continue in the profession and obedience of the foresaid religion; 
and that we shall defend the same, and resist all these contrary errors and 
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corruptions, according to our vocation, and to the uttermost of that power 
that God hath put in our hands, all the days of our life. 

And in like manner, with the same heart, we declare before God and men. 
That we have no intention nor desire to attempt any thing that may turn to 
the dishonour of God, or to the diminution of the King’s greatness and au¬ 
thority; but, on the contrary, we promise and swear, That we shall, to the 
uttermost of ^our power, with our means and lives, stand to the defence of 
our dread sovereign tha King’s Majesty, his person and authority, in the 
defence and preservation of the foresaiu true religion, liberties, and laws of 
the kingdom; as also to the mutual defence and assistance every one of us of 
another, in the Home cause of maintaining the true religion, and his Majesty’s 
authority, with our best compel, our bodies, means, and whole power, against 
all sorts of persons whatsoever; so that whatsoever shall be done to the least 
of us for that cause, shall be taken as done to us all in general, and to every 
one of us in particular. And that we shall neither directly nor indirectly 
suffer ourselves to be divided or withdrawn, by whatsoever suggestion, com¬ 
bination, allurement, or terror, from this blessed and loyal conjunction; nor 
shall cost in any let or impediment that may stay or hinder any such resolu¬ 
tion os by common consent shall be found to conduce for so good ends; but, 
on the contrary, shall by all lawful means labour to further'and promote the 
Bame: and if any such dangerous and divisive motion be made to us by word 
or writ, wo, and every ono of us, shall either suppress it, or, if need be, shall 
incontinent make the same known, that it may be timeously obviated. 
Neither do we fear the fonl aspersions of rebellion, combination, or what else 
our adversaries, from their craft and malice, would put upon us; seeing what 
wc d«r is so well warranted, and ariseth from an unfeigned desire to maintain 
the true worship of God, the majesty of our King, and the peace of the king¬ 
dom, for tlio common happiness of ourselves and our posterity. 

And because we cannot look for a blessing from God upon our proceedings; 
except with our profusion and subscription we join such a life and conver¬ 
sation as besccmcth Christians who have renewed their covenant with God; 
we therefore faithfully promiso for ourselves, our followers, and all others 
under us, both in publics, and in our particular families, and personal car¬ 
riage, to endeavour to keep ourselves within the bounds of Christian liberty, 
anu to be good examples to others of all godliness, soberness, and righteous¬ 
ness, and of every duty wo owe to God and man. 

And, that this our union and conjunction may be observed without viola¬ 
tion, we call the LIVING GOD, TllE SEARCHER OF OUR HEARTS, to 
witness, who knoweth this to be our sincere desire and unfeigned resolution, 
as we shall answer to JESUS CHRIST in the great day, and under the pain 
of God’s everlasting wrath, and of infamy and loss of all honour and respect 
in this world: most humbly beseeching the LORD to strengthen us by his 
HOLY SPIRIT for this end, and to bless our desires and proceedings with a 
happy success; that religion and righteousness may flourish in the land, to 
the glory of GOD, the honour of our King, and peace and comfort of us alL 
In witness whereof, we have subscribed with our hands all the premises. 

T HE article of this covenant, which was at the first subscription referred 
to the determination of the General Assembly, being now determined; 
and thereby the five articles of Perth, the government of the kirk by bishops, 
and the civil places and power of kirkmen, upon the reasons and grounds 
contained in the Aots of the General Assembly, declared to be unlawful 
within this kirk, wo subscribe according to the determination aforesaid.

T ill? Assembly having recommended unto a Committee appointed by them 
to join with the Committee of the Honourable Convention of Estates, 
and the Commissioners of th^ Honourable Houses of the Parliament of Eng¬ 
land, for bringing the kingdoms to a more near conjunction and union, re¬ 
ceived from the foresaid Committees the Covenant after mentioned, as the 
result of their consultations: and having taken the same, as a matter of so 
publick concernment and so deep impertancl doth require, unto their gravest 
consideration, did, with all their hearts, and with the beginnings of tne feel¬ 
ings of that joy, which they did find in so great measure upon the renovation 
of the National Covenant of this kirk and kingdom, All with one voice ap- 

F trove and embrace the same, as the most powerful mean, by the blessing of 
JOl), for settling and preserving the true Protestant religion with perfect 
peace in his Majesty's dominions, and propagating the same to other nations, 
and for establishing his Majesty’s throne to all ages and generations. And 
therefore, with their best affections, recommend the same to the Honourable

ACT anent the Ratification of the catting of the Convention, Ratification of the 
League and Covenant, Articles of Tieaty betwixt the Kingdoms of Scotland 
and Ragland, and remanent Acts of the Convention of Estates, and Committee 
thereof. 

At Edinburgh, July 15, 1644. 

T HE Estates of Parliament, presently convened by virtue of the last act of 
tlio last Parliament, holaen by his Majesty, and the three Estates, in 
anno 1641, considering, that the Lords of lus Majesty’s Privy Council, and 
Commissioners for conserving the articles of the treaty, having, according to 
their interests and trust committed to them by his Majesty and Estates of 
Parliament, used all means, by supplications, remonstrances, and sending of 
Commissioners, for securing tiie peace of this kingdom, and removing the 
unhappy distractions betwixt his Majesty and his subjects in England, in 
such a way sis might serve most for his Majesty’s honour, and good of both 
kingdoms; and t heir humble and dutiful endeavours for so good ends having 

E n ineffectual, and their offer of mediation and intercession being re- 
by his Majesty; and thereby finding the weight and difficulty of affairs, 
and the charge lying on them to be greater than they could bear; did there¬ 
fore, in the month of May 1643, meet together with the Commissioners for 
the common burdens, that, by joint advice, some resolution might be taken 
therein; and in respect of the danger imminent to the true Protestant reli¬ 
gion, Iub Majesty’s honour, and peace of tliir kingdoms, by the multitude 
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of Papists and their adherents in arms in England and Ireland, and of many 
other publick and important affairs, which could not admit delay, and did 
require the advice of the representative body of the kingdom; appointed 
and caused indict a meeting of the Convention of Estates (las Majesty having 
formerly refused their humble desires for a Parliament) to be on the 22d of 
June following; which diet being frequently kept by the Noblemen, Com¬ 
missioners of shires and burghs, and they finding these dangers against this 
kirk and state still increasing, resolved, after serious deliberation and advico 
of the General Assembly, and joint concurrence of the Commissioners autho¬ 
rized by the Parliament of England, that one of the chiefest remedies for 

E ro venting of these and the like dangers, for preservation of religion, and 
oth kingdoms from ruin and destruction, oyd for procuring of peace, That 
both kingdoms should, for these ends, enter into Covenant; which was ac¬ 
cordingly drawn up, and cheerfully embraced and allowed.—And at lust a 
treaty was agreed unto by both kingdoms, concerning the said Covenant,' 
and assistance craved from this kingdom by the kingdom of England, in 
pursuance of the ends expressed therein :—And the Estates being still dc- 
siious to uso all good means, that, without the effusion of more blood, there 
may be such a blessed pacification betwixt his Majesty and his subjects, as 
may tend to the good of religion, his Majesty’s true honour and safety, and 
happiness of his people, did therefore give commission to John Earl of Lou¬ 
doun, Lord Chancellor, Lord Maitland, Lord Waristoun, and Mr Robert 
Eurclay, to repair to England, and endeavour the effectuating of these ends 
contained in the covcnaut of treaties, conform to their instructions.— 

And the said Estates having taken the proceedings uboVe written to their 
consideration, do find and declare, That tue’Lords of council, and conservers 
of peace, did behave themselves as faithful counsellors, loyal subjects, and 
good patriots, in tendering their humble endeavours for removing tho dis¬ 
tractions betwixt his Majesty and his subjects, and in calling the Commis¬ 
sioners for tho common bunions, and, by joint advice, appointing tho late 
meeting of Convention, wherein they have approven themselves answerable 
to the duty of their places, and that trust committed to them; and therefore 
ratifies anu approves their whole proceedings therein, and declares the said 
Convention was lawfully called, and also full and free in itself, consisting of 
all the members thereof, as any Convention hath been at any time bygone; 
and ratifies and approves the several acts made by them, or tlieir committee, 

for enjoining the Covenant.-And also, the said estates of Parliament 

(but prejudice of tho premises, and of the general ratification above men¬ 
tioned) ratify, approve, and confirm the foresaid mutual League and Cove¬ 
nant, concerning the reformation and defence of religion, the honour and 
happiness of tho King, and the peace and safety of the three kingdoms of 
Scotland, England, and Ireland; together with tho acts of the Kirk and 
Estate authorizing the same League and Covenant; together also with the 
foresaid articles of treaty agreed uponJ>etwixt the said Commissioners of tho 
Convention of Estates of Scotland and the Commissioners of both the Houses 
of Parliament of England, concerning the said Solemn League and Covenant. 

•-And the said Estates ordain the same acts, with the League and Cove¬ 

nant above specified, acts authorizing the same, and the articles of treuty 
foresaid, to have the full force and strength of perfect laws and acts of Par¬ 
liament, and to be observed by all his Majesty's lieges, conform to the tenors 
thereof respective. Of the which League ana Covenant, the tenor follows: 
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FOR 


Information and Defence of Religion, the Honour and Happiness of the King, and the 
1‘eoce and Safety of the Three Kingdoms of Scotland, England, and Ireland; agreed 
upon by Commissioners from the Parliament and Assembly of Divines in England, with 
Commissioners ot the Convention of Estates, and General Assembly in Scotland; ap¬ 
proved by the General Assembly of the Church of Scotland, and by both Houses of 
Parliament and Assembly of Divines in England, and taken and subscribed by them, 
Anno 1(143; and thereafter, by the said authority, taken and subscribed by oil Banks in 
{Scotland and England the same Year; and ratified by Act of the Parliament of Scot¬ 
land, Anno 1044: And again renewed in Scotland, with an Acknowledgment of s<n«, 
and Engagement to Duties, by all Ranks, Anno 1648, and by Parliament 1649; and 
taken and subscribed by King Charles II. at Spey, June 23,1650; and at Scoon, January 
1,1051. 

W E Noblemen, Barone, Knights, Gentlemen, Citizens, Burgesses, Ministers 
of the Gospel, and Commons of all sorts, in the kingdoms of Scotland, 
England, and Ireland, by the providence of GOD, living under one King, 
anil being ol‘ one reformed religion, having before our eyes the glory of GOD, 
and the advancement of the kingdom of our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ, 
the honour and happiness of the King's Majesty and his posterity, and the 
true publick liberty, safety, and peace of the kingdoms, wherein every one’s 
private condition is included: And calling to mind the treacherous and 
bloody plots, conspiracies, attempts, and practices of the enemies of GOD, 
against the true religion and professors thereof in all places, especially in 
these three kingdoms, ever since the reformation of religion; and how much 
their rage, power, and presumption are of late, and at this time, increased 
and exercised, whereof the deplorable stato of the church and kingdom of 
Ireland, the distressed estate of the church and kingdom of England, and 
the dangerous estate of the church and kingdom of Scotland, are present 
and public testimonies; we have now at lost, Tafter other means of supplica¬ 
tion, remonstrance, protestation, and sufferings,) for the preservation of 
ourselves and our religion from utter ruin and destruction, according to the 
commendable practice of these kingdoms in former times, and the example 
of GOD’s people in other nations, after mature deliberation, resolved and 
determined to enter into a mutual and solemn League and Covenant, wherein 
we all subscribe, and each one of us for himself, with our hands lifted up to 
the most High GOD, do swear, , 

I. rpHAT we Bhall sincerely, really, and constantly, through the grace of 
I GOD, endeavour, in our several places and callings, the preservation 
of the reformed religion in the Church of Scotland, in doctrine, worship, 
discipline, and government, against our common enemies; the reformation 
religion in the kingdoms of England and Ireland, in doctrine, worship, 
discipline, and government, according to the word of GOD, and the example 
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of the best reformed Churches; and shall endeavour to bring the Churches 
of God in the three kingdoms to the nearest conjunction and uniformity in 
religion, confession of faith, form of church-government, directory for wor¬ 
ship and catechising; that we, and our posterity after us, may, as brethren, 
live in faith and love, and the Lord may delight to dwell in the midst of us. 

II. That we shall in like manner, without respect of persons, endeavour 
the extirpation of Popery, Prelacy, (that is, church-government by Arch¬ 
bishops, Jiiftiops, their Chancellors, and Commissaries, Deans, Doans and 
Chapters, Archdeacons,* and all other ecclesiastical Officers depending on 
that hierarchy,) superstition, heresy, schism, profaneness, and whatsoever 
shall be found to be contrary to sound doctrine and the power of godliness, 
lest we partake in other men’s sins, and thereby be in danger to receive of 
their plagues; and that the Lord maybe one, and his name one, in the three 
kingdoms. 

III. Wo shall, with the same sincerity, reality, and constancy, in our seve¬ 
ral vocations, cudeavour, witlf our estates ana lives, mutually to preserve 
the rights and privileges of the Parliaments, and the liberties of the king¬ 
doms ; and tc preserve and defend tbe King’s Majesty’s person and autho¬ 
rity, in tlio preservation and defence of the tme religion, and liberties of tlio 
kingdoms; that the world may bear witness with our consciences of our 
loyalty, and that wc have no thoughts or intentions to diminish his Majesty’s 
just power and greatness. 

IV. Wc shall also, with all faithfulness, endeavour the discovery of all 
such as have been or shall ho incendiaries, malignants. or evil instruments, 
by hindering the reformation of religion, dividing the king from his people, 
or one of the kingdoms from another, or making any faction or parties 
amongst the people, contrary to this League and Covenant; that they may 
be brought to publick trial, and receive condign punishment, as the uegreo 
of their offences shall require or deserve, or the supreme judicatories of both 
kingdoms respectively, or others having power from them for that effect, 
shall judge convenient. 

V. And whereas the happiness of a blessed peace between those kingdoms, 
denied in former times to our progenitors, is, by the good providence of GOD, 
granted unto us, and hath been lately concluded and settled by both Parlia¬ 
ments ; we shall each one of us, according to our place and interest, endea¬ 
vour that they may remain conjoined in a firm peace and union to all pos¬ 
terity ; and that justice may be done upon the wilful opposers thereof, in 
manner expressed in the precedent article. 

VI. Wc shall also, according to our places and callings, in this common 
cause of religion ; liberty, and peace of the kingdoms, assist and defend all 
those that enter into this League and Covenant, in the maintaining and nur- 
Buing thereof; and shall not suffer ourselves, directly or indirectly, by what¬ 
soever combination, persuasion, or terror, to be divided and withdrawn from 
this blessed union and conjunction, Tdiether to make defection to the con¬ 
trary part, or to give ourselves to a detestable indifforency or neutrality in 
this cause which so much concerneth the glory of GOD, the good of the king¬ 
dom, and honour of the King; but shall, all the days of our lives, zealously 
and constantly continue therein against all opposition, and promote the 
same, according to our power, against all lets and impediments whatsoever: 
and, what we are not able ourselves to suppress or overcome, wc shall reveal 
and make known, that it may be timely prevented or removed: All which 
wc shall do as in the sight of God. 

And, because these kingdoms are guilty of many sins and provocations 
against GOD, and his Son Jesus Christ, os is too manifest by our present 
distresses and dangers, the fruits thereof; we profess and declare, before 
GOD and the world, our unfeigned desire to be humbled for our own sins, 
and for the sins of these kingdoms: especially, that wc have not as we ought 
valued the inestimable benefit of the gospel: that we have not laboured for 
the purity and power thereof; and that we have not endeavoured to receive 
Christ in our hearts, nor to walk worthy of him in our lives; which are the 
causes of other sins and transgressions so much abounding amongst us: and 
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our true and unfeigned purpose, desire, and endeavour for ourselves, and 
all others under our power and charge, both in publick and in private, in 
all duties we owe to GOD and man, to amend our lives, and each one to go 
before another in the example of a real reformation; that the Lord may 
turn away his wrath and heavy indignation, and establish these churches 
and kingdoms in truth and peace. And this Covenant we make in the pre¬ 
sence of ALMIGHTY GOD, the Searcher of all hearts, with a trye intention 
to perform the same, as wd shall answer at that gre^t day, when the secrets 
of all hearts shall be disclosed; most humbly beseeching the Loan to 
strengthen us by his IIolv Spirit for this end, and to bless our desires and 
proceedings with such success, as may be deliverance and safety to his people, 
and encouragement to other Christian churches, groaning under, or in danger 
of, the yoke of antiehristian tyranny, to join in the same or like association 
ami covenant, to the glory of GOD, the enlargement of the kingdom of Jesus 
Christ, and the peace and tranquillity of Christian kingdoms and common¬ 
wealths. '

Edinburgh, October 6, ] 648. 

T il B Commission of the Gcseral Assembly considering, that a great part°of this land have 
i nvol ved themselves in many and gross breaches of the Solemn League and Covenant; 
and that the hands of many are grown slack in following and pursuing the duties con- 
taincsl therein; and that many, who not being come to sufficient age when it was first 
sworn and subscribed, have not hitherto been received into the same; do, upon these, and 
other grave and important considerations, appoint and ordain the Solemn League and 
Covenant to be renewed throughout all the congregations of this kingdom And, because 
it is a duty of great weight anil consequence, ministers, after the sight hereof, would be 
careful to take pains, in their doctrine and otherwise, that their people may be made 
sensible of these things, wherein they have broken,thc Covenant, and be prepared for the 
renewing thereof with suitable affections and dispositions. And, that these things may be 
the better performed, we have thought it necessary to condescend upon a Solemn Acknow¬ 
ledgment at Publick Sins and Breaches of the Covenant, and a Solemn Engagement to all 
the Duties contained therein, namely, those which do in a more special way relate unto 
the dangers of these times: And this Solemn Acknowledgment and Engagement, sent 
herewith, shall be made use of, and the League and Covenant shall be renewed in such 
manner os follows: First, There shall be au intimation of a solemn publlck humiliation and 
fast the second Sabbath of December, to be kept upon the next Thursday, and the Lord’s 
dav thereafter; at which intimation, the League ami Covenant, and the Publlck Acknow¬ 
ledgment of Sins and Engagement unto Duties, ure to tie publickly read by the minister, in 
the audience of all the people; and they are to be exhorted to get copies thereof, that they 
inay Ve made acquainted therewith; and the humiliation and fast is to be kept the next 
Thursday thereafter, in reference to the breaches of the Covenant, contained in the solemn 

J iublick acknowledgment, as the causes thereof; and the next 1 Ami's day thereafter, which 
salso to be spent in publick humiliation and fasting, immediately after the sermon, which 
is to be applied to the business of thatdiw, the Publick Acknowledgment and Engagement 
is again to lie publickly read; and thereafter prayer is to he made, containing the confession 
of the breaches mentioned therein, and begging mercy for these sins, and strength of God 
for renewing the Covenant in sincerity and truth; after which prayer the Solumn League 
and Covenant is to he read by the minister, and then to be sworn by him and all the 
people, who are to engage themselves for performance of all the duties contained therein; 
namely, these which are mentioned in tlic Publick Acknowledgment and Engagement, and 
are opposite unto the sins therein confessed: and the action is to be closed with prayer to 
God, that liis people may lie enabled, in the power of his strength, to do their duty, accord¬ 
ing to their oath, now renewed in so solemn a way. It is also hereby provided, That all 
those who renew the League and Covenant, shall again subscribe the same; and that none 
be admitted to the renewing or subscribing thereof, who are excluded by the otliur act and 
direction sent herewith.

A SOLEMN ENGAGEMENT TO ALL THE DUTIES CONTAINED THEREIN, NAMELY, THOSE 
WHICH DO IN A MORE SPECIAL NAY RELATE UNTO THE DANGERS 

OF THESE TIMES. 


W E Noblemen, Barons, Gentlemen, Burgesses, Ministers of the Gospel, and 
Commons of all sorts within this kingdom, by the good hand of God 
upon us, taking into serious consideration the many sad afflictions and deep 
distresses wherewith we have boon exercised for a long time past; and that 
the land, after it hath been sore wasted with the sword and the pestilence, 
and threatened with famine; and that shame and contempt hath been poureu 
out from the Lord against many thousands of our nation, who did in a sinful 
way make war upon the kingdom of England, contrary to the testimony of 
his servants, and desires of his people; and that the remnants of that anny, 
returning to this land, have spoiled and oppressed many of our brethren; aud 
that the malignant party is still numerous, and, retaining their former prin¬ 
ciples, wait for an opportunity to raise a new and dangerous war, not only 
unto the rending of the bowels of this kingdom, but unto the dividing us 
from England, and overturning of the work of God in all the three kingdoms; 
and considering also, that a cloud of calamities doth still hang over our 
heads, and threaten us with sad things to come, we cannot hut look upon 
these things as from the Lord, who is righteous in all his ways, feeding us 
with the bread of tears, and making us to drink the waters of afflictions, 
until we be taught to know how evil and hitter a thing it is to depart away 
from him, by breaking the Oath and Covenant which we have made with 
him; and that wc may be humbled before him, by confessing our sin, aud 
forsaking the evil of our way. 

Therefore being pressed with so great necessities and straits, and war¬ 
ranted by the word of God, and having the example of God’s people of old. 
w ho in the time of their troubles, and when they were to seek delivery, and 
a right _wav lbr themselves, that the Lard might he with them to prosper 
them, did humble themselves before him, and make a free and particular 
confession of the sins of their princes, their rulers, their captains, their 
priests, and their people; and did engage themselves to do no more so, hut 
to reform their ways, and be steeltast in tbis covenant; and remembering 
the practice of our predecessors in the year 1596, wherein the General .Assem¬ 
bly, and all the kirk-judicatories, with the concurrence of many of the 
nobility, gentry, and burgesses, did, with many tears, acknowledge before 
God the breach of the National Covenant, and engaged themselves to a re¬ 
formation; even as our predecessors and theirs had before done, in the 
General Assembly and Convention of Estates, in the year 1507; and per¬ 
ceiving that this duty, when gone about out of conscience and in sincerity, 
hath always been attended with a reviving out of troubles, and with a 
blessing and success from Heaven; we do humbly and sincerely, as in his 
sight, who is the Searcher of hearts, acknowledge the many sms and great 
transgressions of the land: we have done wickedly, our kings, our princes, 
our nobles, our judges, our officers, our teachers, and our people. Albeit the 
Lord hath long and clearly spoken unto us, we have not hearkened to his 
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voice; albeit he hath followed us with tender mercies, we have not been 
allured to wait upon him, and walk in his way; and though he hath stricken 
us, yet wo have not grieved; nay, though he hath consumed us, we have 
refused to receive correction: wc have not remembered to render unto the 
Lord according to his goodness, uud according to our own vows and pro¬ 
mises, but have gone away backward by a continued course of backsliding, 
and bavc broken all the articles of that Solemn League and Covenant, which 
■nsc swore liel'orc Cod, angels, and men. 

Albeit there be in the land many of all ranks, who be for a testimony unto 
the truth, and for a iiume of joy and praise unto the Lord, by living godly, 
studying to keen their garments pure, and being stedfast in the covenant 
and cause ol‘ Cou; yet we have reason to acknowledge, that most of us have 
not endeavoured, with that reality, sincerity, and constancy that did become 
us, to preserve the work of reformation in the kirk of (Scotland : many have 
satisfied themselves with the purity of the ordinance-, neglecting the power 
thereof; yea, some have turned addo to ordbked ways, destructive to both. 
The profane, loose, ami insolent carriage of many in our armies, who went 
to the assistance of our brethren in limrland, and the tamperings and nil- 
straight dealing of uimc of our Commissioners, and others of our nation, in 
London, the lsio of Wight, and other places of that kingdom, have proved 
great lets to the work of reformation and settling of kirk-gov eminent there, 
whereby error and schism in that land have been increased, and Hectares 
burdened in their way. We have been so tar from endeavouring the extir¬ 
pation of profaneness, and what is contrary to the power of gouiim-.-s, that, 
proljinity hath been much winked at, and profane persons much counte¬ 
nanced, and many times employed, until iniquity and ungodliness hath gone 
over the face of the land as a flood; nayj sufheient care hath not been had to 
separate betwixt the precious and the vile, by debarring from the sacrament 
all ignorant and scandalous persons, according to the ordinances of this kirk. 

Neither have the privileges of the Parliaments and liberties of the subject 
been duly tendered; but somo amongst ourselves have laboured to put into 
the bauds of our King an arbitrary and unlimited power, destructive to 
both; ami many of us have been accessory of late to those means and wajs, 
whereby the freedom and privileges of Parliaments have been encroached 
upon, and tho subjects oppressed in their consciences, persons, and estates; 
neither hath it been our euro to avoid these things which might harden the 
King in his evil way; but, upon the contrary, lie hath not only been per¬ 
mitted, but many of us have been instrumental to make him exercise his 
power, in many things tending to the prejudice of religion, and of the Cove¬ 
nant, and of tne peace uud safety of these kingdoms; which is so far from 
the right way of preserving liis Majesty’s person and authority, that it can¬ 
not but provoke the Lord against him, unto the hazard of both; nay, under a 
pretence of relieving and doing for the King, whilst lie refuses to do wliut 
was necessary for the house of Cod., some have ranversed and violated most 
of all the articles of the Covenant. 

Our own conscience within, and God’s judgments upon us without, do 
convince us of the manifold wilful renewed breaches of that article which 
concernutU the discovery and punishment of inalignants, whose crimes have 
not only been eonn.ved at, but dispensed with and pardoned, and themselves 
received into intimate fellowship with ourselves, and intrusted witli our 
counsels, admitted into our Parliaments, and put in places of power and 
authority, for managing the puhliek affairs or tho kingdom; whereby, in 
God’s justice, they got at last into tlieir hands the whole power and strength 
of the kingdom, both in judicatories andurmics; and did employ the same 
unto the enacting and prosecuting an unlawful engagement in war against 
the kingdom of England, notwithstanding of the dissent of many consider¬ 
able members of Parliament, who had given constant proof of their integ ity 
in the cause from the beginning; of many faithful testimonies, and free 
warnings of the servants of God; of the supplications of many synods, pres¬ 
byteries, ami shires; and of the declarations of the General Assembly and 
their Commissioners to the contrary: which engagement, os it hath been the 
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cause of much sin, so also of much misery and calamity unto this land; and 
holds forth to us the grievousness of our sin, of complying with malignauts 
in the greatness of our judgment, that we may be taught never to split again 
upon the same rock, upon which the Lord hath set so remarkable a beacon. 
And after all that is come to pu*s unto us because of this our trespass; and 
after that grace hath been shewed unto us from the Lord our (tod, by break¬ 
ing these men's yoke from oft’ our necks, and putting us again into a capacity 
to act for l#ic good of religion, our own safety, ayd the peace and the safety 
of this kingdom, should we again break this commandment and covenant, by 
joining once more with the people of these abominations, and taking into our 
bosom those serpeuts, which hifll formerly stung us almost unto tle.illi; this, 
as it would argue great madness and lolly open our part, so, no doubt, if it 
be not avoided, will provoke the Lord against us, to consume us, until thcie 
be no remnant nor escaping in the land. 

And albeit the peace and union betwixt the kingdoms be a great blessing 
of God unto both, and a bond wiiicji we are obliged to preserve uuviolated, 
and to endeavour that justice may be done upon the opposevs thereof; jet 
some in this land, who have come under the bond of the Covenant, have made 
it their great study how to dissolve this union; and lew or no endeavours 
have been used by any of us for punishing of such. 

Wc have suffered many of our brethren, in several parts of the land, to he 
oppressed by the common enemy, without compassion or relief. There hath 
been great murmuring and repining, because of exponce of means, and pains 
in doing of our duty. Many, by ijersuasion or terror, have sullered them¬ 
selves to be divided and withdrawn, to make detection to the contrary part: 
many have turned off to a detestable iiutilfercncy und neutrality in this 
cause, which so much coneerneth the glory of God, and the good of these 
kingdoms; nay, many have made it their study to walk Ha, as they might 
comply with all times, and all the revolutions thereof. It hath not been our 
care to countenance, encourage, intrust, and employ sucli only, as from their 
hearts did affect and mind God’s work; but the hearts of such many limes 
have been discouraged, and their lmnds weakened, their sutler mgs neglected, 
and themselves slighted; and many, who wore once open enemies, and always 
secret umlcrniiners, countenanced and employed: nay, even those who bad 
been looked upon as iuoondiuiies, and upon whom ihe Lord bus set marks of 
desperate malignancy, falsehood, and deceit, were brought in, as lit to manage 
publick affairs: many have been the lets and impediments that have be. n 
cast in the way, to retard and obstruct the Lord’s work; and some have kept 
secret, what of themselves they were not able to suppress und overcome. 

Besides these, and many other breaches of the articles of the Covenant in 
the matter thereof, which it coneerneth every one of us to search out and 
acknowledge before the Lord, os wo would wish his wrath to be turned away 
from us; so have many of us failed exceedingly in the manner of our follow¬ 
ing and pursuing the duties contained therein; not only seeking great things 
for ourselves, and mixing of our private interests and ends concerning oui- 
8clves, and friends, and followers, with those things which concern the publick 
good; but many times preferring such to the honour of God, and pood of his 
cause, and retarding God’s work, until wc might carry along with us our 
own interests and designs. It hath been our way to trust in the means, and 
to rely upon the arm of flesh for success, albeit the Lord hath many times 
made us meet with disappointment therein, and stained the pride of nil our 
glory, by blasting every carnal confidence unto us: we have followed for the 
most pai-t the counsels of flesh and blood, and walked more by the rules of 
policy tlian piety, ami have hearkened more unto men than unto God. 

Albeit we made solemn publick piofession before the world, of our un¬ 
feigned desires to be humbled before the Lord for our own sins, and the sins 
of these kingdoms, especially fur our undervaluing of the inestimable benefit 
of the gospel, and that we have not laboured for the power thereof, and re¬ 
ceived Christ into our hearts, and walked worthy of him in our lives; nnd of 
our true and unfeigned purpose, desire, and endeavour, for oui>elves, and all 
others under our power and charge, both in publick and private, in all the 
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duties which we owe to God and man, to amend our lives, and each one to 
go before another in the example of a real reformation, that the Lord might 
turn away his wrath and heavy indignation, and establish these kirks and 
kingdoms in truth and peace; yet we have refused to be reformed, and have 
walked proudly and obstinately against the Lord, not valuing his gospel, nor 
submitting ourselves unto the obedience thereof; not seeking after Christ, 
not studying to Jionour him in tho excellency of his person, nor employ him 
in the virtue of nisoffices; nor making conscience of publick <n durances, nor 
private nor secret duties; nor studying to edify one another in love. Igno¬ 
rance of God, and of his Son Jesus Christ, prevails exceedingly in the land; 
the greatest part of masters of families, amongst Noblemen, Barons, Gentle¬ 
men, Burgesses, and Commons, jiioglect to seek God in their families, and to 
endeavour the reformation thereol; and albeit it hath been much pressed, yet 
few of our nobles and great ones, ever to this day, could be persuaded to 
perform family-duties themselves, and in their own persons; which makes so 
necessary and useful a duty to be misvganltYl by others of inferior rank; 
nay, many of the Nobility, Gentry, and Burrows, who should have been 
examples of godliness and sober walking unto otheix, have been ringleaders 
of excess and rioting. Albeit wo be the Loi-d’s people, engaged to him in a 
solemn way; yet to this day we have not made it our study, that judicatories 
and armies should consist of, and places of power and trust be filled with, 
men of a blameless and Christian conversation, and or known integrity, and 
approval! fidelity, affection, and zeal, unto the cause of God; but not only 
those who have been neutral and indiflereut, hut disaffected and malignant, 
sind other’s who have been profane svnd scandalous, have been intrusted: by 
wlridi it hath come to pass, that judicatories have been the seats ol injustice 
and iniquity; and many in our armies, by their mb carriages, have become 
our plague, unto the great prejudice of the cause of God, the great scandal of 
tho gospel, and the groat increase of looseness and profanity throughout all 
the laud. It were impossible to reckon up all the abominations that are in 
the land; hut tho blaspheming of the name of God, swearing by the creatur es, 
profanation of lire Lord's day, uncleanness, drunkenness, excess and rioting, 
vauity of apparel, lying ami deceit, railing and cursing, arbitrar y and uucon- 
trouled oppression, aud grinding of the faces of the poor by landlords, and 
others in place and power, are become ordinary and common sins; and besides 
all these things, there be many other transgressions, whereof the lands wherein 
we live are guilty. All which we desire to acknowledge and to be humbled 
for, that the world may bear witness with us, tlmt righteousness belongetb 
unto God, and shame and confusion of face unto us, as appears this day. 

And because it is needful for those who find mercy, not only to coufess, 
but also to forsake their sin; therefore, that the reality aud sincerity of our 
repentance may appear, we do resolve and solemnly engage ourselves, before 
the Lord, carelully to avoid for the time to come nil those offences, whereof 
wo have now made solemn publick acknowledgment, aud all the snares und 
tentations which tend thereunto; and to testily the integrity of our resolu¬ 
tion herein, and that we may be the better enabled in the power of the Lord’s 
strength to perform the same, we do again renew our Holcrnn League and 
Covenant; promising hereafter to make conscience of all the duties whereunto 
we are obliged, in all the heads and articles thereof, particularly of these that 
follow. 

L Because religion is of all things the most excellent and precious, the 
advancing and promoting the power thereof against all ungodliness and 
profanity, tho securing and preserving the purity thereof against all error, 
heresy, and schism, aud namely, Independently, Anabaptism, Antinomianism, 
Aiminianism, and Socinianism, Kamilism, Libertinism, Scepticism, and 
Brostiauism, and the carrying on the work of uniformity, shall be studied 
and endeavoured by us before all worldly interests, whether concerning the 
King, ourselves, or any other whatsomever. 2. Because many have of late 
laboured to supplant the liberties of the kirk, we shall maintain and defend 
the kirk of Scotland, in all her liberties and privileges, against all who shall 
oppose or undermine the some, or encrgach thereupon, under auy pretext 
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whatsomevcr. 3. Wo shall vindicate and maintain the liberties of the sub¬ 
ject^ in all these tilings which concern their consciences, persons, and estates. 
4. We shall carefully maintain and defend the union betwixt the kingdoms, 
and avoid every thing that may weaken the same, or involve us in any mea¬ 
sure of accession unto the guilt of those who havo invaded the kingdom of 
England, 5. As we have been always loyal to our King, #o wc shall still 
endeavour «to give unto God that which is God’s, and to Cesar the things 
which are Cesar's, (i. 4Vc shall bo so far from conniving at, complying with, 
or countenancing of, malignancy, injustice, iniquity, profanity, and impiety, 
that wc shall not only avoid mid discountenance those tilings, and cherish 
and encourage these persons who are zealou^for the cause of God, and walk 
according to the gospel; but also shall take a more effectual course than here¬ 
tofore, in our respective places and callings, for punishing and suppressing 
these evils; and faithfully endeavour, that the best and fittest remedies may¬ 
be applied for taking away til* causes thereof, and advancing the knowledge 
of God, and holiness and righteousness in the land. And therefore, in the 
lust place, as we shall earnestly pray unto God, that lie would give us aide 
wen, Jcanny (Jorl, men of truth, and hating caret uiisnc'-s, to judge and bear 
charge among his people; so we shall, according to our places and callings, 
endeavour that judicatories, and all places of power and trust, both in kiik 
and state, may consist of, and he tilled with, such men as arc of known good 
affection to the cause of God, and of a blameless and Christian conversation. 

And, because there be many, who heretofore have not made conscience of 
the oath of God, hut some through fear, others by persuasion, and upon base 
ends and human interests, havo enteicd thereinto, who have al'terwurds dis¬ 
covered themselves to have dealt deceitfully with the Lord, in swearing 
falsely by his name; therefore we, who do now renew our Covenant, in refer¬ 
ence to these duties, and all other duties contained therein, do, in the sight 
of him who is the Searcher ol hearts, solemnly profess that it is not upon any 
politick advantage, or private interest or by-end, or because of any terror or 
persuasion from men, or hypocritically nml deceitfully, t hat we do again take 
upon us the oath oi God, but honestly and sincerely, and liom the .sense of 
our duty; and that therefore, denying ourselves, and our own things, and 
laying undo all self-inf curst and ends, wo shall above all things seek the 
honour of God, the good of his came, and the wealth ol his people; and that 
forsaking the counsels of llcfdi and blood, and not 1< ailing upon carnal confi¬ 
dences, we shall depend upon the Lord, walk by the rule of his word, and 
hearken to the voice of his servants. In all which, professing our ow n weak¬ 
ness, we do earnestly pray to God, who is the Father ol mercies, through his 
Son Jesus Christ, to be merciful unto us, and to enable us, by tbe power of 
his might, that w*e may do our duty, unto the praise of his grace in tho 
churches. Amen.

An Act of the Parliament of the. Kingdom of Scotland, approving and 
establishing the Directory for Fubhck Worship. 

At Edinburgh, February 6, K545. 

1 1IIE Estates of Parliament now convened, in tlie second session of this first 
tiicnnial Parliament, by virtue of the last act of the last Parliament 
holden by his Majesty and the Three Estates, in anno 1041; after the pub- 
lick read ing and serious consideration of the actliniler-writ! eu ut the (ieneral 
Assembly, approving the following directory lor the publiek worship of God 
in the three kingdoms, lately united by the Solemn League and Covenant, 
together with the ordinance of the Parliament of England establishing the 
said Directory, and the Directory itself; do heartily and cheerfully agree to 
the said Diiec tory, according to the act of the (Ieneral Assembly approving 
the same. "Which act, together with the Directory itself, the Estates of 
Parliament do, without a contrary voice, ratify and appletc in all the Heads 
and Articles thereof; and do interpone and add the authority of Parliament 
to the said act of the (ieneral Assembly. And do ordain the tame to have 
the strength and force of a law ami act of Parliament, and execution to pass 
thereupon, for observing the said Directory, according to the said act of the 
(ieneral Assembly in all points.

Act of the. General Assembly of the Kirk of Scotlvm »,for the establishing and 
put ling tn Jvxte.ulton of the Directory joe the J'uUuk II or ship of God. 

TiniKHEAS an happy unity, and uniformity in religion amongst the kirks 
T Y of Christ, in these three kingdoms, united under one Sovereign, having 
been ling and earnestly wished tor by the godly and well-idler ted amongst 
us, was propounded us a main article of Hie large treaty, without which 
hand and bulwark, nr* sale, well-grounded, and lasting peace could be ex¬ 
pected ; and afterward, with greater strength and maturity, revived in the 
Solemn League and Covenant of the three kingdoms; whereby they stand 
straitly obliged to endeavour the nearest uniformity in one form of Chureh- 
government, Directory' of Worship, Confession of Faith, nml Form of Cate¬ 
chising; which hath also before, and sinqe our entering into that Covenant, 
been the matter of many supplications and remonstrances, and Bending Com¬ 
missioners to the King's Majesty; of declarations to the llonoui able Houses 
of the Parliament of England, and of letters to the Reverend Assembly of 
Divines, and others of the ministry of the kirk of England; being also the 
end of our sending Commissioners, as was desired, from this kirk, with com¬ 
mission to treat of uniformity in the four particulars al'orc-mentioned, with 
such committees as should he appointed by both Houses of Parliament, of 
England, and by the Assembly of Divines sitting ut Westminster; and be¬ 
side all this, it being, in point of conscience, the chief motive and end of our 
adventuring upon rnanilold and gif at hazards, for quenching the devouring 
flame of the present unnatural and bloody war in England, though to the 
weakening of this kingdom within itself, and the advantage of the enemy 
which have invaded it; accounting nothing too dear to us, so that this our 
joy he fulfilled. And now this great work being so far advanced, that a Di¬ 
rectory for the Publiek Worship of God in all the three kingdoms being 
agreed upon by the Honourable llouscs of the Parliament of England, after 
consultation with tie Divines of both kingdoms there assembled, and sent 
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to us for our approbation, that, being also agreed upon by this kirk and 
kingdom of Scotland, it may be in the name of both kingdoms presented to 
the King, for liiu royal consent and ratification; the General Assembly, 
having most seriously considered, revised, and examined the Directory afore¬ 
mentioned, after several publick readings of it, after much deliberation, 
both publickly and in private committees, after full liberty given to all to 
object againSt it, and eiynest invitations of all who have any scruples about 
it, to mako'known the same, that they might be satisfied; doth unanimously, 
and without a contrary voice, agreo to and approve the following Directory, 
in all the heads thereof, together with tl,c Preface set before it; and doth 
require, decern, and ordain, That, according to the plain tenor and meaning 
thereof, and the intent of the Preface, it be carefully and uniformly observed 
and practised by all the ministers and others within this kingdom whom it 
doth ooncern; which practice shall be begun, upon intimation given to the 
several presbyteries from tho Commissionc .’s of this General Assembly, who 
shall also take special care for timeous printing of this Directory, that a 
printed copy of it bo provided and kept for the use of every kirk in this 
kingdom; also that each presbytery have a printed copy thereof for their 
use, and take special notice of the observation or neglect thereof in every 
congregation within their bounds, aud make known the same to the Provin¬ 
cial or General Assembly, as there shall be cause. Provided always, That 
the clause in the Directory, of the administration of the Lord’s Supper, 
which mentioneth the communicants sitting about the table, or at it, be not 
interpreted us if, in the judgment of this kirk, it were indifferent, and free 
ibr any of tho communicants not to come to, and receive at the table; or as 
if we did approve the distributing of the elements by tho minister to each 
communicant, and not by the communicants among themselves. It is also 

I irovidcd, That this shall be no prejudice to the order and practice of this 
;irk, in such particulars as arc appointed by the books of discipline, and 
acts of General Assemblies, and are not otherwise ordered and appointed in 
the Directory. 

Finally, Tlie Assembly doth, with much joy and thankfulness, acknow¬ 
ledge the rich blessing and invaluable mercy ot God, in bringing the so much 
wished for uniformity in religion to such a happy period, that these king¬ 
doms, once at so great a distance in the form of worship, arc now, by the 
blessing of God, brought to a nearer uniformity than any other reformed 
kirks; which is unto us the return of our prayers, and a lightening of our 
eyes, and reviving of our hearts in tho midst of our many sorrows and suf¬ 
ferings ; a taking away, in a great measure, the reproach of tho people of 
God, to tho stopping of the mouths of malignant and disaffected persons; 
and an opening unto us a door of hope, that God hath yet thoughts of peace 
towards us, and not of evil, to give us an expected end; in the expectation 
and confidence whereof wc do rejoice; beseeching tho Lord to preserve these 
kingdoms from heresies, schisms, offences, prufaneness, and whatsoever is 
contrary to sound doctrine, nnd the power of godliness; and to continuo 
with us, and the generations following, these his pure and purged ordinances, 
together with an increase of the power and life thereof, to the glory of his 
great name, the enlargement of the kingdom of liis Son, the corroboration of 
peace and love between the kingdoms, tho unity and coinfot t of all his people, 
and our edifying one another in love. 
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T1IE PUBLICK WORSHIP OF GOD. 


THE PREFACE. 

I N the beginning of the blessed Reformation, onr wise and pious ancestors 
took cave to set forth an order for redress of many things, which they 
then, by the word, discovered to be vain, erroneous, superstitious, and ido¬ 
latrous, in the publielc worship of God. This occasioned many godly and 
learned men to rejoice much in the Book of Common Prayer, at that time 
set forth : because the mass, and the rest of the Latin service being removed, 
the publick worship was celebrated in our own tongue: many of the common 
people also received benefit by hearing the scriptures road in their own lan¬ 
guage, which formerly were unto them as a book that is sealed. 

llowboit, long and sad experience hath made it manifest, that the Liturgy 
used in the Church of England, (notwithstanding all the pains and religious 
intentions of the Compilers of it,) hath proved an offence, not only to many 
of the godly at home, but also to the reformed Churches abroad. For, not 
to speak of urging the reading of all the prayers, which very greatly increased 
the burden of it, the many unprofitable and burdensome ceremonies con¬ 
tained in it have occasioned much mischief, as well by disquieting the con¬ 
sciences of many godly ministers and people, who could not yield unto them, 
as by depriving them of the ordinances of God, which they might not enjoy 
witliout conforming or subscribing to those ceremonies. Sundry good Chris¬ 
tians have been, by means thereof, kept f»om the Lord’s table; and divers 
able and faithful ministers debarred from the exercise of tlieir ministry, (to 
the endangering of many thousand souls, in a time of such scarcity of faith¬ 
ful pastors.) and spoiled of their livelihood, to the undoing of them and tlieir 
families. Prelates, and their faction, have laboured to raise the estimation 
of it to such a height, as if there were no other worship, or way of worship 
of God, amongst us, but only the Hcrvicc-book; to the great hindcrance of 
the preaching of the word, and (in some places, especially of late) to tlm 
jostling of it out as unnecessary, or at best, as far inferior to the reading of 
common prayer; which was made no better than an idol by many ignorant 
and superstitious people, who, pleasing themselves in their presence at that 
service, and their lip-labour in bearing a part in it, have thereby hardened 
themselves in tlieir ignorance and carelessness of saving knowledge and true 
piety. 

In the meantime, Papists boasted that the book was a compliance with 
them in a great part of their service; and so were not a little confirmed in 
their superstition and idolatry, expecting rather our return to them, than 
endeavouring the rcfoimotion of tnemsclves: in which expectation they were 
of late very much encouraged, when, upon the pretended warmntableness of 
imposing of the former ceremonies, new ones were daily obtruded upon the 
Church. 

Add hereunto, (which was not foreseen, but since hath come to pass,) that 
the Liturgy hath been a great means, as on the one hand to make and in¬ 
crease an idle and unedifying ministry, which contented itself with set forms 
made to their bands by others, without putting forth themselves to exercise 
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the gift of prayer, with which our Lord Jesus Christ plcaseth to furnish all 
his servants whom he calls to that oiiice: so, on the other side, it hath been 
(and ever would be, if continued) a matter of endless strife and contention 
in the Church, and a snare both to many godly and faithful ministers, who 
have been persecuted and silenced upon that occasion, and to others of hope- 
fnl parts, many of which have been, and more still would bo, diverted from 
all thoughtaof the ministry toother studies; especially in th«sc latter times, 
wherein Cod vouebsafeth to his people more and better means for the dis¬ 
covery of error and superstition, and for attaining of knowledge in the mys¬ 
teries of godliness, and gifts in preaching and prayer. 

Upon these, anti many the like weighty considerations in reference to the 
whole book in general, and because of divers particulars contained in it.; 
not from any love to novelty, or intention to disparage our first reformers, 
(of whom we are persuaded, that, were they now alive, they would join with 
us in this work, and whom we acknowledge as excellent instruments, raised 
by God, to begin the purging and building of bis house, and desire they may 
beliad of us and posterity in everlasting remembrance, with thankfulness and 
honour,) lint that wo may in some measure answer the gracious providence 
of Uod, which at this time calleth upon us for further reformation, and may 
satisfy our own consciences, and answer the expectation of other reformed 
churches, and the desires of many of tho godly among ourselves, and withal 
give Mime publick testimony of our endeavours for uniformity in divine 
worship, which we have promised in our Solemn League and Covenant; wo 
have, after earnest and frequent calling upon the name of Hod, and after 
much consultation, not with flesh and blood, but with his holy word, re¬ 
solved to lay aside the former Liturgy, with the many rites and ceremonies 
formerly used in the worship of God; and have agreed upon this following 
Directory for all the parts of publick worship, at ordinary and extraordinary 
times. 

Wherein our care hath been to bold forth such things as are of divine 
institution in every ordinance; and other things we have endeavoured to set 
forth according to the rules of Christian prudence, agreeable to tho general 
rules of the word of Uod ; our meaning therein being only, that tho general 
heads, the sense and scope of the prayers, and other parts of publick worship, 
being known to all, there may be a consent of all the churches in those tilings 
that contain the substance of the service and woi ship of Hod; and the mini¬ 
sters may he hereby directed, in their administrations, to keep like soundness 
in doctrine and prayer, and may, if need be, have sonic help and furniture, 
and yet so as they become not hereby slothful and negligent in stirring up 
the gifts of Christ in them; but that each one, by meditation, by taking 
liced to himself, and the tiock of God committed to him, and by wise observ¬ 
ing the wnjs of Divine Providence, may be careful to furnish his heart and 
tongue with further or other materials of prayer and exhortation, as shall bo 
needful upon all occasions. « 

Of the Assembling of the Congregation , and their Behaviour in the Publick 

Worship of God. 

WHEN the congregation is to meet for publick worship, tho people (having 
f f _ before prepared their hearts thereunto) ought all to come and join 
therein; not absenting themselves from the publick ordinances through ne¬ 
gligence, or upon pretence of private meetings. 

Let all enter the assembly, not irreverently, but in a grave and seemly 
manner, taking their seats or places without adoration, or bowing themselves 
towards one place or other. 

The congregation being assembled, tho minister, after solemn calling on 
them to the worshipping of the great name of God, is to begin with prayer. 

“ In all reverence and humility acknowledging the incomprehensible great- 
“ ness and majesty of the Lord, (in whose presence they do then in a special 
" manner appear,) and their own vileness and unworthiness to approach so 
<( near him, with their utter inability of themselves to so great a work; and 
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" humbly beseeching him for pardon, assistance, and acceptance, in the whole 
“ service then to be performed; and for a blessing on that particular portion 
11 of his word then to be read: And all in the name and mediation of the 
** Lord Jesus Christ.” 

The publiek worship being begun, the people are wholly to attend upon it, 
forbearing to read any thing, except what the minister is then reading or 
citing; and abstaining much more from all private whisperings, ronforenees, 
salutations, or ifoing reverence to any person present or coming in; ns also 
from all gazing, sleeping, afld other indecent behaviour, which may disturb 
the minister or people, or hinder themselves or others in the service of God. 

It'any, through necessity, be hindered from being present at the beginning, 
they ought not, when they come into tlio congregation, to betake themselves 
to their private devotions, but reverently to compose themselves to join with 
the assembly in that ordinance of God which is then in hand. 


Of PvMick Reading of the Ilolg Scrijiturcs. 

R EADING of the word in the congregation, being part of the publiek wor- 
■ ship of (iod, (wherein we acknowledge our dependence upon him, and 
subjection to him,) and one mean sanctified by him for the edifying of his 
people, is to be performed by the pastors and teachers. 

Itowbcit, such as intend the ministry, may occasionally both read the 
word, and exercise their gift in preaching in the congregation, if allowed by 
the presbytery thereunto. 

All the canonical books of the Old and New Testament (but none of those 
which are commonly called Apncryjtha) shall be publickly read in the vulgar 
tongue, out of the best allowed translation, distinctly, tliut all may boar and 
understand. 

How large a portion shall be read at once, is left to the wisdom of the 
minister; but it is convenient, that ordinarily one chapter of each Testament 
he read at every meeting; and sometimes more, where the chapters be short, 
or the coherence of matter requireth it. 

It is requisite that all the canonical books ho read over in order, that the 
people may be better acquainted with the wliolo body of the scriptures; and 
ordinarily, where the reading in cither Testament cudcth on one Lord’s day, 
it is to begin the next. 

Wo commend also the more frequent reading of such scriptures as he that 
readeth shall think best for edification of his hearers, as the book of Psalms, 
and such like. 

When the minister who readeth shall judge it necessary to expound any 
part of what is read, let it not be done until the whole chapter or psalm be 
ended; and regard is always to be had unto the time, that neither preaching, 
nor other ord inanees be strai tened, or rendered tedious. Which rule is to bo 
observed in all other publiek performance^. 

Beside publiek reading of the holy scriptures, every person that can read, 
is to be exhorted to read the scriptures privately, (and all others that cannot 
read, if not disabled by age, or otherwise, are likewise to be exhorted to learn 
to mid,) and to have a Bible. 


Of Pvblick Prayer before the Sermon. 

A FTER reading of the word, (and singing of the psalm,) the minister who 
is to preach, is to endeavour to get liis own and his hearers hearts to lie 
rightly affected with their sins, tliftt they may all mourn in sense thereof 
before the Lord, and hunger and thirst after the grace of God in Jesus Christ, 
by proceeding to a more full confession of sin, with shame and holy confusion 
of face, and to call upon the Lord to this effect: 

“ To acknowledge our great sinfulness, First, by reason of original sin, 
“which (beside the guilt that makes us liable to everlasting damnation) is 
“ the seed of all other sins, hath depraved and poisoned all the faculties and 
“ powers of soul and body, doth defile our best actions, and (were it not re. 
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“ strained, or our hearts renewed by grace) would break forth into innumer- 
“ ablo transgressions, and greatest rebellions against the Lord that ever were 
“ committed by the vilest of the sons of men; and next, by reason of actual 
“ sins, our own sins, the sins of magistrates, of ministers, mid of the whole 
*• nation, unto which we are many ways accessory: which sins of ours receive 
“ many fearful aggravations, wc having broken all the commandments of the 
“Jioly, just, and "good law of God, doing that which is forbidden, and leaving 
*• undone wfiat is enjoined; and that not only out of ignorant ami infirmity, 
“ hut also more presumptuously, against the light of our minds, checks of 
*• our consciences, and motions of his own Holy Spirit to the contrary, so that 
“ we have no cloak for our sins; yea, iufc only despising the riches of God’s 
“ goodness, forbearance, nnji long-suffering, but standing out against many 
“ invitations and oilers of grace in the gospel; not endeavouring, as wc ought, 
“ to receive Christ into our hearts by faith, or to walk worthy of him in our 
“ lives. 

“To bewail our blindness of mind,’hatdncss of heart, unbelief, impeni- 
“ tency, security, lukewarmness, barrenness; our not endeavouring after 
*■ mortification and newness of life, nor after the exercise ot godliness in tho 
“ power thereof; and that the best of us have not so stcdlastly walked with 
“ God, kept our garments so unspotted, nor been so zealous of Jiis glory, and 
“ the good of others, as we ought: and to mourn over such other sins as the 
“ congregation is particularly guilty of, notwithstanding the manifold and 
“ greijt mercies oi our God, the love of Christ, the light of the gospel, and 
“ reformation of religion, our own purposes, promises, vows, solemn covenant, 
“ and other special obligations, to the contrary. 

“To acknowledge and confess, that, as wo are convinced of our guilt, to, 
“ out of’ a deep sense thereof, we judge ourselves unworthy of the smallest 
'• benefits, most worthy of God’s fiercest wrath, and of all the curses of the 
“ law, and heaviest judgments inflicted upon the most rebellious sinners; 
“ and that he might most justly take his kingdom and gospel from us, plague 
“ us with all sorts of spiritual and temporal judgments m this life, and after 
“ east us into utter darkness, in the lake that burnetii with fire and brini- 
“ stone, where is weeping and gnashing of teeth for evermore. 

“ Notwithstanding all which, to draw near to tho throne of grace, cncour- 
*■ aging ourselves with hope of a gracious answer of our prayers, in the riches 
*• and all-sutfn-iency of that only one oblation, the satisfaction and intorces- 
“ sion of the Lord Jesus Christ, at the right hand of his Father and our 
“ Father; and in confidence of tlio exceeding great and precious promises of 
*■ mercy and grace iu the new covenant, through the same Mediator thereof, 
“ to deprecate tho heavy wrath and curse of God, which we are not able to 
“ avoid, or bear; and humbly and earnestly to supplicate for mercy, iu the 
“ free and full remission of all our sins, ana that only for the bitter suller- 
“ ings and precious merits of that our only Saviour Jesus Christ. 

“ That the Lord would vouchsafe, to shed abroad bis love iu our hearts by 
“ tho Holy Ghost ; seal unto us,'by the same Spirit of adoption, tho fulL 
“ assurance of our pardon and reconciliation; comfort all that mourn in 
“ Zion, speak peace to tho wounded and troubled spirit, and bind up the 
“ broken-hearted: and as for secure and presumptuous sinners, that lie would 
“ open their eyes, convince their consciences, and turn them from darkness 
“ unto light, and from the power of Satan unto God, that they also may re- 
“ ecivc forgiveness of sin, and an inheritance among them that are sanctified 

by faith in Christ Jesus. 

“ With remission of sins through the blood of Christ, to pray for mnetifi- 
“ cation by his Spirit; the mortiticationrof sin dwelling in and many times 
“ tyrannizing over us; the quickening of our dead spirits with the life of God 
“ in Christ; grace to fit and enable us for all duties of conversation and cnll- 
“ ings towards God and men; strength against temptations; the sanctified 
“ use of blessings and crosses; and perseverance in faith and obedience unto 
“ tho end. 

“ To pray for the propagation of the gospel and kingdom of Christ to .ill 
11 nations; for the conversion of the Jews, the fulness of the Gentiles, the fall 
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“ of Antichrist, and the hastening of the second coming of our Lord; for the 
“ deliverance of the distressed churches abroad from the tyranny of the anti- 
“ Christian faction, and from the cruel oppressions and blasphemies of the 
“ Turk; for the blessing of God upon the reformed churches, especially upon 
“ the churches and kingdoms of Scotland, England, mid Ireland, now more 
“ strictly and religiously united in the Solemn National League and Oove- 
“ inuit; and for our plantations in the remote parts of the world; more par- 
“ ticulnrly for That church and kingdom whereof wo ig-o member#, that therein 
“ hod would establish perJbe and truth, the purity of all his ordinances, and 
“ the power of godliness; prevent and remove heresy, schism, profaneness, 
“ superstition, security, and unfruitful ness under the means of grace; heal 
“ alt our rents and divisions, and preserve us from breach of our Solemn 
“ Covenant. 

“ To pray for all in authority, especially for the King’s Majesty; that God 
‘‘would make him rich in blessings, both in his person and government; 
*' establish his throne in religion^md righteousness, save him from evil cunn- 
“ sol, and make him a blessed and glorious instrument for the conservation 
“ and propagation of the gospel, for the encouragement and protection ot 
‘‘ them that do well, the terror of all that do evil, and the great good of the 
“ whole church, and of all Ills kingdoms; for the conversion of the Queen, tin* 
“ religions education of the Prince, and the rest of the royal seed; for t ho 
“ comforting of the afflicted Queen of Bohemia, sister to our Sovereign; anti for 
“ the restitution and establishment of the illustrious Prince Charles, Elector 
“ Palatine of the Rhine, to all his dominions and dignities; for a blessing 
“ upon the High Court of Parliament, (when sitting in any of these king- 
“ (loins respectively,) the nobility, t-iio subordinate judges and magistrates, 
“ the gentry, and all the commonality; for all pastors and teachers, that Gou 
“would till them with Ids Spirit, make them exeniplarily holy, sober, just, 
“peaceable, and gracious in their lives; sound, liuthiuf, and powerful in 
“ their ministry; and follow all their labours with abundance ot success and 
“ blessing; and give unto all liis people pastors according to his own heart; 
“ for the universities, and all schools and religious seminaries of church and 
“commonwealth, that they may flourish more and more in learning and 
“ piety; lor the particular city or congregation, that God would pour out a 
“ blessing upon the ministry of the word, sacraments, and discipline, upon 
“ the civil government, and all the several families anti peivtms therein; for 
“ mercy to the afllioted under any inward or outward distress; for seasonable 
“ weather, and fruitful seasons, as the time may require: for averting the 
“judgments that we either feel or fear, or are liable unto, as famine, pesti- 
“ lcnce, the sword, and sucli like. 

“ And, with confidence of his mercy to liis whole church, and the acccpt- 
“ anee of our persons, through tlic merits and mediation of our High Priest, 
“ the Lord Jesus, to profess that it is the desire of our souls to have fellow* 
“ ship with God in the reverend and conscionable use of liis holy ordinances; 
“ and. to that purpose, to pray eamestly*for his grace and effectual assistance 
*■ to tne sanctification of liis holy sabbath, the Lord's day, in all the duties 
“ thereof, publick and private, both to ourselves, and to all other congrega- 
“ tions of his people, according to the riches and excellency of the gospel, 
“ this day celebrated and enjoyed. 

“ And because we liave been unprofitable hearers in times past, and now 
“ cannot of ourselves receive, as we should, tlio deep things of God, tho 
“ mysteries of Jesus Christ, which require a spiritual discerning; to pray, 
“ that the Lord, who teacheth to profit, would graciously please to pour out 
“ the Spirit of grace, together with the outward means thereof, causing us 
“ to attain such a measure of the excellency of the knowledge of Christ 
“ Jesus our Lord, and, in him, of the things which belong to our peace, that 
“ we may account all things but as dross in comparison of him; and that 
“ we, tasting the first-fruits of the glory that is to bo revealed, may long for a 
“ more full and perfect communion with him, that where he is, we may be 
•“ also, and enjoy the fulness of those joys and pleasures which 01*0 at his 
“ right hand for evermore. 
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“ More particularly, that God would in a special manner furnish his ser- 
“ vant (now called to dispense the bread of life unto his household) with 
“ wisdom, fidelity, zeal, and utterance, that he may divide the word of God 
“ aright, to every one his portion, in evidence and demonstration of the 
“ Spirit and power; and that the Lord would circumcise the ears and hearts 
“ of the hearers, to hear, love, and receive with meekness the ingrafted word, 

“ which is aide to save their souls; make them as good ground to receive in 
“ the good seed of the word, and strengthen them against the temptations of 
“ Hat an, the cares of the world, the hardness of tlfeir own hearts, and what- 
11 soever else may hinder their profitable and saving hearing; that so Christ 
“ may he so formed in them, and live in them, that all their thoughts may 
“ bo brought into captivity to the obedience of Christ, and their hearts 
“ established in every good word and work for ever.” 

We judge this to be a convenient order, in the ordinary nublick prayer; 
yet so, as the minister may defer (os in prudence he shall think meet) some 
part of these petitions till after his sermon, or offer up to God some of the 
thanksgivings hereafter appointed, in his prayer before his sermon. 

Of the Preaching of the Word. 

P REACHING of the word, being the power of God unto salvation, and one 
of the greatest and most excellent works belonging to the ministry of 
the gospel, should be so performed, that the workman need not be ashamed, 
but may save himself, and those that hear him. 

if is presupposed, (uccording to tho rules for ordination,) that the minister 
of Christ is in some good measure gifted for so weighty a service, by Ids 
skill in the original languages, and in such arts and sciences os are hand¬ 
maids unto divinity; by his knowledge in the whole body of theology, but 
most of all in the holy scriptures, having liis senses and heart exercised in 
them above the common sort of believers; and by the illumination of God’s 
Spirit, and other gifts of edification, which (together with reading and study¬ 
ing of tho word) he ought still to seek by prayer, and an humble heart, re¬ 
solving to admit and receive any truth not yet attained, whenever God shall 
make it known unto him. All which he is to make use of, and improve, in 
liis piivute preparations, before lie deliver in public wliat lie bath provided. 

Ordinarily, the subject of his sermon is to be some text of scripture, hold¬ 
ing forth some principle or head of religion, or suitable to some special occa¬ 
sion emergent; or be may go on in some chapter, psalm, or book of the holy 
scripture, as lie shall see fit. 

Let the introduction to his text be brief and perspicuous, drawn from the 
text itself, or context, or some parallel place, or general sentence of scrip¬ 
ture. 

If the text be long, (ns in histories or parables it sometimes must be,) let 
him give a brief sum of it; if short, a paraphrase thereof, if need be: in 
both, looking diligently to the scopts of tho text, and pointing at the chief 
heads and grounds of doctrine which he is to raise from it. 

In analysing and dividing liis text, ho is to regard more the order of matter 
than of words; and neither to burden the memory of the hearers in the 
beginning with too many members of division, nor to trouble their minds 
with obscure terms of art. 

In raising doctrines from the text, his care ought to be, Firtt. That the 
matter be the truth of God. Secondly, That it be a truth contained in or 
grounded on that text, that the hearers may discern how God teacheth it 
from thence. Thirdly, That ho chiefly insist upon those doctrines which are 
principally intended, and make most for the edification of the hearers. 

The doctrine is to be expressed in plain terms; or, if any thing in it need 
explication, it is to be opened, and the consequence also from the text cleared. 
The parallel places of scripture, confirming the doctrine, are rather to be 
plain and pertinent, than many, and (if need be) somewhat insisted upon, 
and applied to the purpose in hand. 

Tho arguments or reasons are to be solid, and, as much as may be, con-

vincing. The illustrations, of what kind soever, ought to be full of light, 
and such as may convey the truth into the hearer’s heart with spiritual 
delight. 

If any doubt obvious from scripture, reason, or prejudice of the hearers, 
seem to arise, it is very requisite to remove it, by reconciling the seeming 
differences, answering the reasons, and discovering and taking away the 
causes of prejudice and mistake. Otherwise it is not fit to detain the hearers 
with propounding or answering vain or wicked bavils, winch, as they are 
endless, so the propounding and answering of them doth more hinder thuu 
promote edification. , 

lie is not to rest in general doctrine t although never so much cleared and 
confirmed, but to bring it home to special usc,«by application to his hearers: 
which albeit it prove a work of great difficulty to himself, requiring much 
prudence, zeal, and meditation, and to the natural and corrupt man will bo 
very unpleasant; yet he is to^ndeavour to perform it in such a manner, 
that his auditors may feel the word of God to be quick and powerful, and a 
disccrner of the thoughts aud intents of the heart; and that, if any unbe¬ 
liever or ignorant person be present, he may have the secrets of his heart 
made manifest, and give glory to God. 

In the use of instruction or information in the knowledge of some truth, 
which is a consequence from his doctrine, lie may (when convenient) confirm 
it by a few firm arguments from the text in hand, and other places of scrip¬ 
ture, or from the nature of that common-place in divinity, whereof that 
truth is a branch. 

In confutation of false doctrines, he if neither to raise an old heresy from 
the grave, nor to mention a blasphemous opinion unnecessarily : hut, if tho 
people be in danger of an error, he is to confute it soundly, and endeavour 
to satisfy their judgments and consciences against all objections. 

In exhorting to duties, he is, as ho sccth cause, to teach also tho means 
that help to the performance of them. 

In denortation, reprehension, and publick admonition, (which require spe¬ 
cial wisdom,) let him, as there shall be cause, not only discover the nature 
mid greatness of the sin, with the misery attending it, hut also shew tho 
danger his hearers are in to bfi overtaken and surprised by it, together with 
the remedies and best way to avoid it. 

In applying comfort, whether general against all temptations, or particular 
against some special troubles or terrors, he is carefully to answer such ob¬ 
jections as a troubled heart and afflicted spirit may suggest to the contrary. 

It is also sometimes requisite to give some notes of trial, (which is very 
profitable, especially when performed by able and experienced ministers, 
with circumspection and prudence, and the signs clearly grounded on the 
holy scripture,) whereby the hearers may be able to examine themselves 
whether they have attained those graces, and performed those duties, to 
which he exhortetb, or be guilty of the sin reprehended, and in danger of 
the judgments threatened, or are such to whom the consolations propounded 
do belong; that accordingly they may be quickened and excited to duty* 
humbled for their wants and Bins, affected with their danger, and strength¬ 
ened with comfort, as their condition, upon examination, shall require. 

And, as he ncedeth not always to prosecute every doctrine which lies in 
his text, so is he wisely to make choice of such uses, os, by his residence and 
conversing with his nock, he findeth most needful and seasonable; and, 
amongst these, such os may most draw their souls to Christ, the fountain of 
light, noliness, and comfort.^ 

This method is not prescribedks necessary for every man, or upon every 
text; but only recommended, as being found by experience to be very much 
blessed of God, and very helpful for the people's understandings and memo¬ 
ries. 

But the servant of Christ, whatever his method be, is to perform his whola 
ministry: 

• 1. Painfully, not doing the work of the Lord negligently. 

2. Plainly, that the meanest may understand; delivering the truth not in 

2a 
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tho enticing words of man’s wisdom, but in demonstration of the Spirit and 
of power, lest the cross of Christ should be made of none effect; abstaining 
also from an unprofitable use of unknown tongues, strange phrases, and ca¬ 
dences of sounds and words; sparingly citing sentences of ecclesiastical or 
other human writers, ancient or modern, be they never so elegant. 

3. Faithfully, looking at the honour of Christ, the conversion, edification, 
and salvatioryof the people, not at his own gain or glory; kopping nothing 
bock which may promote those holy ends, giving to every one nis own por¬ 
tion, and bearing indifferent respect unto all, without neglecting the meanest, 
or sparing tho greatest, in their sins. 

4. Wisely, framing all his doctrines, exhortations, and especially his re¬ 
proofs, in such a manner as may be most likely to prevail; shewing all duo 
respect to each man’s person and place, and not mixing his own passion or 
bitterness. 

5. Gravely, as bccomcth the word of Gpd; shunning all such gesture, 
voice, and expressions, as may occasion tho corruptions of men to despise 
him and his ministry. 

6. With loving aftection, that tho people may see all coming from his godly 
zeal, and hearty desire to do them good. And, 

7. As taught of God, and persuaded in his own heart, that all that he 
tcachcth is the truth of Christ; and walking before his flock, as an examplo 
to them in it; earnestly, both in private and nublick, recommending his 
labours to tho blessing of God, and watchfully looking to himself, and tho 
flock whereof the Lord hath made him overseer: Ko shall the doctrine of 
ttuth be preserved uncorrupt, many souls converted and built up, and him¬ 
self receive manifold comforts of bis labours even in this life, and afterward 
the crown of glory laid up for him in the world to come. 

Where there arc more ministers in a congregation than one, and they of 
different gifts, each may more especially apply himself to doctrine or exhor¬ 
tation, according to the gift wherein he most excellcth, and as they shall 
agree between themselves. 


Of Prayer after Serjnon. 

T HE sermon being ended, the minister is “ To give thanks for tho great 
“ love of God, in sending his Son Jesus Christ unto us; for the commu- 
“ mention of his Holy Spirit; for the light and liberty of the glorious gospel, 
“ and the rich and heavenly blessings revealed therein; as, namely, election, 
“ vocation, adoption, justification, sanctification, and hope of glory *. for the 
“ admirable goodness of God in freeing the land from ontichristian darkness 
“ and tyranny, and for all other national deliverances; for the reformation 
“ of religion; for the covenant; and for many temporal blessings. 

“ To pray for the continuance of the gospel, and all ordinances thereof, in 
“ their purity, power, and liberty: ,to turn the chief and most useful heads 
“ of the sermon into some few petitions; and to pray that it may abide in 
“ the heart, and bring forth fruit. 

“ To pray for preparation for death and judgment, and a watching for tho 
“ coming of our Lord Jesus Christ: to entreat of God the forgiveness of the 
“ iniquities of our holy things, and the acceptation of our spiritual sacrifice, 
“ through the merit aud mediation of our great High Priest and Saviour the 
“ Lord Jesus Christ.” 

And because the prayer which Christ taught his disciples is not only a 
pattern of prayer, but itself a most comprehensive prayer, we recommend it 
also to be used in the prayers of the church. 

And whereas, at the administration of the sacraments, the holding pub- 
lick fasts and days of thanksgiving, and other special occasions, which may 
afford matter of special petitions and thanksgivings, it is requisite to express 
somewhat in our publics; prayers, (as at this time it is our duty to pray for 
a blessing upon the Assembly of Divines, the armies by sea and land, for tho 
defence of the King, Parliament, and Kingdom,) every minister is herein to 
apply himself in his prayer, before or after sermon, to those occasions: but, 
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for tho manner, he is left to his liberty, as God shall direct and enable him 
in piety and wisdom to discharge liis duty. 

The prayer ended, let a psalm be sung, if with conveniency it may be done. 
After which (unless some other ordinance of Christ, that oonccrneth the con¬ 
gregation at that time, bo to follow) let the minister dismiss the congrega¬ 
tion with a solemn blessing. 


Of tint Administration of the Sacranatits:

AND flRST, OF BAPTISM. 

• 

B APTISM, as it is not unnecessarily to bo delayed, so it is not to lie admi¬ 
nistered in any case by any private person, but by a minister of Christ, 
called to be the steward of th^, mysteries of God. 

Nor is it to bo administered in private places, or privately, but in the 
place of publick worship, and in the face of tho congregation, where the 
people may most conveniently seo and hear; and not in the places wlicro 
fonts, in tho time of Popery, were unfitly and superstitiously placed. 

The child to bo baptized after notice given to the minister the day before, 
is to bo presented by the father, or (in case of his necessary absence) by 
some Christian friend in his place, professing his earnest desire that tho 
child may be baptized. 

Before baptism, tho minister is to use some words of instruction, touching 
the institution, nature, use, and ends of this sacrament, shewing, 

“ That it is instituted by our Lord Jesus Christ: That it is a seal of tho 
“ covenant of grace, of our ingrafting into Christ, and of our union with 
“him, of remission of sins, regeneration, adoption, and life eternal: That 
“ the water, in baptism, representeth and signifieth both the blood of Christ, 
“ which takctli away all guilt of sin, original and actual; and the sauctify- 
“ ing virtue of the Spirit of Christ against the dominion of sin, and the cor- 
“ ruption of our sinful nature: That baptizing, or sprinkling and washing 
“ with water, signifieth the cleansing from sin by the blood and for the merit 
“ of Christ, together with the mortification of sin, and rising from sin to new- 
“ ness of life, by virtue of the death and resurrection of Christ: That tho 
“ promise is made to believers and their seed; and that the seed and pos- 
“ terity of the faithful, bom within the church, have, by their bi rth, i ntcrcst 
“ in the covenant, and right to the seal of it, and to the outward privileges 
“ of the church, under the gospel, no less than the children of Abraham in 
“ tho time of the Old Testament; the covenant of grace, for substance, hei ng 
“ the same; and the grace of God, and the consolation of believers, more 
“ plentiful than before: That the son of God admitted little children into 
“ his presence, embracing and blessing them, saying. Far of such is the knuj- 
“ domo/God: That children, by baptism, are solemnly received into tho 
“ bosom of tho visible church, distinguished from tho world, and them that 
“ are without, and united with believers; and that all who are baptized in 
“ the name of Christ, do renounce, and by their baptism are bound to fight 
“ against the devil, the world, and the flesh: That they arc Christians, and 
“ federally holy before baptism, and therefore arc they baptized : That the 
“ inward grace and virtue of baptism is not tied to that very moment of timo 
“ wherein it is administered; and that the fruit and power thereof reachcth 
“ to the whole course of our life; and that outward baptism is not so necos- 
“ sary, that, through the want thereof, the infant is in danger of damnation. 
“ or the parents guilty, if they do not contemn or neglect the ordinance of 
“ Christ, when and where it may be had." 

In these or the like instructions, the minister is to use his own liberty and 
godly wisdom, as the ignorance or errors in the doctrine of baptism, and tho 
edification of the people, shall require. 

He is also to admonish all that are present, 

• “ To look back to their baptism; to repent of their sins against their cove- 
“ nant with God ; to stir up their faith; to improve and make right use of 
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“ their baptism, and of the covenant sealed thereby betwixt God and their 
“ souls.” 

He is to exhort the parent, 

“ To consider the great mercy of God to him and his child; to bring up 
" the child in the knowledge of the grounds of the Christian religion, and in 
“ the nurture and admonition of the Lord; and to let him know the danger 
“ of God's wi^th to himself and child, if he bo negligent: 'requiring his 
“ solemn promise for the |>erformancc of his duty.”,. 

This b^ing done, prayer is also to bo joined with the word of institution, 
for sanctifying the water to this spiritual use; and the minister is to pray 
to this or the like effect: 

“ That tho Lord, who hath'not left us as strangers without the covenant 
“ of promise, but called us to the privileges of his ordinances, would gra- 
“ ciously vouchsafe to sanctify and bless his own ordinance of baptism at 
“ this time: That he would join the inward baptism of his Spirit with the 
“ outward baptism of water; make this baptism to the infant a seal of adop- 
“ tion, remission of sin, regeneration, and eternal life, nnd all other promises 
" of the covenant of grace: That the child may be planted into the likeness 
“ of tho death and resurrection of Christ; nnd that, the body of sin being 
“ destroyed in him, ho may serve God in newness of life all his days.” 

Then the minister is to demand the name of the child; which being told 
him, he is to say, (calling tho child by his name,) 

1 baptise thee tn the name of the Father , and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost. 

As he pronounceth these words, lie is to baptize the child with water: 
which, for the manner of doing of it, is not only lawful but sufficient, and 
fmost expedient to bo, by pouring or sprinkling of tho water on the face of 
the child, without adding any other ceremony. 

This done, ho is to give thanks and pray, to this or the like purpose: 

“ Acknowledging with all thankfulness, that the Lord is true and faithful 
“ in keeping covenant and mercy: That he is good and gracious, not only in 
“ that he numbereth us among nis saints, but is pleased also to bestow u[>on 
“ our children this singular token and badge of nis love in Christ: That, in 
“ his truth and special providence, he daily bringeth some into tho bosotn of 
“ his church, to bo partakers of his inestimable benefits, purchased by tho 
“ blood of his dear Son, for tho continuance and increase of his church. 

“ And praying, That the Lord would still continue, and daily confirm more 
“ and more this his unspeakable favour: That lie would receive the infant 
“ now baptized, and solemnly entered into the household of faith, into his 
“ fatherly tuition and defence, and remember him with the favour thfit ho 
“ sheweth to his people; that, if he shall be taken out of this life in his in- 
“ fancy, the Lord, who is rich in mercy, would be pleased to receive him up 
“ into glory; and if ho live, and attain the years of discretion, that the Lord 
“ would so teach him by liis ivord and Spirit, and make his baptism effectual 
“ to him, and so uphold him by his divine power and grace, that by faith he 
“ may prevail against tho devil, the world, and the flesh, till in the end ho 
“ obtain a full and final victory, and so be kept by the power of God through 
“ faith unto salvation, through Jesus Christ our Lord.” 

OF THE CELEBRATION OF THE COMMUNION, OB SACRAMENT OF THE LORD’S SUPPER. 

T HE communion, or supper of the Lord, is frequently to be celebrated; but 
how often, may bo considered and determined by tho ministers, and 
other church-governors of each congregation, as they shall find most con¬ 
venient for tbe comfort and edification of the people committed to their 
charge. And, when it shall bo administered, we juugc it convenient to be 
done after tho morning sermon. 

Tho ignorant and the scandalous are not fit to receive the sacrament of the 
Lord’s cupper. 

Where this sacrament cannot with convenience be frequently administered, 
it is requisite that publick warning be given the sabbath-day before tbe ad¬ 
ministration thereof; and that either then, or on some day of that week. 
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poractliing concerning that ovdinnnce, and the due preparation tliercunto, and 
participation thereof, be taught; that, by the diligent use of all means sancti- 
jtied of God to that end, both in pnblick and private, all may come better pre¬ 
pared to that heavenly feast. 

When the day is come for administration, the minister, having ended his 
sermon and prayer, shall make a short exhortation; 

“ Kxprcssiig the inestimable benefit wc have by this saortimont, together 
“ with the ends and usa thereof: setting forth the great necessity of having 
“ onr comforts and strength renewed thereby in this our pilgrimage and 
“ warfare: how necessary' it is that we como unto it with knowledge, faith. 

“ repentance, love, and with hungering and thirsting souls after Christ ana 
“ his benefits: how great the danger to cat and drink unworthily. 

“ Next, he is. in the name of Christ, on the one part, to warn all such as arc 
“ ignorant, scandalous, profane, or that live in any Bin or offence against their 
“ knowledge or conscience, that they presume not to come to that holy table; 

“ shewing them, that he that eateth and drinketh unworthily, entetli and 
“ driiikctli judgment unto himself: and, on the other part, he is in an especial 
“manner to invite and encourage all that labour under the sense of tho 
“ burden of their sin«, and fear of wrath, and desire to reach out unto a 
“ greater progress in grace than yet they can attain unto, to como to the 
“ Lord’s table; assuring them, in tho saino name, of case, refreshing, and 
“ strength to their weak and wearied souls." 

After this exhortation, warning, and invitation, the table being before 
decently covered, and so conveniently placed, that the communicants may 
orderly sit about it, or at it. the minister is to begin the action with sancti¬ 
fying and blessing the elements of bread and wine set before him, (tho bread 
in comely and convenient vessels, so prepared, that, being broken by him, and 
given, it may be distributed amongst the communicants; the wine also in 
large cups,) having first, in a few words, shewed that those elements, other¬ 
wise common, arc now set apart and sanctified to this holy use, by the word 
of institution and prayer. 

Let the words of institution bo read out of the Kvangolists, or out of tho 
first Epistle of the Apostle Paul to the Corinthians, Chap. xi. 2.'{. I have re¬ 
ceived of the Lord, Sic. to the 27th Verse, which the minister may, when ho 
seeth requisite, explain and apply. 

Let the prayer, thanksgiving, or blessing of the bread and wine, bo to this 
effect: 

“ With humble and hearty acknowledgment of the greatness of our misery, 
“ from which neither man nor nngel was able to deliver us, and of our great 
“ unworthiness of the least of all God’s mercies; to give thanks to God for all 
“ his benefits, and especially for that great benefit of our redemption, tho 
“ love of God the Father, the sufferings and merits of tho Lord Jesus Christ 
“ the Son of God, by which we are delivered; and for all mcaus of grace, the 
“word and sacraments; and for this*sacrament in particular, by which 
“ Christ, and all his benefits, are applied and sealed up unto us, which, not- 
“ withstanding the denial of them unto others, are in great mercy continued 
“ unto us, after so much and long abuse of them all. 

“ To profess that there is no other namo under heaven by which we can 
“ be saved, but the name of Jesus Christ, by whom alone we receive liberty 
11 and life, have access to the throne of grace, are admitted to cat and drink 
“ at his own table, and are sealed up by his Spirit to an assurance of happi- 
'* ness and everlasting life. 

“ Earnestly to pray to God, tho Father of all mercies, and God of all con- 
“ eolation, to vouchsafe his gracious presence, and the effectual working of 
“ his Spirit in us; and so to sanctify these elements both of bread and wine. 
“ and to bless his own ordinance, that we may receive by faith the body and 
“ blood of Jesus Christ, crucified for us, and so to feed upon him, that he may 
“ be one with us, and wo one with him; that he may live in us, and we in 
“ him, and to him who hath loved us, and given himself for us." 

• All which he is to endeuvour to perform with suitable affections, answer- 
able to such an holy action, and to stir up the like in tho people.

The elements being now sanctified by the word and prayer, the minister, 
being ut the table, is to take the bread in his hand, and say, in tliese expres¬ 
sions, (or other the like, used by Christ or his upostle upon this occasion:) 

“ Aceording to the holy institution, command, and example of our blessed 
“ Saviour Jesus Christ, I take this bread, and, having given thanks, break 
“ it, and give it unto you; (there the minister, who is also himself to com- 
“ munioate, is tC. break the bread, and give it to the comnumi&nts;) Take 
“ ye, eat ye; this is the body of Christ which is broken foi you; do this in rernem- 
41 hraitce of him.” 

In like’ manner the minister is to take tlfc cup, and say, in these expres¬ 
sions, (or other the like, used by Christ or the apostle upon the same occa¬ 
sion :) 

“ According to the institution, command, and example of our Lord Jesus 
“ Christ, I take this cup, and give it unto you ■ (here he givetli it to the com- 
“ niunicimts;) This cup is the new testament in the blood of Christ, which is shed 
“for the remission of the sms of many: drink ye all 0 / it. 

After all have communicated, the minister may, in a few words, put them 
in mind. 

“ Of the grace of Cod in Jesus Christ, held forth in tliis sacrament; and 
“ exhort them to walk worthy of it.” 

The minister iH to give solemn thanks to God, 

“ For his rich mercy, and invaluable goodness, vouchsafed to them in that 
“ sacrament; and to entreat for pardon for the defects of the whole service, 

and lor the gracious assistance of his good Spirit* whereby they may be 
“ enabled to walk in the strength of that grace, as becometh those who have 
“ received so great pledges of salvation.'’ 

The collection for the poor is so to bo ordered, that no part of the publick 
worship be thereby hindered. 

Of the Sanctification of the Lord!s Day. 

1 ^1113 Lord’s day ought to he so remembered bcforc-hand, as that all worldly 
business of our ordinary callings may be so ordered, and so timely and 
seasonably laid aside, as they may not be impediments to the due sanctifying 
of the day when it comes. 

The whole day is to bo celebrated as holy to the Lord, both in publick and 
private, as being the Christian sabbath. To which end, it is requisite, that 
tiiere be a holy cessation or resting all that day from all unnecessary labours; 
and nn abstaining, not only from all sports and pastimes, but also from all 
worldly words and thoughts. 

That tho diet on that day be so ordered, as that neither servants be un¬ 
necessarily detained from tho publick worship of God, nor any other person 
hindered from the sanctifying that day. 

That there be private preparations*of every person and family, by prayer 
for themselves, and for Goa s assistance of the minister, and for a blessing 
upon his ministry; and by such other holy exercises, as may further dispose 
tbcm to a more comfortable communion with God in his public ordinances. 

That all the people meet so timely for publick worship, tliat the wholo 
congregation may be present at the beginning, and with one heart solemnly 
join together in all parts of the publick worship, and not depart till alter 
the blessing. 

That what time is vacant, between or after the solemn meetings of the 
congregation in publick { be spent in reading, meditation, repetition of ser¬ 
mons ; especially by calling their families to an account of what they have 
heard, and catechising of them, holy conferences, prayer for a blessing upon 
the publick ordinances, singing or psalms, visiting the sick, relieving the 
poor, and such like duties of piety, charity, and mercy, accounting the 
sabbath a delight.

The Solemnization of Marriage. 

A LTHOUGH marriage be no sacrament, nor peculiar to the church of 
God, but common to mankind, and of publick interest in every com¬ 
monwealth ; yet, because such as marry arc to marry in the Loi-d, and have 
special need of instruction, direction, and exhortation, from the word of 
God, at tlicif entering into such a new condition, #nd of theiblessing of God 
upon them therein, we judge it expedient that marriage be solemnized by a, 
lawful minister of the word, that lie may accordingly counsel them, and 
pray for a blessing upon them. • 

Marriage is to be betwixt one man and ono woman only; and they, such 
ns are not within the degrees of consanguinity or affinity prohibited by tho 
word of God; and the parties are to he of years of discretion, tit to make 
their own choice, or, upon good grounds, to give their mutual consent. 

Before the solemnizing of nfhrriugc between any persons, their purpose of 
marriage shall be published by the minister three several sabbath-da) s, in 
the congregation, at the place or places of their most usual and coustant 
abode, respectively. And of this publication the minister who is to join 
them in marriage shall have sullicicnt testimony, before he proceed to solem¬ 
nize the marriage. 

Before that publication of such their purpose, (if the parties bounder age,) 
the consent of the parents, or others under whose power they are, (in case 
the parents be dead,) is to be made known to the church oilicers of that con¬ 
gregation, to be recorded. 

'I’hc like is to be observed in the proceedings of all others, although of age, 
whose parents are living, for their first marriage. 

And, in alter marriages of either of those parties, they shall be exhorted 
not to contract marriage without first acquainting their parents with it, (if 
with conveniency it may be done,) endeavouring to obtain their consent. 

Parents ought not to force their children to marry without their free con¬ 
sent, nor deny their own consent without just cause. 

After the purpose or contract of marriage hath been thus published, the 
marriage is not to be long deferred. Therefore the minister, having had 
convenient warning, and nothing being objected to hinder it, is publickly to 
solemnize it in the place appointed by authority for publick worship, before 
a competent number of credible witnesses, at some convenient hour of tho 
day, at any time of the year, except on a day of publick humiliation. And 
we advise that it be not on the Lord's day. 

And because all relations arc sanctified by the word and prayer, the mini¬ 
ster is to pray for a blessing upon them, to this effect: 

“ Acknowledging our sins, whereby we have made onrselveB less than tho 
“ least of all the mercies of God, and provoked him to embitter all our com- 
“ forts; earnestly, in the name of Christ, to entreat the Lord (whose prescnco 
" and favour is the happiness of evciy condition, and sweetens every rela- 
“ tion) to be their portion, and to own and accept them in Christ, who are 
“ now to bo joined in the honourable estate of marriage, the covenant of 
“ their God: and that, as he hath brought them together by his providence, 
“ he would sanctify them by his Spirit, giving them a new frame of heart fit 
“for their new estate; enriching them with all graces whereby they may 
“ perform the duties, enjoy the comforts, undergo the cares, and resist the 
“ temptations which accompany that condition, os bccometh Christians.” 

The prayer being ended, it is convenient that the minister do briefly declare 
unto tliem, out of the scripture* 

“The institution, use, and ends of marriage, with the conjugal duties, 
“ which, in all faithfulness, they are to perform each to other; exhorting 
“ them to study the holy word of God, that they may learn to live by faith, 
“ and to be content in the midst of all marriage cares and troubles, sancti- 
“ fying God’s name, in a thankful, sober, and holy use of all conjugal com- 
‘ ‘ forts; praying much with and for one another; watching over and provoking 
* “ each other to love and good works: and to live together as the heirs of the 
“ grace of life.” 
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After solemn charging of the persons to be married, before the great God, 
■who scarchcth all hearts, and to whom they must give a strict account at tho 
last day, that if either of them know any cause, by precontract or otherwise, 
why they may not lawfully proceed to marriage, that they now discover it; 
the minister (if no impediment be acknowledged) shall cause first the man to 
take the woman by the right hand, saying these words: 

1 N. do talc thee N. to bc\ny married wife, and do, in the presence of God, anil 
1 /'fore this congregation, promise and covenant to be a loving and faithful husband 
unto thee, until Uod shall separate us by death 

Then tho woman shall take,the man by tho right hand, and say these 
•words: 

] N. do take thee N. to he my married husband, and I do, in the presence of Gorl, 
and bejore this congregation,promise and covenant to be a lowing, faithful, and obe¬ 
dient wife unto llice, until God shall separate us by death. 

Then, without any further ceremony, tho minister shall, in tho face of the 
congregation, pronounce them to be husband and wife, according to God’s 
ordinance; and so conclude the action with prayer to this effect: 

“ That, the Lord would be pleased to accompany his own ordinance with 
“ his blessing, beseeching him to enrich tho persons now married, as with 
“ otbpv pledges of his love, so particularly with the comforts and fruits of 
“ marriage, to the praise of his abundant mercy, in and through Christ 
“ Jesus.” 

A register is to he carefully kept, wherein the names of the parties so 
married, with the time of their marriage, arc forthwith to be fairly recorded 
in a book provided for that purpose, for tho perusal of all whom it may con¬ 
cern. 


Concerning Visitation of the Sick. 

I T is the duty of tho minister not only to tench the people committed to liis 
charge in publick, but privately; and particularly to admonish, exhort, 
reprove, and comfort them, upon all seasonable occasions, so far as his time, 
strength, and personal safety will permit. 

lie is to admonish them, m time of health, to prepare for death; and, for 
that purpose, they are often to confer with their minister about the estate of 
their souls; and, in times of sickness, to desire his advice and help, timely 
and seasonably, before their strength and understanding fail them. 

Times of sickness and affliction are special opportunities put into his hand 
by God to minister a word in season to weary souls: because then the con¬ 
sciences of men arc or should be more awakened to bethink themselves of 
their spiritual estate for eternity; and Satan also takes advantage then to 
load them more with sore and heavy temptations; therefore the minister, 
being sent for, and repairing to the sick, is to apply himself, with all tender¬ 
ness and love, to administer some spiritual good to his soul, to this effect. 

lie may, from the consideration of the present sickness, instruct him out of 
scripture, that diseases come not by chance, or by distempers of body only, 
but by the wise and orderly guidance of the good hand of God to every par¬ 
ticular person smitten by them. And that, whether it he laid upon him out 
of displeasure for sin, for his correction and amendment, or for trial and 
cxeifise of hi* graces, or for other special an<| excellent ends, all his sufferings 
shall turn to his profit, and work together for his good, if he sincerely labour 
to make h sanctified use of God’s visitation, neither despising his chastening, 
nor waxing weary of his correction. 

If he suspect him of ignorance, he shall examine him in the principles of 
religion, especially touching repentance and faith; and, as he seeth cause, 
instruct him iu tho nature, use, excellency, and necessity of those graces; as 
also touching the covenant of grace; and Cnrist the Son of God, the Mediator 
of it; and concerning remission of sins by faith in him. 
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He shall exhort the sick person to examine himself, to search and try his 
former wavs, and his estate towards God. 

And if the sick person shall declare any scruple, doubt-, or temptation that 
are upon him, instiuctions and resolutions shall be given to satisfy and settle 
him. 

If it appear that lie hath not a due sense of his sins, endeavours ought to 
be used to cdiyincc him of his sins, of the guilt ajul desert of them; of the 
filth and pollution which the soul contracts by them; and of file curse of the 
law, and wrath of God, due to them; that he may he truly affected with and 
humbled for them: and withal make known the danger of deferring repent, 
anee, and of neglecting salvation at any time offered; to awaken his conscience, 
and rouse him up out of a stupid and eccuA condition, to apprehend the 
justice and wrath of God, before whom none can stand, but he that, lost in 
himself, lnycth hold upon Christ by faith. 

If he hath endeavoured to walk in tlio ways of holiness, and to seiwe God 
in uprightness, although not without many failings and infirmities; or, if 
his spirit be broken with the sense of sin, or east down through want of the 
sense of God’s favour; t-licn it will be fit to raise him up, by setting befoio 
him the freeness and fulness of God’s grace, the sutiicicney of righteousness 
in Christ, tho gracious offers in the gospel, that all who repent, uud believe 
with all their heart in God’s mercy through Christ, renouncing their own 
righteousness, shall have life and salvation in him. It may be also useful 
to shew him, that death hath in it no spiritual evil to bo feared by those 
that arc in Christ, because sin, tho sting of death, is taken away by "Christ, 
who hath delivered all that arc his from tho bondage of tho fear of death, 
triumphed over tho grave, given us victory, is himself entered into glory to 
prepare a place for liis people: so that neither life nor death shall be able 
to separate them from Goil's love in Christ, in whom such arc sure, though 
now they must be laid in the dust, to obtain a joyful and glorious resurrec¬ 
tion to eternal life. 

Advice also may be given, as to beware of an ill-grounded persuasion on 
mercy, or on the goodness of bis condition for heaven, so to disclaim all merit 
in himself, and to cast himself wholly upon God for mercy, in the sole merits 
and mediation of Jesus Christ, who hath engaged himself never to cast off 
them who in truth and sincerity come unto him. Caro also must be taken, 
that the sick person be not cast down into despair, by such a severe repre¬ 
sentation of the wrath of God due to him for Ins sins, as is not mollified by 
a sensible propounding of Christ and liis merit for a door of hope to every 
penitent believer. 

When tho sick person is best composed, may be least disturbed, and other 
necessary offices about him least hindered, tho minister, if desired, shall 
pray with him, and for him, to this effect: 

“ Confessing and bewailing of sin original and actual; the miserable con- 
“ dition of all by nature, as being children of wrath, and under the curse; 
“ acknowledging that all diseases, sicknesses, death, and hell itself, are the 
“ proper issues and effects thereof; imploring God’s mercy for the sick person, 
“ through the blood of Christ; beseeching that God would open his eyes, 
“ discover unto him his sins, cause him to see himself lost in himself, make 
“ known to him the cause why God smiteth him, reveal Jesus Christ to his 
“ soul for righteousness and life, give unto him his Holy Spirit, to create and 
“ strengthen faith to lay hold upon Christ, to work in him comfortable evi- 
“ dences of his love, to arm him against temptations, to take off' his heart 
“from the world, to sanctify l\js present visitation, to furnish him with 
*' patience and strength to bear it, und to give him perseverance in faith to 
“ the end. 

“ That, if God shall please to add to his days, he would vouchsafe to bless 
“ and sanctify all means of his recovery; to remove the disease, renew his 
“ strength, and enable him to walk worthy of God, by a laithful remem- 
41 brance, and diligent observing of such vows and promises of holiness and 
* “ obedience, as men are apt to make in times of sickness, that he may glo- 
*• rify God in the remaining part of his life. 
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“ And, if God have determined to finish his days by the present visitation, 
“ he may find such evidence of the pardon of all his sins, of his interest in 
“ Christ, and eternal life by Christ, as may cause liis inward man to be rc- 
“ newed, while his outward man dccayetli; that ho may behold death with- 
“ out fear, east himself wholly upon Christ without doubting, desire to bo 
“ dissolved and to be with Christ, and so receive the end of his faith, tho 
“ salvation of l%is soul, through the only merits and intercession of the hol’d 
“ Jesus Christ, our alone Saviour and all-sufficient . I tedecmer. ,,,, 

The minister shall admonish him also (as thcro shall be cause) to set his 
house in order, thereby to prevent inconveniences; to take care for payment 
of his debts, and to make restitution or satisfaction where lie hath done any 
wrong; to be reconciled to tlifiso with whom ho hath been at variance, and 
fully to forgive all men their trespasses against him, as he expects forgive¬ 
ness at the hand of God. 

Lmtly, The minister may improve the present occasion to exhort those 
about the sick person to consider their own mortality, to return to tho Lord, 
and make peace with him; in health to prepare for sickness, death, and 
judgment; and all the days of their appointed time so to wait until their 
change come, that when Christ, who is our life, shall appear, they may ap¬ 
pear with him in glory. 


Concerning Burial of the Dead. 

W HEN any person departeth this life, let the dead body, upon the day of 
burial, be decently attended from the house to the place appointed for 
publick burial, and there immediately interred, without any ceremony. 

And because the custom of kneeling down, and praying by or towards tho 
dead corpse, and other such usages, m the place where it lies before it bo 
carried to burial, are superstitious; and for that praying, reading, and sing¬ 
ing, both in going to ana at the grave, havo been grossly abused, are no way 
beneficial to the dead, and have proved many ways hurtful to the living; 
therefore let all such things bo laid aside. 

liowbeit, wc judge it very convenient, that the Christian friends, which 
accompany the dead body to the place appointed for publick burial, do apply 
themselves to meditations and conferences suitable to the occasion; and that 
the minister, as upon other occasions, so at this time, if ho bo present, may 
put them in remembrance of their duty. 

That this shall not extend to deny any civil respects or deferences at the 
burial, suitable to the rank and condition of the party deceased, while ho 
was living. 

Concerning Publick Solemn Fasting. 

T|7HEN some great and notablo judgments are either inflicted upon a 
f f people, or apparently imminent, or by some extraordinary provoca¬ 
tions notoriously deserved; as also when some special blessing is to be sought 
and obtained, publick solemn fasting (which is to continue tho whole day) 
is a duty that God cxpectcth from that nation or people. 

A religious fast requires total abstinence, not only from all food, (unless 
bodily weakness do manifestly disable from holding out till the fast be 
endea, in which case somewhat may be taken, yet very sparingly, to support 
nature, when ready to faint,) but also from all worldly labour, discourses, 
and thoughts, and from all bodily delights, and such like, (although at other 
times lawful.) rich apparel, ornaments, ana .such like, during the fast; and 
much more from whatever is in the nature or use scandalous and offensive, 
os gaudish attire, lascivious habits and gestures, and other vanities of either 
sex; which we recommend to all ministers, in their places, diligently and 
zealously to reprove, os at other times, so especially at a fast, without re¬ 
spect of persons, as there shall be occasion. 

Before the publick meeting, each fiunily and person apart are privately 
to use all religious care to prepare their hearts to such a solemn work, and 
to be early at the congregation. 
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So largo a portion of the day os conveniently may be, is to bo spent in 
publick reading and preaching of the word, with singing of psalms, lit to 
quicken affections suitable to such a duty: but especially in prayer, to this 
or the like effect: 

“ Giving glory to the great Majesty of God, the Creator, Preserver, and 
“ supreme Jiuler of all the world, the better to affect us thereby with an 
“ holy revertMjpe and awe of him; acknowledging.hia mnnif#Id, great, ami 

tender meffles, especially to the church and nation, the morn effectually 
“ to soften and abase our hearts before him; humbly confessing of sins of 
“ all sorts, with their several aggravations; justifying God’s righteous judg- 
“ incuts, as being fur less than our sins do deserve; yet humbly and earnestly 
“ imploring his mercy and graco for ourselves, tlio church and nation, for 
“ our king, and all in authority, and for all others for whom we are bound 
“ to pray, (according us the present exigent requireth,) with more special 
“ importunity and enlargcmcutfthan at other times; applying by faith tlio 
“ promises and goodness of God for pardon, help, and deliverance from the 
“ evils felt, feared, or deserved j and for obtaining the blessings which we 
“ need and expect; together with a giving up of ourselves wholly and lor 
“ ever unto the Lord.” 

In all these, the ministers, who arc the mouths of the people unto God, 
ought so to speak from their hearts, upon serious and thorough premedita¬ 
tion of them, that both themselves and their people may be muon affected, 
and even melted thereby, especially with sorrow for their sins; that it may 
be indeed a day of deep humiliation and afflicting of the soul. 

Special choice is to be made of such scriptures to be read, and of such texts 
for preaching, as may best work the hearts of the hearers to tho special 
business of the day, and most dispose them to humiliation and repentance: 
insisting most on those particulars which each minister’s observation and 
experience tells him are most conducing to the edification and reformation 
of that congregation to which he preachcth. 

Before the close of the publick duties, the minister is, in his own and the 
people’s name, to engage his and their hearts to be the Lord’s, with professed 
puiqiose and resolution to reform whatever is amiss among them, and more 
particularly such sins os they have been more remarkably guilty of; and to 
draw near unto God, and to walk more closely and faithfully with him in 
new obedience, than ever before. 

He is also to admonish the people, with all importunity, that the work of 
that day doth not end with the public duties of it, but that they aro so to 
improve the remainder of the day, and of their whole life, in reinforcing 
upon themselves and their families in private all those godly affections and 
resolutions which they professed in publick, as that they may be settled in 
their hearts for ever, and themselves may more sensibly find that God hath 
smelt a sweet savour in Christ from. their performances, and is pacified 
towards them, by answers of grace, lit pardoning of Bin, in removing of 
.judgments, in averting or preventing of plagues^ and in conferring of bless¬ 
ings, suitable to the conditions and prayers of his people, by Jesus Christ. 

Besides solemn and general fasts enjoined by authority, we judge that, at 
other times, congregations may keep days of fasting, as divine providence 
shall administer unto them special occasion; and also that families may do 
the same, so it be not on days wherein the congregation to which they do 
belong is to meet for fasting, or other publick duties of worship. 


Concerning the Observation of Days of Publick Thanksgiving. 

W HEN any such day is to be kept, let notice be given of it, and of the 
occasion thereof, some convenient time before, that the people may 
the better prepare themselves thereunto. 

• The day being come, and the congregation (after private preparations) 
being assembled, the minister is to begin with a word of exhortation, to stir 
up the people to the duty for which they aro met, and with a short prayer 

• i 
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for God’s assistance and blessing, (as at other conventions for publick wor¬ 
ship,) according to the particular occasion of their meeting. 

Let him then make some pithy narration of the deliverance obtained, or 
mercy received, or of whatever hath occasioned that assembling of the con¬ 
gregation, that all may better understand it, or be minded of it, and more 
affected with it. 

And, bccausp singing of psalms is of all other the most prober ordinanco 
for expressing of joy and thanksgiving, let some pertinent psfltm or psalms 
be sung for that purpose, before or alter the reading of some portion of the 
word suitable to the present business. e 
Then let tho minister, who is to preach, proceed to farther exhortation 
and prayer before his sermdii, with special reference to tho present work: 
sifter which, let him preach upon some text of scripture pertinent to tho 
occasion. 

The sermon ended, let him not only pray, m at other times after preaching 
is directed, with remembrance of tno necessities of the Church, King, and 
State, (if before the sermon they were omitted,) but enlarge himself in duo 
and solemn thanksgiving for former mercies and deliverances; but more 
especially for that which at the present calls them together to give thanks: 
with humble petition for tho continuance and renewing of God’s wonted 
mercies, as need shall be, and for sanctifying grace to make a right use 
thereof. And so, having sung another psalm, suitable to the mercy, let him 
dismiss the congregation with a blessing, that thoy may have some conveni¬ 
ent time for tlicir repast, and refreshing. 

Hut the minister (beforo their dismission) is solemnly to admonish them 
to beware of all excess and riot, tending to gluttony or drunkenness, and 
much more of these sins themselves, in their eating and refreshing; and to 
tako care that their mirth and rejoicing be not carnal, but spiritual, which 
may make God's praise to be glorious, and themselves humble and sober; and 
that both their feeding and rejoicing may render them inoro cheerful and 
enlarged, further to celebrate his praises in the midst of tho congregation, 
when they return unto it in the remaining part of that day. 

When the congregation shall bo again assembled, the like course in pray¬ 
ing, reading, preaching, singing of psalms, and offering up of more praise and 
thanksgiving, that is before directed for the morning, is to be renewed and 
continued, so far as the time will give leave. 

At one or both of tho publick meetings that day, a collection is to be made 
for the poor, (and in the like manner upon the day of publick humiliation,) 
that their loins may bless us, and rejoice the more with us. And the pcoplo 
are to bo exhorted, at the end of the latter meeting, to spend tho residue of 
that day in holy duties, and testifications of Christian love and charity one 
towards another, and of rejoicing more and more in the Lord; as becometh 
those who make tho joy of the Lord their strength. 

« 

Of Singing of Psalms. 

I T is the duty of Christians to praise God publickly, by singing of psalms 
together in the congregation, and also privately in the family. 

In singing of psalms, the voice is to be tunubly and gravely ordered; but 
the chief care must be to sing with understanding, and with grace in tho 
heart, making melody unto the Lord. 

That the whole congregation may join herein, every one that can read is 
to have a psalm book; and all others, noti disabled by age or otherwise, are 
to be exhorted to learn to read. But for the present, where many in tho 
congregation cannot read, it is convenient that the minister, or some other 
fit person appointed by him and the other ruling officers! do read tho psalm, 
line by line, before the singing thereof 
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AN APPENDIX, 

Touching Days and Places for Puhlick Worship. 

T HERE is no (lay commanded in scripture to bo kept holy under the gospel 
but the Lord’s day, which is the Christian Sabbath. 

Festival days, vulgarly called Holy-days , having no warranfein the word of 
God, are not to be continued. 

Neverthelcss, it is lawful and necessary, upon special emergent occasions, 
to separate a day or days for puMick fasting or thanksgiving, ns the several 
eminent and extraordinary dispensations of Gjd’s providence shall adminis¬ 
ter cause and opportunity to his people. 

As no place is capablo of any holiness, under pretence of whatsoever dedi¬ 
cation or consecration; so neither is it subject to such pollution by any 
superstition formerly used, antPnow laid aside, as may render it unlawful or 
inconvenient for Christians to meet together therein for the puhlick worship 
of God. And therefore we holjl it requisite, that the places of puhlick as¬ 
sembling for worship among us should bo continued and employed to that 
us& 
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Ezine, xlill. 11.—And if they be ashamed of alt that they havo done, shew them the form 
of the house, and the fashion thereof, and the goings out thereof, and the comings in 
thereof, and all the forms thereof,—and all the laws thereof: and write it in their 
sight, that they may keep the whole form thereof, and all the ordinances thereof, 
and do them.

Act of the General Assembly of the Kirk of Scotland, approving the Propo- 
4 sitions concerning Kirk-government , and Ordination of Ministers. 

T I1E General Assembly being most desirous and solicitous, not only of the 
establishment and preservation of the Form of Kirk-government in this 
kingdom, according to the word of God, books of Discipline, acts of General 
Assemblies, and National Covenant, but also of an uniformity in Kirk- 
govemment betwixt these kingdoms, now more straitly and strongly united 
by tho late Solemn League and Covenant; and considering, that as in former 
times there did, so hereafter there may arise, through the nearness of con¬ 
tagion, manifold mischiefs to this kirk from a corrupt form of government 
in the kirk of England: likeas the precious opportunity of bringing the kirks 
of Christ in all the three kingdoms to an uniformity in Kirk-government 
being the happiness of tho present times abovo the former; which may also, 
by the blessing of God, prove an effectual mean, and a good foundation to 
prepare for a safe and well-grounded pacificdSon, by removing the cause from 
which the present pressures and blooay wars did originally proceed: and now 
the Assembly having thrico read, and diligently examined, the propositions 
(hereunto annexed) concerning the officers, assemblies, and government of 
the kirk, and concerning the ordination of ministers, brought unto us, os tho 
results of tho long and learned debates of the Assembly of Divines sitting at 
Westminster, and of the treaty of uniformity with the Commissioners of this 
kirk there residing; after mature deliberation, and after timeons calling 
upon, and warning of all, who have any exceptions against the same, to make 
them known, that they might receive satisfaction; doth agree to and approve 
the propositions afore-mentioned, touching Kirk-govemment and Oraina- 
tion; and doth hereby authorize the Commissioners of this Assembly, who 
arc to meet at Edinburgh, to agree to and conclude in the name of this As¬ 
sembly, an uniformity betwixt tho kirks in both kingdoms, in the afore¬ 
mentioned particulars, so soon as the same shall be ratified, without any 
substantial alteration, by an ordinance of the honourable Houses of the Par¬ 
liament of England; which ratification shall bo timely intimate and made 
known by the Commissioners of this kirk residing at London. Provided 
always, That this act be no ways prejudicial to tho further discussion and 
examination of that articlo which holds forth, That the doctor or teacher 
hath power of the administration of the s&oramcnts, as well as the pastor; as 
also a of the distinct rights and interests of presbyteries and people in the 
calling of ministers; but that it shall he free to debate and discuss these 
points, os God shall be pleased to give further light.

36, where preaching and prayer are 
joined as several parts of tfie same office. 11 The office of the elder 
(that is, the pastor) is to pray for the siA, even in private, to which a 
blessing is especially promised; much more therefore ought he to per¬ 
form this in the publick execution of his office, as a part thereof. 1 
To read the scriptures publickly; for the proof of which,

gifts in which each of them doth most excel/ And he that doth more 
excel in exposition of scripture, in teaching sound doctrine, and in con¬ 
vincing gainsayers, than he doth in application, and is accordingly em¬ 
ployed therein, may be called a teacher, or doctor, (the places alleged 
by the notation of the word do prove the proposition.) Nevertheless, 
where is but one minister in a particular congregation, he is to per¬ 
form, as far as he is able, the whole work of the ministry. 1

Of particular Congregations. 

I T is lawful and expedient that there be fixed congregations, that is, 
a certain company of Christians to meet in one assembly ordinarily 
for publick worsnip. When believers multiply to such a number, that 
they cannot conveniently meet in one place, it is lawful and expedient 
that they should be dividbd into distinct and fixed congregations, for 
the better administration of such ordinances as belong unto them, 
and the discharge of mutual duties/ ' 

The ordinary way of dividing Christians into distinct congregations, 
and most expedient for edification, is by the respective bounds of their 
dwellings. 

First, Because they who dwell together, being bound to all kind of 
moral duties one to another, have the better opportunity thereby to 
discharge them; which moral tye is perpetual; for Christ came not to 
destroy the law, but to fulfil it. 1 * 

Secondly, The communion of saints must be so ordered, as may 
stand with tin; most convenient use of the ordinances, and discharge 
of moral duties, without respect of persons. 11 

Thirdly, The pastor and people must so nearly cohabit together, 
as that they may mutually perform their duties each to other with 
most canvenieney. 

In this company some must be set apart to bear office.

Authoritative suspension from the Lord’s table, of a person not yet 
cast out of the church, is agreeable to the scripture:

The ruling officers of a particular congregation have power autho • 
ritatively to suspend from the Lord’s table a person not yet cast out of

First , Because those who have authority to judge of, and admit, 
such as are fit to receive the sjflcrament, have authority to keep hack

Secondly , Because it is an ecclesiastical business of ordinary prac¬ 
tice belonging to that congregation. 

When congregations are divided and fixed, they need all mutual 
help one from another, both in regard of their intrinsieal weaknesses 
and mutual dependence, as also in regard of enemies from without.

He is to be examined and approved by those by whom he is to bo 
ordained.' 

No man is to be ordained a minister for a particular congregation, 
if they of that congregation can shew just cause of exception against 
hiIn. , 


Touching the Power of Ordination. 


O RDINATION is the act of a presbytery. 4 

The power of ordering the whole work of ordination is in the 
whole presbytery, which, when it is over more congregations than one,

It is very requisite, that no single congregation, that can conve¬ 
niently associate, do assume to itself all and sole power in ordination: 

1. Because there is no example in scripture that any single congrega¬ 
tion, whicii might conveniently associate did assume to itself all and 
sole power in ordination; neither is there an^ rule whfeh may warrant 
such a practice. 

2. Because there is in scripture example of an ordination in a pres¬ 
bytery over divers congregations; as in tte church of Jerusalem, where 
were many congregations: these many congregations wero under one 
presbytery, and this presbytery did ordain. 

The preaching presbyter* orderly associated, either in cities or neigh¬ 
bouring villages, arc thoso to whom the imposition of hands doth ap¬ 
pertain, for those congregations within their bounds respectively.

4. Every minister of the word is to be ordained by imposition of 
hands, and prayer, with fasting, by these preaching presbyters to whom 
it doth belong.* 

5. The power of ordering the whole work of ordination is in the 
whole presbytery, wliich, when it is over more congregations than one, 
whether those congregations be fixed or not fixed, in regard of officers 
or members, it is indifferent as to the point of ordination.* 

f*. It is agreeable to the word, and very expedient, that such as are 
to be ordained ministers be designed to some particular church, or 
other ministerial charge. b 

7. He that is to be ordained minister, must be duly qualified, both 
for life and ministerial abilities, according to the rules of the apostle.® 

8. He is to be examined and approved by those by whom he is to 

be ordained.* • 

9. No man is to be ordained a minister for a particular congrega¬ 
tion, if they of that congregation can shew just cause of exception 
against him.® 

10. Preaching presbyters orderly associated, either in cities or neigh¬ 
bouring villages, are those to whom the imposition of hands doth ap¬ 
pertain, for those congregations within their bounds respectively.* 

11. In extraordinary cases, something extraordinary may be done,

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until a settled order may be had, yet keeping as near as possibly may 
be to the rule.* 

12. There is at this time (as we humbly conceive) an extraordinary 
occasion for a way of ordination for the present supply of ministers.

I T being manifest by the word of God, that no man ought to take 
upon him the office of a minister of the gospel, until ho bo lawfully 
ealled and ordained thereunto; and that the work of ordination is to 
be performed with all due care, wisdom, gravity, and solemnity, wo 
humbly tender these directions, as requisite to be observed. 

1. He that is to be ordained, being either nominated by the people, 
or otherwise commended to the presbytery, for any place, must ad¬ 
dress himself to the presbytery, and bring with him a testimonial of 
his taking the Covenant of the three kingdoms; of his diligence and 
proficiency in his studies; what degrees he hath taken in the univer¬ 
sity, and what hath been the time of his abode there; and withal of 
his age, which is to be twenty-four years; but especially of his life and 
conversation. 

2. Which being considered by the presbytery, they are to proceed 
to enquire touching the grace of God in him, and whether he be of 
such holiness of life as is requisite in a minister of the gospel; and to 
examine him touching his learning and sufficiency, and touching the 
evidences of his calling to the holy ministry; and, in particular, his fair 
and direct ealling to that place. 

The Rules for Examination are these: 

“ (1.) That the party examined be dealt withal in a brotherly way, 
“ with mildness of spirit, and with special respect to the gravity, mo- 
“ desty, and quality of every one. 

“ (2.) He shall be examined touching his skill in the original tongues,

“ (3.) What authors in divinity he hath read, and is brst acquainted 
“ with; and trial shall be made in his knowledge of the grounds of 
“ religion, and of his ability to defend the orthodox doctrine contained 
“ in theifl against all unsound and erroneous opinions, especially these of 
“the present age; «of his skill in the sense and mcairtng of such places 
“ of scripture .as shall be proposed unto him, in cases of conscience, and 
“ in the chronology of the rffcripture, and the ecclesiastical history. 

“ (4.) If he hath not before preacheAin publick with approbation of 
“ such as are able to judge, he shall, at a competent time aligned him, 
“ expound before the presbytery such a place of scripture as shall be 
“given him. * 

“ (5.) He shall also, within a competent time, frame a discourse in 
“ Latin upon such a common-place or controversy in divinity as shall 
“ be assigned to him, and exhibit to the presbytery such theses as ex- 
“ press the sum thereof, and maintain a dispute upon them. 

“ (6.) He shall preach before the people,—the presbytery, or some of 
“the ministers of the word appointed by them, being present. 

“ (7.) The proportion of his gifts in relation to the place unto which 
“he is called shall be considered. 

“ (8.) Beside the trial of his gifts in preaching, he shall undergo an 
“ examination in the premises two several days, and more, if the pres- 
“ bytery shall judge it necessary* 

“ (9.) And as for him that hath formerly been ordained a minister, 
“ and is to be removed to another charge, he shall bring a testimonial 
“ of his ordination, and of his abilities and conversation, whereupon 
“ his fitness for that place shall be tried by his preaching there, and 
“ (if it shall be judged necessary) by a further examination of him.” 

3. In all which he being approved, he is to be sent to the church 
where he is to serve, there to preach three several days, and to con¬ 
verse with the people, that they may have trial of his gifts for their 
edification, and may have time and occasion to enquire into, and tho 
better to know, his life and conversation. 

4. In the last of those three days appointed for the trial of his gifts 
in preaching, there shall be sent from the presbytery to the congregju 
tion a publick intimation in writirtg, which shall be publickly read be¬ 
fore the people, and after affixed to the church-door, to signify that 
such a day a competent number of the members of that congregation, 
nominated by themselves, shall appear before the presbytery, to give* 
their consent and approbation to such a man to be their minister; or 
otherwise, to put in, with all Christian discretion and meekness, what 
exceptions they have against him. And if, upon the day appointed, 
there be no just exception against him, but the people give their con¬ 
sent, then the presbytery shall proceed to prdination. 

6. Upon the day appointed for ordination, which is to be performed 
in that church where he that is to be ordained is to serve, a solemn 
fast shall be kept by the congregation, that they may the more earnestly 
join in prayer for a blessing upon the ordinances of Christ, and the 
labours of his servant for their good. The presbytery shall come to 
the place, or at least three or four ministers of the word shall be sent 
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thither from the presbytery; of which one appointed by the presbytery 
shall preach to the people concerning the office and duty or ministers 
of Christ, and how the people ought to receive them for their work’s 
sake. 

fi. After the sermon, the minister who hath preached shall, in the 
face of the congregation, demand of him who is now to be'ordained, 
concerning his f&ith in Cfirist Jesus, and his persuasion of the truth 
of the reformed religion, according to the scriptures; his sincere in¬ 
tentions and ends in desiring to enter into this calling; his diligence 
in praying, reading, meditation, preaching, ministering the sacraments, 
discipline, and doing all ministerial duties towards his charge; his zeal 
and faithfulness in maintaining the truth of the gospel, and unity of 
the church, against error and schism; his care that himself and his 
family may be unblameable, and examples to the Hock; his willingness 
and humility, in meekness of spirit, to submit unto the admonitions of 
his brethren, and discipline of the church; and his resolution to con¬ 
tinue in his duty against all trouble and persecution. 

7. In all which having declared himself, professed his willingness, 
and promised his endeavours, by the help of (Jod; the minister like¬ 
wise shall demand of the people concerning their willingness to receive 
and acknowledge him as the minister of Christ; and to obey and sub¬ 
mit unto him, as having rule over them in the Lord; and to maintain, 
encourage, and assist him in all the parts of his office. 

8. Which being mutually promised by the people, the presbytery, 
or the ministers sent from them for ordination, shall solemnly set him 
apart to the office and work of the ministry, by lajing their hands on 
him, which is to be accompanied with a short prayer or blessing, to 
this effect: 

“ Thankfully acknowledging the great mercy of God in sending 
“ Jesus Christ for the redemption of his people; and for his ascension 
“ to the right hand of God the Father, and thence pouring out his 
“ Spirit, and giving gifts to men, apostles, evangelists, prophets, pas- 
“ tors, and teachers; for the gathering and lmildmg up of his church; 
“ and for fitting and inclining this man to this great work: * to cn- 

treat him to fit him with his lloly Spirit, to give him (who in his 
“ name we thus set apart to this holy service) to fulfil the work of his 
“ ministry in all things, that he may both save himself, and his people 
“ committed to his charge.” 

9. This or the like form of prayer and blessing being ended, let the 
‘minister who preached briefly exhort him to consider of the greatness 

of his office and work, the danger of negligence both to himself and 
his people, the blessing which will accompany his faithfulness in this 
life, and that to coine; and withal exhort the people to carry them¬ 
selves to him, as to their minister in the Lord, according to their solemn 

E romiso made before. And so by prayer*commeuding both him and 
is flock to the grace of God, after singing of a psalm, let the assem¬ 
bly be dismissed with a blessing. 

10. If a minister be designed to a congregation, who hath been 
formerly ordained presbyter according to the form of ordination which

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hath been in the church of England, which we hold for substance to 
be valid, and not to be disclaimed by any who have received it; then, 
there being a cautious proceeding in matters of examination, let him 
be admitted without any new ordination. 

11. And in case any person already ordained minister in Scotland, 
or in anjPothev reformed church, be designgd to another congregation 
in England, he is to bring from that church to th<? presbytery here, 
within which that congregation is, a sufficient testimonial of his ordi¬ 
nation, of his life and conversation while he lived with them, and of 
the causes of his removal; and to undergo such a trial of his fitness 
and sufficiency, and to have the same course held with him in other 
particulars, as is set dowij in the rule immediately going before, touch¬ 
ing examination and admission. 

12. That records be carefully kept in the several presbyteries, of the 
names of the persons ordained, with their testimonials, the time and 
place of their ordination, of the presbyters who did impose hands upon 
them, and of the charge to which they are appointed. 

13. That no money or gift, of what kind soever, shall he received 
from the person to be ordained, or from any on his behalf, for ordi¬ 
nation, or ought else belonging to it, by any of the presbytery, or any 
appertaining to any of them, upon what pretence soever. 

Thus far of ordinary Rules , and course of Ordination, in the ordinary 

way; that which concerns the extraordinary way, requisite to be 

now practised, followeth. 

1. In these present exigencies, while we cannot have any presby¬ 
teries formed up to their whole power and work, and that many minis¬ 
ters are to bo ordained for the service of the armies and navy, and to 
many congregations where there is no minister at all; and where (by 
reason of the publick troubles) the people cannot either themselves en¬ 
quire and find out one who may be a faithful minister for them, or 
have any with safety sent unto them, for such a solemn trial as was 
before mentioned in the ordinary rules; especially, when there can be 
no presbytery near unto them, to whom they may address themselves, 
or w'hich may come or send to them a fit man to be ordained in that 
congregation, and for that people; and yet notwithstanding, it is re¬ 
quisite that ministers be ordained for them by some, who, being set 
apart themselves for the work of the ministry, have power to join in 
the setting apart others, who are found fit and worthy. In thos<f 
cases, until, by God’s blessing, the aforesaid difficulties may be in some 
good measure removed, let some godly ministers, in or about the city 
of London, be designed by publick authority, who, being associated, 
may ordain ministers for the city and the vicinity, keeping as near to 
the ordinary rules fore-mefftioned as possibly they may; and let this 
association be for no other intent or purpose, but only for the work of 
ordination. 

2. Let the like association be made by the same authority in great 
towns, and the neighbouring parishes in the several counties, which 
are at the present quiet ana undisturbed, to do the like for the parts 
adjacent.

3. Let such as are chosen, or appointed for the service of the armies 
or navy, be ordained, as aforesaid, by the associated ministers of Lon¬ 
don, or some others in the country. 

4. Let them do the like, when any man shall duly and lawfully be 
recommended to them for the ministry of any congregation, who can¬ 
not enjoy liberty to have aerial of his parts and abilities, afid desire 
the help of such Ininisters so associated, for the better furnishing of 
them with such a person as by them shall be judged fit for the service 
of that church and people.

Act for observing the Directions of the General Assembly for secret and 
private Worship, and mutual Edification; and censuring such as neglect 
Eumily-worship. 

T I11S General Assembly, after mature deliberation, doth approve the fol¬ 
lowing Rules and Directions for elicrishing piety, and preventing division 
and schism; and doth appoint ministers and ruling elders in each congrega¬ 
tion to take special care that these Directions be observed and followed; as 
likewise, that presbyteries and provincial synods enquire and make trial 
whether the said Directions be duly observed in their bounds; and to reprove 
or censure (according to the quality of the offence), such as shall be found to 
bo improvable or censurable therein. And, to the end that these directions 
may not be rendered ineffectual and unprofitable among some, through the 
usual neglect of the very substance of the duty of Family-worship, the As¬ 
sembly dot h further require and appoint ministers and ruling elders to mako 
diligent search and enquiry, in the congregations committed to their chargo 
respectively, whether there be among them any family or families which uso 
to neglect this necessary duty; and if any such family be found, the head of 
the family is to bo first admonished privately to amend his fault; and, in 
case of his continuing therein, he is to be gravely and sadly reproved by the 
session; after which reproof, if he be found still to neglect Family-worship, 
let him be, lbr his obstinacy in such an offence, suspended and debarred from 
the lord's supper, as being justly esteemed unworthy to communicate 
therein, till ho amend. 



DIRECTIONS t)F TIIE GENERAL ASSEMBLY, 

CONCERNING SECRET AND PRIVATE 'WORSHIP, AND MUTUAL EDIFICATION \ 

FOR CHERISHING PIETT, FOR MAINTAINING UNITY, AND AVOIDING 
SCHISM AND DIVISION. 

B ESIDES the publick worship in congregations, mercifully established in 
this land in great purity, it is expedient and necessary that secret wor¬ 
ship of each person alone, and private worship of families, be pressed and 
set up; that, with national reformation, the profession and power of godli¬ 
ness, both personal and domestick, be advanced. 

I. And first, for secret worship, it is most necessary, that every one apart, 
and by themselves, be given to prayer and meditation, the unspeakable benefit 
whereof is best known to them who are most exercised therein; this being 
the mean whereby, in a special way, communion with God is entertained, ami 
right preparation for all other duties obtained: and therefore it becometh 
not only pastors, within their severul charges, to press persons ol‘all sorts to 
perform this duty morning and evening, and at other occasions; but also it is 
incumbent to the head of every family to have a euro, that both themselves, 
and all within their charge, be daily diligent herein. 

II. The ordinary duties comprehended under the exercise of piety which 
should bo in families, when they arc convened to that effect, are those: First, 
Prayer and praises performed with a special reference, as well to the publick 
condition of the kirk of God and this kingdom, as to the present case of the 
family, and every membor thereof. Next, Heading of the scriptures, with 
catechising in a plain way, that the understandings of the simpler may be 
the better enabled to prolit under the publick ordinances, anu they made 
more capable to understand the scriptures when they are read; together with 
godly conferences tending to the edification of all the members in the most 
holy faith: as also, admonition and rebuke, upon just reasons, from those 
who have authority in the family. 

III. As the ebara and office of interpreting the holy scriptures is a part 
of the ministerialTOlling, which none (however otherwise qualified! should 
take upon him ip any place, but lie that is duly called thereunto by God and 
his kirk; so in every family where there is any that con read, the holy scrip¬ 
tures should be read ordinarily to tliafamily; and it is commendable, that 
thereafter they confer, and by way of conference make some good use of 
what hath been read and heard. As, for example, if any sin bo reproved in 
the word read, use may be made thereof to make all the family circumspect 
and watchful against the same; or if any judgment be threatened, or men¬ 
tioned to have been inflicted, in that portion of scripture which is read, use 
may be made to make all the family fear lest the same or a worse judgment 
befall them, unless they beware of the sin that procured it: and, finally, if 
any duty bo required, or comfort held forth in a promise, use may be made 
to stir up themselves to cmploy^Christ for strength to enable them for doing 
the commanded duty, and to apply the offered comfort. In all which the 
master of the family is to have the chief hand; and any member of the 
family may propone a question or doubt for resolution. 

IV. The head of the family is to take care that none of the family with¬ 
draw himself from any part of family-worship: and, seeing the ordinary 
performance of all the parts of family-worship belongeth properly to the head 
• of the family, the minister is to stir up such as are lazy, and train up such 
as are weak, to a fitness to these exercises; it being always free to persons of 
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quality to entertain one approved by the presbytery for performing family- 
excreisc. And in other families, where the head ot the family is unfit, that 
another, constantly residing in the family, approved by the minister and 
session, may bo employed in that service, wherein the minister and session 
are to be countable to the presbytery. And if a minister, by divine Provi¬ 
dence, be brought to any family, it is requisite that at no time Up convene a 
part of the family for worship, secluding the rest, except in singular cases 
especially concerning these parties, which (in Christian prudence) need not, 
or ought not, to Ikj imparted to others. 

V. Let no idler, who hath no particular sailing, or vagrant person under 
pretence of a calling, be suffered to perform worship in families, to or for tho 
same; seeing persons tainted Vith errors, or aiming at division, may be 
ready (after that manner) to creep into houses, and lead captive silly and 
unstable souls. 

VI. At family-worship, a special care is to be had that oach family keep 
by themselves; neither requiring, inviting, nor admitting persons from divers 
families, unless it be those who are lodged with them, or at meals, or other¬ 
wise with them upon some lawful occasion. 

VII. Whatsoever have been tho effects and fruits of meetings of persons 
of divers families in the times of corruption or trouble, (in which cases many 
things are commendable, which otherwise arc not tolerable,) yet, when Gou 
hath blessed us with peace and purity of the gospel, such meetings of persons 
of divers families (except in cases mentioned in these Directions) are to bo 
disapproved, as tending to tho hindcrance of the religious exercise of each 
family by itself, to the prejudice of the publick ministry, to tho rending of 
the families of particular congregations, and (in progress of time) of tho 
whole kirk. Besides many offences which may come thereby, to the harden¬ 
ing of the hearts of carnal men, and grief of the godly. 

VIII. On the Lord’s day, after every one of the family apart, and the 
whole family together, have sought the Lord (in whose liands the preparation 
of men’s hearts are) to tit them for the publick worship, and to bless to them 
the publick ordinances, tho master of tho family ought to take care that all 
within his charge repair to the publick worship, that he and they may join 
with the rest of the congregation: and the publick worship being finished, 
after prajer, he Bliould take an account what they have heart!; and there 
alter, to spend the rest of the time which they may spare in catechising, and 
in spiritual conferences upon the word of God: or else (going apart) they 
ought to apply themselves to reading, meditation, and secret prayer, that 
they may coniirm aud increase their communion with God: that so the profit 
which they found in the publick ordinances may be cherkbed and promoved, 
and they more edified unto eternal life. 

IX. So many as can conceive prayer, ought to make use of that gift of 
God; albeit tnoao who are rude and weaker may begin at a set form of 
prayer, but so as they be not sluggish in stirring up in themselves (according 
to their doily necessities) the spirit of prayer, which is given to all the chil¬ 
dren of God in some measure: to which effect, they ought to be more fervent 
and frequent in secret prayer to God, for enabling of their hearts to conceive, 
and their tongues to express, convenient desires to God for their family. 
And, in the mean time, for their greater encouragement, let these materials 
of prayer be meditated upon, and made use of, as followeth. 

“ Let them confess to God how unworthy they are to come in his presence, 

“ and how unfit to worship his Majesty; and therefore earnestly ask of God 
41 the spirit of prayer. _ , 

“They are to confess their Bins, and the sins of the family; accusing, 

14 judging, and condemning themselves for them, till they bring their souls 
" to some measure of true humiliation. 

44 They are to pour out their souls to God, in the name of Christ, by the 
1 Spirit, for forgiveness of sins; for grace to repent, to believe, and to live 
“soberly, righteously, and godly; and that they may serve God with joy 
“ and delight, walking before him. 1 

44 They are to give thanks to God for his many mercies to his people, and 
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“ to themselves, and especially for his love in Christ, and for the light of 
** the gospel. 

“ They arc to pray for such particular benefits, spiritual and temporal, as 
11 they stand in need of for the time, (whether it be morning or evening,) os 
“ anent health or sickness, prosperity or adversity. 

“ They ought to pray for the kirk of Christ in general, for all the reformed 
“ kirks, and tor this kirk in particular, and for al^that sutler for the name 
“ of Christ: for all our superiors, the king’s majesty, the qiH'en, and their 
“ children; for the magistrates, ministers, and whole body of the congrega- 
“ tion whereof they are member^ as well for their neighbours absent in 
“ tiieir lawful affairs, as for those that are at home. 

“ The prayer may be closed with an earnest desire that God may be glori- 
“ fied in the coming of the kingdom of his Son, and in doing of his will, and 
“ with assurance that themselves are accepted, and what they have asked 
“ according to his will shall be Hone." 

X. These exeicises ought to he performed in great sincerity, without 
delay, laying aside all exercises of worldly business or hinderanccs, notwith¬ 
standing the mockings of atheists and profane men; in respect of the great 
mercies of God to this land, and of his severe corrections wherewith lately 
he hath exercised us. And, to this effect, persons of emincncy (and au 
elders of the kirk) not only ought to stir up themselves and inmilios to dili¬ 
gence herein, but also to concur effectually, that in all other families, where 
they have power and charge, the said exercises be conscionably performed. 

XT. Besides the ordinary duties in families, which are above mentioned, 
extraordinary duties, both of humiliation and thanksgiving, are to be care¬ 
fully performed in families, when the Lord, by extraordinary occasions, 
(private or publick,) callcth for them. 

XII. ISecing the word of God requireth that we should consider one 
another, to provoke unto love and good works; therefore, at all times, and 
specially in this time, wherein profanity abounds, and mockers, walking 
after their own lusts, think it strange that others run not with them to the 
same excess of riot; every member of this kirk ought to stir up themselves, 
and one another, to the duties of mutual edification, by instruction, admoni¬ 
tion, rebuke; exhorting one another to manifest the grace, of God in deny¬ 
ing ungodliness and worldly lusts, and in living godly, soberly, and righte¬ 
ously in this present world; by comforting the feeble-minded, and praying 
with or for one another. Which duties respectively are to be performed 
upon special occasions offered by Divine Providence; as, namely, when under 
any calamity, cross, or great difficulty, counsel or comfoit is sought; or 
when an offender is tp be reclaimed by private admonition, and if that bo 
not effectual, by joining one or two more in the admonition, according to 
the rule of Chi ist, that in the mouth of two or three witnesses every word 
may he established. 

XIII. And, because it is not given to every one to speak a word in season 
to a wearied or distressed conscience, it is expedient, that a person (in that 
case,) finding no ease, after the use of all ordinary means, private and pub- 
lick, have their address to their own pastor, or some experienced Christian: 
but if the person troubled in conscience be of that condition, or of that Bex, 
that discretion, modesty, or fear of scandal, requireth a godly, grave, and 
secret friend to be present with them in their said address, it is expedient 
that such a friend be present. 

XIV. When persons of divers families are brought together by Divino 
Providence, being abroad upon tl\pir particular vocations, or any necessary 
occasions; as they would have the Lord their God with them whithersoever 
they go, they ought to walk with God, and not neglect the duties of prayer 
ana thanksgiving, but take care that the same be performed by such as tho 
company shall judge fittest.

1 herein tippointed a government in the hand of Church officers distinct 
from the civil magistrate*' (cli. xxx. sec. 1); which government is 
ministerial, not lordly, and to be exercised in consonance with the laws 
of Christ, and with the liberties of his people: 

And whereas, according to the said Confession, and to the other 
standards of the Church, and agreeably to the Word of Cod’, this go¬ 
vernment of the/Uhnreh, \hus appointed by the Lord Jesus, in the 
hand of Church officers, distinct from the civil magistrate or supreme 
power of the State, and flowing directly fiom the Head of the Church 
to the office-bearers thereof, to the exelusion of the civil magistrate, 
comprehends, as the objects of it, the preaching of the Word, admi¬ 
nistration of the Sacraments, correction of manners, the admission of 
the office-bearers of the Church to their offices, their suspension and 
deprivation therefrom, the infliction and removal of Church censures, 
and, generally, tin* whole “ power of the keys," which, by the said Con¬ 
fession, is declared, in conformity with Scripture, to have been “ com¬ 
mitted" (eh. xxx. see. 2) to Church officers, and which, as well as 
the preaching of the Word and the administration of the Sacraments, 
it is likewise thereby declared, that “the civil magistrate may not as¬ 
sume to hiyiself" (eh. xxiii. sec. 3): 

And whereas this jurisdiction and government, since it regards 
only spiritual condition, rights, and privileges, doth not interfere with 
the jurisdiction of secular tribunals, whose determinations as to all tem¬ 
poralities conferred by the State upon the Church, and as to all civil 
consequences attached by law to the decisions of Church Courts in 
matters spiritual, this Church hath ever admitted; and doth admit, to 
he exclusive and ultimate, as she hath ever given and inculcated im¬ 
plicit obedience thereto: 

And whereas the above mentioned essential doctrine and funda¬ 
mental principle in the constitution of the Church, and the govern¬ 
ment and exclusive jurisdiction flowing therefrom, founded on God’s 
Word, and set forth in the Confession of Faith and other standards of 
this Church, have been, by diverse and repeated Acts of Parliament, 
recognized, ratified, and confirmed;—inasmuch as,— 

First , The said Confession itself, containing the doctrine and principles 
above set forth, was “ ratified .and established, and voted and up- 
proven as the public and avowed Confession of this Church," by the 
tifth Act of the second session of the first Parliament of King Wil¬ 
liam and Queen Mary, ontitulcd, “ Act ratifying the Confession of 
Faith, and Settling Presbyterian Church Government" (1690, c. 5;: 
to which Act tho said Confession is annexed, and with it incorpo¬ 
rated in the statute law of this kingdom. 

Second, By an Act passed in the first Parliament of King James VI., 
cntituled, "Of admission of ministers: of laic patronages” (1507, 
o. 7), it is (mooted and declared, “ Thaf the examination and admis¬ 
sion of ministers within this realm be only in the power of the Kirk, 
now openly and publicly professed within the same;” and, while 
the “presentation of laic patronages” was thereby “reserved to the 
just and ancient patrons, it was provided, that, if the presentee of 
a patron should be refused to be admitted by the inferior ecclesias¬ 
tical authorities, it should be lawful for the patron “ to appeal to 
the General Assembly of the whole realm, by whom the cause being 
decided, shall take end os they decern and declare." 
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Third, By an Act passed in the same first ParliaTnent, and renewed in 
the sixth Parliament of the said Kins Janies VI., entitulcd, “ Anent 
the jurisdiction of the Kirk” (1567, c 12. Fol. Edit.), the said Kirk 
is declared to have jurisdiction ‘‘in the preaching of the true Word 
of Jesus Christ, correction of manners, and administration of the 
iioly sacraments” (1579, c. 69); and it is farther declared, “that 
there be no other jurisdiction ecclesiastical acknowledged -within this 
realm, other, than that which is and shall be wilhyi the same Kirk , or 
that flows therefrom, concerning the premises;” which Act, and tliut 
last before mentioned, were ratified and njpproveu by another Act 
passed in the year 15H1, entitulcd, “ Ratification, of the liberty of 
the true Kirk of God and religion, ^mh confirmation of the Ians ami 
Acts made to that effect of before" (1581, c. 9'J); which other Act, 
and all the separate Acts therein recited, were again revived, rati¬ 
fied, and confirmed by an Act of the twelfth Parliament of the said 
King James VI., entitulcd, “Ratification of the liberty of the true 
Kirk,” &c. (1592, c. 116); which said Act (having boon repealed in 
1CG2) was revived, renewed, and confirmed by the before mentioned 
statute of King William and Queen Mary (1690, c. 6). 

Fourth , The said Act of the twelfth Parliament of King James VI. ra¬ 
tified and approved the General Assemblies, Provincial Synods, 
Presbyteries, and Kirk Sessions “appointed by the Kirk” (1592, 
c. 116), and “the whole jurisdiction and dmciplinc of the same 
Kirlc;” cussed and annulled “all and whatsoever acts, laws, and 
statutes, made at any time before the day and date thereof, against 
the liberty of the true Kirk, jurisdiction and discipline thereof, as 
the same is used and exercised within this realm;” appointed pre¬ 
sentations to benefices to be directed to Presbyteries, “ with full 
power to give collation thereupon, and to put order to all matters 
and causes ecclesiastical within their bounds, according to the dis¬ 
cipline of the Kirk, providing thnforrsnid Presbyteries be bound 
and astrictcd to receive and admit whatsoever qualified minister, 
presented by his Majesty, or laic patrons” (t.he effect of which pro¬ 
viso and of the reservation in the Act of the first Parliament of 
King James VI., above-mentioned (1567, c. 7/, is hereinafter more 
fully adverted to); and farther declared that the jurisdiction of the 
Sovereign and his Courts, as set forth in a previous Act- (1581, c. 129), 
to extend over all persons his subjects, and “ in all mutters,” should 
“ noways be prejudicial nor derogate any thing to the privilege that 
God has given to the spiritual office-bearers of tlie Kirk, concerning 
heads of religion, matters of heresy, excommunication, collation, or depri¬ 
vation of ministers, or anu such like essential censures, grounded and 
having warrant of the Word of God;” by which enactment, decla¬ 
ration, and acknowledgment, the State recognized and established 
as a fundamental principle of the constitution of the kingdom, that 
the jurisdiction of the Church in theso matters was “ given by God ” 
to the office-bearers thereof, and was exclusive, and free from coer¬ 
cion by any tribunals holding power or authority from the State of 
supreme civil magistrate. 

Fifth. The Parliament holden by King Charles II. (1662, c. 11, imme¬ 
diately on his restoration to the throne, while it repealed the above 
recited Act of the twelfth Parliament of King James, and other re¬ 
lative Acts (1592, c. a lL6), at the same time acknowledged the su¬ 
preme and exclusive nature of the jurisdiction thereby recognized 
to be in the Church, describing the said Acts, as Acts “ by which the 
sole and only power and jurisdiction within this Church do'h stand 
in the Church, and in the general, provincial, and presbyterial as¬ 
semblies and kirk-sessions,” and as Acts “ which may be interpreted 
to have given any Church power, jurisdiction, or government to the 
office-bearers of the Church, their respective meetings, other than 
that which acknowledged a dependence upon, and subordination 
to, the sovereign powfr of the King, as supreme." 
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Sixth, The aforesaid Act of King William and Queen Mary (1C90, c. 5), 
—on the narrative that their Majesties and the estates of Parlia¬ 
ment conceived “it to be their bounden duty, after the great de¬ 
liverance that God hath lately wrought for this Church and king¬ 
dom, in the first place, to settle and secure therein the true Protes¬ 
tant religion, according to the truth of God’s Word, as it, hath of a 
long time been professed within this land; as also, the government 
of Christ’s Church within this nation, agreeable to the Word of 
God, and most conducive to true piety and godliness, and the esta¬ 
blishing of peace and tranquillity witfiin this realm,”—beside,s rati¬ 
fying and establishing as aforesaid the Confession of Faith, did also 
“establish, ratify, anil confirm the Presbyterian Church government 
and discipline; that is to say, the government of the Church by Kirk- 
Sessions, Presbyteries, Provincial Synods, and General Assemblies, rati¬ 
fied and established by the 116 Act of JaAics PL, Parliament 12, anno 
1502, entitulcd, * Ratification of the liberty of the true Kirlt,’ &c. 
(1502,c. 116), and tin rcaftcr received by the general consent of this 
nation, to he the only government of Christ's Church within this king¬ 
dom and revived ami confirmed the said Act of King James VI. 

And whereas, not only was the exclusive and ultimate jurisdiction 
of the Church Courts, in the government of the Church, and especially 
in thi 1 particular matters, spiritual ami ecclesiastical, above mentioned, 
recognized, ratified, and confirmed—thus necessarily implying the de¬ 
nial of power on the part of any secular tribunal, holding its authority 
from the Sovereign, to review the sentence of the Church Courts in 
regard to sueh matters, or coerce them in the exercise of such juris¬ 
diction ;—but all such power, and all claim on the part of the Sove¬ 
reign to he considered supreme governor over the subjects of this king¬ 
dom of Scotland in causes ecclesiastical and spiritual , as he is in causes 
civil and temporal , was, after a long-continued struggle, finally and 
expressly repudiated and cast out of the constitution of Scotland, as 
inconsistent with the Presbyterian Church government established at 
the Revolution, anil thereafter unalterably secured by the Treaty of 
Union with England; by the constitution of which latter kingdom, 
differing in this respect from that of Scotland, the Sovereign is recog¬ 
nized to he supreme governor, “ as well in all spiritual and ecclesias¬ 
tical things and causes as temporal:” Thus:— 

First, The General Assembly having, in the year 15R2, proceeded to in¬ 
flict the censures of the Church upon Robert Montgomery, minister 
of Stirling, l’or seeking to force lumself, under a presentation from 
the King, into the archbishopric of Glasgow, contrary to an net of 
the General Assembly discharging the office of Prelatic bishop in the 
Church, and for appealing to the secular tribunals against the in¬ 
fliction of Church censures by the Church Courts, and seeking to 
have these suspended and interdicted—and having deposed and ex¬ 
communicated him, notwithstanding of an interdict pronounced by 
the Privy Council of Scotland, the then supreme secular court of 
the kingdom—and having at the same time declared it to be part of 
the subsisting discipline of the Church, that any ministers thereof 
who “ should seek any way by the civil power to exempt and with¬ 
draw themselves from the jurisdiction of the Kirk, or procure, ob¬ 
tain, or use any letters or charges, &e., to impair, hurt, or stay the 
said jurisdiction, discipline, &c., or to make any appellation from 
the General Assembly to stop the discipline or order of the eccle¬ 
siastical policy or jurisdiction granted by God's Word to the office¬ 
bearers within the said Kirk,” were liable to the highest ceusures 
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of the Church; although their sentence of fxcommunication was 
declared by one of the Acts of Parliament of the year 1584, com¬ 
monly called the “ Black Acts," to be void, yet ultimately tlio King 
and Privy Council abandoned their interference. Montgomei'V sub¬ 
mitted to the Church Courts, and the statute of the twelfth Parlia¬ 
ment of King James VI., already mentioned (1592, c. 110), cassod 
and annulled ‘‘ all ami whatsoever acts, laws, and statutes made at 
any time before the day and date thereof, against the liberty of the 
true Kirk, jurisdiction and discipline thereof, asVie same is used and 
exercised within this realm since which enactment, no similar in¬ 
terference with the discipline and censures of the Church was ever 
attempted till the year 1811. « 

Second, It having been declared by another of the “ Black Acts ” afore¬ 
said (1584, c. 129), cntitulcd, “An Act confirming the King’s Majesty's 
royal power over all the estates and subjects within this realm," 
that “his highness, liis heirs and successors, by themselves and their 
councils, are. and in time to come shall be, judges competent to all 
persons his Highness’ subjects, of whatsoever estate, degree, func¬ 
tion, or condition that ever they be of, spiritual or temporal, in all 
matters wherein they or any of them shall be apprehended, sum¬ 
moned, or charged to answer to such things as shall be inquired of 
them by our sovereign lord and liis council," it was, by the said 
before mentioned Act of the twelfth Parliament of King James VI. 
(1592, c. lift), declared that the said Act last above mentioned “shall 
noways be prejudicial, nor derogate any thing to the privilege that 
God 1ms given to the spiritual office-bearers of the Kirk, concerning 
heads of religion, matters of heresy, excommunication, collation or 
deprivation of ministers, or any such like essential censures, spe¬ 
cially grounded and having warrant of the Word of God.” 

Third, It having been enacted, on the establishment of Prelacy in 1612 
(1612, c. 1), that every minister, at liis admission, should swear 
obedience to the Sovereign as “the only lawful supremo governor 
of this realm, as well in matters spiritual and ecclesiastical os in 
things temporal,” the enactment to this effect was repealed on the 
restoration of Presbyterian Church government (1640, c. 7.) 

Fourth, A like acknowledgment, that the Sovereign was “ the only su¬ 
preme governor of this kingdom over all persons and in all causes" 
(1661, c. 11), having been, on the second establishment of Prelacy 
consequent on the restoration of King Charles II., required as part 
of the ordinary oath of allegiance, and having been also inserted 
into the “Test Oath ” (1681, c. 6), ro tyrannically attempted to bo 
forced on the subjects of thi9 realm during the reigns of Charles II. 
and James II., and the same doctrine of the King’s supremacy in 
all causes, spiritual and ecclesiastical, as well as temporal and civil, 
having farther been sepaihtely and specially declared by the first 
Act of the second Parliament of the said King Charles II. (1669, c. 1), 
entituled, “ Act asserting his Majesty’s supremacy over all persons 
and in all causes ecclesiastical," whereby it was “enacted, asserted, 
and declared, that his Majesty hath the supreme authority and 
supremacy over all persons, and in all causes ecclesiastical, within 
this kingdom ” (Estates, 1689, c. 18)—the Estates of this kingdom, 
at the era of the Revolution, did set forth, as the second article of 
the “Grievances" of which they demanded redress under their 
“Claim of Right,’* “That the first Act of Parliament 1669 is in¬ 
consistent with the establishment of Church government now de¬ 
sired, and ought to be abrogated." 

Fifth, In compliance with this claim, an Act was immediately thereafter 
passed (1690, c. 1), of which the tenor follows:— “ Our Sovereign 
Lord and Lady the King and Queen’s Majesties, taking into their 
consideration that,by the second article of the Grievances presented 
to their Majesties by the Estates of this kingdom, it is declared, 
that the first Act of the second Parliament of King Charles the Second, 
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entituled,' Art asserting liis Majesty’s supremacy over all persons and 
in all causes ecclesiastical,' is inconsistent with the establishment of 
the Church government now desired, and ought to he abrogated: There¬ 
fore their Majesties, with advice and consent of the estates of Parlia¬ 
ment, do hereby abrogate, rescind, and annul the foresaid Act, and 
declares the sam6, in the whole heads, articles, and clauses thereof, 
to be of no force or effect in all time coming.” In accof-dance also 
therewith, the oath of allegiance above mentioned, requiring an ac¬ 
knowledgment of the King’s sovereignty “ in all causes ” (1689, c. 2), 
was dono away, and that substituted which is now in use, simply 
requiring a promise to be “faithful,'and bear true allegiance'’ to the 
Sovereign; and all preceding laws and Acts of Parliament were 
rescinded, “ in so far as they impose any other oaths of allegiance 
and supremacy, declarations and tests, excepting the oath defideli.” 
By the which enactments, any claim or the part of the Sovereigns 
of Scotland to he supreme rulers in spiritual and ecclesiastical, as 
well as in temporal and civil causes, or to possess any power, by 
themselves or their judges holding commission from them, to exer¬ 
cise jurisdiction in matters or causes spiritual and ecclesiastical, 
was repudiated and excluded from the constitution, as inconsistent 
with the Presbyterian Church government then established, and 
secured under the statutes then and subsequently passed, “ to con¬ 
tinue, without any alteration, to the people of this land, in all suc¬ 
ceeding generations " (1706, c. 6.) 

\ 

And whereas, diverse civil rights and privileges were, by various 
statutes of the Parliament of Scotland, prior to tne Union with Eng¬ 
land, secured to this Church, and certain civil consequences attached 
to the sentences of the Courts thereof, which were farther directed to 
be aided and made effectual by all magistrates, judges, and officers of 
the law; and in particular:— 


It was, by an Act of the twelfth Parliament of King James VI. (1592, 
c. 117), enacted, “ That all and whatsoever sentences of deprivation, 
either pronounced already, or that happens to he pronounced here¬ 
after by the Presbytery, Synodal or General Assemblies, against 
any parson or vicar within their jurisdiction, provided since his 
Highness’ coronation, is, and shall be repute in all judgments, a 
just cause to seclude the person before provided, and then deprived, 
from all profits, commodities, rents, and duties ot the said parson¬ 
age and vicarage, or benefice of cure; and that cither by way of 
action, exception, or reply; and that the said sentence of depriva¬ 
tion shall bo a sufficient cause to make the said benefice to vaike 
thereby:” 

As also, by the fifth Act of the first Parliament of King William and 
Queen Moxy (1690, o. 5), it was enacted, “ that whatsoever minister, 
being convened before the said general meeting, and representatives 
of the Presbyterian ministers or ciders, or the visitors to be ap¬ 
pointed by them, shall either prove contumacious for not appearing, 
or be found guilty,, and shall be therefor censured, whether by sus- 

S ension or deposition, they shall, ipso facto, be suspended from or 
cprived ot their stipends and benefices:” 

As also, by an Act passed in the fourth session of the first Parliament 
of King William and Queen Mary (1693, e. 22), entituled an “ Act 
for settling the peace and quiet of the Church,” it was provided, 
that no minister should be admitted, unless he owned the Presby¬ 
terian Church government, as settled by the last recited Act, “to 
be the only government of this Church;” “and that he will sub¬ 
mit thereto, end concur therewith, and never endeavour, directly 
or indirectly, the prejudice or subversion thereof;” and it was 
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statute or ordained, “ that the lords of their Majesties' Privy Coun¬ 
cil, and all other magistrates, judges, and officers of justice, give all 
due assistance for making the sentences and censures of the Church, 
and judicatories thereof, to he obeyed, or otherwise effectual os 
accords:” 

As al^>, by an Act passed in the fifth session of the formal Parliament 
(1095, c. 22), cntituled an “ Act against intruding into churches 
without a legal call and admission (hereto,” ^n the narrative, 
"that ministers and preachers, tlicir intruding themselves into 
vacant churches, possessing of manses and benefices, and exercising 
any part of the ministerial function in parishes, without a legal 
call and admission to the said churches, is an high contempt of the 
law, and of a dangerous consequence, tending to perpetual schism;” 
such intrusion, without an orderly call from the heritors and elders 
—the right of presentation by patrons being at this time abolished 
•—and “ legal admission from the Presbytery.” was prohibited 
under certain penalties; and the lords of the Privy Council were 
recommended to remove all who had so intruded, and “ to take some 
effectual course for stopping and hindering those ministers who are, 
or shall be hereafter deposed by the judicatories of the present 
Established Church, from preaching or exercising any act of their 
ministerial function, which” (the said statute declares) “ they can¬ 
not do after they are deposed, without a high contempt of tno au¬ 
thority of the Church, and of the laws of the kingdom establishing 
the same.” 

And whereas, at the Union between the two kingdoms, the Par¬ 
liament of Scotland, being determined that the “ true Protestant reli¬ 
gion,” as then professed, “ with the worship, discipline, and govern¬ 
ment of this Church, should he effectually and unalterably secured,” 
did, in their Aet appointing commissioners to treat with commissioners 
from the Parliament of England (1705, c. 4), as to an union of the 
kingdoms, provide “ That the said commissioners shall not treat of or 
concerning any alteration of the worship, discipline, and government 
of the Church of this kingdom, as now by law established;” and did, 
by another Act, commonly called the Act of Security (170G, c. 6), 
and entituled, “ Act for securing the Protestant religion and Presby¬ 
terian Church government,” “ establish and confirm the said true Pro¬ 
testant religion, and the worship, discipline, and government of this 
Church, to continue without any alteration to the people of tnis land 
in alf succeeding generations;” and did “for ever confirm the fifth 
Act of the first Parliament of King William and Queen Mary” 
(1690, c. 5), entituled, “ Act ratifying the Confession of Faith, and 
settling Presbyterian Church government, and the whole other Acts of* 
Parliament relating thereto and did “ expressly provide and declare, 
That the foresaid true Protestant religion, contained in the above- 
mentioned Confession of Faith, with the form and purity of worship 
presently in use within this Church, and its Presbyterian Church go¬ 
vernment and discipline,—that is to say, the government of the Church 
by Kirk-Sessions, Presbyteries, Provincial Synods, and General Assem¬ 
blies, all established by the foresaid Acts of Parliament, pursuant to 
the Claim of Right, shall remain and continue unalterable; and that 
the said Presbyterian government shall be the only government of the 
Church within the kingdom of Scotland:” And farther, “for the 
greater security of the same,” did, inter alia , Snact, ** That, after the 
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decease of her present Majesty, the sovereign succeeding to her in the 
royal government of the kingdom of Great Britain, shall, in all time 
coming, at his or her accession to the crown, swear and subscribe, 
That they shall inviolably maintain and preserve the foresaid settlement 
of the true Protestant religion, with the government, worship, discip¬ 
line, rights, and privileges of this Church, as above established by tho 
laws of tliis kingdom, in prosecution of the Claim of Right;” which 
said Act of Security, “ with the establishment therein contained,” it 
was specially thereby enacted, “should*be held and observed in all 
time coming as a fundamental and essential condition of any treaty or 
union to be concluded betwixt the two kingdoms, without any altera¬ 
tion thereof, or derogation thereto , in any^sort, for ever:” It being 
farther thereby provided, that “ the said I fet and settlement therein 
contained shall be insert and repeated in any Act of Parliament that 
shall pass, for agreeing and concluding the foresaid treaty of union 
betwixt tlie two kingdoms; and that the same shall be therein ex¬ 
pressly declared to be a fundamental and essential condition of the said 
treaty of union in nil time coming.” In terms of which enactment, 
this Act of Security was inserted in tho Treaty of Union between the 
two kingdoms, as a fundamental condition thereof, and was also in¬ 
serted in the Act (170G, c. 7) of the Parliament of Scotland ratifying 
and approving of the said Treaty, and likewise in the corresponding 
Act of the Parliament of England, entituled, “ An Act (5 Anne, c. 8) 
for a Union of the two Kingdoms of England and Scotland:” 

And whereas, at the date of the said Treaty of Union, the right of 
patrons to present to churches stood abolished by statute, after the 
following manner,—viz., By the Act of King William and Queen 
Mary (1(190, c. 5), herein before mentioned, the Act of James VI. 
(1592, c. 116), also herein before mentioned; then standing totally re¬ 
pealed, was only revived, subject to the express exception of “ that part 
of it relating to patronages," which consequently remained repealed 
and unrestored, and “which,” the Act 1690, c. 5, farther bore, “is 
hereafter to be taken into consideration.” The part of the said Act 
thus left repealed and unrevived, was tlic provision, that Presbyteries 
“ be brand and astricted to receive whatsoever qualified minister pre¬ 
sented by his Majesty or laic patrons,”—a provision which, while it 
subsisted, was held to leave the Church free to proceed in the collation 
of ministers, “ according to the discipline of the Kirkand non-com¬ 
pliance with which implied only a forfeiture of the fruits of the parti- 
• eular benefice, which it did by virtue of the immediately succeeding 
Btatutc 1592, c. 117, whereby it was enacted, that, “in case the Pres¬ 
bytery refuses to admit any qualified minister presented to them by the 
patron, it shall be lawful to the patron to retain the whole fruits of 
the benefice in his own hands.” This subject having accordingly been 
thereafter taken into consideration in the same session of Parliament, 
was definitively settled by an Act (1690, c. 23), entituled, “Act con¬ 
cerning Patronages,” whereby the right of presentation by patrons 
was “ annulled and made void,” and a right was vested in the heritors 
and elders of the respective parishes “ to name and propose the person 
to the whole congregation, to be approven or disapproven by them,” 
the disappi’overs giving in their reasons “to the effect the affair 
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may be cognosced upon by the Presbytery of the bounds, at whose 
judgment, and by whose determination ” (as is declared by the said 
Act),“ the calling and entry of a particular minister is to be ordered 
and concluded: ” 

And whereas the said Act last mentioned formed part of the settle¬ 
ment of the Presbyterian Church government effected at the Revolu¬ 
tion, and was one of the “Acts relating thereto,” aifd to the statute 
1690, c. 5, specially confirmed and secured by the Act of Security and 
Treaty of Union; yet, notwithstanding thereof, anti of the said Treaty, 
the Parliament of Great Britain, by an Act passed in the 10th of Queen 
Anne (10 Anne, c. 12), repealed the said Act, “in so far as relates to 
the presentation of ministers by heritors and others therein mentioned,” 
and restored to patrons the right of presentation, and enacted that 
Presbyteries should be “obliged to receive and admit in the same man¬ 
ner, such qualified person or persons, minister or ministers, as shall be 
presented by the respective patrons, as the persons or ministers pre¬ 
sented before the making of this Act ought to have been admitted: ” 

And whereas, while this Church protested against the passing of 
the above mentioned Act of Queen Anne, as “contrary to the constitu¬ 
tion of the Church, so well secured by the late Treaty of Union, and 
solemnly ratified by Acts of Parliament in both kingdoms,” ami for 
more than seventy years thereafter uninterruptedly sought for its re¬ 
peal, she at the same time maintained, and practically exercised, with¬ 
out question or challenge from any quarter, the jurisdiction of her 
Courts to determine ultimately and exclusively, under what circum¬ 
stances they would admit candidates into the office of the holy ministry, 
or constitute the pastoral relationship between minister and people, and, 
generally, “to order and conclude tne entry of particular ministers:” 

And whereas, in particular, this Church required, as necessary to 
the admission of a minister to the charge of souls, that he should have 
received a call from the people over whom he was to he appointed, and 
did not authorize or permit any one so to be admitted till such call had 
been sustained by the Church Courts, and did, before and subsequent 
to the passing of the said Act of Queen Anne, declare it to be a fun¬ 
damental principle of the Church, as set forth in her authorized stan¬ 
dards, and particularly in the Second Book of Discipline (ch. iii. sec.G), 
repeated by Act of Assembly in 16§8, that no pastor be intruded upon 
any congregation contrary to the will of the people: 

And whereas, in especial, this fundamental principle was, by the % 
14th Act of the General Assembly 1736 (c. 14), re-declared, and 
directed to be attended to in the settlement of vacant parishes, but 
having been, after some time, disregarded in the administration of 
the Church, it was once more re-declared by the General Assembly 
1834 (c. 9), who established certain specific provisions and regula¬ 
tions for carrying it into effect in time to come: 

And whereas, by a judgment pronounced by the House of Lords, 
in 1839,* it was, for the first time, declared to be illegal to refuse to 
take on trial, and to reject the presentee of a patron (although a lay- 
man, and merely a candidate for admission to the office of the minis¬ 
try), in consideration of this fundamental principle of the Church, and

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in respect of the dissent of the congregation; to the authority of which 
judgment, so far as disposing of civil interests, this Church implicitly 
bowed, by at once abandoning all claim to the jm devolutum ,—to the 
benefice, for any pastor to be settled by her,—and to all other civil 
right or privilege which might otherwise have been competent to the 
Cbureh or her Courts; and anxiously desirous, at the same time, of 
avoiding collision with the Civil Courts, she so far suspended the ope¬ 
ration of the above mentioned Act of Assembly, as to direct all cases, 
in which dissents should he lodged by a*majority of the congregation, 
to bo reported to the General Assembly, in the hope that a way might 
bo opened up to her for reconciling with the civil rights declared by 
the llouse ot Lords, adherence to the above mentioned fundamental 

f >rineiple, which she could not violate or abandon, by admitting to the 
ioly office of the ministry a party not having, in her conscientious 
judgment, a legitimate call thereto, or by intruding a pastor on a re¬ 
claiming congregation contrary to their will; and farther, addressed 
herself to the Government and the Legislature for such an alteration 
of the law (.'is for the first time now interpreted), touching the tem¬ 
poralities belonging to the Church (which alone she held the decision 
of the I/ouse of Lords to he capable of affecting or regulating), as 
might prevent a separation between the cure of souls and the benefice 
thereto attached: 

And wiieueas, although during the century which elapsed after the 
passing of the said Act of Queen Anne, Presbyteries repeatedly rejected 
the presentees of patrons on grounds undoubtedly ultra vires of the 
Presbyteries, as having reference to the title of the patron or the vali¬ 
dity of competing presentations, and which were held by the Court of 
Session to be contrary to law, and admitted others to the pastoral 
office in the parishes presented to, who had no presentation or legal 
title to the benefice, the said Court, even in such cases, never attempted 
or pretended to direct or coerce the Church Courts, in the exercise of 
their functions in regard to the collation of ministers, or other matters 
acknowledged by the State to have been conferred on the Church, not 
by the State, hut by God himself. On the contrary, they limited their 
decrees to the regulation and disposal of the temporalities which were 
derived from the State, and which, as the proper subjects of “ actions 
civil,'’ were within the province assigned to tne Court of Session, by 
the Constitution refusing to interfere with the peculiar functions and 
^elusive jurisdiction of the Courts of the Church. Thus,— 

In the case of Auchterrauchty,* where the Presbytery had wrongfully 
admitted another than the patron’s presenteo, the Court found, 
“That the right to a stipend is a civil right; ana therefore that the 
Court have power to cognosce and determine upon tiie legality of 
the admission of ministers in kune efectum, whether the person ad¬ 
mitted shall have right to the stipend or not; and simply decided, 
that the patron was entitled to retain the stipend in his own hands. 
8o also, the -same course was followed in the cases of Culross, Lanark, 
and Forbes ; t in reference to one of which (that of Lanark), the 
Government of the country, on behalf of tho Crown, in which the

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patronage was vested, recognized the retentiJb of stipend by the 
patron, as the only competent remedy for u wrongful refusal to ad¬ 
mit his presentee; the Secretary of State having, in a letter to tho 
Lord Advocate of Scotland (January 17,1762), signified the pleasure 
of his Majesty, “directing and ordering his lordship to do every 
thing neeessaiy and competent by law, for asserting and taking 
bcSiefit in the present case of the said right and privilege of patrons 
by tho law of (Scotland to retain the fruits of the benefice in their 
own hands till their presentee be admitted." * 

So farther, in tho before mentioned case of (Julross.* the Court refused, 
“as incompetent,” a bill of advocation presented to them by the 
patron, for tho pnrposo of staying tljp admission by tho Presbytery 
of another than Ins presentee. 

So likewise, in the caso of I)unse,t the Court would not interfere in re¬ 
gard to a conclusion to prohibit the Presbytery “to moderate in a 
call at large, or settle any other man," because “ that was interfer¬ 
ing with the power of ordination, or internal policy of the Church, 
with which the Lords thought they had nothing to do.” 

And so, in the same manner, in the case of Unst,t where tho party con¬ 
cluded to have the Presbytery ordained to proceed to tho presentee’s 
settlement, as well as to have the validity of the presentation and 
the right to tho stipend declared, the Court limited their decree to 
tho civil matters of the presentation and stipend: 

And whereas, pending the efforts of the Church to accomplish the 
desired alteration of the law, the Court of Session,—a tribunal insti¬ 
tuted by special Act of Parliament for the specific and limited purpose 
of “doing and administration of justice in all civil actions” (1537, c. 
36), with judges appointed simply “to sit and decide upon all actions 
civil ,” (1532, c. 1),—not confining themselves to the determination 
of “ civil actions,”—to tho withholding of civil consequences from sen¬ 
tences of the Church Courts, which, in their judgment, were not war¬ 
ranted by the statutes recognizing the jurisdiction of these Courts,— 
to the enforcing of the provision of the Act 1592, c. 117, for retention 
of the fruits of the benefice in case of wrongful refusal to admit a pre¬ 
sentee, or the giving of other civil redress fqr any civil injury held by 
them to have been wrongfully sustained in consequence thereof,—have, 
in numerous and repeated instances, stepped beyond the province allot¬ 
ted to them by the Constitution, and within which alone their decisions 
can be held to declare the law, or to have the force of law, deciding 
not only “ actions civil,” but “ causes spiritual and ecclesiastical,”— 
and that, too, even where these had no connection with the exercise of 
the right of patronage,—and have invaded the jurisdiction, and en¬ 
croached upon the spiritual privileges of the Courts of this Church, in 
violation of the constitution of the country— T in defiance of the statutes 
above mentioned, and in contempt of the laws of this kingdom: as for 
instance— 

By interdicting Presbyteriis of the Church from admitting to a pastoral 
charge,! when aboiit to be done irrespective of the civil benefice 
attached thereto t or even where there was no benefice—no right of 
patronage—no stipend—no manse or glebe, and no place of worship, 
or any patrimonial right, connected therewith. ||

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By issuing a decree, ¥ requiring and ordaining a Church Court to take 
on trial and admit to the office of the holy ministry, in a particular 
charge, a probationer orunordaiued candidate for the ministry, anti 
to intrude him also on the congregation, contrary to the will of the 
people;—both in this, and in the coses first mentioned, invading 
the Church's exclusive jurisdiction in the admission of ministers, 
the preaching of the Word, and administration of HaCramcnts— 
recognized by statute to have been “given by God" directly to the 
Churchj and to be beyond the limits of the secular jurisdiction. 

By prohibiting the oommunicantst of the Church from intimating their 
dissent from a call proposed to be fciven to a candidate for tiic mi¬ 
nistry to become thait* pastor. 

By granting interdict against the establishment of additional ministers 
to meet the wants of an increasing population^ as uninterruptedly 
practised from the Reformation to tliv» day: a^iinst constituting a 
new kirk-session in n parish, to exercise discipline; and against 
innovating on its existing state, “ as regards pastoral superinten¬ 
dence, its kirk-session, and jurisdiction and discipline thereto be¬ 
longing.” 

By interdicting the preaching of the gospel, and administration of ordi¬ 
nances^ throughout a whole district, by any minister of the Church 
under authority of the Church Courts; thus assuming to themselves 
the regulation of the “preaching of the Word” aud “administra- 
ti/m of the Sacraments, 1 ' and at the same time invading the privi¬ 
lege, common to all the subjects of the realm, of having freedom to 
worship God according to their consciences, and under the guid¬ 
ance of the ministers of the eommuuion to which they belong. 

By holding the members of inferior Church judicatories liable in da¬ 
mages || for refusing to break their ordination vows and oatlis 
(sworn by them, in compliance with the requirements of the sta¬ 
tutes of the realm, aud, in particular, of the Act of Security em¬ 
bodied in the Treaty or Union), by disobeying and setting at defi¬ 
ance the sentences, in matters spiritual and ecclesiastical, of their 
superior Church judicatories, to which, by the constitution of tho 
Church and country, they nre, in such matters, subordinate and 
subject, and which, by their said vows and oatlis, they stand pledged 
to obey. 

By interdicting the execution of tho sentence of a Church judicatory, 
prohibiting a minister from preaching or administering ordinances 
within a particular parish,H pending the discussion of a cause in 
tho Church Courts os to the validity of his settlement therein. 

By interdicting the General Assembly and inferior Church judicatories 
from inflicting Church censures; as in one case, where interdict 
was granted against the pronouncing of sentence of deposition upon 
a minister found guilty of theft, by a judgment acquiesced in by 
himself;®* in another, where a Presbytery was interdicted from 
proceeding in the trial of a minister accused of fraud and swind¬ 
ling ; ft and in a third, where a Presbytery was interdicted from 
proceeding with a libel against a licentiate for drunkenness, ob- 
sccnity t and profane swearing. 

By suspending Church censures, §§ inflicted by the Church judicatories 
in the exercise of discipline, (which, by special statute, all “judges 
and officers of justiceare ordered “to givodue assistance” for 
making “to bo obeyed, or otherwise effectual"), and sc reponing 
ministers suspended from their office, to the power of preaching and 
administering ordinances; thus assuming to themselves the “ power 
of tho keys."

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By interdicting the execution of a sentence of dep<&ition from the office 
of the holy ministry, pronounced by the General Assembly of the 
Church;** thereby also usurping the ‘‘power of the keys,” and 
supporting deposed ministers iii the exercise of ministerial func¬ 
tions; which is declared by special statute to be a "high contempt 
of the authority of the Church, and of the laws of the kiugdom 
establishing the same." 

By assuming to judge of the right of individuals elected members of the 
General Assembly to sit therein,t and interdictirfg them from tak¬ 
ing their seats; thus interfering with the constitution of tho Su¬ 
preme Court of the Chftrch, ami violating her freedom in the hold¬ 
ing of General Assemblies, secured tp her by statute. 

By, in the greater number of instances above referred to, requiring the 
inferior judicatories of the Church to disobey the sentences, in mat- 
tors spiritual and ecclesiastical, of the superior judicatories, to 
which, by tho constitution in Church and State, they are subordi¬ 
nate and subject, and which, iu compliance with the provisions of 
the statutes of the realm, their members have solemnly sworn to 
obey;—thus subverting “the government of the Church by Kirk- 
sessions, Presbyteries, Provincial Synods, and General Assemblies,” 
settled by statute aud the Treaty of Union, as " the only govern¬ 
ment of the Church within the kingdom of Scotland.” 

By all which acts, the said Court of Session, apparently not adverting 
to the oath taken by the Sovereign, from whom they hold their com¬ 
missions, have exercised powers not conferred upon them by the 
Constitution, but by it excluded from tho province of any secular 
tribunal,—have invaded the jurisdiction of the'Courts of the Church, 
—have subverted its government,—have illegally attempted to coerce 
Church Courts in tlio exercise of their purely spiritual functions, 
—have usurped the “power of the keys,”—have wrongfully ac¬ 
claimed, as the subjects of their civil jurisdiction, to be regulated 
by their decrees, ordination of laymen to the office of the holy minis¬ 
try, admission to tho cure of souls, Church censures, the pr eaching 
of the Word, and the administration of the Sacraments,—and liave 
employed the means intrusted to them for enforcing submission 
to their lawful authority, in compelling submission to that which 
they have usurped,—in opposition to the doctrines of God’s Word 
‘set forth in the Confession of Faith, as ratified by statute,—in vio¬ 
lation of the Constitution,—in breach of the Treaty of Union, and 
in disregard of divers express enactments of the Legislature: 

And whereas farther encroachments are threatened on the govern¬ 
ment and discipline of the Church as by law established,! in actions 
now depentling before the said Coart, in which it is sought to have 
sentences of deposition from the office of the holy ministry reduced and 
set aside, § and minorities of inferior judicatories authorized to take on 
trial and admit to the office of the holy ministry, in disregard of, and 
in opposition to, the authority of the judicatories of which they are 
members, and of the superior judicatories to which they are subordi¬ 
nate and subject: 

And whereas the government and discipline of Christ’s Church 
cannot he carried on according to his laws and the constitution of his 
Church, subject to the exercise, by any secular tribunal, of such powers 
as have been assumed by the said Court of Session: 

And whereas this Church, highly valuing, as she has ever done, 
her connection, on the terms contained in the statutes lieivin before

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recited, with the State, and her possession of the temporal benefits 
thereby secured to her for the advantage of the people, must, never¬ 
theless, even at the risk and hazard of the loss of that connection and 
of these public benefits—deeply as she would deplore and deprecate 
such a result for herself and the nation—persevere in maintaining her 
liberties as a Church of Christ, and in carrying on the gfivernment 
thereof on her ojyn constitutional principles, and must refuse to intrude 
ministers on her congregations, to obey the unlawful coercion attempt¬ 
ed to be enforced against her in the exercise of her spiritual functions 
and jurisdiction, or to consqpt that her people be deprived of their 
rightful liberties: 

THEREFORE, the General Assembly, while, as above set forth, 
they fully recognize the absolute jurisdiction of the Civil Courts in re¬ 
lation to all matters whatsoever of a civil nature, and especially in re¬ 
lation to all the temporalities conferred by the State upon the Church, 
and the civil consequences attached by law to the decisions, in matters 
spiritual, of the Church Courts,—DO, in name and on behalf of this 
Church, and of thu nation and people of Scotland, and under the sanc¬ 
tion of the several statutes, and the Treaty of Union herein before re¬ 
cited, claim, as of right, That she shall freely possess and enjoy her 
liberties, government, discipline, rights, and privileges, according to 
law, especially for the defence of the spiritual liberties of her people, 
and that she shall be protected therein from the foresaid unconstitu¬ 
tional and illegal encroachments of the said Court of Session, and her 
people secured in their Christian and constitutional rights and liberties. 

And they declare, that they cannot, in accordance with the Word 
of God, the authorized and ratified standards of this Church, and the 
dictates of their consciences, intrude ministers on reclaiming congre¬ 
gations, or carry on the government of Christ's Church, subject to the 
coercion attempted by the Court of Session as above set forth; and, 
that, at the risk and hazard of suffering the loss of the secular benefits 
conferred by the State, and the public advantages of an Establishment, 
they must, as by God's grace they will, refuse so to do: for, highly as 
they estimutc these, they cannot put them in competition with the in¬ 
alienable liberties of a Church of Christ, which, alike by their duty and 
allegiance to their Head and King, and by their ordination vows, they 
are bound to maintain, “ notwithstanding of whatsoever trouble or 
persecution may arise.” 

And they protest, that all and whatsoever Acts of the Parliament 
of Great Britain, passed without the consent of this Church and na¬ 
tion, in alteration of or derogation to the aforesaid government, discip¬ 
line, right, and privileges of this Church (which were not allowed to 
be treated of by the Commissioners for settling the terms of the union 
between the two kingdoms, but were secured by antecedent stipulation, 
provided to be inserted, and inserted in (he Treaty of Union, as an 
unalterable and fundamental condition thereof, and so reserved from 
the cognizance and power of the federal Legislature created by the said 
Treaty), as also, all and whatsoever sentences of Courts in contravention 
of the same government, discipline, right, and privileges, are, and shall 
be, in themselves void and null, and of no legal force or effect; and 
that, while they will accord full submission to all such acts and sen- 
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tcncos, in so far—though in so far only—as these may regard civil 
rights and privileges, whatever may be their opinion of the justice or 
legality of the same, their said submission shall not be deemed an ac¬ 
quiescence therein, but that it shall bo free to the members of this 
Church* or their successors, at any time hereafter, when there shall be 
a prospect of obtaining justice, to claim th# restitution of all such civil 
rights and privileges, and temporal benefits and endowments, as for the 
present they may be compelled to yield up, in order to preserve to their 
office-bearers the free exercise of their spiritual government and discip¬ 
line, and to their people the liberties, ot which respectively it has been 
attempted, so contrary to law and justice, to deprive them. 

And, finally, the General Assembly call the Christian people of 
this kingdom, and all the Churches of the Reformation throughout the 
world, who hold the great doctrine of the sole Headship of the Lord 
Jesus over liis Church, to witness, that it is for their adherence to that 
doctrine, as set forth in their Confession of Faith, and ratified by the 
laws of this kingdom, and for the maintenance by them of the juris¬ 
diction of the office-bearers, and the freedom and privileges of the 
members of the Church from that doctrine flowing, that tills Church 
is subjected to hardship, and that the rights so sacredly pledged and 
secured to her are put in peril; and they especially invite all the office¬ 
bearers and members of this Church, who are willing to suffer for their 
allegiance to their adorable King and Head, to stand by the Church, 
and by each other, in defence of the doctrine aforesaid, and of the liber¬ 
ties and privileges, whether of office-bearers or people, which rest upon 
it; and to unite in supplication to Almighty Goo, that he would he 
pleased to turn the hearts of the rulers of this kingdom, to keep un¬ 
broken the faith pledged to this Church, in former days, by statutes 
and solemn treaty, and the obligations, come under to God himself, to 
preserve and maintain the government and discipline of this Church in 
accordance with his Word; or otherwise, that he would give strength 
to this Church—office-bearers and people—to endure resignedly the 
loss of the temporal benefits of an Establishment, and the personal 
sufferings and sacrifices to which they may be called, and would also 
inspire them with zeal and energy to promote the advancement of his 
Son’s kingdom, in whatever condition it may be his will to place them; 
and that, in his own good time, he would restore to them these benefits, 
the fruits of the struggles and sufferings of their fathers in times past 
in the same cause; and, thereafter, give them grace to employ them' 
more effectually than hitherto they have done for the manifestation of 
his glory.

GENERAL ASSEMBLY 1842.-ACT XX. 

May it please your Majesty, 

We, your Majesty’s most loyal, dutiful, and devoted subjects, the 
Ministers and Elders of the Church of Scotland, met in General As¬ 
sembly, relying with undoubted confidence on the gracious assurance 
repeatedly vouchsafed to us of your Majesty’s determination to main¬ 
tain inviolate the government, worship, discipline, rights, and privileges 
of this Church, humbly approach your Majesty, in order to lay before 
your Majesty a statement of the invasions which have recently been 
made on the said government, discipline, rights, and privileges of this 
Church. 

We deeply lament that the invasions of which we complain have 
proceeded from the Court of Session, to whose determinations, in their 
own*province, we have ever yielded and inculcated implicit obedience. 

We most respectfully submit to your Majesty’s favourable considera¬ 
tion the Claim, Declaration, and Protest, which we have adopted with 
reference to this matter; wherein are fully set forth the legal and 
constitutional securities for the rights and privileges of this Church, 
and the encroachments thereon from which we desire to be protected. 

We fully rely on your Majesty ? s determination to uphold and main¬ 
tain the government, discipline, rights, and privileges of this Church; 
and while we cannot, in accordance with the dictates of our conscience, 
and our views of the Word of God, submit to the coercion attempted 
over us in the exercise of our spiritual functions by the said Court, and 
must refuse to do so, even at the hazard of the loss of the temporal 
advantages we at present enjoy, we earnestly trust that such measures 
may be directed by your Majesty as will preserve to us the peaceable 
possession of those rights and privileges secured to us by statute and 
solemn treaty.

BY THOSE COMMISSIONERS TO THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY APPOINTED 
TO MEET ON 18TII MAY 1843, BY WHOM TIIIS«ASSEMBLY 
WAS CONSTITUTED. 

GENERAL ASSEMBLYal843 — ACT I. 

At Edinburgh , and within a forge Hull at Canonmilh, 
• the 18/A day of May 1843 years. Sess. 1. 

The Commissioners to the General Assembly of the Church of Scot¬ 
land, appointed to have been holden this day, having met in St 
Andrew’s Church, the Ministers and Elders, Commissioners thereto, 
whose names are appended to the Protest then and there made, 
and hereinafter inserted, having withdrawn from that place, and 
having convened in a large Ilall at Canonmills, in presence of a 
great concourse of Ministers, Elders, and People, ami having duly 
constituted themselves in the name of the Head of the Church, 
and appointed the Rev. Dr Chalmers to be their Moderator, the 
Protest above mentioned was produced and read, and thereafter 
ordered to be recorded as follows:— 

We, the undersigned Ministers and Elders, chosen as Commissioners 
to the General Assembly of the Church of Scotland, indicted to meet 
this day, hut precluded from holding the said Assembly by reason of 
the circumstances hereinafter set forth, in consequence of which a Free 
Assembly of the Church of Scotland, in accordance with the laws and 
constitution of the said Church, cannot at this time be holden— 
Considering that the Legislature, by their rejection of the Claim 
of Right adopted by the last General Assembly of the said Church, and 
their refusal to give redress and protection against the jurisdiction 
assumed, and the coercion of late repeatedly attempted to be exercised 
over the Courts of the Church in matters spiritual by the Civil Courts, 
have recognised and fixed the conditions of the Church Establishment, 
as henceforward to subsist in Scotland, to be such an these have been, 
pronounced and declared by the said Civil Courts in their several recent 
decisions, in regard to matters spiritual and ecclesiastical, whereby it 
has been held inter alia ,— 

First, That the Courts of the Church by law established, and members 
thereof, are liable to*be coerced by the Civil Courts in the exercise 
of their spiritual functions; and in particular in the admission to 
the offico of the holy ministry, and the constitution of the pastoral 
relation, and that they are subject to be compelled to intrude mini¬ 
sters on reclaiming congregations in opposition to the fundamental 
principles of the Church, and their views of the Word of Cod, and 
to the liberties of Christ's people. 

Second, That tlic said Civil Courts have power to interfere with and in¬ 
terdict the preaching of the gospel and administration of ordinances 
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• 

as authorized and enjoined by the Church Courts of the Establish¬ 
ment. 

Third, That the said Civil Courts have power to suspend spiritual cen¬ 
sures pronounced by the Church Courts of the Establishment against 
ministers and probationers of the Church, and to interdict their 
execution as to spiritual effects, functions, and privilegesi 
Fourth , That the saia Civil Courts have power to reduce and set aside 
the sentences of the Church Courts of the Establishment deposing 
ministers from the office of the holy ministry, and depriving pro¬ 
bationers of their licence to preach the gospel, with reference to the 
spiritual status, functions, and privileges of such ministers and pro¬ 
bationers—restoring thorn to the spiritual office and status of which 
the Church Courts had deprived them. 

Fifth, That the said Civil Courts have power to determine on the right 
to sit as members of the supreme anu other judicatories of the 
Church by law established, and to issue interdicts against sitting 
and voting therein, irrespective of the judgment and determination 
of the said judicatories. 

Sixth, That the said Civil Courts have power to supersede the majority 
of a Church Court of the Establishment, in regard to the exercise of 
its spiritual functions as a Church Court, and to authorizo the 
minority to exercise the said functions, in opposition to the Court 
itself, and to the superior judicatories of the Establishment. 

Seventh, That the said Civil Courts have power to stay processes of dis¬ 
cipline pending before Courts of the Church by law established, and 
1 to interdict such Courts from proceeding therein. 

Eighth, That no pastor of a congregation can be admitted into tlio 
Church Courts of the Establishment, and allowed to rule, as well as 
to teach, agreeably to the institution of the office by the Head of 
the Church, nor to sit in any of the judicatories of the Church, in¬ 
ferior or supremo—and that no additional provision can be made for 
the exercise of spiritual discipline among the members of the Church, 
though not affecting any patrimonial interests, and no alteration 
introduced in the state of pastoral superintendence and spiritual 
discipline in any parish, without the sanction of & Civil Court. 

All which jurisdiction and power on the part of the said Civil Courts 
severally above specified, whatever proceeding may have given occa¬ 
sion to its exercise, is, in our opinion, in itself inconsistent with 
Christian liberty, and with the authority which the Head of the 
Church hath conferred on the Church alone. 

And farther considering, that a General Assembly, composed, in 
accordance with the laws and fundamental principles of the Church, in 
part of commissioners themselves admitted without the sanction of the 
Civil Court, or chosen by Presbyteries composed in part of members 
• not having that sanction, cannot be constituted as an Assembly of the 
Establishment without disregarding the law and the legal conditions 
of the same as now fixed and declared; 

And farther considering, that such commissioners as aforesaid 
would, as members of an Assembly of the Establishment, be liable to 
be interdicted from exercising their functions, and to he subjected to 
civil coercion at the instance of any individual having interest who 
might apply to the Civil Courts for that purpose; 

And considering farther, that civil coercion has already been in 
divers instances applied for and used, whereby certain commissioners 
returned to the Assembly this day appointed to have been holden, have 
been interdicted from claiming their seats, and from sitting and voting 
therein; and certain Presbyteries have been,by interdicts directed against 
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their members, prevented from freely choosing &>mmissioncrs to the 
said Assembly, whereby the freedom of such Assembly, and the liberty 
of election thereto, has been forcibly obstructed and taken away j 

And farther considering, that, in these circumstances, a free 
Assembly of the Church of Scotland, by law established, cannot at this 
time be flblden, and that an Assembly, in accordance with the funda¬ 
mental principles of the Church, cannot b£ constituted in connection 
with the State without violating the conditions which must now, since 
the rejection by the Legislature of the Church’s Claim of Right, be held 
to be the conditions of the Establishment; 

And considering that, while heretofore, as members of Church 
judicatories ratified by law and recognised by the constitution of the 
kingdom, we hold ourselvCs entitled and bound to exercise and main¬ 
tain the jurisdiction vested in these judicatories with the sanction of 
the Constitution, notwithstanding the decrees as to matters spiritual 
and ecclesiastical of the. Civil Courts, because we could not see that tho 
State had required submission thereto as h condition of the Establish¬ 
ment, but, on tho contrary, were satisfied that the State, by the acts of 
the Parliament of Scotland, for ever and unalterably secured to this 
nation by the Treaty of Union, had repudiated any power in the Civil 
Courts to pronounce such decrees, we arc now constrained to acknow¬ 
ledge it to be the mind and will of the State, as recently declared, that 
such submission should and does form a condition of the Establishment, 
and of the possession of tho benefits thereof; and that as we cannot, 
without committing what we believe to he sin—in opposition to God’s 
law—in disregard of the honour and authority of Christ’s crown, and 
in violation of our own solemn vows,—comply with this condition, we 
cannot in conscience continue connected with it, and retain the bene¬ 
fits of an Establishment to which such condition is attached. 

We, therefore, the Ministers and Elders foresaid, on this the first 
occasion, since the rejection by the Legislature of the Church’s Claim 
of Right, when the commissioners chosen from throughout the hounds 
of the Church to the General Assembly appointed to have been this 
day holdcn arc convened together, do protest, that the conditions 
foresaid, while we deem them contrary to and subversive of the settle¬ 
ment of church government effected at the Revolution, and solemnly 
guaranteed by the Act of Security and Treaty of Union, are also at 
variance with God’s Word, in opposition to the doctrines and funda¬ 
mental principles of the Church of Scotland, inconsistent with the 
freedom essential to the right constitution of a Church of Christ, and 
incompatible with the government which He, as the Head of his Church, 
hath therein appointed distinct from the civil magistrate. 

And we farther protest, that any Assembly constituted in submis¬ 
sion to the conditions now declared to be law, and under the civil 
coercion which has been brought to bear on the election of commis¬ 
sioners to the Assembly this day appointed to have been holden, and on 
the commissioners chosen thereto, is not, and shall not be deemed, a 
lawful and free Assembly of the Church of Scotland, according to the 
original and fundamental principles thereof; and that the Claim, De¬ 
claration, and Protest, of the General Assembly which convened at 
Edinburgh in May 1842, as the act of a free and lawful Assembly of 
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the said Church, shjfil be holden as setting forth the true constitution 
of the said Church; and that the said Claim, along with the laws of the 
Church now subsisting, shall in nowise be affected by whatsoever acts 
and proceedings of any Assembly constituted under the conditions now 
declared to be the law, and in submission to the coercion now imposed 
on the Establishment. 4 

And, finally, while firmly asserting the right and duty of the civil 
magistrate to maintain and support an establishment of religion in 
accordance with God’s Word, and reserving to ourselves and our suc¬ 
cessors to strive by all lawful means, as opportunity shall in God’s 
good providence be offered, to secure the performance of this duty 
agreeably to the Scriptures, and in implement of the statutes of the 
kingdom of Scotland, and the obligations df the Treaty of Union as 
understood by us and our ancestors, but acknowledging that we do 
not hold ourselves at liberty to retain the benefits of the Establish¬ 
ment while we cannot comply with the conditions now to be deemed 
thereto attached —we protest, that in the circumstances in which we 
are placpd, it is and shall be lawful for us, and such other commis¬ 
sioners chosen to the Assembly appointed to have been this day holden 
as may concur with us, to withdraw to a separate place of meeting, for 
the purpose of taking steps for ourselves and all who adhere to us— 
maintaining with us the Confession of Faith and standards of the 
Church of Scotland, as heretofore understood—for separating in an 
orderly way from the Establishment; and thereupon adopting such 
measures as may be competent to us, in humble dependence on God’s 
grace and the aid of the Holy Spirit, for the advancement of his 
glory, the extension of the gospel of our Lord and Saviour, and the 
administration of the affairs of Christ’s house, according to his holy 
Word; and wo do now, for the purpose foresaid, withdraw accord¬ 
ingly, humbly and solemnly acknowledging the hand of the Lord in 
the things which have come upon us, because of our manifold sins, and 
the sins of this Church and nation; but, at the same time, with an 
assured conviction, that we arc not responsible for any consequences 
that may follow from this our enforced separation from an Establish¬ 
ment which wo loved and prized—through interference with con¬ 
science, the dishonour done to Christ’s crown, and the rejection of his 
sole and supreme authority as King in his Church.

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4.—ACT OF SEPARATION 


AND DEED OP DEMISSION BY MINISTERS. 
GENERAL ASSEMBLY 1843.-1V. 


23 d May 1843. 

The General Assembly haring approved of and adopted the draft of an 
Act and Deed to be subscribed by Ministers adhering to the Pro¬ 
test, renouncing and demitting their status, rights, and privileges, 
held by virtue of the Establishment, and the said Act and Deed 

* This Act and Deed of Demission is icgistered in the Books of Council and Session, of 
date 8th June 1848. 
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having thereafter been extended in duo and proper form, and sub¬ 
scribed by the parties, was ordered to be recorded. 

The Ministers and Elders subscribing the Protest made on Thurs¬ 
day, the 18th of this instant May, at the meeting of the Commissioners 
chosen to the General Assembly appointed to have been that day holden, 
against the freedom and lawfulness of any Assembly which might then 
he constituted, and against the subversion recently effected in the con¬ 
stitution of the Church of Scotland, together with the ministers and 
elders adhering to the said Protest, in this their General Assembly con¬ 
vened, did, in prosecution of the said Protest, and of the Claim of 
Right adopted by the General Assembly which met at Edinburgh in 
May 1842 years, and on the grounds therein let forth, and hereby do, 
for themsefves, and all who adhere to them, separate from, and aban¬ 
don the present subsisting Ecclesiastical Establishment in Scotland, 
and did, and hereby do, abdicate and renounce the status and privi¬ 
leges derived to them, or any of them, as parochial ministers or elders, 
from the said Establishment, through its connection with the State, and 
all rights and emoluments pertaining to them, or any of them, by vir¬ 
tue thereof: Declaring, that they hereby in no degree abandon or im¬ 
pair the rights belonging to them as ministers of Christ’s gospel, and 
pastom and elders of particular congregations, to perform freely and 
fully the functions of their offices towards their respective congrega¬ 
tions, or such portions thereof as may adhere to them; and that they 
are and shall be free to exercise government and discipline in their 
several judicatories, separate from the Establishment, according to 
God’s Word, and the constitution and standards of the Church of 
Scotland, as heretofore understood; and that henceforth they are not, 
and shall not be, subject in any respect to the ecclesiastical judicatories 
established in Scotland by law; Reserving always the rights and bene¬ 
fits accruing to them, or any of them, under the provisions of the sta¬ 
tutes respecting the Ministers’ Widows' Fund: And farther declaring, 
that this present act shall noways be held as a renunciation on the part 
of such of the ministers foresaw! as are ministers of churches built by 
private contribution, and not provided or endowed by the State, of any 
rights which may be found to belong to them, or their congregations, 
in regard to the same, by virtue of the intentions and destination of 
the contributors to the erection of the said churches, or otherwise ac¬ 
cording to law; all which are fully reserved to the ministers foresaid 
And their congregations : And farther, the said ministers and elders, 
in this their General Assembly convened, while they refuse to acknow¬ 
ledge the supreme ecclesiastical judicatory established by law in Scot¬ 
land, and now holding its sittings in Edinburgh, to be a free Assembly 
of the Church of Scotland, or a lawful Assembly of the said Church, 
according to the true and original constitution thereof, and disclaim 
its authority as to matters spiritual, yet in respect of the recognition 
given to it by the State, and the powers, in consequence of such recog¬

6!—ACT ANENT QUESTIONS AND FORMULA. 

GENERAL ASSEMBLY 1840.—ACT XII. 

Jidiitburgh, June 1846. Seta. 24. 

Whereas it has become necessary, in consequence of the late change 
in the outward condition of the Church, to amend the Questions and 
Formula to be used at the licensing of Probationers, and the ordina¬ 
tion of Deacons, Elders, anil Ministers respectively, the General As¬ 
sembly, with consent of a majority of Presbyteries, enact and ordain, 
that the following shall be the questions so to be used; And, consider¬ 
ing that the Formula, to this act subjoined, embodies the substance of 
the answers to the said questions, the Assembly appoint the same to be 
subscribed by all Probationers of the Church before receiving licence 
to preach the gospel, and by all office-bearers at the time of their ad¬ 
mission : And the General Assembly, in passing this act, think it right 
to declare, that, while the Church firmly maintains the same scrip¬ 
tural principles as to the duties of nations and their rulers in reference 
to true religion ami the Church of Christ, for which sho has hitherto 
contended, she disclaims intolerant or persecuting principles, and does 
not regard her Confession of Faith, or any portion thereof, when fairly 
interpreted, as favouring intolerance or persecution, or consider that 
her office-bearers, by subscribing it, profess any principles inconsistent 
with liberty of conscience and the right of private judgment. 


I.—ELDERS AND DEACONS. 

Questions to be put before Ordination. 

1. Do you believe the Scriptures of the Old and New Testaments to be the 
Word of God, and the only rule of fjtith and manners ?
